




The Animal Liberation Front . (Aid? ; . 


The ALF is the co: -ordinating body for illegal direct action against all forms 
of animal abuse and suffering. The ALF understands the more traditional methods of 
campaigning, but it believes these alone will not stop animal abuse. 

Members of the ALF often face court proceedings resulting in fines and imprisonment. 

The ALF is helped by supporters providing homes for liberated animals and by 
raising money to assist the ALF activists. 

The ALF began in the middle of 1973 when a small group involved with the HSA(Hunt 
Saboteurs Association) formed an independent group and began to damage vehicles 
belonging and used by various Hunts. The group called itself the Band Of Mercy. 

It became aware of a pharmaceutical laboratory being built in W alt on, Bucks, and that 
one of the owners stated animals would be experimented upon in the laboratory. 

On November 10 th 1973 9 part of the complex was burnt down by fire due to the actions 
of the Band of Mercy. Another attack occurred on the l 6 th and the end result was 
£46,000 damage and the opening of the laboratory being delayed for quite some time. 

The Band of Mercy then began a series of raids and attacks on sealing boats, 
vivisection laboratories and animal breeding farms. 

In March 1973 * two members of the Band of Mercy - Ronnie Lee and Cliff Goodman - 
were arrested by police in a vivisection building and each was sent to prison for 
three years. After a year they were released on parole, the Animal Liberation 
Front was formed - Press coverage of the Court case and imprisonment had effected 

more members of the Animal Rights Movement speaking out in favour of direct action. 

The ALF began a successful campaign to rescue animals and damage property used for 
animal abuse. In just 1976-1977* £273*000 worth of damage was suffered by animal 
breeding facilities, fur farms, hunts, abattoirs, circuses and laboratories. 

The Research Defence Society offices were broken into and files on members were 
taken in November 1976 - these gave useful information listing vivisectors, their 
addresses and ex-directory telephone numbers. One file removed was one relating to 
the ALF itself. Direct action continued and increased and in March 1977* Ronnie 
Lee was arrested again when mice rescued from a Surrey mice-breeding establishment 
were found at his home. He was imprisoned and joined shortly afterwards by other 
ALF members who had taken direct action relating to blood sports. He was released 

after eight months. He is now Press Officer for the ALF. 

Since then* ALF actions have increased and they now occur on a regular basis. 

On 7th February 1982, 10 rabbits were rescued from Safeharm laboratories in 
Derbyshire and on l4th February, beagles, rats and mice were rescued from the 
New Life Science Research Centre in Stock, Essex which also suffered £100,000 
worth of damage. Both raids were fully reported in the national Press and in the 
Press abroad. The Press Association stated in January 1981, the ALF had caused over 
£ 1 , 000,000 worth of damage to property used! for animal abuse although the true 
figure in well in excess of this. 
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The ALF is now the strongest it has ever bPjen and with more funds, intensification 
of its actions could come about. The ALF i^ here to stay and will always exist 
as long as there are animals being abused that need liberating. Although members of 
the Animal Rights Movement may disagree about when the end of animal abuse will 
actually occur, looking at history and the years mankind has abused animals overall, 
it is indeed 'one minute to midnight 1 for the animal abusers and that one last 
remaining minute will 'tick by 1 far more quickly if the ALF receives continued and 
regular support. Even opponents of direct action admit the ALF has achieved more 
for animal liberation, publicity pf animal’ abuse and problems for animal abusers in 
its six years of existence than all other Animal Rights groups have done in the 
l«st one hundred years. 

Members of the ALF (Supporters Group) are directly strengthening the ALF - members of 
the Supporters Groups can help even more by telling other people about the ALF and 
getting them to join the Supporters Group themselves - for £2 a month - 6 -Jp a day - 
it can make all the difference to an animal in a laboratory, breeding farm, circus, 
etc; etc;. 


The A.L.F. - who are they ? 


Recently, features regarding the A.L.F. have appeared in various different news- 
papers e.g. ' The Sun 1 and 1 The Sunday Times 1 . 

The Sunday Times described the ALF as f the militant animal welfare group 1 saying 
n The Front is the only animal-rights group committed to a policy of law breaking.lt 
aims to halt all exploitation of animals. .. .Front members come from all social 
classes and age groups - all are prepared to go to jail. 1 * 

The Sun reported an interview with four active members of the ALF. Each one expressed 
little concern about the possibility of being imprisoned if caught and their only 
concern being the liberation of as many animals as possible from animal abuse 
establishments .The ALF was called "the secret army which has declared war on vivisection 11 
ALF members work in tightly-knit cells - usually small but on occasion the cell 
can be up to twelve members. Apart from this, members rarely know members of another 
cell. When cells link up because of the numbers needed this can sometimes simply 
mean one group raiding an establishment, driving the liberated animals to a pre- 
arranged place when the animals will be given to another group with their own 
vehicle and each group giving the other no more than a passing glance. This behav- 
iour simply protects each member if later questioned by the authorities. 

All members of the ALF are vegetarian or vegan. An ALF spokesman stated f, Nobody 
would get very far in the ALF unless they were vegetarian or vegan. ALF members 
act as the nation's conscience - our basic aims are to rescue animals and cause 
as much financial and other embarrassment to people involved in animal exploitation 
until such time as the Law takes over 1 ' 

Members of the ALF are members of traditional anim a l rights groups such a s the BUAV, 
Animal Aid, etc; but are simply more dedicated in the fight against animal abuse. 

As the 'Sunday Times' article (5/9/82) stated, members come from all social classes 
and two members working aside each other can be of different creed, colour, politics, age 
group and social background - all of which fades into insignificance when on 
an ALF action to rescue animals and/or destroy animal abuse equipment and property. 
Dedication to prevent animal abuse becomes stronger after each action as on each 
occasion, an ALF member sees the most vile scene of an animal or animals being 
abased, tortured or murdered. Instead of instances where a person becomes despondent, 

ALF activists become more d edicated as time goes on. One ALF activist stated :- 
"It isn't funny getting up at 1 in the morning, leaving my family with the thought 
I might not be coming back unless it's in a police car, walking miles over muddy 
fields in minus temperatures, waiting around for hours, breaking into somewhere like 
a laboratory to be f a ced with the most horrendous sights possible, to carry out as 
many animals as possible - again miles through muddy fields and then to go home at 
5 in the morning and to be up again at 7 ready for work - but what else can I do ? 

- some people talk about the 'possibility' of ending auiimal abuse 'sometime* in 
the future - but that's of little comfort to the animals being exploited now - I'm 
just saying that I'm not prepared to wait for a day that may never come" I want to do 
something now and that's exactly what I ain doing " 

The one thing totally consistent with ALF activists is the reply to the question :- 
"But what if you get caught and go to prison ?" - it will be met with a shrug of the 
shoulder with the reply "So what ? A year or so in prison out of ray whole life is 
nothing compared with the agony and torment that an innocent animal in a laboratory 
of farm has to tolefcate - there's no comparison is there ?". 


The Need For Direct Action 


f, Our actions have brought the horrors of animal mutilation home to 
people* They may not like our methods but they agree with our 
aims. We believe that until the law is changed or repealed, it is 
legitimate to step outside legality* It should be understood by 
all, that we intend to continue and increase our actions as long 
as it is necessary - We WILL achieve our goal. ” (ALF Spokesman). 

Even opponents of direct illegal action admit it has done more good for the 
animals than any other form of action. The traditionalists who oppose it 
will nevertheless admit it is understandable and inevitable as frustration 
grows. Lord Houghton has stated ,r As long as nothing happens and there is no 
sign of progress, I think resentment will continue 1 *. 

One lady who has actively campaigned against vivisection since the 1930's 
wrote to the ALF stating 11 It is my sincerest regret that what the ALF are 
doing now was not taking place 50 years ago. If it had been, I doubt whether 
vivisection would exist now in any form at all.... During the last 50 years, 

I have frequently doubted whether my anti-vivisection work would ever effect 
what I desired, but it is now I can see the end of this vile abuse of animals 
in sight due to what the ALF have done • It is only now that anti-vivisection 
is a force to be reckoned with - the days are of the vivisectors are surely 
numbered" 

Direct action will undoubtab^v force Government to legislate against animal 
abuse but at the same time it also involves (i)the rescue of animals from 
animal abuse establishments (ii)the destruction of animal abuse equipment 
(iii)extra costs to animal abusers - the money spent for repairing damage 
and higher insurance premiums would have used for purchasing new animals to 
abuse, torture, mutilate and murder (iv)publicity . After direct action,’ 

(v) Animal Rights groups in the area where direct action occurs, usually 
continue this with long-term action afterwards. 

In view of this, how can anyone genuinely concerned for animal rights and 
welfare condemn direct action ? 

If animal abuseri are made ’aware 1 of the feelings of other people and their 
lives are made as intolerable as the animals which they abuse, if establishments 
abusing animals lose the profit they abuse animals to obtain, if Government 
spends more money on protecting these and this exceeds the revenue obtained 
from them, if militant action receives more support from the public (which 
it is now doing) animal abuse will cease. 

Some would say that whatever happens, it will be Government legislation that 
finally crushes animal abuse. However there is the factor that animal abuse 
will become such a risk and costly exercise, it will no longer be • logical 
to participate in animal abuse. Therefore direct action incorporates this 
’safety Valve’ in the event Government continues to delay legislating. 

Recent direct action which would have received national publicity in the Press 
is now no longer doing so - the proof that action against animal abuse is 
becoming so frequent. It should be mentioned that the £2 monthly subscription 
is to help activists in defence if caught as they usually pay for the heavy 
costs in carrying out an action (transport costs, equipment, etc;) out of their 
own pockets as well as actually carrying out the action itself. 

It is the wish of the ALF that more money is directed towards direct action 
- of the total contributed by supporters for animal rights, only a tiny 
fraction goes to. direct action - the remainder is squandered on offices, 
costly literature, wages, taxes, 'expenses’, etc; which rarely help the 
animals. 


Diary of A.L.F. actions in 19 82. 

(i) January l8th. Portrait of notorious 17th century vivisector Descartes hanging 
in the premises of Royal Society, 6 Carlton Terrace, London slashed and badly 
damaged by ALF activist. Descartes stated suiimals could not feel pain and their 
cries were simply like the creaking of machinery. 

(ii) 19th February. Damage done to battety farm at Halfway, Sheerness, Kent. Walls 
daubed (”Hen Hell Hole”) and cages damaged. 

(iii ) February 20th. Property being built to house the manager for the A. E. Beckett & 
Sons factory farm at Wythall, Birmingham damaged. This is the second action following 
previous ALF action in May 1981 when £700 worth of damage was done. 

(iv) February 7th. Rabbits rescued from and £5000 worth of damage done to the Safe- 
Pharm animal torture labs, at Shardlow, Derby. One rabbit later died from results 
of experimentation and another was found to be blind for same reason. The Lab. 
caretaker was slightly injured when trying to attack ALF activists afterwhich he 
attacked the Press there. 

(v) February l4th. The Operation Valentine action on the Life Science Research 
Centre in Stock, Essex received international publicity (including Canada and 
Australia where A.L.F. groups now exist). Beagles, rats and mice rescued and 
*,76,000 worth of damage done - the true figure is nearer £ 250,000 as this animal 
torture establishment lost massive orders through damage done by the ALF. 

Evidence of the great financial difficulties are illustrated by the Essex Chron- 
icle ( 9 / 7 / 82 ) detailing the dismissal of *+0 pro- vivisection staff due to the loss 
wf work orders. Animals were in very bad condition but now in good homes. 

(vi ) February 24th. Damage done to Shippams chicken processing 1 plant, Station 
Ro*d, Crediton, Devon. Vehicles also damaged and immobilised. Shippams rear 
chickens in very intensive conditions and then transport them in cramped conditions 
to the Crediton factory. Chickens in their thousands died one night not long ago 
when left in crates all night in freezing temperatures. 

(vii ) Late. February to mid March. Numerous actions by ALF against North Kent 
Tickham Foxhunt including damage to signs and property and vehicles belonging 
to the Hunt and Hunt members. 

(viii )February 28th. * Two young puppies snatched by ALF from animal dealers in 
notorious animal Market at Club Row, London. 

(ix) Guinea-pigs rescued from Redfern Animal Breeders, Ely Grange, 

Frant, Sussex (Henfield 3933 or Frant 5^4) by ALF. This establishment is 
subsidiary of Shamrock Farms, one of the largest suppliers of animals to vivi- 
section labs. March 22nd. 

(x) March 2^th. Xenon a West End night club using a caged panther near the dance 
floor (subjected to flashing lights and loud music) damaged by ALF. 

(xi) March 20th. Sever al East London Butchers shops h&d doors glued up necessitating 
the breaking down of doors by shop staff to enter. All shops concerned have been 
attacked before by ALF. 

(xii) March 28th. Two lorries belonging to ritual slaughter firm of Lewis & Co. 
were badly damaged. This firm is one of the largest ritual slaughterers in London 
and purchasers of factory-farmed animals. 

(xiii)April 9th. Seven dogs and a cat rescued by ALF from Leeds University Farm. 

These animals were under no circumstances 'laboratory-bred animals' but were 
quite clearly, peoples 1, pets. This proving that vivisectors are not only sadistic 
torturers and murderers but common thieves as well. 

(xiv) April 8th. ALF attack and do damage to a Faversham, Kent Furshop (White's 
Furs, Court Street). (Windows broken, locks damaged and made useless). 

(xv) April 15th. Several dozen mice rescued from and damage to vehicles done to the 

Triangle Mousery, 8l Windsor Ave, Newton Abbot, Devon. This establishment breeds 
mice for vivisection. • • 


Diary of A.L.F. actions in 1982 (Continued ) . 

(xvi) April l 8 th. Vehicle belonging to notorious Club Row(London) animai dealer, 

Lil Taylor damaged by A.L.F. 

(xvii)April 25lli. 2000 demonstrators led by A.L.F. activists and other direct 
action +-he outer perimeter area of Porton Down chemical defence 

establishment in '- T i It shire. Fences torn down etc; Event received national 
coverage in Press etc ; Establishment uses so many animals it has own breeding 
farm - in 1981 at least 17,000 animals vivisected etc;. 

(xvii) April 25th. Damage done to various parts of Chessington Zoo animal prison 
complex. Admiited ’considerable expense’ in repairs (resulting in less money to 
pay for stealing and transporting and imprisoning of animals in this obscene place.) 

(xviii) May 9th. ALF damage three fur shops in Westcliff and Pitsea, Essex. 

(xix) ALF do "hundreds of pounds worth of damage" (Press quote) to property of 
Sheffield vivisector "Professor" R. Barer in Sheffield. 9th May. 

(xx) May 22nd, 30th / June 15th, 20th, 21st / July 10th, 13 th. Substantial damage 
done by ALF to We st Country factory farms. Numerous animals rescued and found to 
be in very poor condition. Now in good homes and recovering. 

(xxi) May 29th. Damage done by ALF activist to vehicles and property belonging to 
Express Dairies, Cricklewood, London. This action was against factory farming 
and exploitation of cows and calves in dairy industry. 

(xxii)May 29th-30th. Damage done to property and vehicles belonging to Analyt- 
ical Supplies, Little Eaton, Derbys. This firm supplies vivisection equipment. 

(xxiii)lst June. Damage to vehicles owned by Goldenlay Eggs, Stone Style, Headcorn, 
Kent. This firm is responsible for large-scale intensive factory- farming in eggs. 

(xxiv)31st May. A.L.F. activists do damage to butchers shops in Stratford(East 
London ) . 

(xxv) 2 nd June. A.L.F. activists damage property belonging to May & Baker 
in Dagenham - this firm is a drug company and admit vivisecting and experimenting 
on animals. 
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(xxvi)15th June. A.L.F. rescue eight guinea-pigs from Bourneraouth-London train 
These animals were travelling from 1 animal for vivisection 1 breeder K.R.Grayston 
of Little Lyons, Ashley Heath, Ringwood, Hants to University College, London 
for torture, multilation and painful death. 

(xxvii)19th June. ALF accomplish a truly amazing raid on the Boots laboratory 
at Thurgaton, Nottingham when 12 beagles (8 males, 4 bitches) were rescued. 

All dogs were in disgusting conditions when rescued and all males had been 
badly mutilated - all 12 dogs in poor health. Many had heart disease and 
internal organs had prematurely aged. All are now in good homes with health 
improving. The ALF activists who accomplished this raid had to carry the rescued 
12 beagles across muddy open fields for three miles. 

(xxviii) A.L.F. damage a shop belonging to a purchaser of intensively-farmed 
1 goods 1 . (Baker f s Farm Shop, High Street, Sittingbourne, Kent). 22nd June. 

(x±ix)23rd June. ALF activists go across open corn fields to damage S.J.D. 

Humphrey Ltd factory farm (Twyford, Hampshire). 15 Hens rescued also. 

(xxx)3^d July. Homes of three vivisectors employed by Wellcome vivisection 
laboratories badly damaged by ALF activists in Beckenham, Orpington, and 
Tonbridge , Kent • 

(xxxi)l5th July. A.L.F. badly damage R.G.Lawrie *s, 110 Buchanan Street, Glasgow 
which is a shop selling seal skins. 

(xxxii)22nd July. A.L.F. activists rescue six cats from the Winches Farm Field 
station, Hatfield Road, St. Albans, Herts which infects (and murders) animals 
with parasites and diseases. 


Diary, of A.L.F. actions in 1982( Continued -2). 


(xxxiii) July 31st. Twelve rats rescued by ALF from Leceister University 
Psychology dept. All showed signs of being tortured (electric burn marks 
on feet) Estimated £3000 worth of damage done to torture equipment i.e. 
equipment for damaging animal f s brains by electric shocks. Later that day 
department stormed by 70 activists when two mice were rescued. These had been 
concealed by bedding when earlier raid took place. 

(xxxiv)lst August. Sheffield University laboratories have over £200 worth of 
damage done to them by A.L.F. activists. 

(xxxv)lst August. Considerable damage done by A.L.F. to Rospar plant in Bexhill 
Sussex. This fifm cuts up poultry for Catering 1 . Police estimate of damage 
"at least £1200". 

(xxxvi)8th August. A.L.F. rescue four hens from Misterton factory farm establishment 
at Crewkerne, Somerset. Hens diseased and ill but now well and in good homes. 

(xxxvii)8th August. A.L.F. rescue 5 hens from and do damage to the Pondhead 
factory farm in Holt, Dorset. As previously hens were very ill but now well and 
in good homes. 

(xxxviii )23rd August. A.L.F. rescue ten guinea-pigs from and do damage to the 
Public Health Laboratory Service building, Myrtle Road, Bristol. 

(xxix) 22nd August. A.L.F. activists release hundreds of mink from each of 
the following mink farms New World Mink Farm, Canewdon, Southend, Essex 
and Dauchunzie Mink Farr n, Nr Comrie, Perthshire. These animals are kept 
in tiny cramped conditions and cages and then murdered by poisoning, 
poison-inhalation or neck-breaking, beforewhich they are given drugs to change 
their skin colour (to suit buyers). 

(xxx)30th August, ALF activists with members of other direct action groups 
successfully do at least £2000 worth of damage to the Huntingdon Research Centre f s 
fencing and alarm system. . This establishment alone murdered over 1300 
monkeys in 1978 - it specialises in commercial testing - shamppo on animals* 
skins, force-feeding toothpaste and soap into dogs and cats, tetc;). 

(xxxi)30th August. Five fur shops in Bournemouth and Poole in Dorset considerably 
damaged by A.L.F. For some, this was not the first time. 

(xxxii)7th September. Three fur shops in Derby daubed with paint in a night 
ALF attack. 

(xxxiii )l8th September. Fur shop(Dominion Fur Co. Morningside, Edinburgh) 
had doors damaged by A.L.F. Also:- 

Ellerman Travel, Frederick Street had windows sprayed by A.L.F. as this firm 
was selling tickets for Chipper fi eld 1 s Ciijcus - well known for abusing, 
torturing and humiliating animals.

The Animal Liberation Front - The **ONLY** Way 


The A.L.F. has for many years been seen as a small direct action group within 
the mainstream of the Animal Rights Movement* However, this situation has now 
changed and the A L.F. — d other radical groups have accomplished more raids 
and actions than the rational societies have arranged demonstrations. For this 
reason, there is a need to understand how militant direct action relates to the 
general campaign for animal rights. 

Firstly, it can be said that many active members of the ALF and Animal Liberation 
Leagues believe that direct action is not a 'side show 1 to gain publicity which 
can then be utilised to enhance traditional campaigns, but is an alternative to 
those campaigns and that people drawn in by the publicity should not be encouraged 
to be under any illusion about the historic failure of 'letter writing* and 
'parliamentary manoeuvre*. Unfortunately, many of the so-called ' leading figures' 
in the Animal Rights struggle are so tied up in theur own campaigns, they look at 
direct action and think "How will this help my campaign ?". They also appear to 
believe they themselves can control direct action and turn it on and off forgetting 
it cannot be judged in terms of its effect on 'Campaign for healthy food' and 
G.E.C.C.A.p. They overlook the fact that the effect of direct action must be 
examined in the context of its effect on (i)a particular establishment which is 
raided and the animals abused therein and are liberated (ii)the Overall 
struggle for Animal Rights. 

Within the A.L.F. and similiar groups, the respectable campaigns are seen in 
their true light - simply that if they can achieve animal rights they cannot 

be respectable i The situation is very clear - animal liberation under the 

present system is not possible and has to be achieved outside the legal system. 
There are attempts to reform the RSPCA and to 'put animals into polities' • The 
ONLY reason for participating in these campaigns is the knowledge they will 
serve a useful purpose and the energy and iponey spent on these campaigns will not 
be diverted from the real task of liberating animals from laboratories, factory 
farms, mink ranches arid the hunters field. 

There are obviously many factors involved in debiting whether these campaigns are 
totally useless or just doomed to long term failure. Many of the most ardent 

supporters of 'respectable campaigns' would not take part in any direct action 

anyway and are consequently looking for something 'useful' they can do. The problem 
- and a cause for gre?t anxiety - is that their little schemes involve people that 
would otherwise be doing really useful work. The ALF Supporters Group has there- 
fore decided to have discussion articles on areas of policy and the A.L.F. (S.G.) 
believes there is a logic to direct: action and that a conciousness of that 

logic should be developed. Decisions should also be reached as to whether campaigns 
launched by other groups should be supported — viz. whether there is any useful 
purpose in supporting them. 

The two most potentially damaging campaigns at present are (i)GECAPP (Putting 
Animals into politics) (ii)the futile attempt to radicalise the RSPCA. 

Both these campaigns have brought about alternative secondary targets implying 
that all we have to do is convince J >60 Members of Parliament that animal abuse 
is wron g and change the structure of the RSPCA Council - and then 'all will be , 
we ^ 1 • The facts of tne matter are simply that M.P.'s are not there because they 
are compassionate people but because they are skilled at playing the 'politics 
game' and they can wei~h up the strength of different-forces and support the one 
th&t is the strongest. They are selected to be candidates because they 'toe the 
party line' and they can play off different pressure groups within their own 
party. Any compassionate sincere politician would not even become a candidate, let 
alone win an election. An examination of M.P. 's vast and sometimes, suspicious 
financial interests ai: frequent absenses away from ’the House* to pursue those 
interests proves this ceyond doubt. 

The very structure of the RSPCA makes it impossible to organise and effect radical 
campaigning from withii. If it were purged by activists, the result would not 

be necessarily the rad.calisation of the RSPCA, but mt>re likely the de-radical- 
isation of the '•orogestives ' . 


The rescue of 12 beadles from the Boots breeding gentre by the A.L.F. 

on 19th June 1982 - as told by one of the A.L.F. unit members taking part, 

As prearranged, all vehicles met in a car park in Nottingham. The 

occupants ui the six vehicles firstly discussed everything to make sure it 
was understood. We then made our way in convoy to a safe house nearby and had 
quick refreshments there while we studied the map and plans of the Boots 
laboratory at Thurgaton, Nottingham. There was discussion regarding the way 
we would enter the premises and we sill agreed on escape routes. Each member 
of the team were given definete tasks to perform . Some of the drivers went 
out and surveyed the area with the view to parking the vans which would be 
used to csirry away the animals - they also checked the escape routes to 
ensure they were familiar with them. Whilst they were doing this, the remaining 
members of the group waited tensely for the predetermined time of 1 a.m. 

During this time the group passed the time talking about previous raids and 
actions they had carried out successfully to prevent undue anxiety arising 
whilst waiting. The drivers returned by 11.30pm when we went through the plans 
once again and at midnight the vans moved off at 5 minute intervals. The cars 
were left near the safe house. My vehicle arrived at the farm track at 12.30pm 
and I waited for the other vehicles to arrive at the agreed point - on the 
corner of a field by the farm track I was standing on. All vans had arrived 
by 12.43pm and all lights were extinguished. We were then approx. 3 miles 
from the Boots kennels and they were not visible at our starting point. Our 
anxiety as we moved off had become determination. 

There had been heavy rain for some while and we started yomping across the 

muddy fields - already soaked to the skin - in pitch darkness. We used the 

hedge lines to give us the directions we needed - this had been worked out < 

in previous months when the hedges had been carefully mapped out as we knew 
they would be the only thing that would guide us in the darkness. After 3 ^- 
hours of yomping across the fields (which had become like marshland due to the j 
near-torrential rain) there was a light in the distance and we knew from 
previous dry runs(a’dry run' is a dress rehersal always done before the action 
- on at least two occasions) we were approaching the Boots kennels. The silence 
of the night was suddenly broken by non-stop barking of the dogs as they presumably 
heard us (this is a common occurrence) and by then there was only one obstacle 
before the Boots fencing. This was a fast flowing river which by this time was 
high and the sides were very slippery and unsound - we had come prepared for 
this - two of our group were carrying a pontoon-type bridge with them made up 
of a ladder and some walking boards. This was dropped into position and the , 

team made its way across it to a fence surrounding the kennel complex. As 
previously planned, we made our way to the doors leading into the kennel 
complex which had been open on previous dry runs. The first two ALF members ' 1 

were stunned to find these doors locked and two other members went away to 
the back of the complex where there was a low wall with a 7’ fence on it. One 
of the group previously detailed to enter the kennels jumped the fence while 
the other member waited - by this time the whole group had joined these two. 

The dogs - about 130 - were extremely nervous and continued with their 
incessant barking. Once inside the complex, the member found the doors to each 
kennel pen were unlocked and opened easily. The first dog was picked up and 
passed to the member standing on the wall who took the dog attaching a collar 
and lead - the dog was then passed to the other members nearby whose job 
was to take a dog each and care for it. It was completely dark in the kennels \ 
and the member sensed there was yet another dog .in the same pen - unlike the 
first dog — a bitch — this was a male • (The reason for this was later found 
out to be for breeding — i.e. Boots after experimenting on these dogs for up 
to two years reintroduced male dogs to the kennels to breed yet more dogs for 
experimentation, mutilation and torture). One of our members is slightly 
disabled and crashed through the fence badly hurting his back on the fall. 


The rescue of 12 beagles from Boots(Continued) . 

There was a terrible stench from the area and from sliding about in 

the kennel pens, it soon became apparent they can not been cleaned out for 
quite some while - the Boots beagles after being tortured were being made 
to live in unhealthy filth* After the kennels had been emptied of the 
number of dogs we had decided we v^v'ld rescue, we made our way out of the 
kennel compound and back over the A ""toon- type bridge. Even in this short 
time, the beagles were becoming i* -dibly heavy and it wa s only the deter- 
mination to liberate these abused d mutilated creatures that gave us the 
strength to make the long trek back over the fields which were now much worse 
due to the continuing rain. The gr^up had by then become split up and the 
first 8 people and dogs got back to the vans and decided amongst themselves 
to send a driver and helper away to escape safely and without detection. 


In a short time the group were 
together again and the vans began 
to speed off along the previously 
mapped-out escape route. Some of 
these went to the homes which had 
been arranged for the dogs while 
other vans went back and dropped 
off group members with the dog they 
had carried and were responsible 
for at the place where the cars 
were parked. It was during these 
journeys members of the group 
realised the dogs had been mutilat 
-ed - i.e. their carotid artery 
had been cut out and exposed to 
help the Boots experimentors to 
carry out tests on them. Our feel- 
ing of exhilaration turned to 
pure anger and disgust when this 
was discovered and our determin- 
ation to get the dogs away 
increased. 



With deep regret one of the liberated dogs jumped out of the arms of the 
person carrying it. The ALF deeply regret this although it is felt this 
behaviour illustrated the dog's mistrust of humans due to the, vile 

way Boots had treated it. All dogs rescued were extremely nervous although 
most of them allowed us to carry them over the fields away from the kennels 
without too much difficulty. 

We felt this was a successful operation and we learned a great deal from 
the new methods used and I hope by relaying these details people will 
appreciate the tremendous amount of planning that is needed before a raid or 
action is carried out. I hope also what I have said will enable other groups 
to attempt animal liberation which initially may seem impossible. I hope also 
that people will think about what Boots had done to these animals, what they 
were trying to do and the conditions they were kept in - it would seem ironic 
that after this raid that ALF Supporters continued to give Boots their 
financial support and therefore enable them to carry on their abominable 
"work".. ... M

ANIMAL LIBERATION - ANIMAL ABUSE

Two Animal Liberation Front activists apeak,.... 

The ALF(S.G) interviewed two ALF activists on November 9th at th. ir home. For obvious 
reasons they cannot be referred to by their real names, so they will be called 
J(who is male, aged 38 and self-employed) and A(who is female, 32 and »n 
Executive Officer in the Civil Service). Their home is three-bedroomed, well-kept 
and contains their one school-aged child and numerous animals they have rescued 
and have been 'dumped' upon them* J. has been vegetarian for 4 years and A. vegan for 6 . 

ALF(SG). How long have you been activist mem bers of the ALF ?. 

J. About 2^ years - before then we used to send them money but we felt that we had 
to become active. We were and are still active members of the non direct action organ- 
sat ions but we felt we were not doing enough for the animals - principally because 
the organisations we belonged to were not giving us the right lead. 

ALF(SG). How active are you ? 

A. We try to do something for the animals at least every three/four weeks. Anything 
that causes suffering to animals is a target - vivisection laboratories, breeding 
centres, factory farms, circuses, Hunts., fur farms/shops and anyone actively 
involved in them. We obviously both have our individual 'special hates' so our 
actions are evenly spread across the whole animal abuse system. 

ALF(SG).Do you feel animal abuse can be ended by political means ? 

A, Not really, I think at the end of the day, if animal abuse is legislated against, 
it will be because they have to legislate against it for fear of what the ALF and 
People who accept the ALF view are doing. If this doesn't occur, we will simply 
stamo out animal abuse and it will die out — people will just dare not abuse 
animals - it would be nice if we could educate people but some people just cannofc 
be educated - the only way they can be 'educated' is to teach them their behaviour 
will not be tolerated and allowed. 

J. We haven’t been caught yet and until we are - hopefully never J - we will 
continue what we’re doing now. Once you get animal liberation in your blood 
you just can't stop. 

ALF(SG). What is your personal reaction to an ALF action ? 

J. Well, it’s hard to describe. We obviously feel very tense beforehand and our 
greatest fear is being caught. It may be hard for some people to understand but this 
fear is not wholly for ourselves but that after seeing the animals in a lab. or 
suchlike, we fear that getting caught will mean we won't get them out. 

ALF(SG) What’s your ALF cell like ? 

A. There's five of us and we get on really well. Our political views are different 
and there's an amazing cross-section of religion - we have a Buddhist, Christian 
and an atheist but this causes no problems. When we meet - we just talk about the 
animals and how we can help them. This garbage about being thugs of the ultra-left 
or ultra-right is is just that - garbage. None of us have -got really strong political 
views and anyway, as an ALF group, we're only interested in animals - if any of 
us did have really strong political views, none of the other members would know 
or be interested about them anyway. 

ALF(SG). How do you hear about your targets ? 

J. Basically by keeping our eyes open - animal abuse-including abuse on a really large 
scale— it's everywhere so you don't have to look very hard. As I drive around a lot 
I find out quite a lot that way. 

ALF(SG). What do you do immediately after an action ? 

A. Usually sleep ! Fortunately with my job, I cam work flexible hours so if I get in 
at 4am I earn get 4-5 hours sleep before work. Sometimes it's very difficult to 
sleep as you're so excited about what you've just done, you have to wind down. 

Some of us even find it difficult to talk for a while. On an action your body and 
mind must be working 10 times the normal. J and I don't always do actions together 
as we wouldn't want to be caught together in view of our child and animals - sometimes 
that isn't a bad thing in a wav. 

ALF(SG) What do you honestly feel about the A.L.F. ? 

J. We both think it is the way animal liberation will be achieved. The ALF has done 

more for animals in 6 years than anyone has done in a 100. Whether people like to 

admit it nr not, that's the truth. I think direct action will be the thing that 

brings about animal liberation although of course I think the other organisations 

have a vital part to play - the proof of thi£ is that we both belong to many of them 

but they alone cannot end animal abuse. I believe more and more people are realising this. 


The A.L.F. raid on Leicester University Psychology T orture Departmen t . 


The A.L.F. decided it was necessary to show support for Brendan McNally wrongly 
imprisoned in Glen Parva prison, Leicester in an attempt to stop this young 
animal rights activist from attending any more demonstrations against animal 
abuse • 


It was felt there would be greater significance if a raid was timed to coincide 
with the Saturday 31st July 1982 demonstration outside Glen Parva prison 
by animal rights activists who were protesting against his unlawful imprisonment . 

It was also thought to be better to (a)raid a nearby animal abuse establishment 
- we therefore picked Leicester University Psychology Department which is 
notorious for experimenting on animals (b)raid this establishment before the 
demonstration took place so the demonstrators and Brendan himself could be told 
of the raid as soon as the demonstration started (Brendan was visited by a group 
of demonstrators) which would boost morale and be a sign to the authorities that 
illegal imprisonment would not under any circumstances prevent direct action* 

We arrived in Leicester just before midnight on Friday 30 th and we went to the 
University complex. Three of our group made a close inspection of the complex 
and the Psychology Department building. They ascertained the points of entry, 
exit and the look-out positions that would be necessary. They reported back 
to the remaining group - 5 of u© who had now concealed ourselves in the area. 

After satisfying ourselves all avenues had been covered, we mapped out our 
escape routes. It was now Saturday 31st July and within 12 hours, the demonstration 
for Brendan would take place. 


The group of 8 split up into four teams of 2 people and we made our seperate ways 
to the Psychology Department building.lt was easy to ascertain where the animal 
torture rooms were as these are usually located at the very top or very bottom of 
buildings - M away from prying eyes” - and also usually have ventilator shafts. 



Six of the group when at the Psychology 
Department, again concealed themselves. 
The other two members went to the base- 
ment window of the building - one then 
took up the position of look-out while 
the other began to tape up the window. 

The look-out was essential in this case 
as the window to be broken was below 
ground level and sight of the university 
complex was therefore very limited. 

After checking everything was completely 
clear, the member who had taped up the 
window then broke it. The window in fact 
was thicker and (therefore) more heav^ 
than it looked and the tape used to 
prevent it falling out and making a noise 
was inadequate to hold it and the window 
therefore smashed completely and fell 
to the ground making a noise. Because of 
this, the two members ran back and passed 
a lonely pedestrian who fortunately saw 
little of the two running past him. 


We then decided to wait a while to see whether he had called the police. After a 
while, we were satisfied no police had been called and the area was still clear 
the group went to the Psychology Department window leaving a look-out in 
position. The group then went into the building through the broken window and into 
a storeroom. We then had to get into the main corridor to gex to the animal hcldin^ 
and animal torture rooms and some amusement was caused by one member who after 
making numerous attempts to open the door with the aid of a crowbar found it 
opened at the turn of a latch l 


The A.L.F. raid on Leicester University Psychology Animal Torture Department. 

We then split into groups of two and made our way into the main corridor. Each 
group then entered different rooms — some holding animals to be later 
tortured and some being actual animal torture rooms. 

With the aid of torches we got a clear view of the tools the sadists used in 
th<* department. Tn view of us being in a psychology Department, we all soon 
gained the impression that the so-called human beings "working" there needed 
immediate and deep psychological treatment and one member of our group 
said a swift sharp blow to the head3 of the madmen who carried out the animal 
torture there "might help". 

Equipment in most of the rooms consisted of drums. There were also many electric 
generators and wires used for giving the animals electric shocks. The drums 
were devised apparently to deprive the young of their mothers (and the mothers 
of their young) and to introduce surrogate mothers. All of the group were 
deeply angered by this. Myself, I remembered a previous raid where I had seen 
baby monkeys given a children's toy monkey made of material and stuffing 
in a 'surrogate mother experiment* and the baby monkeys climbing over her tugging 
at her arms and head wondering why there was no reaction with total bewilderment 
and c-inguish in their eyes. Their mother in fact was already dead used in a tran- 
splant experiment nearby. What we found and had seen enraged us and we looked 
for animal torture equipment to destroy. One piece was a drum-like apparatus 
meant for surrogate experiments but also had electric strips running 
across it presumably to also electrocute animals already suffering from unnatural 
deprivation. This fiendish device was totally destroyed alongwlth several 
other pieces of animal torture equipment. 

Most of the equipment in the department was destroyed with the crowbars, hammers 
and wirecutters we had with us. One graph machine estimated to be worth 
thousands of pounds to the animal torturers was destroyed by two members in 
disgust at what they had seen. On looking for the animals, we quickly found 
twelve rats and they were removed in cages and left near our exit point. 

After spending half an hour in there we felt we had rescued all the animals there 
we could find and done as much damage as possible - we then made our exit. 

The cages with the rats inside were carefully passed through the window to 

two members who had got out first to take them. The whole group then left 

the area with the rat^proceeding to our vehioles. Homes had already been 

arranged for the liberated rats and they were taken there immediately. After 

this, on examination of the rats' feet, we saw there were blisters on some where they 

had been forced to walk on electrified floors. 

We felt this operation was successful although we learned one rat has recently died. 
This directly caused through what was suffered whilst being tortured in the 
Leicester University Psychology Department. The remaining eleven rats are safe 
and well in good homes now responding to the attention and care they are now 
being given and which they are fully entitled to as a right.

** The above action involved £120 - in A.L.F. activists travelling from their 
homes to Leicester, equipment to carry out action, initial treatment and 
examination of rats (several were in poor health for a fortnight after the 
action), large suitable cages and sirailiar for rats in their new homes, 
taking rats to new homes and A.L.F. activists returning to their own homes.

The number of people we believed would join the ALF(SG) as the final total, 
was reached within two weeks of the ALF(SG) starting 1 This only goes to 
prove somewhat conclusively that the traditional organisations have lost touch 
with their own membership and what their membership want - Animal Liberation.

We can only apologise for this but if 
we wrote acknowledging membership this would rob the A*L.F* of money intended 
for liberating animals - in view of this* there is really no choice in the matter 
- as we really hope members will understand ! 

(13) The ALF(SGr) and ALF are pleased to advise members that Patrick McFadzean 
wrongly arrested and unlawfully imprisoned has been released on bail* Patrick* 
a dedicated vegetarian and active worker for the Cambridge Peace Centre was 
imprisoned due to lies told by police officers at Huntingdon Magistrates 
Court on 19/10/82* These included the fairy-story that Patrick had assaulted 

a police inspector - this was accepted despite witnesses stating a different 
account and the fact that Patrick is NOT a man of violence - i*e. his hard 
work for peace at the Cambridge Peace Centre. Demonstrators at the Huntingdon 
Research Centre (HRC) were amazed at the police reaction and subsequent violence 
there. What wasn’t known at the time was the fact the police ‘guarding 1 the KRO 
were given a ‘guided tour* of the HRC by the animal torturers there shortly 
before the demonstrators arrived .and were presumably fed the usual lies about 
the "value" of vivisection and no doubt the story that animals were literally 
queueing at their gates pleading to be mutilated, tortured and murdered so 
mankind could benefit from this* The nolice were therefore totally indoctrinated 
when the demonstrators arrived and Patrick as with others* suffered as a result 
of this.* 

It was decided when the ALF(SG) was started that details of animal abuse in 
the ALF(3<*.) newsletters would not be necessary as members would be fully aware 
of animal abuse but to remind members of what the notorious HRC is all about 
we quote some of the “work“ done at the HRC 

"....l80 New Zealand white rabbits had a total of ten different shampoos instilled 
into their eves* It was noted one sample caused all the rabbits to struggle 
violently and three of the six rabbits screamed upon instillation of the product" 
(Ref. J • ooc * Comestic Chemists). 

This is what the demonstration was protesting against and the ALF(SB) would 
take the opportunity of applauding the work of the Cambridge Animal Aid group 
in publicising the fiendish "work" of this animal extermination camp.

Sometimes - 
of course — this has to be allocated against defence costs. Because of the 
success of the A.L.F(S.G) more of this money can now be given to 'the General 
Fund ' (which p^ys for raids/ actions/ equipment/ etc ) as a great deal of legal 
costs are being met by the A.L.F. (S.G) • So members of the A.L.F. (Supporters 
Group) are not only supporting activists (and the animals they aim to liberate) 
but indirectly, the actions themselves.

Whether opponents of direct action wish to admit it or not, in the last six 
years more' people are aware of how animals are abused, how many are abused 
and the true nature of animal abuse - greed, sadism, theft, deceit and the 
oppression of the sickest kind - mutilating, torturing and the slow painful 
murder of helpless sentient creatures who have no voice or way of fighting 
back. 


The A.L.F. is now feared by all animal abusers. Articles featuring guided 
tours around laboratories etc; always now include comments that those working 
there "did not wished to be named for fear of attacks" • This situation is a 
long way off from giving animal abusers the same pain, discomfort and fear 
they give the animals but it is undoubtably the beginning of justified 
retaliation. 


There can be no doubt whatsoever that the destruction of animal abuse 
equipment and property is vitally important in the fight against animal 
abuse. However the animals will always be the primary concern. If one considers 
Operation Valentine on February l4th 1982 at the Life Science Animal Torture 
Centre at Stock, Essex this point is fully illustrated. If the ALF action had 
been the damage only, it would have been reported in the Press simply as 
masked people carrying, crowbars and hammers running into the complex, carrying 
out maximum damage and then leaving as quickly as possible. However, this was 
not the case due to the rescue of beagles rats and mice , the Press gave 
sympathetic coverage and the Public were shown the animals the vivisection 
fiends were about to torture. The action was reported throughout the world 
and all pictures of the action included A.L.F. activists with animals . This 
situation is also illustrated by the Safepharm action on February 7th 1982. 

When animal abuse establishments become the target of the A.L.F. and the 
possibility to liberate animals doomed to torture arises, the liberation 
of these animals will always come first. 


Animals prepared for slaughter for food, vivisection and hunting care nothing 
for leaf letting, letter-writing, demonstrations, sit-ins, Stc;. Biey want liberation 
and they WANT IT ••NOW** . With EVERY action, the first question will always 
be "How will it help the animals ? - How can their discomfort be lessened ? - 
How many can be rescued ? " . And then — and only then — do the questions of 
how much damage to the property and aggravation to the animal abusers arise. 

It is with this thought in mind that the A.L.F. exists - the myth of politicians 
legislating against animal abuse does not help the animals. The "possibility * 
of animal abuse perhaps ending in about such-and-such a year is of no use 
whatsoever to the animals being tortured now . This is why the A.L.F • exists 
- it is not a concept of future ideals and possibilities — it is a organisation 
of dedicated people that is liberating animals NOW. If the A.L.F. did not 
exist, who could the animals depend upon ? - an honest person would answer 
"no one". 

The animals are dependant upon those who care about their plight - there is 
no one else for them to look to and because of this, everyone who professes 
a concern for animals has an obligation to fight for them. It has become 
painfully evident that politicians and traditional animal 'welfare* orgaimisations 
have deserted their plight - in the case of the latter, for every form completed 
in triplicate, every 'conference', every 'committee', every glossy colour 
vague leaflet printed, one 6r more animals die - painfully, slowly without any 
hint of help. 

The A.L.F. is the 'middle mm' between abused animals and those who care for 
animals - no wasted money in leaflets, offices, staff, wages - just 
ANIMAL LIBERATION.

Despite over a century passing and countless millions of animals being tortured, 

abused, neglected, humiliated, mutilated and murdered and the number increasing 

with the experiments becoming more bizarre and painful with little sign of 
any genuine reduction, there ire still people - unbelievable as it may sound - 
that believe Government will legislate against animal abuse through the 'pressure* 
(leafletting, letter-writing, peaceful demonstrations, etc;) that has clearly 
failed for the last 106 years , without direct action. This belief is in fact 
no better than the beliefs rind ideologies of the animal abusers - it has led and 

is leading now, to the deaths of millions of animals. The proof that Government 

has no intention whatsoever of improving the plight of laboratory animals is 
great -one example being the Home Office Advisory Committee on Animal 
experimentation formed only in 1980. The members ? :- 

(a) SIX are LICENCE HOLDERS. (A licence to experiment on animals under the notorious 
1376 Act). 

(b) 0f these six, two are members of the Research Defence Society • Another one 
is the ex-chairman, one has done 'work' involving electric shock experiments to 
animals, one has published books on cat experiments and two are employed by 
the Medical Research Council. 

(c) The other members iaiclude an ex-member of the Research Defence Society 
advisory committee (and gave the 1979 guest lecture there), a vet (no details 
known 1 , a surgeon, a lay member (no details known), a member of the RSPCA 
Animal L\ : pc riment ati on Department, and a legal man who has shown 'interest' in 
anima 1 welfare. 

In xt surprising that more and more people are supporting direct action ? Through 
the A,*L.i* . T animal abuse will have to be ended through legislation because of 
the actions carried out. Failing this, animal abuse will cease as it will be a 
costly and highly dangerous exercise.

Management agreed (to) look.. .into the question 
of insurance rights should the eventuality occur....." 

* * * In view of the present direct action campaign, members might wonder whether 
"should the eventuality occur" would be nearer the truth if stated as "when the 
event does occur" 
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(xviii) Due to the increase in A.L.F. actions, good vehicles are a total necessity. 

In the three ALF actions detailed to date (Boots, Leicester Psychology Dept., and 
South Western Chickens) more than one vehicle had to be used each time* 

If anyone is therefore trading in their old car for a new one (and the full value is 
rarely obtained in these cases), they may wish to consider giving their car to the 
A.L.F. who will put it to VERY GOOD use i 

(xix) Following on from (xviii), there is a very urgent need for experienced car 
mechanics - most A.L.F. activists - as do most drivers - have a fairly good working 
knowledge of car maintenance, but experienced car mechanics are needed to service and 
repair vehicles used by the A.L.F. - as most people will no doubt appreciate - vehicles 
used by the A.L.F* ore 'usually driven a great deal along roads (i.e. farm tracks) 
which do inflict damage and invariably, A.L.F. vehicles are driven at very high speeds 
a great deal of the time (1) which frequently causes problems. 

If you are an experienced car/van mechanic and can occasionally spend time checking, 
repairing and correcting faults in vehicles, then please let the A.L.F. know - please 
remember to give your telephone number. Any offers will then be filed and if the, need 
arises, the A.L.F. will contact you. Any offers of help will be greatly appreciated 
and a few hours - perhaps less - occasionally may make possible an A.L.F. liberation. 

(xx) lt is considered very important that A.L.F. supporters do write to the newspapers 

when an A.L.F. action occurs - this is VERY important - especially to counteract any 
animal abuser writing in to condemn the A.L.F. Please do write - A.L.F. activists 
cannot do this for security reasons - npr can the animals - it is really is up to 
A.L.F. Supporters. ;

Th e A.L.F raid on South Western Chicks (Warren Ltd.) on 21/11/82, 


ALF (SG) members will have read of the ALF raid as briefly outlined in the last newsletter 
- Eiary (xxv). This is the full account by one . the A.L.F. activists in the raid.. OM . 

" Our target was a small battery farm consisting of three units. We decided to 

raid this farm as (i)we considered it would be successful - it was not overlooked by 
houses and its position would allow us to raid it, rescue chickens and escape in the ^ 
night without attracting unwanted attention. (ii)When we initially looked at it, 
its outside appearence suggested that the condition of the chickens inside, would be 
worse than usual. The RSPCA had been notified of the conditions inside the farm and 
how the chickens were suffering but despite exhaustive attempts to get an inspection 
made, nothing had happened a , ; 

Our unit usually makes two or three night visits before an actual raid and on the second 
visit, we noticed that one of the houses was about to be re-stocked and we agreed that 
we could not only rescue chickens but inflict damage on the property also 

At 12.45am our team arrived at a pre-arranged meeting place about half a mile ffom the . 
farm - two of us in a car and the remainder of the unit (three) in a minibus. After 
checking that each of us knew what our duties were, we left at 12.55am. After a short 
drive, we arrived at the outer perimeter of the farm and left the vehicles using the 
cover of hedges and shrubberjr. The two vehicles left leaving three of the unit to proceed 
with the raid. We had arranged for the vehicles to return and collect us (and the 
liberated chickens) at exactly In 25am. - * 

We put on our gloves, balaclavas and we tied handkerchiefs over our mouth and nose as from 
previous experience, the smell in battery farms is quite unbearable. Wo picked up our 
’tools 1 for the raid ; - boltcutters, saGks, hammers and paint spray cans. We then went 
around the edge of the farm and walked up the farm drive towards the battery units . 

The whole area was very quiet and very dark -we were using torches taped over which 
allowed a pin-prick of light to show. Two of us half-way along the path continued on 
leaving one to observe the surrounding area and warn us of anyone coming.. 

We used our boltcutters to remove all the padlocks on the three battery houses and we 
saw that two were unoccupied and. becoming derelict although the one wo were planning to 
raid ‘was more than fully ! stocked Agreeing that there was no purpose in damaging thd 
empty houses either side of the full one, we entered the middle one which had the chickens 
in. Immediately, albeit our faces were covered, we wore hit by the, terrible stench which 
really was almost unbearable. The conditions were beyond belief, there were chickens 
twitching on the floor where they had somehow got out of their cages and had therefore 
not eaten - the farmer had obviously not bothered to replace • them. We looked in the 
battery food bin and to our total disgust, there were. 1 the rotting remains of two hens 
covered with maggots. We then approached the cages and quickly saw thef were very . ...... 

’overstocked 1 - each cage had 11 hens in and despite only a very quick look, we saw' one 
cage with 12 hens in - including. one that had recently died. and one decomposing - the 
one decomposing had been dead so long, it was rotting through the. wire floor. The cages 
were only about fo rty inches long. All the hens we saw were bold with bent-over, claws 
and in a very very bad state indeed** All cages had more hens in than is allowed. 

• - 

We opened the first two cages and took out twelve hens and gently placed them in the 
sacks we had with us„ Suddenly there was a loud rattling cfanking noise and we both 
turned round fully expecting to see either- the farmer or the police (or both) at the 
door. To our total relief, it was only the antiquated ventilator system. We then 
very quickly damaged some of the farm packing equipment and left the unit looking back 
at the many many hens in there deeply regretting we could not rescue any more. 

We went back up the farm drive, met the look-out and went back to the outer perimeter. 

It was now exactly 1.23am. After just having time to breathe a much-needed sigh of 
relief, the two vehicles slowly came up the road and stopped with motors still running. 

We got into the minibus and drove off quickly. After a few: miles we lifted the hens out 
of the sacks and placed them into boxes brought along for them. We then left the minibus 
with just the driver and one member to watch over the hens and drove home. All hens were 
taken to good homes that same morning v/here they are now in good health and enjoying life 
with their fellows in complete freedom and will live out their natural lives# j

Various questions are raised occasionally about what the A.L.F. thinks of other Animal 
Rights organisations and members of those organisations who do not participate in. direct 
action. • . ■ * ... 

Firstly, it must be said that the A.L.F. sincerely hopes all other org^r^sations will 
support direct action and encourage members to take direct action themselves. The A.L.F. 
has never - and does not now - condemn individuals who do not take direct action-*.. It” 
does however condemn organisations that cnitisise A.L.F. actions. The fact that passive 
action - leafletting, letter-writing, etc; has done nothing to help the animals is not 
a debat eable point - it is a FACT .- the very fact of experiments increasing frrwa mere 
hundreds a year in the 1870's to. millions in the 1980' s proves this - the experiments 
also becoming more crude, obscene and bizarre. It is felt that the vital ' spajNc ' that 
was so badly needed to ignite the flame of the campaign was brought about through the. 

A.L.F. beginning its radical direct action campaign. From 1976 when the A.L.F. was just 
a small handful of dedicated activists travelling about the country rescuing/liberating 
animals and destroying animal abuse property, it is now a world-wide concept. The day. 
the A.L.F. began its campaign was the day of animal abuse ending becoming a reality. 

So how does the A.L.F. see . other Animal Rights Campaigners ? — As a necessary and , 
important part of the campaign. It has been made clear time and time again that each 
group - and each person - has its/his/her role to play. The Animal Liberation Front is 
not so much an organisation, but a state of mu.nd. There are those people who prefer to 
home liberated animals rather than liberate them - without these people, liberation 
would be a very difficult task indeed. The A.L.F. needs those people who do intelligence 
work - especially those who take employment in animal abuse establishments - the A.L.F. 
needs money to send out groups to rescue the animals, damage the animal abuse property, 
to send the rescued animals to safe homes, to give them the medical treatment they some- 
times requires. It needs the money to pay the costs of activists arrested. 

Because of this, the A.L.F. believes each person has their particular part in the 
-campaign and the most positive way of helping the animals is to help the A.L.F. 

Members of the A.L.F. (Supporters Group) — and some may not realise this — are changing 
history. The A.L.F. is NOT interested in lobbying politicians — if Government chooses to 
legislate against animal abuse — so bo it — and this will bo welcomed — but whatever 
Government does do and docs not do, the A.L.F. Intends - AND WILL - end animal abuse. 

- Government intervention or not. 

All people that help the ...L.F. - in whatever way - arc part of the campaign that will 
see all forms of animal abuse totally eradicated from our society. Possibly traditional 
methods may end animal abuse in 1990 or 2000 (or later) but this is of little help to 
the animals being abused, tortured, mutilated and murdered in agony NOW - it is these 
animals the A.L.F. seeks to help and DOES help and will continue to help. It cannot be 
emphasised too much how important foster and permanent homes are needed, how information 
is vital for actions to bo successful and how money effects the liberation and caring of 
animals. Due to the success of the A.L.F., animal rights campaigners in many other countriej 
are fighting the same battle with the same methods - therefore supporters of the A.L.F. arc 
helping animals all over the world and not in this country alone. The ,-..L.F. does ask 
its supporters to challenge other animal rights groups they may belong to, if the leaders 
condemn the A.L.F. and what it does. Helping the A.L.F. and being a member of the A.L.F. 
(Supporters Group) is not so much a sign of solidarity with the A.L.F. - IT IS A SIGN OF 
SOLIDARITY WITH THE ANIMALS 0 Animals suffering NOW have no idea there are humans that 
are concerned about their suffering but through the A.L.F. it can be shown abusing animals 
will NOT bo tolerated and those who indulge in animal abuse now know there IS a force to 
be reckoned with. Members of the A.L.F. (Supporters Group) are already showing they are 
a vital and valuable part of the Animal Liberation Front . .Jiyonc who feels they are able 
to help the A.L.F. in giving a homo (or homes) to liberated animals, doing intelligence 
work and/or fund raising (say, for a specific defence fund) can write to the A.L.F. who 
will be very pleased to hear from them.

Why I support the Animal Liberation Front - by an A.L.F, (S.G) member, 

” . I support the A.L.F., simply because I have to - to me, it is a necessity and 

obligation. I do not feel I can involve myself in direct action, but I have always 
identified with the A.L.F. and its activities and shared its objectives. I am sure I 
share their happiness when a successful action takes place.. 

I do not consider myself ’extreme 1 at all - I am a member of NAVS and Animal Aid and I 
run a local group of the Vegetarian Society. I believe what the A.L.F. do are a vital 
part of the animal rights campaign and direct action is now a total necessary part of 
the battle - a battle I firmly believe we will win. In my view, the campaign would grind 
to a halt without direct action, also that it will increase and that direct - action has 
become- a fundamental part of the struggle to end all forms of animal abuse. What the 
ArfL.F. endeavours to obtain for the animals is not a privilege but a right - a lawful 
entitlement. Because the Law states animal abuse can exist, does not make it right and 
I get very angry when I hear of people or organisations condemning the A.L.F. saying 
they are wrong because their actions are n illegal ” . It was not so long ago when the 
felling of children was legal in this country - also slavery. , Just because the Law .stated 
these horrors were ’legal 1 - did it make them right - of course not. Fortunately, due to 
public pressure, the selling of children, child labour, slavery etc; were all outlawed, 
but the campaign cannot be successful due to public pressure in the same way (i)the 
abuse of animals is carried out mainly behind ’closed doors’ (ii) Animal abusers have 
tremendous financial backing - the animal rights campaign does NOT have this. (iii)Our 
society is still orientated to consider animals as 2nd class subjects - or of no value 
at all (iv)The politicians who could outlaw animal abuse are selfish corrupt individuals 

- many of whom have financial interest in animal abuse (i.e. vivisection - the drug 
industry). 

I firmly believe animal abuse MUST be sabotaged to make it too costly (and dangerous) 
to continue. I obviously do hope that Government will intervene but whether it docs or 
not is immaterial as the A.L.F. will achieve what I want - all animal abuse ended. The 
A.L.F. will undoubtably force the issue. I know so many people who have been in animal 
rights for some 30-40 years and they all express deep regret that the A.L.F. did not 
exist before 1976. 

It is my deepest wish that the A.L.F. will get stronger and more actions will take place. 
No one seeing the pictures of A.L.F. activists raiding animal torture establishments and 
carrying animals out can failed to be moved. I hope - and know - my membership of the 
A.L.F. (Supporters Group) will help the activists - and the animals they liberate and I 
was delighted when I first learned such a group had been started. I did indeed look at 
the leaflet/application form in disbelief at first - £24 a year ?. But when I realised 
this was just over 6p a day, I know this was a situation that would separate the ”once- 
a year conscience payers” and those who think about the animals every day. Fortunately I 
can afford £2 a month, but even if I couldn’t, I would willingly go without 2 slices of 
bread a day to help the A.L.F. — it’s not too much to ask for the animals.

The mi nd of the animal abuse r - who c ould u nd erstan d it ? 

The term ’animal abuse 1 and the ending of abuse - liberation - is understood by different 
people to mean different things* In the view of the A.LoFo, it is perhaps illustrated 
best by the cartoon of the cat questioned as to the meaning of "animal liberation”* The 

cat replies sharply "Animal Liberation ? - It means set us free and leave us alone." 

Animal abuse takes many forms - some obviously highly sinister and quite obviously evil, 
whilst others take on a more innocent appearence and it is these that will take many years 
to. eradicate. However, it is the sincere belief of many - and the present situation would 
seem to confirm this belief as correct - that many forms of animal abuse — and the worst 
kinds of animal abuse will be ended -in our own lifetimes. One can speculate with some 
optimism what the next ten years will bring forth in view of what has been achieved in just 
seven years. 

A great number of people can be educated to understand what animal abuse means and why it 
is wrong - however, there are many that enjoy animal abuse to whom ’education* would be 
a worthless exercise. They can only be prevented from indulging in their very sick 

pastimes by prevention and not by ’education* e The ever-increasing campaign of direct 

action against such people and their property has shown them very clearly that their 
behaviour will not be tolerated or be allowed to continue. This type of person has no 
respect for rules, conventions or legal obligations and this is fully demonstrated by 
the number of cruelties they indulge in without -any prosecution following. Not only 
does the Law allow terrible cruelty but fails to act when even its own very vague and 
faulty guidelines are ignored. One can easily see the Law is ineffectual when the low 
number of prosecutions for animal abuse are compared* with the very high number of 
occasions when animal activists are arrested and prosecuted. It is not the Law enforcers 
who are wrong - it is the Law itself. The Law which allows, condones and in many cases 
encourages the tormenting, torturing, mutilating and the murdering of millions of animals 
every year in this country alone. ' * * • 

It does not require a great deal of study nor examination to realise that* it will require 
much more than passive pressure to change, the law. No political party which has the 
remotest chance of being elected to Government has shown any sincere or genuine desire 
to legislate against all forms of animal abuse. If one flies . into the realms of pure 
.■k^^asy and considers a Gpvornment of caring people will one day exist - what chance of 
animal abuse being abolished with economic, social and international unrest ? 
iiie A.L.F. seeks — and is succeeding in — disrupt , to delay, to prevent and finally 
stop all animal abuse and if any Government chooses 'to ’step in’ and legislate against 
animal abuse - then so be it - and obviously it will be welcomed - but the A.L.F. campaign 
is not dependent upon Government intervention in the matter. 

The animal abuser is a highly dangerous individual - as said on many occasions and without 
doubt it is true - "If they could do it to humans and get away with it, then they’d do it". 
Most typonts and those who heave shown a total disregard and utter contempt for hurrivan 
life have also shown it to animal life also, ^md yet these ’people’ are allowed to continue 
their employment, pastimes or interests which cause the suffering of so many animals every 
day - without any sign whatsoever of pressure from Government to stop them. 

How does the animal abuser think ? This is virtually impossible to understand - c.g. the 
use of beagles in vivisection is due to the fact .that they are so very trusting and 

— far more than other breeds — they will endure great pain without attacking their 
torturer (s). Hence the large number of beagles tortured to death in vivisection 
laboratories every day. How exactly does this very sick mentality differ from the 
person who hurts a child or aged person "because they can’t fight back" ?. Breeding 
animals for meat simply arises through man’s laziness to use the earth properly — 
vivisection exists through man’s idea that is it quite in order for another to suffer 
that he can enjoy good health and live comfortably. It is an interesting study to 
examine where certain forms of animal abuse arise from. If vivisection is taken for an 
example, this is traced back to Claude Bernard, (1813 - 1$78), a failed medical student, 
who built his own vivisection laboratory in his own home, vivisected his own children’s 
pets, took the animals ho had experimented on to his bedroom each night so he could watch 
their sufferings, cremated thorn alive in a specially— built crematoria where he could watch 
the expressions of their faces as they were cremated alive, and to no great surprise, 
all ’findings’ through his experimentation have been found false at a later date. 


The mind of the animal abuser - who? could understand it ? (Continued) » 

Even the associates of Bernard condemned him although many vivisectors in his time ' 
right up to this time, revere him. Dr George Hoggan, the English Physiologist 
reported his findings when visiting Bernard’s laboratory :- 

"A small mongrel dog, whose hind quarters were paralysed as a result of an 
operation, had been removed from the operating table and left on the floor. 

He started dragging himself painfully toward a retriever that had been 
blinded a few days earlier for another experiment and was kept under obser- 
vation. Its eyes had. begun to putrefy* The blind dog managed to pick itself 

up, tottered toward the half-paralysed mongrel and wagged its tail. 

Nobody else in that laboratory seemed to notice the scene. (This) pathetic 
gesture of mutual sympathy put the human race to shame .’* 

find yet when ’human beings’ who carry out these types of actions are attacked by the 

A.L.F., there are hysterical outbursts - usually the loudest from the traditional 
animal rights organisations saying they are simply ’misguided’ or ’genuine people 
'who need to be educated’ or ’they have their priorities *a little mixed up ’’ - 
The average vivisector suffers from megalomania and most certainly a very deep 
form of schizophrenia in that he/she can ’switch off’ when finishing the. days’ 
’’work 1 ’. .Overall, the general anti-social and mentally unstable behaviour would 
indicate a form of psychopathy also. The ’darker side’ of man’s personality which 
psychologists frequently refer to is painfully obvious with a person such as a 
vivisector. . 

Carl Gustav Jung, one of the greatest, if not the greatest student of man’s mind 
and behaviour stated:- ’’With physiology. .. .1 found the subject thoroughly 
repellent because of vivisection, which was practised merely for purposes of 
demonstrations..... the demonstration of such experiments nevertheless seemed to 
me horrible, barbarous , and above all unnecessary. My compassion. .« .rested. . .on 
an unconcious identity with animals. 

It is (painfully) obvious that no sane person torments animals and Jung, clearly 
states it is contrary to normal or civilised behaviour. If vivisection existed on 
the scale -it do^g^now, in his day, it would be highly likely he woulcl have written 
at length about^wliS indulge in this "barbarous” practise. 

It would therefore se'em more appropriate if the accusations of "mindless vandalism 
and vicious damage" that the A.L.F. is occasionally accused of effecting, was 
directed towards those who torture and murder animals who cannot fight back, 
speak up for themselves, defend themselves and at this moment, have little or no 
rights. 

Returning to the vivisector as .an example, he/she sees nothing wrong in stealing 
animals and murdering them - they see nothing wrong with stealing from the state 
in charging exorbitant amounts of money for yet more drugs costing only a fraction 
of the sale price in production. They see nothing wrong with producing drugs - 
virtually identical with drugs already available and knowing they are dangerous 
.as . they well know .animal-testing is not a reliable way of determining whether they 
are safe - the countless number of people who have died or nearly died using their 
products proves this conclusively. • # 

There Can be no ’meeting point’ or compromise with such people - there is simply 
nothing to discuss. The only thing an animal abuser should listen to is the warning 
- which becomes louder and more clearer every day - the days of abusing animals 
are now numbered - the time that they have to continue abusing animals is running 
out and it is through A.L.F. direct action this message is delivered. 

The A.L.F. has always - does now - and will always make sure the message of animal 
liberation is heard by animal abusers and will not hesitate to use illegal direct 
action to rescue and liberate animals at the mercy of animal abusers and to continue 
the ever-growing campaign against animal abusers. The A.L.F. is confident that its 
campaign will achieve the desired result unlike vivisector Bernard who stated on his 
death bed to fellow vivisectors .around him "Our hands .are empty and orpy our mouths 
are full of promises".

Defence Campaigns - Do they work ? 


This year has seen the growth of direct action to a scale which only last year 
would have seemed a wild dream. Raids* sit-ins* mass trepass* damage to animal 
abuse property etc; are now a weekly occurrence and the result of all this 
activity has been a great deal of media coverage* press reports* TV documentaries* 
magazine articles * a growing public awareness of animal abuse* new members 
flooding into local and national animal rights groups. Not forgetting of course* 
a great deal of aggravation and expense for the animal abusers also. The greatest 
of all the short term benefits is the Liberation of hundreds of laboratory 
animals and factory farm animals. 

The campaign has not been without cost and this year well over a hundred people 
have been arrested for animal rights campaigning. The response of the A.L.F. 
and other militant direct action groups has been to establish defence funds. 

Many people wrongly believe these defence funds are established because we feel 
sorry for those people who have to pay heavy fines and face long and very costly 
court proceedings. This in fact is NOT the case. 

The purpose of defence campaigns is to directly challenge the right of the State 
to criminalise animal rights activity and the activists who participate in this. 

It is truly a bizarre situation that Society deems vivisection* factory farming* 
etc; legal and will also protect it by Law. The State is not independent of animal 
abuse but uses its resources to rally behind the institution of animal abuse. 
Hierefore the animal rights campaigners who take action against animal abuse 
find themselves in a situation of confrontation with the State — it is not the 
campaigners who choose to be •anti-establishment 1 but the establishment chooses 
to be 1 anti- them 1 . 

We must remember that the law is not a fixed panacea but a variable force - one 
day animal abuse will be illegal and then the State would be justified in 
prosecuting those who break the Law. Hie reason why animal rights campaigners 
find themselves in the Courtroom is because the State - at present - is allied 
with those who abuse animals. 

We must highlight this point and the basic aim of a defence campaign is to 
explain this to the public. Whether or not activists plead guilty to so-called 
"offences" is purely a matter of tactics and the defence campaigns do in general 
ignore the • legal aspects* of cases. Whether the activists on trial are •guilty 1 
or not* this is quite irrelevant - it is the law that is wrong. 

If and when people are found guilty* the responsibility of the defence campaign 
is to try and raise by public donation and appeal* the full cost of the trial 
and fines imposed. It is vital that attempts are made to try and raise the 
money from previously uncommitted members of the public - this has two effects 

(i) It challenges the process of putting activists on trial. The court labels 
their actions •illegal 1 * and sentences them to economic hardship by imposing 

a fine. The public then say "I believe they were right to do as they did and I 
wish to relieve them of the economic hardship imposed upon them by the Court 
because I do not accept they should have been in any Courtroom in the first 
place 11 . This results in the community rejecting the label of criminal and the 
sentence imposed by the Court is made ineffectual and unacceptable to the public 
which the Courts supposedly represent and protect. The State loses in its attempt 
to suppress militant direct action. 

(ii) The local group who has put all the work and time into this temporary 
campaign gains credibility and support in the community. 

When you next hear of a local defence campaign being established* your first 
reaction should not be to reach for your chequebook but to give your time and 
energy in supporting the Campaign* picketing the courthouse* organising 
leaflet ing sessions in your area* etc;. Your money is needed but your time 
and energy will do more good in the long run.

(i) The ALF(SG) would again point out there is a very urgent need for homes for 
animals rescued by the ALF. Sanctuaries for large numbers are urgently needed 
also. In the case of sanctuaries, financial help may be given. Please write to 
the ALF if you can help stating how many animals and what type you can care for. 
Short-term foster homes are urgently required also. Your offer will be filed and 
you will be contacted when the need arises. Please remember to give your telephone 
number if you have one. (Home or Work). 

(xi) If there is any need to write to the ALF(SG) and you do not hear for 4—5 
weeks, please do not worry as it takes at least three weeks for post to arrive 
at the ALF(SG) . When post is received, it is usually dealt with in a matter of 
2-3 days*A further dalay occurs as ALL ALF(SG) post is double-checked for address 

etc ; . 

(iii) As ALF actions increase, articles in newspapers are becoming more frequent.lt 
is very important that ALF supporters write to any newspaper reporting an ALF 
action to counteract animal abusers writing in condemning aLF actions. 

The ALF receive newspaper/magazine cuttings of ALF actions but it would be VERY 
MUCH appreciated if ALF(SG) members sent in articles they see in newspapers or 
magazines that specifically relate to the ALF or direct action. Doing this would 
really be invaluable and greatly appreciated. When sending in the cuttings, no 
covering letter will be necessary - just the cuttings ensuring the name of the 
newspaper etc; and date of the article are included or written aside the article. 

(iv) Some ALF(SG) members have written enquiring about leaving money to the ALF 
in wills etc;. Leaving money to the ALF is quite legal - it can be left to the 
ALF(SG) also - the only important point to note - and this is vital - is that the 
full name and address of the ALF is stated and the details are completely correct 
or this will invalidate a will. Anyone doing this should advise the ALF so it can 
be kept. fully aware of the position. 

(v) The ALF(SG) from time-to-time receives letters from members querying Press 
reports which sometimes report incidents quite incorrectly and are heavily biased 
against the ALF. Replying to these letters is very time-consuming so the ALF (SG) 
would ask members NOT to believe everything they read but to wait for the official 
pdess statement fDom the ALF Press Officer. Thank you* 

(vi) There was an excellent response to the ’Operation Valentine Photo. Collection 
which included three photos, of the raid on the Life Science Animal Death Camp. 

at Stock, Essex. This newsletter now offers the ’ Mink Liberation Ph oto. Collection — ^ 
This includes three 9” x 7" photos. (NOT photocopies) of (i)Masked ALF raiders 
cutting outer perimeter wire to allow mink released from the farm to escape into 
the wild. (ii) Masked ALF raider opening cages (iii)Masked ALF raiders carrying 
cages with mink inside(shown on photo.) This collection was photographed at the 
Southend, Essex raid.

ALF Press Officer Ronnie Lee is looking for somewhere to live. He needs a self- 
contained unfurnished flat in the Greater London area. He is having problems with 
his landlady and may soon be forced to move from his present accomodation. If any 
SG member has such a flat to let, or knows of anyone who has, please let us know 
as soon as possible. Ronnie, who has served two prison sentences for ALF activity 
and now lives on only a meagre supplementary benefit works full time for the ALF. 

He recently told the ALF(SG)" I don*t regret for one moment going to prison 

or the work I do now but one thing that has really got me down is that since coming 
out of prison five years ago, I have never had anywhere decent to live. I have 
either been forced to live in hovels with people I didn’t get on with*,, or with 
a landlord/landlady who has given me considerable trouble. I’m not looking for 
anywhere special to live, just a little plase where I can be left alone to get on 
with my work without additional aggravation. I think that what I have had to put 
up with is absolutely disgraceful when one considers how people working for other 
animal welfare societies (which are less effective or important than the ALF) get 
paid large salaries and can afford to live in comparative luxury. There is no way 
I want a large salary - or any salary at all - but I do desperately need a situation 
where I can devote myself full-time to the struggle for animal liberation without 
having to worry constantly about accomodation. I sincerely hope that the emergence 
of the ALF(SG) will mean that ALF activists are given proper support and do not 
have to endure what I have experienced over the last five years 

If you can help, please write to the ALF without delay. It is really a deplorable 
situation that people who give their lives to animal liberation, go to prison 
and live on next-to-nothing PURELY for the animals have to endure this type of 
situation .

In the middle of January ( 1983 ), ALF activists over a three day period attacked 
Joseph Fox Fur Shop in Sheffield - expensive plate glass windows were smashed, 
other windows damaged by glass-cutters and anti- (animal) cruelty slogans painted 
on the premises* ;The total damage was £2000. 

THIS IS NOW £2000 "wohth" of animals that CANNOT BE BRED AND SLAUGHTERED FOR 
THEIR OWN COATS. - FACT. 

On 21st January in a Sheffield newspaper, Jean Pink of Animal Aid stated 
f, ..this action does more harm than good...". 

What or who does this damage exactly "harm" - not the.- animals for sure I 

The ALF expects inane statements from animal abusers but NOT from people who. claim 
to be members of the Animal Rights Campaini Animal Aid with other organisations 
educates the public and without any reservation the ALF supports this and considers 
this a WHOLLY NECESSARY part of the campaign. It is distressing to' note \he 
condemnations - and this is not the first one - that Jean Pink has made. No harm 
to life occurred - simply damage to animal abuse property which will result in 
animals being saved - i.e. the money spent on repairs and extra security measures 
will come from money allocated for investment in animal cruelty. How can such 
action as the destruction of parts of a fur shop be wrong ????? 

It is perhaps worth thinking Which animal rights organisation has safeed the 
most animals ? Which animal rights organisation spends all the money it receives 
on animal liberation ? Which animal rights organisation has done the most to 
publicise the horrors of animal abuse and bring it into the Press and on Television 
etc; ? It is indeed worth thinking these questions the next time you send money 
off to : s in animal rights organisation. It is pathetic indeed that the organisation 
that has saved the most animals and whose members have taken the greatest risks 
survives - literally - on "a shoestring". 

Until recently the ALF had only very limited facilities to answer the irrational 
condemnations thrown at it. When it makes a statement to defend itself - it is 
accused of "attack" and yet when anyone else attacks it, no objection is heard. 

The ALF will defend its position and hopes ALF (SG) members will assist it. It is 
very disturbing that when the ALF explains its position and viewpoint - only to 
defend itself, it is accused of condemning others when inevitably the statement 
issued is simply to counteract misconceptions and untruthful or unbalanced state- 
ments. It is ironic that the ALF is deemed by so many to be the ’hard man 1 of 
the Campaign but in fact the ALF shows more compassion, more feeling, more sensitivity 
and more respect for animal life than anyone else - something worth thinking about. 

ALF actions effect the POSITIVE PREVENTION OF ANIMAL ABUSE NOW and statements 
condemning the. ALF do not harm the ALF but HARM THE ANIMALS . The ALF clearly 
strives for ANIMAL LIBERATION - NOT division in the campaign and, those who 
participate in dividing the campaign are no friend of the animals. 

The ALF works for the liberation of the animals - defending its actions uses up 
valuable time - whilst time is wasted, animals are dying. 

Whilst Animal Rights/welfare organisations condemn, critisise and argue against 
the ALF and between themselves, the ALF will continue with its work:- 

ANIMAL LIBERATION 

"As long as animal torture is lawful in this country, we must act 
act outside the Law" E.C.

"Diary of ALF group active in the South of England, 


’’.....The following account details several actions planned by our group. 

Our first attempt was an attempt at a Battery farm. This was, successful although we 
only managed to rescye a small number of hens. Following our action , there was a 
great deal of publicity. We, forced our way into the farming area by using a route 
from' the back fields. The encircling wire was cut and once inside the houses, the 
cage doors orened easily and we had no difficulty in removing the hens we thought 
we would be able to manage. This farm' had - been very carefully inspected beforehand 
in daylight and _at night. .We checked the entrance and exit routes and the burglar 
alarms - both over the. doors and. in the. ground. The hens were surprisingly heavy 
and we carried' them (to the vehicles waiting )in sacks. To our concern, the place 
the hens were. to be taken to could not. accept them for various reasons and we 
took them to a friend *s house, let them out to recover - and taste freedom for the 
first time - and then went on to another safe place. Not long afterwards they were 
taken to a good home* in the country where they h~ive fully recovered from their 
battery existence and run free. 

Our next target was a very large Battery (so-called) f farm* . It was in fact one long 
hen house in a filthy condition. After 2-3 hours of filing and cutting, we got in 
through* a hole in the wall but to our total dismay the cages would not open. We could 
not use lights. in this particular situation and could only presume there was a device 
somewhere that would unlock the cages as one so with great disappointment we realised 
we would not be able to liberate any hens (who were remarkably quiet - we suspected 
they were heavily drugged) so we daubed the hen house in total darkness with anti 
factory farming slogans. Yet another disappointment a few days later - we attempted 
to raid a large battery unit where several thousand hens were kept. It was easy to 
cut through the ’protective wiring 1 but the farm was brightly lit with a caretaker 
living in a caravan close by. The hens made a great deal of noise when we entered the 
battery area and after two attempts v/e decided a successful liberation would not be 
possible. The next l? farm ,f raided shortly afterwards was easy to get into as the door 
was left unlocked - there was the usual filth and the birds had terribly overgrown 
claws so they caught their legs in the cage wire very easily. V/e liberated four hens 
(now v/ell and in good homes) and left daubing on the "farm 11 buildings. V/e took a 
photograph of the inside but when challenged, the owner denied any birds v/e re missing 

A very successful rescue occurred, not long after this when we were able to liberate 
thirteen hens. This action took place with our group working with another ALF group, 
iis with the previous action, the ’farm* doors had been left unlocked and the condition 
of the interior was really dreadful. ^11 the hens were featherless except for their 
necks but they had not been debeaked as we had found with hens in other farms. This 
action was reported in the Press who were very hostile to our action. Not that this 
worried us very much I 

Our next .action was also very successful - we raided a breeding unit that bred small 
animals for vivisection. There had been several demonstrations against this unit 
together with leafletting and even daubing, but the evil work of the unit just went 
on 0 ooo„o We waited for what seemed a whole night as the night we turned up, the 
occupants were keeping very late hours. We waited patiently behind hedges until all 
was in quiet and darkness. We had to force the front door of the unit as the crowbars 
- for the first time ever 1 -would not open it. We placed a number of the animals 
into cages and containers we had brought along. The animals were taken to homes 
previously arranged and the .raid was given front page coverage in Press. Photographs 
we took of the interior were also used. 

Recently we have initiated a campaign of damaging fur shops and have found that 
walking or cycling instead of using a car is more successful and attracts far less 
attention. Different “ALF groups find different ways of achieving animal liberation 
and although we have as a group, not functioned for that long, we have determined 
which methods we find the most satisfactory and effect the maximum numbers of 
animal liberations. Speaking for the group, our group will always exist and continue 
the campaign of direct action all the time that animals are tortured and murdered. 

I hope that by this account beirig written that people v/ill form groups themselves 
and join our campaign - as detailed, things don’t always go smoothly but we know 

that through our actions - directly or indirectly, animals are being saved.

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The ALF is aware that many people support the ALF although they are unable to involve 
themselves in ALF direct actions. The ALF is very grateful for the financial support 
it receives, but for it to continue, more funds are needed and preferably on a regular 
basis. It has become apparent that the ALF has accepted that it must use militant 
style action to free animals despite the risks and costs involved - sometimes imprisonment 
has occurred. ALF members are constantly charged with criminal offences — NEVER are they 
charged with liberating laboratory animals - the courts NEVER challenge the right of 
vivi sectors and their like to abuse, torture and murder animals. The animals who are 
abused in so many ways and places are guilty of NOTHING and therefore do not deserve 
a lifetime of agony only to be finished by painful death. The ALF will continue its fight 
against animal abuse and therefore it is to be exp.ected that heavy costs will arise more 
frequently. By helping with the costs that the ALF has to meet on occasions, those 
sending money are making a very positive contribution to fighting animal abuse, helping 
and supporting those people who take great risks to free the animals and they will be 
showing that the ALF is NOT an isolated fringe group, but an organisation that gains 
popular support while Government refuses to legislate. 


Members of the ALF Supporters Group will receive bi-monthly newsletters giving all the 
up to date information about the ALF and its actions which are sometimes not made available, 
or if they are, there is a delay involved. There will also be other benefits available. 

All S.G. (Supporters Group) members will be issued with a badge exclusively made for 
S.G. members showing a masked ALF member holding a liberated dog - above this, the 
words ,f ALF Supporters Group".

.Operation Valentine -Chelmsford Court . -"Trial" of Travesty of Justice ? ^ 

•Exclusively for. SG members, accounts of the ’trials* of those arrested in connection 
with Operation VgAentine oh l4th February 1982 will be included in SG newsletters. 

• This newsletter begins with one account of the .first trial. ...c. 

’’....On l^fth Feb • 1982 ^,1£)0 anti-yivteeciioni'sts demonstrated outside the Life Science 
Research Centre^£SRT‘ -in;. Stock, Essex. During the demo, masked ALF activists went into 
; and liberated many animals and did £76,000 worth of damage. The action 

was featured on Tv and in the' Press both in th'e- UK and abroad. The police arrested 
nearly 60 people who were held for 2 days. 29 of these were charged and for trial were 
split into three groups. The jury were given maps and plans of LSR and a book of pho- 
tographs taken by a Daily Mirror photographer - Steve Bent. The photos, showed masked 
figures running through the LSR complex, damaging windows, a van, etc; and carrying out 
beagles in their arms. " 

The Judge was Brian Watling - a self-confessed fish murderer according to *Who*s Who’ 
ahd he ,told the jury not to think about the experiments at LSR or allow their feelings 
on the subject to influence, their, decision. : He added that experiments on animals might 
be saving human lives 'and he was personally glad animal experiments were carried out as 
this made him feel a lot safer. The first prosecution witness was Steve Bent who 
detailed how he was given instructions to go to .LSR- together with an ALE. leaflet which 
described the ’’work” of LSR. The leaflet ended ”Nc suffering" animal will ever call us 
vandals” . (The prosecution (pros. ) stated this was proof of the ALF’s intention to damage 
LSR and was also proof of conspiracy . )He met some demonstrators in a village near to 
Stock and drove in a convoy to LSR. Once there, he began to take photos. Some of those 
. he took appeared in the Daily Mirror the next day and his home was raided by the police 
not long afterwards and the photos, confiscated. After he left the demo, at LSR, he 

^was instructed to go to a car park in Brentwood. He did so : and was met by demonstrators 

who were to give him extra film, taken by them. They had a beagle puppy with them but 
the police caught up with them and the puppy was returned to LSR. When Steve Bent was 
asked by the defence (dof.) barrister why he. had taken so many photos, of this one dog 
he replied ”1 don’t know - I suppose it had nice eyes”. A deathly hush fell over the 
Courtroom. 

The next witness was Mr Farmer, a security guard on duty on the 14th Feb. 1982. He was 
extremely tense and asked if he- could be allowed not to give his address. To no great 

surprise, Watling allowed this. The judfee asked him how he felt after the raid and he 

replied, ”Terrible-I was suffering from shock” - Farmer’s ’’shock” was little compared 
with those arrested who spent two days in a ; police cell knowing that animals they had 
rescued had been returned for torture and agonising death at LSR. Farmer admitted under 
cross-examination that he was not allowed to actually go inside LSR buildings and he 
didn’t really know what ’’went on” inside there. He also said that when on duty at the 
gates, he often saw van loads of animals being driven in - but no animals ever seemed to 

gO OUt ......O..OO.O.O .. 

Several more witnesses were called and the pros, had a total. .of 69 witnesses. The def. 
needdd only 2 witnesses - the organiser of the peaceful demo, and a lady v/ho had once 
worked at LSR but left in disgust after seeing what LSR did with animals. Despite this 
lady turning up, Watling would not allow her to testify as he felt what she had to say 
would ’’not be relevant”. One of the defendants did have knowledge of what LSR did to 
animals and after detailing this, some of the jurors were in tears.* All of them looked 
very shocked. Watling then ordered the jury. to leave the Court - shouting at them for 
not moving quickly enough - and told the defendant who had detailed the work of LSR 
he had abused his right to -speak from the dock. The Court case lasted 2-J weeks and 
Watling summed up very much in favour of the pros. - although he was of course meant to 
be neutral. The jury were out deciding upon the verdict for several hours but despite 
this they were unable to agree on the verdict on six of the defendants and the other 
three were acquitted. Because of the failure to reach a verdict on the six, a retrial 
was ordered.

Help the ALF activists to help the Animals . 

As stated elsewhere in this newsletter, the ,T trial n of those arrested in connection 
with the ALF action of Operation Valentine is now taking place * The money paid by 
SG members will help to pay the costs and J ines arising through this. As stated in 
the SG leaflet/form which most members have seen and read, regular support is now very 
much needed as ALF actions increase and the chance of activists being arrested and 
’tried* also increases. 

One SG member has made the suggestion that members may wish to help the SG in a number 
of ways - i.e. become an "active supporter" . There is nothing illegal about being an 
"active supporter" of the ALF(SG) 0 (It is being an ALF member/activist taking part in 
"illegal" direct action that is unlawful). There are three ways members could greatly 
help the ALF(SG) to help the ALF.:- 

(1) Get people in the Animal Rights- Campaign to join the ALF(SG) if not already a member. 

(2) Hold a fund raising event for the ALF(SG). 

(3) Get a letter supporting the ALF published (this does help the ALF a great deal). 

Most SG members can do one of the above and by doing so, the ALF(SG)* can help the ALF 
who are doing so much for the animals at the moment - just glance at the ’diary of 
actions in this and previous newsletters to see this isi the case). The SG member 
who suggested this, felt so strongly about this idea, a fund-raising event was held to 
specifically pay for badges to be produced. The badge shows a masked ALF member 
carrying liberated animals - above this "A.L.F. Supporters Group" and below - in red - 
"ACTIVE SUPPORTER". Wearing this shows you are going one step - one very important 
step - in intensifying the direct campaign against animal abuse . Please try and do one 
of the following:- 

(1) Get someone you know in the Campaign - or your local Animal Rights group - to join 
the SG by completing the standing order on the ’reverse of the cover page. (New members 
must pay by standing order). As up to 1 0% of forms received to date have been incorre- 
ctly or incompletely filled in, please ensure the form is filled in correctly - i.e. 
four items regarding bank at the top, three items regarding actual payment below this, 
full name and address - in block capitals - follow and then the signature of the person 
from whose account the payments will be made and the date. 

The form should then be sent to the ALF(SG) with a covering note giving your own 
membership number and surname - the active supporter badge will then be sent to you. 

OR 

(2) IIold a fund raising event for the ALF(SG) which should raise the equivalent of one 
years membership (minimum £24). A badge wi ‘ 1 be sent on receipt of the cheque. 

OR 

T3)Have a letter published in a magazine, newspaper, etc; (NOT an animal rights public- 
ation) supporting direct action and the A.L.F. (The A.L.F. should actually be named 
in the article). The article should then be. sent in to the ALF (SB) with details of 
the publication’s name and the date it was printed with your membership number and 
surname. 

On April 24th 1983? World Day for Laboratory Animals was held - despite a population 
of over 50,000,000, the number who demonstrated in total around the country was about 
10,000 - less than one-fiftieth of one per cent (.0 2%)* despite being a peaceful 
well organised demo, against the obscenity of vivisection. From this, it can be seen 
how important members of the Campaign are to the animals - they have so little help. 
Please therefore help the ALF to carry on its highly successful actions which help 
those who camot help or defend themselves . If you read at the average speed, in the 
short time just this one page took to read, another 25 animals have died in a laborat- 
ory and another 7500 animals have died in the "food trade" .

Damage to animal abuse establishments - the significance and importance 


(4) 


There can be little doubt that nothing creates more favourable publicity for the 
Animal Rights Campaign than an ALF action which includes the reacue/liber-ation 
of animals from establishments which are preparing to torture and kill them. 

It has become obvious that even members of the Campaign give greater support to 
actions which involve animal liberation than actions that involve damaging 
property used for the torturing of animals. This is obviously understood - the 
picture of masked ALF activists leaving an animal abuse establishment with 
animals rescued from it is a welcome sight indeed* /Ire ALF actions which involve 
the damaging of property and not animal liberation simply a poor substitute for 
animal liberation ? * ... 

Damage to animal abuse property does .effect animal liberation as quite simply, 
the damage has to be dealt with and money meant for investment in animal abuse 
has to be spent on repairs, extra security etc;. If the damage is covered by 
Insurance, there is frequently an "excess” factor - i.e. the first £x has to be 
paid by the person(s) insured. This is not the end of the story by any means - 
the insurance co. will frequently require extra security precautions - fencing, 
alarms, guards, lighting systems, more secure protection, etc; etc. Also , the 
premiums required by the insurance. co„ will invariably be increased, /til- this' 
extra money needed comes from the funds allocated for the breeding, purchasing 
torturing and killing of animals. In the unlikely event the money needed is not 
taken from funds meant for animal abuse, it will come from wages for the staff 
and the results are obviously not going to be so ’good* - less products means less 
income = less money for animal abuse. If money is taken from profits, this in turn 
will upset investors who will withdraw their investments and leave the establish- 
ment with less money for animal abuse. The simple fact of the matter is that what- 
ever way damage etc; is dealt with it means LESS ANIMaLS CaN BE PURCHASED TO 
TORTURE aND SLAUGHTER. 

Damage also Upsets’ the running of an establishment. Life Science 'Research 1 
Centre at Stock, Essex which was raided on l4th February 1982 ( 'Operation Valentine 1 ) 
lost a large number of orders as their equipment was extensively damaged (i.e. 

£76,000 worth of damage was done). LSRC later dismissed over 40 of their staff 
quite obviously due to the terrific financial damage caused. Damage also affects 
private investment - Operation Valentine was detailed in 'The Financial Times' of 
15th February 1982. No one is going to invest their money in a business that is 
under attack. Many investors sometimes do not even know what their money is going 
to and ALF actions publicising what various establishments do, actually shows them. 

The FACT of the matter: is that £1000 worth of net damage is £1000 that cannot be 
spent on animsl abuse. The notorious Huntingdon Research Centre had to call in 
security men immediately after the £2000 damage (minimum) was done there on August 
31st last year - numerous security men at short notice on a Bank holiday ?* - not an 
inexpensive measure by .any means. 

It is of course difficult to relate a damage action with animal liberation - some 
imagination is undoubtably needed - BUT IT IS ANIMAL LIBERATION NEVERTHELESS ****** 
Damaging animal abuse property is a wholly essential part of the campaign to liberate 
animals. There is also nothing so demoralising to the animal abusers to find their 
laboratories, farms, offices wrecked. If damage wasn't so important why would the 
Research Defence Society and now, the National Farmers Union issue masses of liter- 
ature to prevent attack and the damage that accompanies it ??? 

Next time you read of an account where an animal abuse establishment has been damaged 
by the ALF - picture the animals they will not be able to purchase, torture and 
kill. It is indeed a hard decision to come to for the ALF in . damaging property and 
if anything it is more risky (i.e. the noise etc;) .and the penalties for being 
caught are much harsher but damage is necessary and the ALF will therefore carry out 
damage actions and thereby save animals. Damage is essentially animal liberation in 
the long term.

DESTRUCTION OF ANIMAL ABUSE PROPERTY - MAKING ANIMAL LIBERATION A REALITY

ALF Action at HyLyne Rabbits Ltd 4 , (5) 

This successful action was detailed in the diary of actions in newsletter 4. 

The ALF activists who carried out the raid now relate it in detail#..... 

n ....The group of seven raiders met up at a railway station at approximately 

9 # Zf 5 p m# We had two vehicles - a van and a car. Five of us had used the car 

to travel from our homes whilst the other activists had hired a van (due to 

the shortage of vehicles available) which would be used for taking the rescued 
rabbits to safe homes where they would be given the care they are entitled to. 

This was the total opposite of what their ’owner' intended - the rabbits there 
were bred and kept in the most dreadful conditions and are bred for the vivisection 
fur and/or meat trade. A great deal of rabbit meat was produced due to the fur 
trade in the factory. 

•The factory is situated just outside Lymm and lies almost directly beneath the 
flyover where the M6 crosses the Manchester Ship Canal - the factory complex is 
made up of twenty sheds which are 100 yards long each and contain about 25,000 
rabbits. Other sheds in the complex contain* slaughter equipment and there are even 
more sheds that contain enormous refridgerators to preserve the quality of the 
fur and carcases. Unfortunately the area is illuminated by the spill from the 
motorway lights and the floodlights on the premises. 

We sent the car off to be parked in a convenient spot about two miles from Lymm 

and the driver used a, bus back. We waited in a pub ensuring that nothing to do 

with animals, animal rights/liberation was mentioned whilst sitting in there albeit 
that we were in a quiet and isolated corner. We left the pub and climbed into the 
van and drove. in a roundabout route to Lymm and arrived at Hylyne at about midnight 
We then drove into a service road under the motorway flyover about 400 yards from 
the main entrance. We then ensured we were veil out of sight* We then turned off 
the vehicle engine and lights and waited a very tense- thirty minutes until all the 
lights in the farmhouse had gone out. 

We then crossed the field keeping a hedge between us and the house and skirted 
the house and entered the shed the furthest from the house. The scene inside was a 

total nightmare - so many rabbits in such a very small area with very little room 

to move. We had to stop just a few seconds to take it all in. When we had recovered 
from this terrible scene, we placed two rabbits carefull-y into a sack. When we had 
rescued 28 rabbits - using 14 sacks - the seven of us walked out with a sack in 
each hand. As we were just out of the shed, there was a moment of fear as a light 
suddenly came on in the house. However we knew the vehicle could not be seen 
from the house and as we were dressed in dark clothing it was unlikely we had been 
seen. We hid behind a hedge and waited for the farmhouse light to go out. After 
a short while it did go out and we agreed it’ must have been someone just using the 
bathroom. We then continued our journey back to the van. 

Once we were back in the van we moved off very quickly and drove to where the car 
was waiting. Five of us got into the car and the other two got back into the van 
and drove with the 28 liberated rabbits to safe homes which were only known to 
them. .This raid caused acute embarassment to the HyLyne owners and this was the 
first action we had undertaken in the area although animal abusers can- expect 
plenty more. in due course. 

For anyone contemplating direct action, we can only say this - After several years 
of campaigning, we, as a group of friends decided to try ALF tactics and in all 
the campaigns we have ever been involved in, there is nothing like getting home 
after a raid knowing that the animals you have rescued face a new and contented 
life rather than a painful death in misery, isolation and total despair. For the 
28 rabbits now out of Hylyne, animal liberation is. a reality. 


The need for education^ (The ALF way) 


"Human" "Having or showing the (especially better) qualities distinctive 

of man, . . . . as opposed to animals, machines, mere objects, etc ; " 

(Oxford Dictionary). 

It is apparent to most, if not all people, that from the tenderest age we are 
taught that the human species is far superior to all. This lie is shouted at us 
all - very loudly - from school, the Church, frequently our patents, the books 
we read (and are told to read), the newspapers, the television and radio, etc; etc;. 
The concept and idea of human superiority is found in literature produced to be 
read as. soon as the child is first able to read - there is no escape from the lie. 

The child is taught at school in biology that it is ’in order' to dissect animals. 

In history, man’s tyrannical use of animals is pictured as ’wholly necessary’ and 
how mankind has evolved ’upwards’ from the ’beast'. In religious Instruction, 
the child is reminded of mankind’s position on earth ("...Subdue it and have 
dominion over... every living thing that moves ..." Gen 1:28). In most other subjects, 
the child is shown what marvellous heights mankind has risen to and can rise to. 

It is therefore not difficult to see why the Animal Rights Campaign has had so- much 
difficulty in establishing itself - correcting and re-educating the whole population 
is (obviously) no easy task. 

Ignorance abounds like a cancer - most people fail to see that Animal Liberation is 
OUR liberation also. Letters frequently appear in periodicals etc;, condemning anti- 
vivisection as "drugs MUST be tested on animals to ascertain whether they are safe". 
The writers overlook the fact that most animals react in a totally differeht way to 
humans when drugs etc; are tested and there is already a lengthy list of tested drugs 
- declared safe after animal testing - which have killed or seriously harmed human 
beings. The actual reason why people react against anti- vivisection can be one of 
many, but the fundamental basis is ignorance. 

Animals being entitled to the same rights as humans is simply a logical fact. To 
dispute this by saying animals are physically different from human beings is a 
nonsense - one could then use the same irrational argument against the equality of 
the sexes - male and female are physically different so how can they be equal. 

If one is foolish and short-sighted enough to accept this argument, an endless 
and totally absurd list of situations then arises. Physical differences makes no 
difference whatsoever to the concept of equality. The Campaign is not saying 
animals are "the same"as humans, but simply that they are entitled to the same 

rights, protection, care and respect that humans are entitled to - as a right. 

To achiege animal liberation and animal rights requires a massive programme and 
process of education and the ALF sees its actions as an education. To educate 
the public showing them what does go on behind locked laboratory, factory farm 
and other animal torture establisHmmhts doors and to educate the animal abuser 
that his/her behaviour will NOT be tolerated or accepted - or allowed to continue. 

Mankind’s abuse of animals arises through ignorance, selfishness and apathy. It 
is a gamble - a very great gamble - to hope that humanity will educate itself and 
ban all animal abuse. It is a gamble that the ALF is NOT prepared to take as the 

’stake’ in the gamble is too high - the lives of millions and millions of animals. 

The ALF will show Government and the population as a v/hole, that there is a large 
number of humans who have re-educated themselves and are prepared to go to great 
lengths and take great risks to cut out this cancer of ignorance and what this 
ignorance produces - animai abuse - as expediently ‘ as possible. 

ALF(SG) members are doing a great deal to educate an ignorant population and effect 
Animal. Rights. We .are constantly reminded that a laboratory animal dies every six 
seconds and we should also remember the 300 animals that die in slaughterhouses 
every six seconds of the working day - also the .animals that suffer and due in 
hunting., factory farms, fur farms and domestic cruelty, etc;. All this in just this 
country 'alone. Supporting the ALF through ALF(SG) membership costs .000456p per 
six seconds and it is a positive indication of solidarity with those animals dying 
every six seconds due to the ignorance of human beings - the ’ so-called ’ superior 
being.

If not, a major part will 
be paid due to the people who care enough about -animal abuse and animal liberation 
to join the ALF(3G).

,f chari table” Trust. A few of the things this Trust have directly paid for:- 
(1)18 Kittens had one eye sev/n up until 5-7 weeks old. One eye was cut open and the 
other stitched up. They were then subjected to behavioural tests, (Journal of Physio- 
logy. 1976. Vol. 261. 175-187). (2) Rats were injected with an ear damaging chemical. 

Tissue damage etc; was measured. Many animals showed a decline in general condition 
and loss of weight, After 20 days, the animals were killed, decapitated and parts of 
the ear dissected for analysis. (archives of Toxicology. 1982 . Vol. 50. 267-278). ( 3 ) 
Anaesthetised cats were immobilised with pins driven into their pelvis. The animals 
were also paralysed with Flaxedil. Nerves were identified using implanted electrodes 
following electrical stimulation of the sciatic nerve. (Journal of Physiology .1982. 

Vol. 325 *79- 91* ) *»

One of their most foolish act's is to free laboratory bred 
animals, for not only can this put vital research back by many years, but it is 
highly doubtful if the animals themselves would be able to survive for long in an 
alien environment - it is very shortsighted and selfish of them M 

Presuming the ALF(SG) is supposed to take this seriously - and it is difficult to 
actually picture the writer (s) of the above statement - being serious when it was 
written, the ALF / ALF(SG) has news for the RDS - all the animals rescued from labs, 
are very fit and well and are more than delighted to live in an ""Alien"" (???) 
environment. There is no doubt whatsoever that ALL animals in laboratories would 
readily live _ in similiar "alien" environments if they could. The only animals 
which have died after liberation are those 30 seriously injured by vivisectors that 
even the best veterinary care could not save them . It is quite unbelievable that the 
RDS is still 'sticking' to the idea of lab. animals are * ' specially bred' - anyone 
looking at pictures of animals rescued by the ALF(e.g. the dogs from Laundry Farm) 
will see the RDS is being wholly deceitful or living in a dream world. The comment re 
.‘-'selfish' would be hilarious if not so very tragic.

A local shop in particular usually takes on the role of booking 
agent - in April 1983 * Exchange Travel Agents in 3 2 High Street, Bromley, Kent 
did this for "Fossett's Circus" and DIRECTLY -assisted the continuation of great 
animal suffering. Being a commercial business, their telephone number is easily 
available - why not let them know what you think. In addition to this, losing business 
by continual telephone calls will cancel out their"income" from acting as a circus 
a&ent and perhaps they might not consider it worthwhile on the next occasion ? 

Why not give them a ring - **NQW** ? 

(l9)The ALF(SG) would be very grateful indeed if members would only write when 
really necessary as a great deal of time is taken up answering letters - many of 
which relate to where information requested is easily available from other Animal 
Rights Organisations, items have been misread etc; in SG newsletters and there have 
been incorrect reportings about ALF actions in the Press* etc;. Time and money spent 
on this type of thing inevitably will lead to animal suffering because it could be 
used in better ways - so please, unless really necessary, try to avoid writing. Thank 
you.

Operation Valentine * trial 1 at Chelmsford Court * (2) 

Those SG members who received the June 3°th newsletter will have read one account 
of the 1st of the three trials.* It was stated at the end of the article there was 
a ’retrial 1 and here follows a full account of the first trial by another person 
but’ also including the ' retrial 

"...The Judge, Brian Watling soon made it very clear how seriously he viewed this 
case by only allowing the defendants bail at lunchtimes, and were in the presence 
of the solicitors because they were felt to be 'high security risk' (I). Watling 
is well known for his harsh sentencing*, The trial lasted twelve days* The Pros 
(Prosecution) surprisingly was prepared to allow evidence of what was happening in 
the labs* much to Watling 's annoyance* 

There was photographic evidence for the trial - one lot was admissable as the 
photographer (Steve Bent) was available and the others not admissible as the photo- 
grapher - Furey - was in Sth. Africa* At the end of the trial, t?ie jury acquit ed 
three of the defendants on all charges and a&quited one defendant on all charges 
except the charge of conspiracy to commit crimihal damage* The jury however could 
not decide on this charge nor the charges on the five other defendants* A retrial 
was therefore necessary* 

Only on the Friday befope the retrial was to begin on the Monday, further charges 
of criminal damage and theft v/ere added to the other charges. The def* (defence )made 
loud objections to this but Watling allowed this to go ahead. Throughout both trials, 
Watling would not concede one point for the def. The day following the beginning of 
the retrial, the jury wab dismissed as it was discovered one of them was the wife of 
a policeman giving evideiice( i l ) . 'The prosecution - for the third time - yet again 
gave the opening speech .1 The pros, at great expense had flov/n Furey from South 
Africa to make his photograpljs admissible* The retrial was fraught with arguments 
and tension as the def. :Ltself was apparently becoming more committed to the Animal 
Rights cause - one of tftq barristers gave a beautiful speech including a quote from 
a vicar of how we are spiritually impaired if animals are exploited - Watling then 
said he'd make sure he \^ould never visit the Church of that vicar - and that even 
the Devil could misquotq Scripture -* Watling as cun be seen was hardly unbiased " ’ * v x‘ 
r *. * *■ \ * 

Extra witnesses were called for the retrial including "animal welfare technicians" 
from Life Science itself* The first one described how dogs were brought in large 
numbers to LSRC and were fed in the morning, given their poison for that day and then 
observe them for the following three weeks when they were dying. This was all related 
in a way that it was perfectly acceptable way of earning a living. Evidence from the 
first trial was brought in a<nd the def. proved the police who arrested the defendants 
were lying about their movements* Numerous contradictory evidence from the police 
followed. One detective seargeant admitted that none of the "heavies" with balaclavas 
and iron bars had been arrested. 

.ifter twelve days the jury went out and after six hours returned with verdicts of 
guilty to conspiracy to steal on four, criminal . damage on two defedants, and one 
was acquitted* 

The defendants were physically and mentally exhausted after these two long trials 
and many had to travel long distances every morning and every evening to Chelmsford. 
Those in employment took unpaid leave, some almost lost their jobs and one actually 
did. Some ddfendonts were very stoical about their financial hardships and one 
rather than ask the SG for help thinking the money raised through it would be needed 
by "People worse off than her" sold her record playeV and watch (a birthday present) 
to pay her fares to Court every day* all defendants got into serious arrears with 
reht or mortgages. There of course will be the hefty legal costs and fines to pay. 

When the financial situation is clearer and finally settled, the SG will make a 
major and very large contribution to these costs. Because of the activists who took 
part in Operation Valentine, a tremendous amount if damage was done causing great 
hardship for LSRC and many animals were rescued and escaped the clutches of the 
"Animal welfare technicians" and "Scientists'^??) in the LSRC.

Operation Valentine at Chelmsford Court - Triaj 2 
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Here follows the account of the second trial* It may be helpful to give a few details 
about Judge Watling. Members who received the June newsletter will know that he 
stated openly that he supported vivisection and was Tf glad that it existed"* 

He was a Government Prosecutor for the Director of Public Prosecutions r - 

,/ - •/•'To* r " .f * ..He appeared to have a fear of anything radical* 

He is married with no cnridren or animals and one of his hobbies is fly-fishing - 
i.e he is a fish torturer* He is also a Church l^y preacher and appears to almost 
have an Old Testament attitude to animals - i u e 6 they can be sacrificed for man’s 
benefit* 

The prosecution was opened by Spencer Q.C* but as he was standing in a Council 
election, his place was taken by O’Brien who ironically runs a donkey sanctuary* 

The jury alter the challenging which is allowed, comprised of six men, all fairly 
young and six women, three of whom were also fairly young and three were middle- 
afeed/elderly* The prosecution explained the situation of the cover demo and the raid 
which took place during this* He explained that even if the defendants did not take 
part in the raid, they did nothing to stop it (!)* Those on trial were Peter S, 

Steve B, Janet M, Cathy S, Marion A, David .3, and Dave R, * The charges were as' follows- 
conspiracy to commit damage, conspiracy to steal, damage, theft, handling, and as 
an alternative to handling - ’dddionestly associating in the retention of stolen 
goods*.. The last one ensured all defendants would be found guilty - i*e* they were 
being compared with a ’look-out* for a burglar* 

The prosecution made it quite clear that it was felt that the rear-gate demo* was to 
secure and ensure safe exit for the raiders <> The Pros* also made a great deal of the 
fact that all the terrible experiments carried out by Life Science Research Centre 
(LSR) were in accordance with the Law* It was also pointed out that the raid had 
been planned a while before it took place ? end arrangements had been made to meet up 
with Press men* 

Police photos* were shown to the jury, in addition to those taken by freelance photo- 
grapher Steve Bent* It was a3.se explained how various items such as wire cutters, 
bolt cutters, paint stripper and hammers were found after the raid* The raid was 
pictured as pure vandalism* Later Spencer, explained how the police had arrived 
and chased vehicles through the nearby countryside* A map showing where the vehicles 
v/ere was totally incorrect as the vehic3.es were some distance from the map positions. 

The pros* made a great deal out of the tools found in Steve B’s vehicles and went on 
at length about ho w they saw two of the vehi )Ios were working in liason* 

Steve B was pictured as an organiser as he h id hired the vans and telephoned many 
people, asking them to come to the peaceful lemo* Photos* of Steve were shown to 
the jury and it was explained how the police had to mount a high-speed chase after 
his van* The pros* made it quite clear because of all this, he was clearly guilty. 

The tjury were also told of how Steve attempted to obtain LSR documents at Chelmsford 
police station saying they were his own. These documents gave instructions of how 
dogs were to be forced fed poison* Steve admitted trying to get these as he knew 
these would be useful in exposing LS$* Steve told the jury this was the only ’unlawful’ 
thing he had done/attempte i to do* 

Wat ling frequently interrupted the proceedings giving his vi ew as to what was being 
said* At times one was justified in wondering why the System had even bothered to 
get a jury* This was done to "guide"(??) the jury. 

Steve v/as found guilty of both conspiracy charges. 

Peter S pleaded guilty originally to the two conspiracy charges.

Ope ration Valentine at Chelmsford Court - Trial 2. (Continued) a (4) 

The case against Marion A was that she was an experienced demonstrator , and despite 
the Pros.’s attempt to involve her in the raid, she was acquitted. 

Janet M was seen in several photos, shown to the jury and the Pros* pointed out how 
she was standing in the peaceful demonstration, looking into the LSR complex and 
making no attempt to stop the damage or animal liberation ' i ) . The pros, said this 
made her guilty. They also pointed out the photos, showing her running with people 
carrying liberated dogs. Janet was in fact simply looking for an associate who had 
come to the demo and the jury accepted this and acquitted her. 

With regard to Cathy S, she was found with a document from the dog-dosing folder. She 
explained that someone had given this to her and she thought it was Anti-Vivisection 
literature and had no idea it was a document belonging to the. LSP torture centre. 
Despite there being no evidence against her, the jury found her guilty of handling 
stolen documents. 

The jury were shown photos, of David S carrying a liberated dog and the pros., attempted 
to make him a co- conspirator despite there being no evidence to suggest this. David 
was found guilty of theft and sentenced to 200 hours community service. 

During the (so-called) trial, the pros, frequently used military terms - ’platoons 1 , 
’recruiting se rgeantsj ’squads’, etc;. 

Dave R was not so much involved - i.e. he had come to the demo and left it in his own 
car. He was arrested at his home by Surrey police in the night. It was fascin :ating 
to hear the pros, detailing how the liberated dogs were going with and to so many 
people and when the number was totalled, it was DOUBLE the number of dogs actually 
liberated and LSR admit had been ’removed’. This was a soimvhat pathetic attempt - and 
on amateurish attempt at that - to involve as many activists/demonstrators as possible. 
As can be seen, it back-fired on them ’ 

The Pros, case was made worse by one witness originally not mentioning one demonstrat- 
ors' oar, then at the committal hearing saying that he saw it and tfcen during the 
trial itself giving an r?jnazing description of it - colour, reg.no., even marks on it. 
Dave R was acquitted. 

The Fros. witnesses included a neighbour and employee of LSR who v/as truly a very 
energetic person — she telephoned the security office, the chief security Officer, 

LSR director and police and made frequent visits into her front garden to see what 
wa s happening, and took down vehicle reg.nois. and found tools used by the raiders - 
all in a very very short time. The Security guard also gave evidence admitting he 
left the front gate open whilst the demo, was going on (J). He said there had been 
demos, previously but ’’nothing like this had ever happened before ’•’( i )'•. The photo- 
graphers gave evidence also but said nothing that wqsn’t known already. The Pros, 
admitted that Steve B’s van was NOT where the police had stated it had been. 

Several other Pros, witne eses gave ’evidence’ and a lot of what they said was 
contradictory. Some evidence’ given by some witnesses was so contradictory , the Def- 
ence did not even bother to question them. Evidence by the Police then .followed and 
for the prosecution some of this was disast rous. There were so many contradictions 
- i.e. the police stated they had tried to overtake Steve B's van but said they had 
radioed for a road block - the defence pointed out this was rather strange - surely 
if a road blotok had been arranged, the thing to do would be to stay behind the van 
being chased (ie to ’sandwich’ it at the road block) ? The police stated the car had 
’Police’ on the front so the driyer in front knew he was being chased - in fact the 
police car was only marked on the side - not visible to a vehicle in front. The 
Defence ripped a good deal of their ’evidence’ to pieces. Inevitably, the Defence 
said to to ne of the Officers ” You just thought of that didn't you ? It was the first 
thing that came into your nind ?” And the Officer replied ”Yes”. At this, there was 
loud laughter from the CourtroomI The Police evidence was so poor, the prosecution 
admitted they had been mistaken and Watling was very angry at this. He in fact wanted 
them to give their evidence again (presuming they would ’get it right’ prosecution- 
wise a second time l ) • More witnesses followed -and the Defence and Prosecution gave 
their closing speeches and Watling 'summed up’ directing the jury in the same vein as 
he had been doing throughout the whole; trial. The verdict of the jury of the seven 
defendants have already been detailed above.

ALF raid on East Midlands Battery Farm 
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SG members may recall the mention of a highly successful ALF raid on a battery 
farm in a previous newsletter where details of the farm could not be given as 
the owner had not realised he had been raided . Because of this, there is a good 
possibility the ALF may return and complete a similiar raid* Details of this 
raid now follow but for reasons given already, location etc; are not included. 

The factory farm chosen was in the East Midlands - the farm is a particularly 
vile place as it not only keeps battery hens but cattle in really terrible 
conditions. The cattle are kept in cold open near-derelict barns and the floors 
of these ’barns 1 are covered in rubbish and manure and apparently never cleaned 
out. In some places, it was nearly two foot deep. Our group saw the animals could 
hardly move. 

Our group consisted of six members and discussed what we intended to do on a 
Saturday night. We had to decide what member would take what action during the 
raid. We all dedided ALF action was really necessary in the case of this farm. 

We set off in two cars and a van. The vehicles parked in the agreed places and 
before separating to do this, we again quickly discussed what was to be done by 
each one of us. 

The van was stopped near the farm to unload crates and the two cars parked well 
away from the farm. The van, after the unloading, was then driven off to a place 
well out of sight. Two of our group were in the van and they were first to reach 
the farm battery complex. Keeping to the time schedule, the four remaining 
members reached the battery units and the units had now been opened by the first 
two members. The smell was almost overpowering. 

The unit was literally packed solid with chickens - thousands of them with no 
room to move - five birds were packed into cages no more than l8 M x 12" x 12". 
There was not even enough room for them to turn around - all they could do was 
just stand there. We found many chickens dead and some of them had been dead so 
long they were rotting and falling through the cage floors - there were living 
ones (If their lives can be called "living" ) v/ith the dead ones. We quickly 
but carefully put sixty-two chickens into the crates which had been brought along. 
One of the group was standing outside the unit watching the owner’s house to 
warn us if anyone came out but fortunately no one did. When we got the ’all-clear* 
signal, we picked up the crates and carried them across the fields as quickly and 
quietly as possible. With great relief we reached the van. The chickens were then 
put onto the van. One of our group ran to a car and picked up the members remaining 
except one who went to the other car. We then all drove off. The chickens were 
then taken to a safe home and left in a garage, the floor of which had been cover- 
ed in hay. We then left them to rest. We did not do any damage to the farm 

incidentally as (a)there was little to damage as it was in such a disgusting state 
anyway l (b )We did not think it appropriate. Normally, the animals have to be 
safely away before damage is done - this is the priority. I note from previous 
SG newsletter accounts, it usually concludes "the animals were taken to good 
homes - the end" and it maybe a good opportunity to detail in greater detail 
what happens after liberation. 

The chickens were taken out of the crates in the garage and simply stood there 
initially bewildered by this new freedom. The next day, they saw natural daylight 
for the first time in their natural lives. When we went into the garage, the 
chickens were already building nests out of the hay. One was extremely ill but 
after a visit to the vet she made a speedy recovery after a lot of care and 

attention. It was surprising how quickly they adapted to their new freedom and 

they were taken to their new homes. Several ’deliveries’ were necessary - some 
being 60 miles away. They are now safe and well - and very much enjoying their 
lives.

The ALF and the Animal Abusers - who are the real”thugs”? (6) 

After an ALF action takes place, an animal abuser invariably makes a statdftent in 
an attempt to defend animal abuse. Frequently it is suggested the ALF uses 
’brute force* to bring about the situation it believes is right. The animal 
abuser often uses the somewhat weak statement ’’The ALF are indeed entitled to 
their viewpoint - but so are we....”. This strongly implies the ALF is not 
interested in personal freedom nor the right to live as one wishes. 

It doesn’t require too much intelligence to realise there is at least one factor 
obviously missing in this argument - it isn’t just the animal abuser and the 
ALF involved - there is also a third party involved - very much ’involved’ - the 
animals themselves. The animal abuser gives the picture that he or she firmly 
believe that what is being done is ’right’ and they are responsible and very 
moral people. They very rarely mention that their ’’work 1 * which they feel is so 
very ’right’ involves the breeding, purchasing/selling, torturing, mutilating and 
the murder of many many animals. The animal abuser pathetically pleads his/her 
case stating the ALF are ’bully boys’ and somewhat conveniently omit to mention 
how totally tyrannical their ’’work” is. They attempt to state their case but 
become quite paranoic when the ALF reciprocate the same action. Their arguments 
are deceitfully one-sided and this surely illustrates the type of mind (if any) 
that they possess. Bringing the whole argument down to terms so simple that even 
an animal abuser should understand, the ALF simply does what the animals would 
wish to do themselves - get out of the torture establishments in which they are 
held and do as much damage as possible to (i)show their anger at what is being 
done (ii) To delay/prevent further animal abuse by the damage caused and the 
money which will be required for repairs etc;. 

The animal abuser will frequently put forward the argument that the ALF are not 
concerned with human well-being - putting the animal first and that the ill, the 
elderly and the very young are unimportant and of no consequence. They put themsel- 
ves forward as the moral, the just and those striving and giving up so much to help 
their fellow humans. What - yet again - they ’ conveniently ’ do not mention is that 
the actions INCREASE human suffering and does NOT reduce it. (E.g. flesh-eating 
causes disease from what is eaten and mass starvation elsewhere. Vivisection simply 
produces yet more and more products which are simply duplications of those already 
available - just with a different trade name). All that REALLY matters to the 
animal abuser is that the profit is very substancial. Have you ever come across a 
poor vivisector ? Go into the ultra wealthy areas of either town, city or country, 
find the most expensive properties with the most expensive attachments - and there 
you will find the average vivisector, factory farmers, etc; etc;. Their properties 
and all that they possess, purchased with the blood of sentient animals and 
their accompanying screams. 

Animal Rights demonstrations frequently include the chant of ’’Animal Liberation 
is OUR liberation” and indeed this is so. Animal Liberation will lay the found- 
ation of a caring responsible and democratic society. While animal abuse exists, 
any hope of a better society is futile. .ire members of the ALF selfish idealists 
with their priorities ”a little mixed up” - do they care nothing for their fellow 
humans suffering ? The answer is a clear and very obvious ”N0” - as illustrated 
above, animal liberation will create a better and healthier world. Those SG members 
who received the first newsletter will see in the account of the Boojrs raid that one 
ALF member was disabled, there were two sponsored walks for the ALF in 198^ by a 
disabled person and at every demonstration, disabled people are present. The pure 
fantasy of the ALF being selfish thugs is just that - pure 100% fantasy and a 
total lie. The Animal Rights Campaign is truly unique in that it includes supporters 
of all groups, ages, nationalities, political outlooks, etc;. It is too important 
to be tainted with the corruption of petty human politics. 

The animal abusers can shout their lies but any thinking person v/ill see through 
them. The ALF will continue its fast^growing campaign against the obscenity of 
animal abuse and will be a part of the situation that eliminates ALL animal 
suffering despite the useless attempt of the animal abusers to justify their 
abominations •

Those in the third trial were sentenced on 24th June - Randy Burrows imprisoned for 
three months and Brendan Delaney for four. Sue Boulding 3 months but suspended for 2 
years. Gary Ashdown, Les Havard, Malcolm Leick and Carol Porter - 200 hours community 
semsre and £250 costs. Dick Shepherd - £150 fine with £50 costs or 30 days imprison- 
ment and undrew Bailey - £250 fine with £50 costs. 

Members may wish to note Mrs Angela Bill and Jason Ambrose, both of Ingatestone Rd., 
Stock, Nr. Chelmsford, Essex who took down vehicle numbers which subsequently led 
to the arrests of activists were given £150 and £50 'rewards’ from public funds 
by Judge Wat ling.

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Operation Valentine at Chelmsford Court - "Trial" 3, 

The defendants in this (so-called) trial were Gary A, Randy B, Mike E, Sue B, 

Sue F, Les H, Malcolm L, Brendan D, Carol P, Dick S# Andy B was also on ’trial'., 
but had pleaded guilty to a conspiracy charge# 

The first 2 days were taken up with arguing legal points on whether additional 
charges of actual damage and actual thef: could be included# Les H had the extra 
charge of actual theft included*, 

There was a great deal of talk about whedier the raid was a joint enterprise or* 
a joint conspiracy - if anyone gave supprrt to the masked raiders, whether 
moral, mental or physical - this was counted as conspiracy# 

T#Furey a photographer present at the raid gave 'evidence 1 - on several occasions, 
he was -found to be wrong in what he wassaying. His partner Hyde, a journalist 
also gave evidence - saying there were 5) vehicles going in convoy to the Life 
Science Research Centre (LSR)# l 

Angela Bill also gave evidence - remembering details she had not stated originally 
in original statements# Another LSR neighbour, Mrs Hagger(ex Mrs Ambrose) also 
gave evidence o Her son, Jason said that l^e saw the fence being cut and had -taken 
down vehicle numbers. Photographs showed $ome of the' things he stated as quite 
incorrect - nevertheless the Judge praised him# Mr Hagger also gave 'evidence 1 . 
The defendants barrister made it clear tz the court that Sue B had asked for a 
solicitor during police questioning six times and police interviews were conduct- 
ed after 20 hours without sleep or food# A solicitor for the defendants also 
stated she. had not been allowed tc see he? clients until after police interviews# 

Other witnesses gave evidence including the owner of the van hire firm from which 
vans for the peaceful demo had been Kirec* Various police officers also gave 
evidence, contradicting themselves on many occasions* When the van hire owner 
mentioned that Sue B's van had a grab rail inside it, one police officer went 
off very agitated and not long afterwards, a young PC who looked quite terrified 
and spoke like a robot, gave evidence saying he had remembered seeing the van 
that day and that it had a grab rail l The next day, the jury were sent out as 
the police prosecution were apparently not too happy with the way things were 
going o o c o * . o c # 

Another PC gave evidence and was able to remember the sm a 3.1est detail despite 
making his notebook notes out two tenths after the raid l The police prosecution 
then examined the photographs taken, particularly interested in the one of the 
masked figure holding a liberated beagle# One police officer stated &hat she 
remembered going round to the passenger side of a van after the raid which had 
been stopped although a colleague had said the van had pulled in tightly against 
a hedge# 

During the first week of the 'trial', several offers were made by the prosecuting 
counsel. Dick S admitted being guilty to a minor charge - so did Randy B. Carol 
P and Les H were 'offered' a pi da of handling only, but they refused this# Sue 
B 'was offered a plea of one of the conspiracy charges only but it was never 
made clear which one this was and this was refused. Mike E was also offered 
a deal" but turned it clown. 

In the situations where these 'offers' were being made, the defendants were 
given very little time to think about them - the "offer" of a. defendant pleading 
guilty rather than innocent on more serious charges shows how very twisted 
and wholly corrupt the Law is in this Country# People's lives, livelihoods 
and freedom are treated like items in a Supermarket. Bargain sale.

Even -after Randy B had pleaded guilty and was dismissed from the Court 
from Jthe- rest of the trial, the barristers fought hard to proveit wasn’t' 
him in the photographs taken. This attempt was unfortunately unsuccessful 
althrtugfcrf ^a„.great deal of time was spent on the issue. , 

The p ro s ection was making a great deal of Sue B having a Stanley knife on 
her when -arrested# She explained that she had been using it to cut out cork 
wall tiles to shape the day before and told them that if closely examined, 
traces of cork would be found on it. The knife was put through forensic 
examination - the only item that was examined in this way - and what Sue B 
had said was shown to be true - much to the prosection's dismay. 

During the trial Carol was reading out her statement to the court about the 
beagle puppy and started to cry - two members of the _ jury soon joined her in 
tears. In view of the number of people, being tried, the defendants felt 
there was bonfusion over 1 who was who* and life would have been made easier (and 
fairer) if they could have worn name badges. When three of the defendants were 
not/no longer in the Court, the jurors would still turn to Les or Mike with 
accusing looks when the missing defendants* names were mentioned. 

The Judge took a great deal of time to come f to the point* in several 
matters ahd the atmosphere of the Courtroom was really charged. Some of the 
defendants said they felt like foxes and hares about to be torn to shreds in 
a hunt. 

The defendants had been told that the prosecution was anxious to wind up the 
trial and it would most likely take 7-10 days. By the middle of the second week, 
the defendants became very anxious* 

What is perhaps very disturbing in this whole matter is the number of defendants 

who told the SG that they felt very let down by the lack of interest and support 

by the Ant i- Vivisect ion/Animal Rights organisations. They had made a great deal 
out of Operation Valentine but had done little to organise local groups to 
come down and give the moral support they so badly needed. Organising local 
groups to come down in groups of 10 or 20 would have taken little effort and 
even for just a half day would have meant so very much to those on ’trial*, for 

the animals. Most of them felt very let down but expressed gratitude to those 

few people who turned up every day or almost every day to help them through this 
farcical episode. Many turned up at the time of sentencing but they were needed 
on the days when the trial was going on - they felt isolated and gained the 
impression that the Jury thought they were just an isolated group with no 
supporters. The defendants who spoke to the Sg said that they hoped that 
if there was ever a trial like this one, ever again, the organisations would 
get support properly organised. 

It is VERY important that when activists are on trial they are given the support 
they need and they deserve. If SG members learn of activists being ’tried’ 
within 100-150 miles of them, PLEASE organise a rota of people to attend the 
trial and contact other groups to work out a plan to ensure support is ALWAYS 
present and that the Court is made well aware of it I Supporting the Activists 
means you’re supporting the animals they're fighting for - PLEASE DON’T LET THEM 
DOWN.

Activism and the Rescuing of Animals - by an SG member 
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My support for the Animal Liberation * Front came about through realising that 
the animals I was trying to help through petitioning and leafletting would 
be dead in the hellhole factories and laboratories before most of my leaflets 
had even been read and the ink was dry on my petition(s)o What concerned me 
so much was the fact that so many many animals could die in agony before I 
alerted one apathetic individual to the facts of animal abuse. I saw that 
the brave ALF activists who go in by the f back door* are saving lives and the 
people who home the animals liberated by the ALF are exchanging a nightmare 
existence for a life of freedom and care. 

The vivisectors and factory farmers are protected by the magic word profit 1 - 
damaging their own personal property, the animal abuse property and their own 
public image - forcing them to repair the damage, to pay for their dishonest 
propanganda and making them go on the defensive are very worthwhile activities. 

What a vast change in so short a time l Not long ago, the animal abusers had 
nothing/little to fear - now ^fcien interviewed they dare not even give their names 
- they have been shown up for what they are - frightened sadistic cowards. 

I believe so very strongly in liberating the animals but I know how few homes exist 
for them and without homes there can be no liberation* 

There is a debate on whether the ALF should damage animal abuse property and 
equipment - byt why the debate ? I wonder what the feelings would be of those 
who baulk at this, were they to see the diabolical cruelties inflicted on the 
animals by laboratory equipment, battery cages, etc; ? What is so sacred about 
property that the victims can be removed byt the instruments of torture left 
untouched ? We should wish that the aLF grows to such numbers that an entire 
farm or laboratory could be cleared of animals cat one time and left wrecked from 
top to bottom. No life must ever bo harmed - animal or human, but the message 
must be heard so loud and so very clear - "Get the Animals OUT". The ’public 1 
slurping down their roasted chicken and downing their valium are not going to 
give up their ’pleasures’ v/ithout a struggle and legislation will simply take 
too many years - and too many lives. 

All methods of protest, whether legal or illegal have their place and together 
they will eventually raise conciousness, but the animals cannot wait - they have 
waited far too long already. 

Those who cahnot join in direct action of the ALF type, can organise funds, 
home liberated animals and write; to the Press etc; giving their support for the 
i*LF and its direct action. Whatever part of the Campaign we choose to involve 
ourselves in, let us never fail to give whatever support we can give to those 
who risk arrest and imprisonment - those who see at first hand, the debeaked naked 
hen, the mutilated rat, the calves in their tiny crates and the rabbits blinded 
by chemicals longing for the release from the agony which comes only by death. 

When people talk to you about breaking ’the law’ - ask them what kind of ’law’ 4 

tortures the helpless and the innocent and protects the torturers ? That is the 
one law Die simply MUST break and then the animal abusers will finally receive the 
message that they are in a very fragile and ’risky’ business . That law MUST be 
broken until the last animal dies on the sterile white laboratory table, until the 
last chicken rots away in its battery cage, until the last animal is torn to pieces 
in the hunt and until the last pathetic circus animal finishes its shabby 
performance. 

Let* us break that law AND GET THE ANIMALS OUT ’

A.L .JT. Ac t i on at Bunns, Battery Bar m v Mag ; l8th 1983 > ( 5 ) 

Continuing the campaign against ’Farmer f Dunn, we decided to raid his battery 
farm. We heard about the farm by reading about sit-ins and demonstrations against 
it. 

We went to the farm: area and watched it for several nights and then planned the 
raid to liberate about fifty chickens and to also damage vehicles used/owned^ 
by the farm. We agreed twelve ALF activists would be needed to ensure the raid 
was wholly successful and v/e then arranged the vehicles we would need and the 
sacks and boxes to carry the liberated chickens in. Shortly before the raid we 
had a meeting and an hour before the raid we got into the respective vehicles and 
moved off to the farm. 

The drivers parked the vehicles in a residential area and then got into the van 
with the rest of the ALF group. We then drove off and parked in the pre-arranged 
place and went through the plan again. We also got the items we would need 
together. We .had decided beforehand that the first part of the raid would be the 
damaging of the farm vehicles as this would be the quietest part of the whole 
operation. Four of the group moved towards the vehicles (some fourty yards from 
the farm house) and the eight remaining members of the group v/aited for us. 

The four had a container of sugar water for the diesel tankers and a mixture 
of engine oil and valve grinding paste which was poured into the farm vehicle 
engines. This totally damages the engine and renders them useless after a few 
miles - it also causes thousands of pounds worth of damage. When the vehicles 
had been damaged the whole group got together again and it went down to the 
battery units. Two activists were left near the farm house as look-outs and. 
thcy hg.d a radio so they could warn us if the farmer came out. We had brought 
a ladder with us which v/e had carried to the battery units from the vehicle and 
this was placed up against the wall to the door which had always been open on 
previous ALF visits to the farm. 

We were obviously concerned to see that on this visit that the door v/as closed 
and bolted from within and at the top. One of the group climbed the ladder and 
stretching as far as they possibly could we realised that we wore not going to 
gain entry - this was after some 3 0 °dd minutes with all members of the group 
attempting to stretch out to unlock the door on the ladder. We then began 
a search for a longer ladder. After a short time wo found something that 
resembled a ladder (in height, if not in weight also I) and we hauled it into 
position. As time was getting on, it was becoming lighter and a sense of 
determination had set in v/ith the group that we had to succeed in this raid. 

One of the group climbed this ladder and soon we had managed to open the door • 
Three of the group went into the ba.ttery unit and only after a minute, the 
sacks began to be passed out with the chickens inside. iCach member immediately 
took a sack in each hand and went back to the vehicle without delay - this was 
to ensure the chickens did not arrive at the vehicle all at the same time and 
to allow them to be placed into the boxes easily. 

The two look-outs joined us and picked up their sacks and we collected our tools 
and picked up our ladder arid v/e v/ere soon all back in the vehicle, /if ter all the 
chickens had been put into the boxes we v/aited until the vehicle talcing them off 
had got safely av/ay and then made our way back to the cars. The raid was a 
complete success and the chickens were in their new homes very shortly afterwards. 
An amusing footnote to this action was the report of broken-down egg lorries 
littering the nearby roads the next day.

(12) It should hot be necessary to write another statement to explain ALF action and 
philosophy - members may recall the April newsletter regarding the attack made on 
the ALF's campaign against fur shops. If this newsletter is in your possession, you 
may wish to turn back to it and re-read it. The ALF never, repeat NEVER, cohdemns 
the actions of other organisations as it is time consuming, divisive and negative - 
the animals do NOT benefit from it either. However the ALF will make a counter-attack 
to defend itself and the animals it is liberating, saving and defending. If the 
ALF did not do this, it would be a very strange, if not sinister situation indeed. 

It is the wish of the SG that all animal rights organisations and individuals will 
do whatever they think will achieve animal liberation and suits their particular 
situation. The SG therefore finds it sad when it reads of comments made in 'Outrage 1 
('Comment', page 2, July/August 1983 issue) 

It is stated after commenting that attacks on butchers shops etc; is wrong - i.e. 
likely to "widen the divisions that already exist" 

"How can you blame a butcher for selling meat, when the whole system has been 
geared to the production, marketing and consumption of meat for centuries ? 

You may even find that the man is a stauch anti-vi visectionist and opposed 
to hunting. . . . 

If we follow this reasoning, then a whole range of absurd and anti-animal arguments 
evolve. If the butcher is simply "fulfilling " a social and human need (which he/she 
most certainly is NOT) and we believe the ludicrous theory the butcher is totally 
unaware of the terrible cruelty involved in the 'meat* trade, then we can carry 
this argument to its logical conclusion - surely the vivisector is only really doing 
what 'society' demands of him or her ? We could even say Stalin and Hitler only 
did what the population demanded of them* "Fulfilling" a social need is NOT an 
excuse for animal abuse i 

If the ALF had shaped its activities back in 1976 according to "what the public 
wanted" (and not forgetting the voice of the Animal Rights movement^^ that time 
which was wholly united against the ALF) then quite simply it would exist today and 
the hundreds of thousands of animals rescued would have died in agony. The SG looks 
forward to hearing of any butcher who is a ‘staunch anti-vi visectionist and opponent 
of hunting" (ll) The ALF have a deep and well thought out plan to completely eradicate 
animal abuse in all forms - it is not just a policy of 'smash and grab'. Damage to 
butchers shops increases the price of meat and in turn can only get people to 
change their diet - a change long long overdue. This type of action is not a 'handy 
lazy short-cut' as the Outrage comment implies - it is part of a long slow uphill 
climb - which is NOT made easier by comments of this type. 

If we say someone is really only abusing animals 'only because society is forcing 
them to' we can justify any form of animal abuse(and any kind of human abuse also). 

The only way to change 'the meat system' is to attack the properties of those it 
has given birth to. Most SG members must be aware of the terrible agony suffered 
by animals in the meat trade but a quick glimpse at literature published by (for 
example) Compassion In World Farming will remind them of what butchery is all about. 

It is quite obviously quite wrong to say that "the whole system has been geared to 
the production etc; of meat " - there is NO evidence of this whatsoever. Whether 
it is the beginning( the farm), the middle(the slaughterhouse) or the end(the butchers) 
that is attacked, the result is the same - ANIMAL LIBERATION. The immediate result 
is less money available to breed animals for meat. The SG finds it regrettable that 
this type of 'comment' has to be answered but they DO have to be answered and not 
answering them would only create further misunderstanding(s) . Hopefully this 
will explain the background to this type of action and this will be the last time - 
for the animals' sake - the SG has to do this. The simple philosophy of Animal 
Rights and Liberation is "Putting the animals before self".

(13) In the last 5 years, the Animal Rights Movement has taken off its gloves of 
respectability and moved the animals* cause further ahead than in the previous 
five decades. During this time however the RSPCA has lagged seriously behind and it 
cannot be denied that the RSPCA and its out-of-date policies are now responsible for 
killing far more animals than it ever rescues and homes - FACT. It cannot be denied 
that the RSPCA is clearly more interested in maintaining its ’respectability* than 
it is in achieving its aims. It is mainly financed by the money of the dead. Many 
people would have hoped that bv now some improvements for those animals that share 
this planet with us would have 0 ' ISffideved. The fact is however, that the RSPCA 

has been in’ existence for 159 years and every year they are put in a position of 
having to massacre more and more animals. They are doing nothing to make the public 
increasingly aware of the plight of millions of factory farmed and lab. animals. 

Government turns constantly to them to look for the weakest point when discussing 
any potential reforms - they have no crusading spirit. They have no ’gut* feeling 
(Presumably it would be thought ’not respectable*). If we are to move successfully 
ahead and see some effective reforms, we must first and foremost REFORM the RSPCA. 

It belongs to its membership and it should NOT be run by a group of people who 
constantly denigrate the activists in the Animal Rights Campaign - it MUST be run 
by its membership. Your help is needed if the RSPCA is to be changed and to 
ensure it achieves the objects it was set up to carry out. Please write to the RBPCA 
at the Manor House, Causeway, Horsham, Sussex and obtain a membership form and join. 
Remember 1 the RSPCA have got millions of pouhds that should be SAVING millions 
of animals from their deaths. 

(14) Compared with RSPCA headquarters at Horsham which the above refers to, there 
are so many many hardworking RSPCa members and groups which undodtably set an 
example that should be followed. One such group has come to the SG’s attention - 
the members work all hours of the day (and night 1), operate a strict non-destruct- 
ion policy - no. animal unless it is too ill to be helped - is ’put down’ and their 
animal homing system is truly amazing, as with most other groups they badly need the 
money to continue and are struggling under the RSPCA HO ’quota system* - one way 
YOU can possibly help them is to send in unusual British or Foreign stamps which 
they can sell to raise urgently needed funds - if you can help, please please do. 

These can be sent to the S@ who will gladly send them on. 

(15) Alan Roy Smith is the Managing director of Charles River Animal Breeding 
Centre in Margate, Kent. He lives at 73 London Rd, Ramsgate, Kent and his tel.no. 
was available from directory enquiries at the time of going to print. His own 
sick message recently was "Charles River UK Ltd is one of a Group which is the 
worlds largest breeder of lab. animals..". The River handbook for employees includes 
very sick cartoons of lab. animals happily walking towards their centres in holiday 
clothing as if they were about to embark upon a holiday instead of agonising death. 
Rivers’ breed all kinds of animals - monkeys, rats, hamsters and so on. They are 
VERY SICK people indeed. Smith appears to be proud of breeding animals for torture 
so why not let him know what YOU think ?.«o.ooo. 

(16) With regard to the cover page of this issue, before our more sensitive members 
think this outlines a pro-violent policy - it DOES NOT. It is symbolic (quite obvious- 
ly i ) of a ten year uphill struggle against animal abuse which has been so very 
successful. The ALF does not carry out or support any violence and does not harm 

ANY life - be it human or animal. 

(17) The SG was very sorry to see Richard Course’s statement about the ALF and NALL 

in the Times (July 1983)® "..Five years is a long time for NUTTERS to v/ait for a 

possible change and I think they are going to go over the top. There is not much we 

can do about it... i? . Perhaps Mr Course would ask the animals rescued from death in 

the last 7 years by the ALF whether their rescuers are ’nutters’. The SG notes with 

sadness the comment about a ’po ssib le change’ - if you are being tortured to death, 

’possible* is just simply NOT good enough. He continues that he used to think hunting 

would be abolished in 1990 "Now I am not so sure". He doesn’t even comment on 

vivisection or HTantory farming, etc;. It does appear (and the SG stands to be corrected 

on this of course 1 ) that to the millions and millions of animals imprisoned in this 

country in so many places, being poisoned, tortured and murdered, Mr Course has 

one v/ord for them :- m

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A report from the Lincolnshire Animal lib eration Fron t . ( 2 ) 

A few months ago, members of the LALF extensively daubed a 'battery farm' which 
kept chickens at East Keel, Lines with various slogans. The 'farm' was visited by 
the LALF a few weeks later and it was seen that the 'farm' had repainted areas 
where dg.ubed - costing both time and money. 

On Friday April 1st, five members glued up locks on butchers shops and a fur shop in 
Lincoln and painted ALF slogans on the windows. These actions delayed opening for 
some considerable time. A short time later, the LALF daubed 'Animal Murderers' 
on the same fur shop (West St, Boston) in large white letters. A week later the fur 
shop purchased a metal gate to prevent this happening again. On Saturday May 28th 
a member glued up locks on butchers shops in Boston and again on the following 
Tuesday. On the same night two members daubed Frans Buitelaars Slaughterhouse in 
Marsh Lane, Boston. The refridgeration control equipment was also smashed. Also 
on the same night two members daubed the Phoenix Battery hen 'farm' in Swineshead 
Pd, Boston with 'Belson' and 'Chickens Liberation*. A delivery van used by the 

'farm' v/as also daubed. On viewing the damage a short time later, members of the 

group saw a chicken in the 'farm' grounds which had obviously escaped. After a 
v ery brief chase, the chicken was caught. She was virtually bald and very placid. 

She has now been placed in a good home and has regrown her feathers and is able 

to scratch around the garden - she has also resumed laying eggs. 

Regrettably these events/actions were not reported in the local paper 'The Lincoln- 
shire Standard' as it appears to fear the reporting of such things will encourage 
yet more. It also regularly runs a farming feature which includes the M benefits n 
of intensive farming and imprisonment of animals - with photographs also* 

Since the beginning of 1983 * several local animal rights groups have joined gorces 
to sabotage pheasant shoots, fox-hunting and beagling which have been most 
effective. The 'meets' are no longer reported in local papers .....c.. 

The L.A.L.F . are a relatively new group and we wish all members of the A.L.F.

A report of the raid on Po rt smouth P olytedhnic 

In the early hours of Friday l8th May, four members of the A.L.F. entered a 
breeding unit of Portsmouth Polytechnic and rescued 80 white mice - these 
v/ere to be used in experiments 'performed' by the students at the Polytechnic. 

Two members went to look at the building the previous night in order to learn 
how to gain access to the building. One member placed their hands on the 
ventilation fan and it simply fell to the floor, /if ter a meeting, it was decided 
to enter the building via the ventilation fan hole. 

The group arrived at the building and began to saw a larger hole where the ventil- 
ator fan had been. This could only be done when the air conditioning v/as on every 
15 minutes and then only for 8 minutes during that time. There was a security 
person doing the rounds in another nearby building and therefore the whole 
operation had to take some two hours. 

'The group entered the building and took cages containing 80 mice and it did not 
take long to notice the overcrowding - some 20 mice to each small cage. One mouse 
had a number of small pin pricks over its face and a red patch under the chin. 
Another had pink dye on it and we understood some experiment had been done on it. 

All mice were, quickly homed and living lives free from pain and torment.

Anima l Rig hts - o_r just _ be tter deal 1 , ? • ( 3 ) 

If we consider the progress the Animal Rights Campaign has made in just the last 
ten years compared with the ninety preceeding those, then progress has been 
achieved indeed* 

We have now advanced from a very narrow-minded ‘cat & dog 1 brigade to a genuine 
Campaign for ANIMAL RIGHTS* However, it sometimes appears that those who believe 
in ANIMAL RIGHTS in fact only want *a better deal* for animals which falls far far 
short of Animal RIGHTS *• 

Do we want animals treater 1 better * or do we want them to have the RIGHTS and FREEDOM 
they are entitle d to ? Some -would say Animal .Freedom is a dream or a far-off 
possibility, but this is NOT so* Even in the case of ‘companion animals’, it is 
still possible to create a ’limited freedom* in a domestic surrounding although 
this of course is far short of true animal freedom* 

We have read up to the 1970's of the CRUELTY and now in the 1980*s we read of 
ANIMAL RIGHTS, but strangely enough (presumably there is an explanation but it isn’t 
made clear exactly what it is), we are rarely, if ever, advised to actually relat e 
to the animals themselves - ie to put ourselves actually in their place. There is 
still a very wide gap between the human being and the animals and it is because of 
this that cruelty exists with little restriction* We have all suffered a tiny fraction 
of their agonising obscene torture - the injection at school, the accidental drip 
of shampoo in the eye(s), and so on* If all members of the campaign would spend a 
f ew minutes or even seconds every day contemplating and relating themselves to the 
physical pain and mental pain that the animals suffer - the desperation, the fact 
of utter hopelessness (except for intervention by the ALF) and the prospect of 
a long slow painful death by white-coated unfeeling social misfits peering through 
the wire doors or glass plated windows *> Next time you drop shampoo in your eyes 
and run screaming to the nearest cold water tap to bathe your eyes in cold refreshing 
water, spend the next few minutes as the burning sting wears off of the animals 
who have their heads locked in tight clamps, who have no tear ducts and the hope • 
of reaching water is purely a dream* The only thing that releases them of the 
terrible pain is the death which follows much much later * * * **. *** * 

If Campaign members put themselves in the place of the animals, try to taste the 
same pain they experience and share the same thoughts that run through their own 
minds, the Campaign would surge ahead by years in a matter of months - do we 
really want ANIMAL RIGHTS - the right to dignity, the right to freedom and the 
right to life WITHOUT interference from human beings ? One argument of ahti-vivi- 
section is thatanimals suffer as we do - indeed this is so - but this is only part 
of the argumeht - the 10C/> fact of the matter is (whether the experiment involves 
pain or not) is that human beings have NO RIGHT to imprison or experiment with them* 
When the argument is reduced to the simple fact of RIGHTS, then it becomes so very 

clear - the animals have RIGHTS and humans have NO RIGHT to interfere with them* 

The frog in its dissection box, the rat in its electrified cage, the mouse with its 

canaer tumour or the dog dying in a LD$0 test - they have RIGHTS and the same RIGHT 

as any human to be free from torment and to livq as an individual. 

If we follow the path of *a better deal*, then we will never obtain what we desire - 
animals are abused because it is so simple to deprive them of their rights - if we 
water down what we wish for - and what the animals are ENTITLED TO - the battle is ‘ 
lost before it has started* To determine what is right or wrong - it is simple 
Put yourself in the place of the animal - imprisoned in a tiny cage with 4/5 others, 
shut away in a box with an electrified floor, or dying in excruciating pain from a 
deadly cosmetic - think WITH the animals - think over and over again of yourself in 
that situation and then come to the conclusion of what **YOU** would want. The ALF 
will damage as much animal abuse property as possible to redirect funds meant for 
animal abuse towards better security and it will rescue as many animals as possible 
from imprisonment and torture because 

The Animal Liberation Front believes the animals DO HAVE RIGHTS* **o*o 

"..I should apply the Golden Rule to animals as well as human beings, and not 
vivisect as I would not be vivisected, even in the cause of Science * *** u

"Operati on Brig ht' Eyes" (Ma y 1983)0 
(Refer (xxxvii) of page 11, Newsletter 5)o 

Our group of 12 activists met at an address at 9pm on the evening of the raid.V/e 
went over the plans for the raid one more time and checked our transport and 
arranged who was to be the 'look out* on this occasion.. 

We killed time until 11pm working out a story to give the police if we were stopped 
at a routine check. Eventually 11pm came about and we got into our vehicles - a 
mini van and a car - we then drove for about an hour until we reached the housing 
estate where we had arranged to park the car . The whole group then got into the 
mini-van and we then drove to a barn near the rabbitry. We then all got out with 
the exception of the car driver and hid in the barn - the minivan then drove off. 

We had arranged for the van to come back at exactly lam* 

It was a very dark night and there was no wind - even a twig breaking underfoot 
seemed so loud it could be heard for miles. We walked along in single file down a 
short stretch of road and then down a grass. verge next to a gravel footpath. We 
were not wearing our balaclavas at this time as there were several houses near the 
rabbitry and seeing so many people creeping about dressed up in balaclavas etc; 
would obviously arouse suspicion I ! We also could not use torches until in the 
rabbitry itself* 

We then had to negotiate a stile in the pitch darkness and walk across a very wet 
field with many hidden potholes. We eventually reached the other end without 
too many mishaps and were now alongside the rabbitry itself. We gained access 
by the small ventilation holes which had wire mesh over them# Only three of us 
were small enough to get through. Once inside, the three were passed sacks* 

At this very moment we had a very bad shock as the three noticed a light on at the 
end of the rabbitry and thought it might be an office (it was surrounded by a 
curtain) and someone might be working there. One of the group crept up and lifted 
up the curtain and with great relief discovered no one was there - this good news 
was signalled back to those at the other end* The rabbits were in atrocious 
conditions - the cages were 4 feet off the ground and they were Completely made of 
wire v/ith no bedding. Some of the rabbits had very sore and deformed feet through 
only having wire to walk/sit on. The rabbits were in two different situations but 
equally as bad - either solitary confinement or really crowded in together with 
virtually no room to move or even turn round. The ones crowded together seemed to be 
the very young ones. 

We set to work placing the rabbits gently into the sacks - rabbits seem to be more 
settled this way - ie being in a dark confined space. A total of 48 rabbits were 
rescued including a litter of 12 very young ones - these were passed out through 
the ventilator hole. We also found a hunting gun and a power drill which we 
decided would be better off in the nearby cesspool where they were deposited. 

Having taken as many rabbits as possible, the three inside the rabbitry climbed 
out and the whole group walked back to the barn. Climbing over country stiles in 
pitch darkness with 48 rabbits was no easy task I 

We finally arrived back at the barn at exactly 12.55^-m and the van had not arrived. 
We were worried about this and wondered whether something had happened to it. 
However after 5 minutes - it seemed like hours - the^minivan drove up a few 
seconds after lam and we placed the rabbits in special boxes which we had made 
for '-.hem and drove off. At the housing estate, the people who were to travel 
in th-* car got out of the van and they drove off. The van took the rabbits with 
two activists still with them to good homes where they were nursed back to health 
and cared for.

Most SG members will now be aware that a number of people were sent to prison 
in connection with the ALF raid on Life Science Research Labs* in February 1982* 

When hearing of the sentences, no doubt many animal rights campaigners threw up 
their hands in anger and dismay that people had been imprisoned after being found 
guilty of actions which involved the rescue of animals from cruel * experiments and 
the destruction of animal abuse property* 

It is quite right that we should feel angry over the fact that good people have 
been sent to prison for an act of bravery and compassion - and of course, the best 
use for that anger is to channel it into protest against the imprisonment of 
the activists and against the continuing horrific abuse of animals. The anger is 
a good thing. What bothers me is the dismay, the great sense of surprise, the 
feeling that going to prison is something that never happens to Animal Rights 
Campaigners* For _ the simple fact of the matter is that before the day of wide- 
spread animal liberation is achieved, before the day when animals are no longer 
tortured in laboratories, or imprisoned in factory farms or shot and hunted in 
their millions, hundreds, if not thousands of animal liberationists will have 
spent time in prison • 

To deny this is to live in a dreamland. The kind of dreamland th$.t the traditional 
Animal Welfare organisations haved lived in for the last century, with their belief 
that massive animal exploitation can be ended solely by such measures as peaceful 
demonstrations , petitions and letters to Members of Parliament. Animal exploitation 
in all its various forms, is, by and large, a rnulti -ttlil lion pound industry which 
makes hugfe profits for a large number of very powerful people# The fallacious and 
arrogant belief that the human species is somehow 'superior* to the other animals " 
(and therefore entitled to do what it likes with them) has been held by the majority 
of the population for many thousands of years and has thus become deeply entrenched 
in the human psyche 4 

Thus animal abuse is not a small problem that can be quickly resolved by means of a 
few. petitions or polite letters, but is a huge and ugly edifice which can only be 
sent tumbling if widespread * frequent and hard-hitting direct action is employed. 

But who, quite rightly, believe in the use of direct action have got to 

accept imprisonment is often, and in future will be more frequently, the price that 
will have to be paid by the activists. People are frequently amazed when a Judge 
will in one breath give probation to a mugger or baby batterer and then in another, 
give a substantial prison sentence to an ALF activist. But really this situation 
comes as no surprise. Muggers and baby batterers are only a threat to ordinary 
people, whereas, the ALF is a threat to the status quo - and any throat to the 
status quo is seen by Judges as a threat to their grossly excessive power and 
privilege. 

It must -also be remembered that a sentence of imprisonment is nothing compared 
to the suffering that animals go through in factory farms, vivisection labs., 
and other animal persecution establishments. It must be considered too, how 
people fighting for other causes, much less important than the cause of Animal 
Rights/Liberation - in terms of the prevention of suffering, are prepared to take 
great hardship upon themselves’ in attempting to achieve their aims. I cannot 
imagine -that any SG members would agree with the IRA or their methods - and many 
will not agree with the form their campaign takes -'but one thing cannot be doubted; 
the fact that they are prepared to suffer enormously for their cause. There are 
hundreds of them in prison - many doing life sentences. If so many people are 
prepared to go to prison for the dubious methods of the IRA, then animal rights 
campaigners should be prepared to go to prison in their hundreds and even thousands 
for the glorious and noble cause of animal liberation, especially bearing in mind 
that due to the largely non-violent character of the ALF activity, sentences on 
activists are relatively short with much time spent in open prisons. 

So do not be surprised or dismayed when the prison gates clang shut on ALF activists. 
Prison sentences are the unfortunate, but inevitable consequence of actions which are 
essential to the bringing about of victory in our struggle for ANIMAL LIBERATION.

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(8) On 13th August 1983 , the ALF successfully raided Laundry Farm, Cambridge which 
is the holding place for animals to be used by Cambridge University . The animals 
are sometimes returned there after experimentation. Fifteen dogs were rescued and 
are now well and in good homes* Hov/ever Prof. Roy Caine who is a vivisector there 
made various comments in the National Press shortly after the raid. The ALF Comment 
on this as as follows 

Prof* Calije made vociverous noises in the Press about how he feared the dogs rescued 
from his iabs. would face death without treatment. It was the usual attempt to 
discredit members of the Animal Liberation Movement. Firstly, Caine stated that they 
could not be treated as it was ’impossible* to obtain - but then later admitted it 
was obtainable and Animal Campaigners had probably stolen it. Our understanding 
is that two of the dogs v/ere found dead and the others were taken straight to a * 
vet for treatment and attention - not least for their infected wounds. It is 
interesting to look at what is the fate of these dogs when left in the hands of 
Caine. In one of his scientific papers, he outlines their fate. He clearly leaves 
dogs untreated after surgery and reports that they live for 10 days. Even his 
treated dogs live only for 3 weeks 3 weeks of hell before death intervenes. 

He tells of the large number of dogs dying of damage to internal organs and 
pneumonia. Deaths from infection even in treated dogs was 35%« Can anyone be in 

any doubt that any dogs that escape from Laundry Farm are escaping from a living 

? Animal Liberation Front. 22nd September. 

(9) Due to the highly successful mink liberation in September, the National and 

Local Press did a repeat performance of their hysterical reaction to this part of 
the Uiimal Rights Campaign. One of the reports included the disturbing statement 
that the liberated mink had killed a *pet cat*. In fact an unbiased newspaper 
reporter advised the ALF that this was not so. The cat killed was a wild kitten 
living in the confines of the mink farm and the mink had attacked it because of their 
hunger. In other words, the Mink Farm were allowing a young cat to live in their 

complex and allowing it to live wild and scavenge and were obviously not feeding 

the mink doomed for slaughter sufficient food. It is strange that the Press do 
not react so violently to the suffering of animals caused by animal abusers, and 
it is sad to note their reluctance to print true accounts. The death of the wild 
cat is no less upsetting thajfr the false story the Press printed but at least the 
true account shows (i)The ALF were not to blame in any way (ii)The Mink Farm(s) 
are totally responsible for the cruelty that arises. The Press ’conveniently* 
overlook that the way to stop mink liberation is to S TOP M INK FARMING. An article 
regarding the importance of mink liberation appeared in a previous newsletter and 
for those who wish to read this important balanced statement, this is available 
for a lOp stamp and a sae. 

(10) Any SG members interested in forming an organic com- lune and animal sanctuary 
may wish to contact a SG member who has those things in mind. If interested, 
please send your letter in response to this headed ’Organic Commune* with a 12^-p 
stamp and it will be forwarded on. 

(11) Feelings about vivisectors run very high but there is one vivisector that 
makes others seem like angels in comparison. Evidence that some do enter ’Research 
Work with Animals* for purely sadistic reasons is abundant - Dr W.R. Allen of 
Cambridge 4 UniversityC funded by the Agricultural Research Council) was carrying out 
an experiment on a pony in mid September (1983) in his laboratory complex. The 

pony was purported to have kicked out at Allen who then proceeded to beat the pony. 

YOU can NOW let Allen know what you think about him and 
his n work s? (?) - he lives at:- 

149 Huntingdon Road, Cambridge. 

Please don’t let the animals down - let him know what YOU think NOW . 

(The pony concerned was in a state of shock and too rigid to eat or drink 24 hours 
after this sick incident ).

(13) Due to the increase in ALF and Animal Liberation League actions, it would 
seem wise to advise regarding* the situation if arrested. 

In an Animal Rights Symposium held a little over a year ago, Lord Houghton spoke 
pf putting "animals into the pulpit, into politics and into the police Courts 1 '. 

He stated that in any fight for social or moral reform, the Law Courts have 
played their part. An article in the 24th March 1983 ’Guardian* entitled "Peace 
could clog -the Courts", pointed out aspects analoglous to the Animal Rights 
Campaigners,. One point being "Unless the protesters go away, it is hard to 
see how the police and the Courts can continue to contain them without the 
politicians habing to take a hand" . 

This is indeed true if we use the Court system to maximum effect. At present* 
many people involved in civil disobedience and are arrested and then charged with 
breach of the peace are trundled through Court in a mass and ’processed* easily 
and effectively as they are convinced by police* other demonstrators, or on 
occasion, by solicitors that the best course of action is to plead ’Guilty’, and 
be ’bound over’ to keep the peace. THIS IS A LIS . 

Activists must cease this action immediately, unless there is a very good reason 
for it. It is totally illogical, to critisise the ’System* which pays so much 
into animal abuse and then wrongly plead * Guilty’ and quickly pay a fine into 
that ’System’. 

It is a FACT , that it is NOT possible to breach the peace of the police or your 
fellow demonstrators and therefore unless the public are present, you CANNOT be 
found guilty of the ’offence’. It may be, that in the magistrates court, a 
’guilty* verdict will be upheld on trial, but the Lav/ demands that this is NOT 
upheld in the Court of Appeal. Even the charge of threatening behaviour is 
impossible to uphold if there is only the police and fellow demonstrators on 
site. It is important that in situations where large numbers of activists are 
arrested and held, you do not allow yourself to be cajol .ed into a guilty plea. 

In any case of arrest for whatever offence, you have a RIGHT to plead NOT GUILTY 
and to "face the full majesty of the Court" with a proper hearing. Animal Rights 
as an issue could and should clog the Courts. 

The present view appears to be to hold activists in crowded dirty cells without 
food or drink (although the Police occasionally seem> to find it hilarious to 
serve vegetarians/vegans with sausage, bacon and eggs when they do actually dedide 
to feed arrested activists). Also, that those arrested are brought before the 
Court v/ithout any opportunity to prepare a proper defence. YOU MUST NOT LET THIS 
CONTINUE TO HAPPEN. Plead not guilty and insist on your right to have your defence 
properly prepared. Our strength is the number of us - numbers the Courts are not 
equipped to deal with. If you are taking part in civil disobedience or are intend- 
ing to, please remember this and you will find a reading up on the subject not only 
useful but invaluable. SG members abroad should also check on the Law relating to 
this subject. If arrested there are three things to remember (l)Only give your 
name and address (2) The statement ’NO COMMENT* to ALL other questions (3) Insist 
on seeing a solicitor. 

"..The cause of Anti-vivisection is a holy cause - it must finally prevail.lt is 
not the poor animals alone that suffer. Vivisectors are de-moralised and learn to 
look v/ithout pity upon the most intense suffering. .. ."(Bishop C.C. McCabe. D.D.).

no avail and the slaughter continues. . .. o .

(15) Full details of Shamrock Farm owner s/workers were given in a previous SG 
newsletter . Hopefully ALL SG members contacted these animal torturers .but those 
who may not have done so, may now wish to do so after reading an article in 

''The Times' 1 (August 23 r d 1983 ) about Shamrock Farms. The paper is hardly sympathetic 
to Animal Rights/Anti Vivisection but even they reported 

"(The monkeys) will have arrived from the wild in a state of stress and 
sickness incurred by rapid switches through alien environments. For the 
flight itself, perhaps half a dozen strangers would have been crated 
together. Fighting is not unusual in such circumstances, and since there 
is nowhere to tetreat, fatalities occur. It is also typical to find them, 
when the crate is opened, huddled in each other's arms. 

A former Shamrock Farm worker reported coming across such scenes and also 
finding dead babies in the containers. The mothers, he believes, were too 
vexed to cope with birth on the move. Shamrock's founder and chairman, 

EDWIN LONSDALE, admits to losing two or three animals from every batch 
of 50 within the first few days. But a regimen of vitamins and injections, 
he says, rebuilds the great majority and within about six weeks they 
APE PEADY FOP SHIPMENT TO THE ‘CUSTOMER. . . . " 

(16) To the disappointment of the SG, the SG has recdived a number of letters- 
fortunately only in single figures - questioning .and/or condemning mink 
liberation. It has become sadly apparent that some (so-called) members of the 
Animal Rights Campaign are either ignorant of the true facts or simply, 
hypocritical. ’'Animal Pights(But not Mink Rights)’' is NOT ANIMAL RIGHTS AT 
ALL. It is a situation of TOTAL Animal Rights or NO Animal Rights. In Animal 
Rights there can be NO EXCEPTIONS. The view that some living creatures are 
entitled to freedom and a life without pain but others are not, is no different 
from the viewpoint of the animal abuser - ie one set of creatures should suffer 
for the 'benefit' of another. 

There have been suggestions that it would be better to "put down" mink or 
home them. It would of course be impossible to "put down" thousands of mink 
and of course, why should they be "put down" ??Y As far as"homing" mink , 
this illustrates an ignorance on the subject and not surprisingly , none of those 
suggesting this 'option' actually offered to give a home (I). 

It is not intended to pepeat the contents of an article on Mink Liberation in 
a previous newsletter, but the SG would point out the mink whilst imprisoned, 
are fed dead animals, most of whom have been factory farmed and slaughtered, so 
whether in a farm or liberated, their existence depends on other animals. At 
least when liberated, a natural situation evolves and it should be pointed out 
that mink have no one specific target but its dietary needs are widespread. 

It has come to the SG's attention that when mink farms hit an all time 'low 9 in 
the 195C* s, the farmers released many mink and yet the Press did not react with 
the hysteria it does now when the aLF does it for compassionate reasons. The SG 
would ask SG members not to believe everything the Press states but wait for the 
official ALF Press ‘Release or the next SG newsletter. The ALF will continue and 
no doubt increase its Campaign of mink liberation until ALL mink are free and 
mink farms are empty desolate buildings. 

"..My intentions were to prevent suffering. I did not do it out of hatred and I am 
not sorry for trying to save weak helpless animals from death and torture .There is 
a senseless. taking of life. Can this really be a Court of Justice where bricks and 
mortar matter more than living beings "(Ronnie Lee to the Court. Monday 24 / 3 / 75 ) • 
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(17) Regrettably, the ALF 'album' mentioned in the October newsletter is still 
not available. The SG will advise members as soon as it is produced and is 
available to purchase. 

( 18 ) In the October newsletter, a comment was made about Dick Course’s remarks 
about the ALF and the NALL* Mr Course has advised the ALF(SG) he was misquoted 
in the newspaper article to which we referred. It would be helpful in future 

if anyone in the Animal Rights Movement is misquoted, they advise other parties 
concerned. The ALF have always done this and this would seem the best policy 
to adopt. 

(19) Many SG members have kindly offered to home animals - if you are able to 
do this, please let the ALF know. Please advise full name and address (or 
membership number and surname) and telephone number (s) and state the animals 
you are prepared to home. It would be helpful if those offering to do this 
advised the ALF when a home has been given/no longer exists. Please advise 
whether the home is temporary or permanent. Homing is completely dependent on 
the circumstances prevailing at the time so if you offered to give a home and 
haven’t been contacted, please do not worry as your kind -offer will have been 
recorded. 

It is important .to note that on occasions, only very short notice will be 
given. The reason for this is obvious - please co-operate in this. 

(20) For the last year, SG members from London have travelled over the Country 
to different Animal lights demonstrations to take collections. This is of 
course proving difficult sometimes so if SG members are prepared to involve 
themselves in this very important work, then please let the ALF know. Collectors 
are badly needed at demonstrations and is a very effective way of helping the 
ALF - and the animals it is liberating. Pub collections can be taken if the 
owner is asked and consent given. Very little is involved in this method of 
really helping the ALF. If you are interested in this, please forward a passport- 
size photo and the ALF will forward a collecting tin together with a collection 
card and badge to show you are a proper Collector. Please do offer to do this 

if you can. 

(21) The A . L.F. - Superhumans ? 

From letters the ALF/ALF(SG) receives, it seems that many consider ALF 
activists are endowed with near superhuman energy, intelligence and agility. 

This of course is NOT the case, they are normal ordinary members of the Animal 
Rights Campaign that belong and work for the Animal Rights organisations they 
belong to e.g. Animal Aid, BUAV, NAVS, CIWF, HSA, etc;. The ALF frequently 
receives letters from older members referring to ALF activists as ,? you young 
people”, this again is NOT the case. Minimum and maximum age ’limits’ are at 
the discretion of the local ALF group but there are ALF activists in their 50' s 
and 60’s. Please bear in mind it is someone like w Y0U * that makes the usual 
ALF activist l The next SG newsletter account of a raid could be the one * Y0U * 
took part in and carried out successfully. Please think this over ........ . 

(22) Please do remember that at .this time of the year, most humans celebrate 
the hope of Peace and better things in the coming new years For the animals 
imprisoned in animal abuse establishments, this is just a fantasy which can 
only be achieved through a miracle. You can make that miracle happen and make 
their dream a REALITY by supporting the ALF. Please help the ALF to give the 
animals a year which includes freedom and a life free of pain and agonising death. 

,? ..I have not come to beg for mercy for myself. I ask for justice for those 
animals, creatures who are so brutally treated by the human kind. There are some 
of us who will not stand by while defenceless creatures are cruelly exploited. 
Whether inside or outside prison, THIS STRUGGLE WILL GO ON......”

raid on the notorious Buckston Browne Research Labs, in Downe Kent on October 1st 
(Damage to premises and six dogs liberated and now in good homes) cost nearly £ 300 . 
The ALF think this is money very well spent as animals doomed for abuse, torture 
and agonising degrading death are being rescued and taken to good caring homes. 

The ALF therefore wonders whether any SG members would be interested in supporting 
(''investing'*) in direct action itself ® e.g.:- 


(i) Purchase of tools and travelling costs 

(ii) Upkeep of ALF vehicles 

(iii) Feeding and the treatment of rescued animals (Vet ' s fees are frequently paid due 
to the terrible state of the animals when rescued) 

(iv) Propa ganda - the ALF believes a great part of the battle for Animal Rights is 
propaganda. One example of this is the careful production and sending of reports to 
foreign newspapers - this has had the direct result of animal liberation abroad - 
France, Germany, Australia, Canada, America, Holland, Italy, etc; etc;. 

(v) The training of ALF activists - as animal abusers now realise the ALF has a 
Campaign to destroy all forms of animal abuse, they are now preparing for more 
ALF. attacks and activists now need training to combat and overcome this. 

The success of the ALF has been the millions of pounds worth of damage to animal 
persecution establishments (which has DIRECTLY saved animals) and the hundreds of 
thousands of animals r .scued/liberated - in just SEVEN YEARS. The ALF therefore 
hopes there will be many who will support the fast growing and ever-increasing 
Campaign of direct action against animal abuse. r At this time, the ALF is the ONLY 
hope the animals have 1 For the animal abusers, it is too late to stop the ALF 

- it is too established and too many ALF activists are carrying out ALF actions 

- the only question that no w remains is not IF animal abuse will be eradicated but 
WHEN. The ALF obviously wants to see the process speeded up and this CAN BE DONE 
through increased support - YOU can be an ALF 'Sponsor* and know you are part of 
the highly successful campaign against animal suffering. The only conditions are 
(i)You must be an SG member - and continue to be so. (ii)A minimum of £10 (which 
works out to be just R^p a day) is paid. Hopefully members will want to send more. 
Quite simply, the more money received, the quicker the ALF can effect . animal 
liberation. With the ALF, at least supporters can REALLY see where their money is 
going and what it is achieving. For those participating in this important scheme, 
a special and exclusive badge has been produced - with an ALF activist liberating 
an animal v/ith the words '-I'm sponsoring the Animal Liberation Front 1 '. The cost of 
these badges is NOT coming from ALF/ALF(SG) funds but from a kind and generous

receive a report of an action that has only been achieved through their DIRECT 
SUPPORT. ALF sponsors can also specify where they want their money to go by returning 
this form and 'ticking' (i ) (ii ) (iii ) (iv)or ( v) above. 

Import ^Ja t note t o ALF ( SG) Although many SG members kindly 
offered to lend money for an ALF(SG) sanctuary, insuffieient money was pledged and 
various problems arose - therefore this plan has been cancelled and those who pledged 
money may wish to involve themselves in this sponsorship.

-The ALF(SG) has waited for the storm clouds of the 1983 political campaigning 
to die down before commenting again on the utter hopelessness of political 
campaigning to achieve Animal Rights/Liberation. 

It is obviously with considerable grief and great sadness that the ALF looks back 
at the energy, time and the colossal amount of money involved in the 1983 
Campaign. Whilst ALF activists have their targets, the animals inside await their 
Liberation and all that holds them back is the finance to equip themselves, 
it is NOW time to quietly reflect on the terrible waste of this type of Campaigning 
Most ALF activists are literally in the state of ’willing and able’ to free the 
animals and yet so much money is being directed to this costly and nonsensical 
programme of poltical campaigning. 

Whether you agree with the various other Campaigns that exist at this time or 
not is irrelevant - the fact is that they have more support, more demonstrations 
and more money and Government refuses to listen - so what hope for the ilnimals ? 

At what time have politic isms, let alone Government ever genuinely shown any 
interest in really effecting Animal Rights in this country ? Daily we hear of 
the deceit and deep corruption within politics and yet some would have us believe 
those who indulge in this will suddenly show interest in Animal Rights. 

The ALF grew up through people seeing that 100 years of peaceful lawful actions 
- including political lobbying was NOT helping the animals. Political campaigning 
is a gamble that must always lose and this is a cause of great distress and 
anxiety as it is a GAMBLE WITH ANIMALS ’ LIVES. SG members and all members of 
various Animal Rights organisations can obtain details of the finance alone 
involved in the political campaigning and without doubt, they will be truly 
saddened. The political Campaigners no doubt presume that once over, their 
irresponsible behaviour will be quickly forgotten - however, genuine Animal 
Rights Workers will not forget so quickly - AND THE ANIMALS NEVER WI LL. 

in excellent article appeared in a recent ’Flesh & Blood’ by Peter Mosby, 

Secretary of the Animal Protection Association whose hard work and fund raising 
is gratefully acknowledged by the ALF(SG)<* Paris of this article are as follows:- 
’.oThey had the idea of persuading political parties to include animal welfare 
issues in manifestos, and then told people which party to vote for. A brilliant 
idea, but a gamble that has failed and will cost us all a great deal because 
they did not pause to consider the consequences should they fail. The whole 
scheme was an unmitigated disaster. (Now) when the Animal Rights Movement makes 
representation to the Government, it will not be as a pressure group but as part 
of the opposition, and there is a great difference. We are there to fight animal 
abuse and will campaign against all who support the use of animals in an immoral 
way, be they Labour, Conservative or any other. ...V/e do not believe that animals 
should be used as political pawns. They are ABOVE party politics and to suggest 
otherwise is to lower their status,.,..*. ” 

The ALF(SG) therefore asks that all members of all Animal Rights organisations 

make it perfectly clear to the organisations they belong to that the amount 
of time and money involved in political campaigning should be substancially 
reduced and used for aspects which DO benefit the animals - leaflet production & 
distribution, other forms of propaganda, direct action , getting the subject of 
animal abuse and Liberation into the media etc;. We frequently use the words 
’’Campaign 5 ’, "Animal Liberation" "Animal Rights", etc; etc; and at times it is 
easy to forget these words cover the extreme suf fering and anguish of each and 
every individual animal. Our attention must be to the Animals at all times and 
we must avoid ’glossing’ over their degradation and terrible suffering. The 
political Campaign DOES this by creating a secondary target. 

The Political campaigners in their pathetic attempt to justify their spending 
sprees will often refer to say, the suffragettes who obtained the Vote for 
Women - at the same time they conveniently overlook to mention (i) The suffragette 
target was the Government itself whilst Government is NOT the target of the 
Animal Rights Campaign - it is the Animal Persecution establishments and those 
who work in and support them. (ii)The simple fact of the matter is that Government 
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Poli tica l Campaigning (Continue d) 

is now 'geared up' to repel campaigns of this type - the proof of this is 
abundant - as can be clearly seen by other non Minimal Rights Campaigns* 

Those who really care about the animals need only ask themselves the following 
questions to ascertain what is REALLY needed: - 

(a)How many animals has the political campaign saved ? (b) In view of the 

attitude of. politicians both past and present, what chance is there of the 
political campaign succeeding ? (c)In view of the political Campaign achieving 
a complete 'zero', what value is there is continuing further campaigns ? 

(d)What has the political campaign actually achieved ? (e)Has the campaign 
any chance of succeeding in view of the number of politicians disinterested in 
the Animal Rights subject and those actually involved in animal abuse (farming, 
investments in vivisection, etc;)* 

It cannot be said for certain whether people are corrupt before they enter 
politics or whether they are corrupted after entering into the political 
arena but it doesn't require too much intelligence to see what type of people 
the RoUtical Campaigners are relying on* One illustration of this was the 
recent vote on M 0 Po's pay increase - on the day of the vote there were some 20 or so 
MoPo's in the House of Commons in the evening but by the time the Vote on 
M*Po's pay rise came, there was standing room only as all M*P 0 's rushed back 
to ensure they obtained the maximum pay rise possible for themselves - just one 
example of many which shows what the people are like who the political campaigners 
are relying on* 

Some might say that ' T At the end of the day, whatever the ALF does, surely 
animal abuse will have to be abolished by Government legislation ?". The 
honest answer to this is 'No'* Obviously if Government does legislate, then 
so much the better, but if it refuses to legislate despite peaceful campaigning 
and even ALF direct action, the animal abuse system will be forced out of business 
through the damage and financial ruin%sed by ALF damage and direct action* This 
safely by-passes the Government if it refuses to legislate and in fact the ALF 
is the only Animal Rights organisation that has a philosophy and method that 
includes this important safety valve in case Government will not legislate* 

More animals have been, saved and public awareness of animal abuse has been 

effected in just 20 years of direct action by the ALF and other groups 

(HSA, NALL, FALL, WALL, SEnLL) than 100 years of political campaingning - FACT* 

Even those who are quite happy with the present electoral system will still 
admit that it is NOT representative of the populations feelings, due . to 
non proportional representation , ever changing constituency boundaries to 
'suit' the party in Government, etc; etc; so how can any genuine person who 
truly cares about animals rely on this farcical Campaign of politics ? 

It also takes no account of the fact that so many people in this country are 
still so very ignorant of the true horrors of animal abuse - how can you 
Campaign for something when -most voters are disinterested or ignorant of the 
subject? 

As long as the political campaign continues, then animals will die with no 
hope of rescue or liberation, vital funds needed will be redirected off for 
a bet that can never win, ALF activists will have to choose one target out 
of five simply because there isn't enough money to 'deal' with all five* 

SG members can change this - create a situation where animals do really have 
a chance - please - for the sake of the animals - follow this up* 

" 0 *First they (the animals) have done us no harm, next, that they have no power 
whatever to resistance; it is the cowardice and tyranny of which they are the 
victims v/hich make their suffering so especially touching* There is something 
so very dreadful, so Satanic in tormenting those who have never harmed us and 
who cannot defend themselves, who are utterly in our power (Cardinal Newman) 
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A»L.Fo Raid on Curwin Poultry Farm, Theale, Reading , (k) 

The raid on Curwin Poultry Farm took place on l6th April 1983* 

’’.....Our group of lk members, went to Curwin Poultry Farm at Theale late at 

night* The farm is situated on the side of a motorway and was not overlooked* It 

had been visited by some members of our group on several occasions before and 
from these visits, our group got a good idea of its lay-out and the best time to 
raid it* We decided to take a member of the Press along so the raid would be 
reported in the Press the next. day* We felt this would be a reminder to all 

animal abusers, the ALF was increasing its Campaign* We left in two vehicles and 

took sacks and baskets with us. Also the 'tools’ we would find necessary. 

We met the Press at a pre-arranged place and they followed us to our destination* 
Two miles from the farm we stopped in a car park and two of the group cut the 

farm’s telephone wires. We found this more difficult than we anticipated - one 
hand is needed to hold on to the pole whilst the other holds the cutters and cuts 
the wire. Because of this we could only use small cutters and there was some 
difficulty before we eventually managed to cut through the thick wire. We felt 
this was all worth it as we then knew the farmers could not call the police if 
we were -seen. Our vehicle and the Press car drove into the farm area and wo 
all got put except the vehicle drivers who then drove off from the area. 

Our first obstacle was a four feet wide ditch full of mud * We all jumped over 

this and left three planks of wood on the farm side that were six feet long* 

We then had to cut through a wire fence with our w ire cutters and we made sure 

we cut out a large opening in case we had to make a speedy exit 1 The battery 

sheds were now only 30 yards away from us and we made our way across this area 
keeping as low as possible. Sven the outside of the sheds were terribly filthy 
and we waded through this ankle-deep. Two of the group went forward to look 
into the sheds to check if everything was in order. They gave the all-clear to 
those remaining and we went forward with the bolt croppers and the padlocks 
v/ere quickly disposed of. All but two went into the shed - the remaining two 
staying outside acting as look-outs. The chickens were very quiet until one of 
our group took some photographs. They then started fluttering about as best 

they could in the tiny cages. We worked in pairs as planned - one holding a sack 

and the other placing the chickens inside carefully. 

As soon as each pair had taken the number they could manage, they left the shed 
and started slowly making their way back to where we came from* One member 
stayed behind and painted the sheds v/ith appropriate slogans. The sight of 
the insides were as distressing and sickening as one sees photos, of - just 
lines and lines of small cages going along the walls in tiers v/ith the chickens 
cramped inside. The sheds were filthy and foul— smelling inside. The member of 
our group carefully painted on the anti-factory farming slogans on the shed 
walls facing the motorway and we were back at the 4 feet wide ditch as a group 
again. As we were carrying the sacks, we knew we would have the responsibility of 
making sure no harm came to the chickens inside so as a safety measure we placed 
the boards across the ditch which had been left behind earlier and walked across 
them* The boards were picked up and we were all shocked to see a dark shadowy 

figure walking about nearby - it was the Press photographer i We shouted at him 

to ’get down’ which he did immediately (This being one of the disadvantages of 
inviting the Press along I). After only 2-3 minutes, the two vehicles drove up 
and we all got in. We then drove to a carpark and the Press took pictures of • our 
group holding the liberated chickens. We then left immediately to the place where 
the chickens were to be kept for the night. The next day they were taken to their 
new homes where they adjusted to their new found freedom very quickly. A report 
and picture of our raid appeared in the following ’Sunday Mirror ’.*.. . . iS 

’’For a man to torture an amimal whose lifeguard is put into his hands is a 
disgraceful thing. Such a meanness of spirit as his honour requires him to 
shun. If he does it out of wantonness, he is a fool and a cc"ard; if for 
pleasure, he is a monster .... o.'’ (Richard Aeon). 


An interview with Ronnie Lee (Press Officer, , ALF) 


(5). 
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Question. In the last few years there has been an increase in ALF direct action - 
why do you think this has happened ? 

Ronnie Lee* One reason is that 100 years of campaigning hasn’t got anywhere - 
through the legal methods, peaceful protest and petitions, etc;* Direct action 
offers some hope that the other traditional methods don’t* Direct action can also 
save animals immediately. It’s not a question of waiting for a law to be passed 
in the future to save animals from suffering. 

Direct action started back in the early 1960’s when the Hunt Saboteurs (HSA) was 
formed - the first radical animal liberation group. They didn't go as far as the 
ALF in breaking the law, but they did confront the hunts. The ALB has grown irom 
that, by people thinking they have to go even further to save animals. I think 
there has been a gradual feeling of frustration with the traditional methods. 

Q. What sorts of people became involved with the ALF 6-7 years ago ? 

RL* They were mostly people who were members of other animal protection societies 
who were frustrated at the lack of achievement of those societies and they were 
from all- sorts of backgrounds. 

QoHow did you first become involved in the Animal Liberation Movement < 

RL* It was through knowing a chap who was vegetarian.I couldn’t find fault with 
his arguments and so I became vegetarian also. I then began to look more closely 
into the whole question of animals and learnt about factory farming, experiments 
on animals and hunting. I felt I had to do something about it so I joined the . 

HSA. During 1972-73 half a dozen of us in the HSA decided that a yet more militant 
farm of action was needed against hunting and against all other forms of animal 
abuse, We formed a group, the Band of Mercy, named after a RSPCA group in the 
19th century who damaged guns used for pheasant shooting. We started off going 
round to hunt kennels the night before a hunt an'd doing very mild damage to the 
vehicles so they couldn’t be used. We went on to cause damage to laboratories 
and to take animals out. When you use direct action on things like vivisection, 
it inevitably gets heavier. It means breaking into property and taking animals and 
causing damage. That’s why a different organisation had to be formed - at that 
time, most of those in the HSA didn’t agree with that sort of action. 

In 1975, Cliff Goodman and I were, sent to prison for a year. During that time I 
worried that it would end. They had put two of us in prison and everyone else 
would either be afraid of' going into prison or think we were foolish for doing 
it. (There were 14 charges of arson, criminal damage and possession of implements 
for causing damage — targets were animal torture labs. , vans used to transport 
the animals, boats used for seal slaughter and property of companies breeding 
animals for vivisection) . It was exactly the opposite - the fact that we had 
gone to prison inspired a lot of people who wanted to take direct action them- 
selves. I couldn’t believe it because before we’d gone to prison, people in 
the animal protection societies had been opposed to what v/e were, doing. In 1976 
we changed our name to the Animal Liberation Front with many more people wanting 
to come in* It’s continued to grow since then. Now we are many hundreds of 
active people. 

Q. What about membership of the ALF ? 

RL* As far as the active side of the .ALF is concerned, there is no ’official* 
membership* People are members by what they do, not by anything they’ve said 
or signed. They vary from those who take direct action once or twice a week 
to once or twice a year depending on their own personal circumstances « !?here are 
of course many people involved in other ways rather than directly taking action; 
those who give homes to the rescued animals and donate equipment and vehicles. 


"..If as v/e know, the creatures with fur, feathers or fins are our brothers and 
sisters in a lower stage of development, them, their very weakness and inability 
to protest, demands that man should refrain from torturing them for the mere 
possibility of obtaining some knowledge which he believes may be to his own 
interest 1 ’ (Luther Burbank)* 
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ALF r aid o n the Royal College of Sur geo ns, Downe, Kent (6) 

' The -Royal College of Surgeons (RCS) carry out painful experiments on animals -eg 
dogs, monkeys, pigs, etc ; . Our group of four members decided that the RCS needed 

an ,f ALF visit* 1 and we set about planning our raid. When two of us first viewed the 

labs., we thought it was going to be easy - however, this was not the case and over 
several months we planned out the raid to the minute and took into account all the 
things that could possibly happen. 

As a new ALF group we knew a lot of equipment and research would be needed - ie 
bolt croppers, crow-bars, CB radios, thick gloves (in case any animals were nervous 
and bit us J), leads and collars. We agreed choke chains would be best in view of 
the circumstances® We also got muzzles and*sorted out the vehicles we would need. 

The raid itself was October 1st (1933)® The RCS is situated well out in the country- 
side and surrounded by fields although there are a few houses nearby. There is a 
barbed wire fence surrounding the RCS although the kennels have a 7 foot fence 
around them which bends in at the top. The premises arc well lit and there were 
security alarms on some doors and windows. On the monkey houses, the windows are 
frosted so we could not see in although we could clearly hear them scratching and 

moving about. The first thing that caught our attention is the large chimney - 

even on a hot summers day it was smoking - we didn't have to use much imagination to 
realise what they were burning in the furnaces and we realised there were two ways 
animals in the RCS come "out" - either as smoke through the chimney after being 
burnt in the furnaces or through an ALF raid. 

After a great deal of planning, we decided upon raiding the place early in the 
night so we could mix in with the traffic still on the road rather than travel 
alone and look suspicious. We met an hour before the raid and went through the 
details once more - each one listing the jobs allocated to them. We checked our 
watches and moved off to the final parking place fairly near to the RCS® Getting 
to the rear of the lab. involved a walk of approx, *g- mile- « The night was very dark 
with little moon and a mist hung low over the fields. We had been careful to all 
wear black and with our balaclavas, we even had difficulty seeing each other I 

Each of us carried the tools we were responsible for and before we got to the lab. 
we checked the CB radios. By using the 'squelch* button, one can cut out all other 
broadcasts except those using the same channel within a short distance. On arrival 
at the kennels, we were horrified to see the main lights were on - they had never 
been on before and we felt sure someone was in the kennels. We decided to carry 
on but abort the raid if anyone from the RCS appeared. Our 'look-out* went to 
take up their position with one of the radios - their job was to watch the security 
guard's house and to warn us of anyone else walking around. We then went ahead and 
cut through the barbed wire and entered the grounds. Ie went up to the kennels 
and peered through the kennel window - we saw, to our relief, no one was inside. At 
this point we were told to stop moving as the guard had come out - he stood by his 
door for a few minutes and then went back inside - our look-out gave us the all 
clear and we then began to cut the bolt on the 7 foot steel fence gate. The bolt 
croppers made short work of this although part of the bolt fell to the ground with 
a loud noise. Two of us then entered the kennel run inside the fencing leaving the 
other member of the group watching the pathway. We had a choice of whether to use 
treacle paper (care fully folded newspaper smeared in treacle) or just tape to break 
the window — we decided to do this with tape. At this time the dogs started barking 
but this did not worry us too much as they do this every time they hear a noise — 
a bird landing on the roof, a fox running by, etc;. With a sharp stone we hit the 
window - it didn't break I We then tried hitting it with the crowbars but it made 
little impression on the glass - it then became obvious the window was reinforced 
and couldn't be broken. We then decided to crowbar it open. 

Using two crowbars, we finally succeeded in breaking the window open and although 
the glass shattered, the tape kept it together. Using a cane we had brought along, 
we propped it open so we could enter. Before entering we checked it wasn't wired 
up - which thankfully it wasn't. 
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ALF r aid on the Royal College of Surgeons, Do wne , Kent (Con tinued ) 

Once inside we saw there was a row of cages on both sides and an office was 
situated at the rear* We then made a quick mental check of what animals could be 

liberated. In each cage on one side was a greyhound - they had no bedding and only 

the cold hard concrete to lie on. Only one of the kennels had water placed inside 
for the dog. There was urine running over the floor and excrement everywhere. 

The dogs had very upset stomachs, so the mess we found inside was understandable - 

the kennels had obviously not been cleaned for quite some while. On th^6ther side 
there were a number of piglets but as homes for pigs are very very few, we knew 
v/e could not take them. At the very end cage, there was a very sick alsation. It 
had a badly sewn up wound down the length of its back and was obviously in very 
great pain. It was lying on i#s side on the concrete floor growling gently at us. 

We spent a great deal of time trying to entice it to move until with great sadness 

we realised, we could not help it. To this day, the memory of this dog with its 
wound and pathetic eyes which seemed to understand who we were and what we were 
doing, still haunts us. We can only hope it is no longer in the pain and misery 
we saw it in. 

We decided to take the dogs nearest the door and we unbolted their cage doors 
and placed a collar and lead on them and tied them on to the door temporarily. 

When all six dogs were ready for thoir 'exit* out of this hell hole, we told 

the member outside to call up the other member on the radio. The main door of the 
kennels was heavily wired up so we knew that once open, we would have to move off 
at a fast speed. We planned to crowbar it open but to our pleasant surprise, one 
of the lab. staff had left the key in the door I The door was swmftly unlocked 
and three of us took two dogs each while the other member collected all the tools 
etc; together to make sure nothing v/as left behind. We then rein as fast as we could 
back to the two vehicles. The dogs seemed to think it was all tremendous fun and 
happily bounced along beside us. We got back to the vehicles and put the dogs 
inside. 

We then drove off - each vehicle go-.ng different ways - to the place where the 
rescued dogs would be held for the night. There they were fed and watered and 
we checked them - they had not been experimented upon but had numerous cuts and 
sores where they had been lying on a concrete floor. We then took some photographs 
of them. The next day they were placed in their new homes. We made sure our 
tools were carefully hidden and other incriminating items were disposed of. 

We had arranged their new homes a short while before and made sure the holding 
place for the night did not have suspicious or interfering neighbours. 

We have been lucky enough to remain in touch with some of the people who homed 
the dogs and we have seen them getting fitter, also playing and running with 
other dogs or simply curled up in front of a fire . 

As a new group we of course had great apprehension about the raid but we found 
that after planning the whole action and making sure we thought of anything 
unexpected happening, it really ran very smoothly. 

fhis action only evolved through frustration at very little happening - we all 
hope for Animal Liberation in 1990 or whatever year, but this does not help the 
animals now - it was only through an ALF raid, the animals suffering now 
could be helped. If anyone had suggested us doing a successful ALF raid, say 
a year ago, v/e would have laughed but now v/e can see how ordinary members of the 
Animal Rights/Liberation Struggle can carry out actions of this type with the 
planning that is needed and the tools that will be necessary. 

This may have been our first ALF action, but it certainly will not be our last; 
the cries of the animals we were unable to rescue remain in our minds and we shall 
never stop until the Day comes when animals are no longer exploited, persecuted, 
tortured and murdered by the vivisector, factory farmer, huntsmen, etc;. The Day 
of Ani'mal Liberation is beginning to dawn. ......

(13) HopefuIly all SG members will be aware of the terrible cruelty and .suffering 
inflicted upon helpless animals by Wellcome ’Research’ Labs. One person working 
for this establishment is:- 

Dr John A G Parke of 8 Beechwood Rd, Sanderstead, Surrey. 

Parke is a vociferous supporter of animal experimentation and admitted in a letter 
he wrote not long ago to a local newspaper, he sometimes 'causes distress to 
animals’. Parke is content to live in comfort with his wife Wendy on the proceeds 
of his obscene ’^ork' but **Y0U** can let him know what YOU think about animal 
experimentation. His telephone number was available at the time of going to print. 

(14) ALF raid on Laundry Farm, Cambridge (August 1983 ). 

In this raid not only were dogs rescued (for the second time in 1983 ) but ’Professor’ 
Caine who experiments on dogs kept there was shown to be a liar and somewhat 
stupid in saying the drug needed to keep the dogs alive was not available and the 
dogs would die and then having to admit it was. The newspapers also included 
photos, of the dogs very much alive and healthy afterwards. This was so successful 
in that it was a 100 % victory for many aspects of the Anti Vivisection cause. 

Unfortunately the police have arrested and charged four people they believe were 
connected with this raid. Anyone wishing to donate money for defence/legal costs 
can send it to the ALF(SG) - a covering note saying it is for the Laundry Farm 
Defence Fund would be appreciated. Thanks. 

(15) Regrettably (again ’) the SG hears of critisism of the ALF by Richard Course 
of the League Against Cruel Sports. At the Bournemouth & Poole Animal Aid meeting 
on 6 / 12/83 he stated that as far a s direct action was concerned "You can stick it 
up your backside”. It is sad there is critisism such as this of the only organisat- 
ion saving animals NOW and this critisism is unnecessary vulgarity. Perhaps any 
SG members who belong to the LACS and even left money to it will reconsider what 
their money is paying for. If critisism of the ALF was specific and exact, the SG 
would be pleased to deal with this but vague crude generalised attacks of this type 
cannot be answered. The .ILF doesn't need attacks like this, nor deserve them and 
the animals it is saving CERTAINLY DO NOT.

Remember that you don’t 
even have to be doing anything ’illegal* to be arrested and YOU could be in this 
situation very soon yourself. This is *VERY IMPORTANT* - please ensure the police 
station is besieged with people willing to make a statement for the person/people 
arrested - solidarity with other Animal Rights activists is SOLIDARITY WITH THE 
ANIMALS. The Animals need these people who are arrested - please do all that you 
can to help them.

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ALF raid on Brocades Laboratories, Braintree, Essex. 

t? . . •Continuing the ALF campaign a.gainst animal torture laboratories, our group 
decided to raid Brocades Laboratories on 6th August 1983* 

Several journeys were made to and around the lab. area and it was during these 
checks, we ascertained the security position there. During this time also, we 
planned out the raid itself and our exit routes. Homes for the animals had been 
arranged shortly before and a week before the raid, we sorted out the vehicles 
we would need® 

The whole group met at a* safe place not too far from Braintree and we all made 
sure that we knew exactly how the raid was to be carried out and what our 
individual jobs were. After this, the tools needed for the raid were handed out. 
We spent a while very carefully wiping off all fingerprints and then put on our 
gloves. The raid was in fact very easy - there was no security and one could 
actually walk into the Brocades grounds without cutting through fencing or even 
climbing over anything l The only 'danger* eas the caretaker who lived next to 
the Brocades grounds. We decided that if he came out and sa w us we would have 
to lock him in a room and ensure he could not telephone etc;. The caretaker 
was employed by Brocades and knew what they did with the animals inside there* 
The ALF policy states activists can use the minimum force necessary to defend 
th’emSblves. 

Our journey to Brocades v/ent without incident and we got out of our vehicles 
a short distance away and met on a path running aside the perimeter of Brocades. 
Two look-outs were placed in the positions where the greatest view of the area 
was obtained. The 'A' team then made its way to the animal house while the f B' 
team waited some 30 yards behind. We were obviously very pleased to find sin 
open window there although of course we had brought crowbars etc; to force 
a window open. Once inside the door was opened. Inside there were many small 
animals - guinea pigs, hamsters, mice and rats. We had brought 'pet carrier' 
boxes with us and some 200 were either placed in these or simply picked up in 
the cages they were in . During this time we were using small but powerful 
torches. One member of the group was standing near the window having clear 
view of us inside and one of the look-outs so he could warn us if the look-out 
saw anyone coming along or behaving in a way that suggested they suspected 
something. As soon as we had got the number of animals we could take, the 'B* 
team came forward and took the animals and carried these to a vehicle nearby. 

When all the animals had been carried away and put inside the vehicle, the 
vehicle drove off. We had planned extensive damage to the Brocades property 
but problems arose as it was located in a very built up area and the night 
was very quiet and still. We had planned to cut as many wires as possible with 
insulated wire cutters and remove as many of the Brocades files and papers 
as possible. A good idea was suggested that Brocades would suffer tremendous 
financial problems if it v/as flooded- flooding would cause as much damage as 
burning but with none of the problems associated with fire. After a very 
quick discussion among the group on whether damage should be done, it was 
decided that the chance of being seen( and caught) would be vastly increased 
and as we had plenty of other raids planned for the future, it wouldn't make 
sense. We therefore left the area and drove off. 

The animals rescued are now well in their new homes without the fear of 
torture, experimentation and painful death they would have undergone at 
Brocades. The lab. itself is a veterinary establishment and according to the 
files in the animal house, the experiments were very cruel, very painful - 
and most certainly, frery unnecessary and unreliable ...... 

"...Public support of vivisection is founded almost wholly on the assurances 
of the vivisectors that great public benefits may be expected from the practice.

Dirty Tricks - 'Sign of th e Tim es ' ? (3) 

When attitudes and protective actions change, then it usually means something 
has manifested to cause this. 

During 1983, particularly in the second half of that year, there was a significant 
number of events and situations which indicate the animal abusers (and those who 
support them) have not only gone on to the offensive but are now resorting to 
the only thing they now have left - lies, lies and more lies. 

When Balbeggie Kennels was successfully raided by the ALF and ten beagles were 
rescued (7 of which were pregnant), the owner (Mr R Stocks) denied the raid ever 
took place i In December 1983, a fire was started at Brockenhurst College 
resulting in animals being burnt to death - the letters A, L and F being neatly 
paintea on the outside wall. In the last part of 1983, we also saw photos, in 
newspapers of (eg) a rabbit breeder, apparently in tears and holding a dead 
rabbit proclaiming "The ALF have killed all my rabbits". Again, in the last 
part of 1983, two national newspapers made reference to the ALF (i)sending 
letter bombs (ii)"seeking to maim and kill people". Fortunately in the case 
of (ii)the newspaper admitted its mistake in the next day edition and 'regretted' 
stating this (obvious) lie * 

is very difficult to believe this type of 'error' is accidental — particularly 
in the case of letter bombs. The ALF was the loudest voice in condemning the 

2 /83 letter bombing. The policy of the ALF in relation to the non use of 

violence is quite clear. Even someone as retarded as an animal abuser could not 
misunderstand it. But the fact is that the ALF does hot have the time, money, 
resources nor facilities to answer these lies - it has not gone unnoticed that 
some Animal' ‘Wei fare" organisations as well as animal abusers make full use of 
situation. The Animal abusers and those who support them can 
pour forth every lie, deceit and falsehood possible and rest assured the ALF is 
limited in the way it can and will reply to these. 

Regrettably many people believe these lies . Although a picture of a man nearly 
in tears, whom you know to be an animal abuser holding a dead rabbit from his 

intensive farm where rabbits are bred, imprisoned and sold for food and fur 

is quite ludicrous (especially when he says the ALF have caused death due to a 
raid) the fact remains that those people not associated with Animal Rights will 
believe it 1 Admittedly it would only take a few seconds for the average person 
to realise the whole thing is a nonsense, but people rarely are prepared to give 
those few seconds. Of course this is when the SG member can really help the ALF 
-by writing/telephoning the newspaper(s) responsible to put the matter right. 

Lies and an attempt to discredit the ALF is now the ORLY weapon the animal 
abuser has and we can be sure he/she/they will use this to the full. What we 
are now seeing is just the 'lull before the storm' and all supporters of the 
ALF and direct action should prepare themselves for this. Recently the ALF was 
approached by a BBC TV programme producer who wanted to interview an ex-activist - 
it was only after some while and closely questioning the producer did it then 
become apparent that someone who was once an ALF activist but no ionger agreed 
with the ALF (and. was prepared to say so on TV) was required. Of course, no such 
person exists and the producer was told so. But this gives a good picture of 
what the ALF will have to endure in the coming years - every 'trick' imaginable 
(and unimaginable) to discredit it - simply because the animal abusers and the 
establishment knows it is the greatest enemy to the continuation of mass animal 
persecution and slaughter. There is even a small number of people in Animal Rights 
and even the ALI (SG) that seem to believe everything they hear or read. All that 
is needed to combat and overcome anti-ALF propaganda is common sense, calm and 
maturity with a 'professional' attitude and outlook towards the whole distasteful 
subject of animal abuse - with these, animal abuse will be eradicated and the 
Day of Animal Liberation will come. 

'..The ALF are not a bunch of young hooligans who barge into other people's property 
and damage everything in sight just for the fun of it. Indeed, they are quite the 
opposite. Xheir ages range from l 6 - 60 .The main reason for their unity is the human 
compassion they all share, with emphasis put on revulsion and disgust at unnecessary 
cruelty. .„ "(A. Shaw. ■ Wigan Observer.

1983 - A good year for at least 60,000 Animals. . (4) 

Without doubt, 1983 was a very successful year for the Animal Liberation 
Front, the Animal Rights Campaign and of course, most important of all - 
the Animals* 

Continuing and most certainly increasing its policy of damaging property 
belonging/used by animal abusers, the total damage caused by members of the 
ALF in just 1983 alone was a staggering:- £2,300,000* 

Quite simply this is £2,300,000 no longer available to breed, buy, imprison, 
torture and/or kill animals with* Certainly some of this may have been repaid 
by Insurance Companies but it is unlikely they would pay out any large amount 
without (i increasing the premiums paid by the animal abuser (s) for continuing 
insurance (ii) Reducing the ’cover 1 available leaving the animal abuse 
property even more vunerable (iii )Reducing the full amount paid and (iv) 
Insisting on better security - which naturally costs a lot of money* In fact, 
a great deal of money. In most cases (labs*, factory farms,) the damage 
would retard their ’work* and activities, causing yet mor e financial loss. 

Simply, No money = No Animals -to abuse. It’s as simple as that* 

The second part of this success story is that 38 00 animals were rescued/liberated 
in 1983 by members of the Animal Liberation Front. It is indeed very difficult 
to assess the animals saved through the financial loss in damage - particularly 
as the animals saved ranged from frogs to hens to dogs and animals used for 
their fur - and their value to the animal abuser also varies widely. However 
it is safe to say that the animals saved directly or indirectly through damage 
far exceeded 6Q,000 in just 1983 * 

60000 animals in this country who will NOT be subjected to the suffering! pain 
degradation and deaths that existed unabated in this country until 1976 - 
the ALF's inception. The ALF(SG) therefore suggests those who support the 
Campaign to end Animal abuse and begin Animal Liberation compare this record 
with other forms of "campaigning^oo^c 

Since 1976, the number of actions has increased and until the Day of Animal 
Liberation - when animals are no longer abused for food products, experimental 
tools, ’sport’, clothes or toys - the ALF will continue and increase its 
already successful Campaign which is now striking deep into the heart of all 
forms of animal abuse. 

The ALF/ALF(SG) do receive correspondence regarding attitudes to the difference 
betv/een animal rescue/liberation and damage and it should be pointed out 
th&t damage (Animal Liberation in the long term) will increase and overtake 
animal rescue (Animal Liberation in the short term) as quite simply, the number 
of homes available obviously become less in the course of time and the animal 
abusers are (obviously) able to breed animals at a far faster rate - and indeed, 
they are doing this. Some people may be sorry to hear this, but the FACT 
that MUST be borne in mind is that damage has a far greater effect on animal 
abuse than animal rescue/liberation. (The subject of damage has already been 
commented upon in a previous SG newsletter). If there are people who still 
cannot see this, the ALF can only say Find us the homes and we’ll rescue the 
animals' ? . Simply, No Homes = No Animal Rescue. 

Until 1976, the animals suffering had NO chance of escaping their horrendous 
fate; but now through the ALF, there IS the possibility. With more support, 
more resources, more Supporters and of course, more ALF activists, the hope the 
animals have , increases. One can only speculate on what 1984 will bring - but 
one can be sure the ALF will be increasing, radicalising and intensifying its 
Campaign and yet one more brick from the unstable wall of animal torment will 
be hammered out and the whole building of animal persecution will crumble just 
that little more until the whole nightmare tomb of Animal Suffering is buried 
for evermore.

f, .eoAs far as I am concerned, the ALF is fighting a. war against the oppression 
of animals, a war to liberate animals from the torture of vivisection, the 
concentration camps of intensive farming, the sadism of bloodsports and all the 
cruelties which are carried out by the vicious human tyrant* 

Fortunately, so far it has been a war without killing - the persecutors of animals 
have certainly had their ’work* interrupted and been made to think* None of them 
like to wake up in the morning to find their laboratories wrecked, their factory 
farms somewhat emptied of their imprisoned inhabitants or their nice new cars 
purchased from the profits of animal exploitation devastated by paint stripper 
etc;* 

I feel it should be made clear that the. ALF does not use violence towards animal 
abusers for tactic al reasons, not because we love the scum who brutally exploit 
animals nor because we believe the emotive unbalanced statement that violence 
against them would "make us as bad as they are'V When 1 hear people saying this 

I simply presume they have no idea of what animal abusers really do to animals* 

It is a war without killing - but a war nonetheless* To advocate anything less 
than a war when, faced with the brutal tyranny of the human race against all other 
creatures is a form of treachery against the animals* A denial of that which is 
essential to win their long overdue and much needed freedom* 

And so we are at war. And day by day and night by night, the ALF rescues mpre 
animals from suffering and inflict heavier and heavier material losses on the 
persecutors of our fellow creatures* But, there are not nearly enough animals 
saved nor losses inflicted* To win victory on behalf ofi the animals, we need 

many more activists, much more commitment, a great deal more initiative and the 

ALF also needs the financial resources in order to properly train, equip and 
mobilise activists* Jadly as far as money is concerned, the ALF is indeed 'Starving 
in the trenches'. By and large, ALF activists are not wealthy people*. In fact, 
most of them are financially very poor - people who are more concerned about 
spending their lives saving animals than in making a 'fast buck'. Most ALF members 
are young people and therefore on low salaries or through no fault of their own, 
unemployed. All ALF groups attempt, as far as it is possible, to finance their 
activities from their own pockets - but very few of their pockets are very deep 
and so there is a severe l imit a t i on on activity unless outside funds can be 
provided. The ALF(SG) has helped to free extra funds for action by providing money 
for legal costs which the ALF once had to pay. However, there are still far too 
little financial resources available for ALF action* 

All forms of campaigning have their value in the struggle for animal liberation 
but it is important to put the value of these sorts of activity in true perspective 
in relation to direct action. It is painfully obvious that unless there is a 
massive increase in direct action, the day of total animal liberation will never 
come. Other forms of campaigning, important that they are, must be seen as a 
back-up to direct action, which must surely be the major thrust of the animal 
liberation movement if we are ever to succeed* Unfortunately the resources of 
the Animal Rights Movement are not allocated at all correctly or logically. 
Organisations which carry out non-direct methods (leafletting, petitioning, 
organising demos*, writing to M.P.'s) often have hundreds of thousands pf pounds 
to their name whereas the ALF exists on a 'shoestring'. To prove my point, 
most organisations publish yearly accounts and fully appreciating these can be 
sometimes difficult to follow, I would strongly suggest people do examine them 
to ascertain (l)Capital held (ii Expenditure . If you have discarded the accounts 
of organisations you belong to, there should be no difficulty in obtaining a 
duplicate and you will see the frustration and concern of the ALF is very much 
justified. 

(What the ALF is fighting:-) 5 'Experiments were carried out on dogs - some had their 
paws put in boiling water and some dogs had their spines severed* One big German 
Shepherd died after 6 hours after he had been immersed into boiling water three 
times. . * ."(Handbuch der allgemeinen Pathologie). 

""The Animal Liberation Front - Fighting in the front line for the Animals NOW*** 
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As stated in a previous SG newsletter, we obtain a true picture of the situation 
when we relate to the animals - and their suffering - if you were an animal in 
a lab., factory farm or being hunted, where would you want the most support to 
go ? The answer is obvious, #8 ,, 0 .. This is a disgraceful topsy-turvy situation. 

It is utterly wrong that the major area of animal liberation should be starved 
of resources. It is disgraceful that ALF activists have to exist on the breadline 
in order to carry out important actions against the animal abuse industry while 
people who make loud noises but do nothing more and if they do anything, it is 
non-militant, take home very large wage packets. 

So what can be done to put matters right ? What can be done to put more of the 
resources of the Animal Fights movement into the front line where they are so 
desperately needed to save animals now and in order to win the eventual victory ? 

I fully appreciate that it would be difficult for the large, established societies 
to give money direct to the ALF as this could well cause problems with the Law. 
However, there is no reason whatsoever why they should not give money to the 
ALF (Supporters Group) which is a perfectly legal organisation. Of course it 
is probably too much to expect that these organisations would want to put some of 
their jealously guarded wealth into the support of direct action - so it is up to 
the ordinary members of these societies to 'bring about the required and much- 
needed reallocation of resources. 

So:- (l)lf you are in the habit of donating money to any of the comparatively 
wealthy societies, please consider giving it to the ALF or the ALF(SG) instead. 

- Simply to redress the balance and because the ALF f s need is by far the greater. 

(2)It is quite legal to leave money or property in your Will to the 
ALF or ALF(SG)% Please consider doing this. if you have already made a will, please 
consider changing your will to behefit the ALF or ALF(SG)~ The solicitor making 
the will out on your behalf will be able to advise re the correct v/ording etc;. 

Animal Rights workers/supporters must remember their money is the ONLY money 
the animals have, they should therefore give very serious thought to where it 
is going and what it will achieve. Again it is a situation of ’relating to the 
animals’ - where would you want it to go, what would you want done with it if 
an ^nimal awaiting experimentation in a lab., an animal awaiting slaughter 
for consumption of your own body, an animal being hunted across the ’Country’ 
by sick sadists with nowhere to go and no one to turn to for help ? 

.Animals are suffering NOV/ because the ALF do not have enough resources or 
money to save them. Without massive resources being poured into direct action 
the obsoaiity of animal exploitation * persecution, suffering, degradation and 
death will NEVER be abolished. 

It is time to give proper support to this war effort - time to stop the 
’ starving in the trenches ’ . 

ALF(SG) note:- 

If after reading this, you wish to help, you can increase your standing order 
hy giving written instructions to your bank. If you would notify the ALF(SG) 
at the same time, it would be appreciated. 

With regard to the article above, it does seem strange that some animal rights 
organisations pay lip service to the ALF, praise it for what it is doing and 
even give substancial coverage to ALF actions in its publications - but give no 
financial support whatsoever - although the futile ’political campaign’ never 
seems to be shorb of support - peculiar ?. 

”... December 10th - The monkey was found clinging to the bars of its cage uttering 
repeated and particularly piercing shrieks quite unlike the normal cry of the mon- 
key (After being infected with rabies). Dec .15th. -The monkey has a staring gaze and 
seemed unaware of its food, the cage, its mate or observer.lt squealed continually. 

On interference (SG: - This is a fancy scientific term for provocation), it did not 
attempt to bite. After a while, in which the animal was actively aggressive and in 
one case killed its mate, violent spasms occurred, sufficient to throw it across the 
cage. Three animals bit themselves severely, 2 chewing off their finger, one ate the 
whole skin on the forearm and exposed muscles from elbow to wrist .All died. ” (Lancet )

'(8)lf you are able to give a home to an animal, please let the ALF(Homing) know. 

Please give your name, address and telephone number and say what animal (s) you 
can home, the number and whether this is permanent or temporary. As stated 
previously in SG newsletters, if you offered to home an animal, some time ago and 
are wondering why you have not been contacted although the SG is asking for more 
homes, this is simply because the operation of homing is totally dependent upon 
the circumstances and area at the time of needing to home (an) animal (s). 

This is perhaps the time to point out that the ALF may have to increase its damage- 
actions and reduce the number of animal liberations - simply because of the 
homing position. It is all very well for people to say they ’prefer* animal 
liberation to damage, but the simple fact is that the ALF needs homes to take 
the animals to and if they don*t exist, there is little point in liberating 
animals 1 There is also the factor that animal abusers breed animals far far 
faster than they can be homed. 

(9) Some SG members have asked whether more detail about individual ALF actions 
could be made available. In fact the ALF produce a factual, newsletter every 
month giving details of each action which it sends to newspapers and periodicals 
all over the world.

(12) Costing you time and money . costing the Animals their LIVES* 

It is very likely that at the time this newsletter is issued ^ 'poltical '/Government 
demonstrations will be arranged* In 1983 the SG received many letters from members 
say ing how disappointing the 'World Day for Laboratory Animals' demonstration was. 
ie despite a long hard hot walk, the publicity was minimal, despite all the 
hard endeavours, the animals in Bibra and the MRC buildings were no better off 
at the end of the demo, etc; etc;. Demonstrations now seem to attract lunatic 
fringe elements that come along to simply attack the police with no interest 
whatsoever in Animal abuse/Rights. When the police are violent or attack without 
justification, it is felt demonstrators have the right to defend themselves but 
past demonstrations and the anti-police element that ^‘gin them have done great 
harm to the Campaign* and the police have been at tack/ without any justifiable reason. 
It now appears the Campaign is being put into 'reverse' by calling for demonstrations 
against the Government. Unbelievable as it sounds, there are people that believe 
that simply by demonstrating, some 320 M.P.'s (at least) will suddenly accept 
the arguments of Animal Rights campaigners and force through legislation that will 
correct the situation. Over 100 years of this type of campaigning has shown this 
type of campaigning is not only fruitless but actually causes more animal suffering 
through the creation of a secondary form of campaigning. The proof of this is 
the countless millions of dead animals that have suffered and died while political 
campaigners make a lot of noise, write a lot of letters but do little else. The 
February SG newsletter (no.9) covered this subject in full. 

Please consider the situation and where your time, effort and money could be 
better spent. One demonstration involving 5000 people does little if held against 
politicians but. the £20,000 - £3G,000 in fares etc; spent by those 5000 could 
save so many animals if given to the ALF. The final proof is (a)How many animals 
has political campaigning saved ?(a. ' nil') (b)Looking at its past record, what 
is the likelihood of it succeeding within anothe^^OO yeans (A.'nil'). (c)Looking 
at the 'diary of ALF actions' in SG newsletters ^/would money spent attending these 
'events' do if given to the aLF jCA.'A great deal I') . Please show your protest 
at these futile gatherings by staying at home and (a)sending your fane money to 
the ALF (b)hold fund raising events for the ALF. 

The Animals in the laboratories, the farms, and in so many places need YOUR help-

"If a poultry farmer's phone goes dead, it could be the first sign that 
his unit is about to be raided by a group of animal welfare militants. 

A 'phone where the wires have been cut was the farmer's earliest 
warning of an impending raid, but there would have been others during 
the proceeding month if he had kept a sharp lookout, Inspector John Deal 
Head of crime protection at Chelmsford said. 'They operate at night,but 
not overnight .They will have been watching your farm for at least a month. 
Anonymity within the group meant that if police caught one of them, he would 
not be able to name others in the raiding party'.' 

He said "I am not sure you are aware just how much of a problem you have. 

The situation won't go away - It will get worse. "

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Butchers shop windows - to brea k o r not to bre a k ? 

It seems that some supporters of the ALF have reservations about the damaging 
of butchers shops* 

It seems strange that those who condemn this important type of direct action never- 
theless support the damaging of fur shops - where is the difference ? It is 
difficult to give a full detailed statement on this particular subject as those 
who condemn it rarely give any reasons why they condemn it. 

Some idealists may hope that the whole of humanity may be' f converted if to a vegetarian 
diet, but unfortunately this is an impossible dream. To suggest that one day there 
will be enough Animal Rights workers with enough time, enough training and enough 
resources to visit everyone to put forward the vegetarian argument and those 
listening will suddenly see* the light* is a nonsense. Those who have tried the 
hard path to changing people *s attitude and dietary habits will know this is so 
true* The response is usually* ? 1 1 11 think about it M , "You've got a good case, but 
I can’t agree with you", etc; etc; etc;. Those sympathetic are too burdened with 
domestic, social and/or financial (etc ) problems to give the subject that much 
serious thought* Even if everyone could be reached with the vegetarian message, 
there is no need for them to think about it - or even listen to it in the first 
place. And whilst this farce goes on, 3000 animals are slaughtered every minute 
of every working day. ....... • 

Many people will simply see the butchers shop in the street as society* s 
acceptance of eating dead animals - ie "IT its there, its got to be right hasn't 
it ? ? *. And yet when that same person is confronted with a butchers shop - windows 
smashed, doors glued up with "meat is murder" dripping in red paint from the 
walls, it is the stimulus that is needed to make them think and think hard . In 
a society where a great deal is done for the citizen and very little initiative and 
thinking is needed to survive from day to day, something to 'spark off' a rethink 
is so very badly needed* And without doubt, damaging the shops does do this. 

Financial loss to butchers means a higher price for 'meat' - the more expensive 
it becomes, the more people will think about a cheaper alternative. The less meat 
eaten, the less animals will be bred, imprisoned in degrading humiliating filthy 
hell-holes to be finally slaughtered by cruel and painful methods. As the argument 
is so unbelievably simple, it is difficult to comprehend why there are some 
against it. 

Butchers are the last point in the terrible cycle of animal suffering - these 
are the places that sell the deformed bloodied carcases of sentient animals. 

Displaying them in their windov/s as a delicious prize, with all the tell-tale • 
signs that these lumps of flesh were once feeling animals, conveniently, carefully 
and cleverly removed. 

If it is necessary to smash and destroy every butchers shop in the land to stop 
this foul trade,- then the ALF will do it. If this is what it takes to make the 
population stop to think about whether flesh- eating (and all that it involves) is 
right, then it shall be done. The butchers shop with its chatty butcher and blood- 
stained apron, is the high temple of animal suffering and death. It is the ultimate 
of society's acceptance of animal abuse; it is therefore one of the highest targets 
on the ALF list. Whether the 'meat* trade is 'hit' at the breeding farm, the factory 
farm, the slaughterhouse or the butcher, it will be hit and hit again at all these 
points, so the trade is made bankrupt. Anyone in doubt about what the butchery 
business entails can visit the farm and for example, see the sow in the pig unit 
imprisoned *f1 weeks a year in cramped stalls where she. lies on concrete and invariably 
suffers soreness, lameness, spinal troubles and neurosis. In the intensive farm, the 
mother has her piglets taken away from her at 2-3 weeks so she can again be 'got 
back into service NB. Every year l8 million pigs are slaughtered. In the battery 
egg farm, you can see the hens in tiny cramped cages day in and day out with no 
room to move and in the subdued lighting, make out the sad distressed confused 
debeaked faces. 

THIS IS THE OBSCENITY THAT THE ALF IS SUCCESSFULLY FIGHTING AND DAMAGING - .The 
"animals for food" trade will be smashed, destroyed and finally buried and anyone 
who truly cares for the animals who suffer so much, will support this campaign. 


Jn84. alF raid on Laundry Farm 0 August 12th 1983 (3) 

Although Laundry Farm had been successfully raided by the Animal Liberation Front 
earlier in 1983 , we decided shortly afterwards that an "inspection" was needed 
shortly after the raid which obtained excellent publicity in view of the seven 
dogs being rescued. 

Two of our group travelled to Laundry farm on several occasions and every time a 
check was made, the place was empty and quite deserted. Enquiries were made and 
we ascertained no experiments were being done there. 

However, in July 1983 we heard that the place was operating again and that dogs 
were going to be used in transplant f operations 1 „ In view of this, members of 
our group went there on several occasions and it was decided another raid was 
necessary to rescue the dogs being held there to be experimented upon. 

On the night of August 12th our group met up at a prearranged place and we again 
went over the plans for the raid. We then made our way to the site and parked 
our vehicles in some fields half a mile away. We then had to walk across country, 
following the hedgerows. After walking for about 10-15 minutes we reached the 
exterior part of the Animal House and climbed over the fence into the area. 

Two members of the group climbed up the drainpipes onto the roof of the Animal 
House so they could break open the skylight and gain access. We soon became 
worried when we realised that we wouldn*t be able to open the skylight but we 
had worked out alternative methods and decided to crowbar open the back door. 

There was a long struggle as we tried to open the door by forcing it open but 
after a short while, the door finally came open. To our total horror we then 
saw there was another - very large - barred steel door behind the door just 
opened. . 

We decided there was just no way we could open this and so our group decided on 

the third alternative - the only chance the animals inside now had - and that 

was to get in through the front door. We thought this would be the most difficult 
but in fact entry was gained in less than two minutes l As soon as the front 
door was forced open, the group went • into the building and the two members who 
Had the leads started putting the leads on to the dogs, as every two dogs were 

leashed, they were taken outside and handed to a member of the group who led them 

away to safety. When we were inside we saw documents and papers and took these 
with us also. Two of the dogs v/e found inside were dead but we decided to take 
these with us. One dog that was left behind in the previous raid because it was 
too ill to be moved, seemed able to move so this time we could rescue this poor 
creature. The documents told us that some of the dogs had been operated on only 
the day before and some of them had been imprisoned there for two years. 

The dogs were lying on bare concrete with no bedding and only had pellets to 
eat. Many of them had huge wounds and were badly stitched and had just been 
dumped there to suffer in agony alone. Some of the dogs went quietly to our 
vehicles whilst others raced along literally pulling us along behind them. 

The dogs were then taken away to be seen by a vet and some of the group departing 
in .another vehicle drove off into the night with the two dead dogs and buried 
them. As a leaflet about the raid says "These twp dogs received more respect and 
dignity in death with members of the ALF than they received throughout their lives 
whilst with Caine and Laundry Farm....". The two dogs lying in their sad unmarked 
graves are a testimony to the lunatic behaviour of ‘people like Caine. It was 
distressing to bear in mind^that the last days of these two dogs were filled with 
pain, butchery, humi li at i.oiy excruciating death with no knowledge there were people 
beyond those antiseptic walls that did care about them. The vet who examined the 
rescued dogs said most of them were massively overdosed and "looked as if a butcher 
had been at them...". As reported(and proved) by the Sunday Mirror* of 25/9/83, the 
rescued dogs recovered from their infected wounds, distress etc; and are now happy 
and well in good caring homes. It was partly through the people who send money to 
the ALF that we were able to carry out this raid and get the dogs the veterinary 
treatment they so badly needed, also the people who offered to home ALF liberated 

animals. M p ro f # Caine was declining to return Press calls yesterday and refusing to 
permit any member of his Department to speak. .. ...c . „<> "(Scotsman.

Question. Do the animals get homes quickly after rescue - or is it difficult ? 

Ronnie Lee« Normally activists don't rescue animals unless homes have already been 
arranged for them. A lot depends on what the animal is. Battery hens are found homes 
quite easily but in the case of pigs and monkeys, it’s not so easy, so less of those 
animals are rescued. The animal rescue side is only half of the story - there's also 
damage to property. V/e can rescue a few animals, but what about the others and the 
ones in the future ? If you go and damage a laboratory, they have to pay to put 
all the damage right and install extra security (most insurance companies insist on 
this before they agree to renew a policy). The money usually comes out of the budget 
meant for further 'research* and would be spent on animal experimentation, oo the 
number saved because of the damage is greater than the number that could be physically 
rescued and homed. A lot of people critisise the fact that damage is done, saying 
that property is virtually sacred — I think it is important to point out that damage 
to animal abuse property DOES save animals. 

Q. Is there much discussion within the ALF about damage to property ? 

RLo At one time there was a bit of a debate, but it has subsided. There are of course 
people who prefer to rescue animals rather than damage property. 

Q.How are you viewed by the more traditional animal rights organisations ? 

RLo It varies. The more radical ones are sympathetic and although they don't do 
anything illegal, they print reports of our activities in their periodicals and speak 
out in support of what we do. Other organisations are fairly neutral and a few are 
against us, though there has been a shift of support for us. Societies that were 
condemning the ALF four-five years ago, don't condemn it anymore. They may not go out 
of their way to praise the ALF, but they've stopped condemning us. I think they'v.e 
seen that direct action does have a very positive effect, so they really haven't got 
any grounds to condemn us. There is certainly a place for the traditional animal 
rights organisations and the things they do. I feel it is very important to leaflet 
and educate the public and I'm sure most, if not all ALF activists would hold this 
view also. 

In the old days, the traditional societies played into the hands of the establishment 
and the animal exploiters by channelling people's energy into methods of campaigning 
that weren't effective. Somebody would get very angry about the cruelty of vivisection 
and write to an Anti Vivisection. society. The society would reply saying vivisection 
could be ended by . writing to politicians and getting petitions done. This simply 
was not successful so people's energy and time was wasted. I think that if direct 
action had started fifty years ago the situation for animals would be far better 
because the really bad technological exploitation of animals has grown up over the 
last half century - ie vivisection and. intensive farming. Because the methods of 
opposition weren't effective enough, animal abuse has grown and it is now a much 
harder thing to destroy. I believe the resources in the Movement are wrongly 
balanced. The traditional societies have hundreds of thousands, perhaps even 
millions of pounds and if that money could be diverted into direct action r it would 
be incredible what could happen, though of course its not just money. People are now 
giving more money to the ALF after they've seen what it is doing and what it is 
achieving - however* it's a long and very slow process. 

Q.How is the ALF organised ? 

RL. It's organised in a decentralised way, composed of autonomous groups, mainly in 
Britain, but also in other countries. There are ALF-type groups in Australia, New 
Zealand, Germany, USA, Canada etc; etc;. Local groups keep to the same general 
policy : they're opposed to all animal abuse ; they take direct action and they 
don't injure animals or humans in their actions. They are free to choose their own 
actions and targets. There may be contact between groups through friendship but its 
basically unstructured. I think the way it is? enables more things to occur. If you 
had just one person directing all the activities, the number of actions he or she 
could organise would be limited. There is no official structure and it has grown up 
this way. It's a lot better also for security reasons. If there is no 'head office' 
there's nowhere the police can raid and get lists of activists and proposed actions 
etc;. There's nothing to stop one group contacting another that they know to organise 
a night of co-ordinated action against one specific type of animal abuse but in 
several areas. 
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ALF ra id on Boo L ittl e Mil l Fa rm. 2nd August 1983 c 

The target for this raid was the Doo Little Mill Poultry processing plant 
at Ampthill in Bedfordshire* 

The processing plants slaughter chickens from battery farms when they are felt 
to be of no mse any longer as they no longer lay eggs. It is common for birds 
not to be properly stunned and therefore have their throats slit whilst fully 
conscious* The birds are then plunged into boiling water and on occasions, they 
are still alive when this happens due to the failure of the killing ’system' 
which is supposed to kill them before this particular stage* Invariably, the 
reason for this is to increase profits - ie the production lines function on 
a very high speed (for high productivity) and numerous chickens miss all the 
sequences existing to kill them. It is because of this, we decided to hit 
Doo Little where it hurts - financially. 

Our group of five met at 11pm not far from Ampthill. We spent about 15 minutes 
checking our equipment which consisted of petrol, rags and fuses. Following this 
check, we spent about 20 minutes going over the plans for the action* We had 
seen the target beforehand and were therefore quite familiar with it so discussion 
about what we were going to do didn't take as long as usual. After everything 
had been confirmed and double-checked, we set off about midnight. 

Our original plan was to park the car on a road being built alongside the 
processing plant but on arrival we saw that the road had been blocked off. After 
a quick discussion we decided to risk parking the car at the bottom end of the 
long drive leading to the plant. The five of us walked with the equipment along 
the edge of the blocked-off road which was dark until we were parallel with 
the plant. We then clambered through a thin line of trees and shrubbery until we 
reached the perimeter fence. It was a windless night and it seemed as if every 
noise, no matter how slight, could be heard for miles. 

On the other side of the fence, was a small building with a light on* One of the 
group climbed over the fence to investigate and found the door was open. 
Fortunately it was empty. The equipment was- passed over the fence and the rest 
of the group climbed over into the compound area. We quickly searched round 
the area near the lorries to check there were no humans or animals nearby* Two 
of the group left us to be look-outs. There were four vehicles - three lorries 
and a coach for transporting workers. We opened all the doors and poured 
petrol over the seats, crates and throughout the coach. We then went behind the 
small building v/ith the light on to tie rags on the sticks we had brought along. 

At that moment we had a bad shock as a very large alsation walked around the 
corner and headed straight towards us. We all thought "this is it". However, 
the dog gave everyone a good sniff and happily walked away to the other side of 
the plant - well away from the lorry/coach area - as if it knew what we were 
doing and approved of it......* 

We finished making the fuses and soaked them in petrol. The look-outs ran 
back to the car to get it started and allowing them three minutes, we then 
lit the fuses* The first vehicle to be lit was the coach — there was a sound like 
an explosion as a sheet of flame shot from end to end. The lorries were set on 
fire and soon abl&ze and the roaring of the flames sounded like something from 
•'The Towering Inferno". As we ran to the car, the melting wire in one of the 
lorries set off the air horn and one of the petrol tanks blew up. As we drove 
away the whole area of sky behind us was glowing red and there was a thick 
cloud of black smoke rising up into the sky. There was a tremendous reaction to 
this raid ahd details were given in all the papers and on all TV/Radio news 
bulletins. The police said the plant "looked like something out of World War 
II" and the local CID set up an incident room but closed this ten days later 
as no 'leads' were found . The excellent publicity was not only through the type 
of action but through immediately contacting the London Press Association - this 
is very important after an ALF action is taken as it virtually guarantees wide 
publicity. A spokesman for the National Farmers Union said we were "bloody 
dangerous criminals"* However in view of what these people do with and to animals, 
we think they are- the real criminals. 
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ALF raid on Butilaars S laugh terho use, Nr Bosto n, Lin es, 

Our group consists of ten members — five females and five males® /e are all 
basically agreed on what is needed to achieve animal liberation and have no 

problems existing as a group. 

As a rule, five of the group take direct action whilst the other five spend more 
time leafletting and do the important work of finding (and giving) homes to 
rescued animals. 

We received information that a slaughterhouse near Boston in Lincolnshire had. 
rabbits on the premises overnight so we decided that we would take direct action 
against this place., rescue the rabbits and home them before they were slaughtered 
the following day. 

This particular abattoir - Butilaars - is noted and known for its extreme 
cruelty — the employees work on piece-rate and frequently the rabbits miss 
the stunner and are skinned aline s Five of the group drove to within a mile 
of the abattoir on the 2 nd October (1983) and parked our vehicle where we could 
be sure it wouldn’t be seen. We then started to walk the mile— long riverbank 
under boat wires and across ditches to reach the rear of tho premises. The 
front is lit up and the foreman lives next door . 

We made our way to the front and we moved very quickly because of the circumstances 
already stated but we saw that the doors were heavily padlocked. One of the 
group quietly got onto the roof but was still unable to gain entry. We quickly 
searched around and one of the group found a sliding door which was not locked. 

One member stayed outside as a look-out as this is obviously very important 
and the remaining four -entered the premises and found where the rabbits were 
kept. There were many crates full up of live rabbits — on average, l^f rabbits 
to each crate. We got hold of one of the crates and carried it out and one of 
the group quietly closed the door and sprayed anti— cruelty slogans on the 
building. No internal damage was done as we were sure the foreman would have 
heard it. 

We then proceeded to carry the crate sliding it gently under the first line 
of barbed wire, across the ditch and we then started to walk back along the 
mile long riverbank. As we v/ere walking,it began to rain heavily and the rabbits 
began to move about more as the rain was going inside the crate. 

.Ve eventually came to the end of the river bank and one member went off to 
get the vehicle and when it arrived after a short time, we put the crate 
inside and drove off. We went to the home of one of the group and took 
the rabbits out of the crate. They were then dried and fed and left in a 
warm room overnight. The next day we took them to the homes which had been 
arranged and they began their new lives of existing without fear of pain, 
exploitation or painful death. 

It was pitiful to leave the other rabbits knowing what they were facing and 
going to suffer and this is the most awful part of our work. However, we had 
rescued fourteen rabbits and were glad this had happened. 

The Lincolnshire Animal Liberation Front is simply a group of Animal Rights 
activists who believe direct action against all forms of Animal peresecution 
and exploitation is a wholly necessary part of the Animal Rights campaign 
and this form of action must continue - and be increased - for the campaign 
to be successful. We hope more and more people will join in the campaign 
of direct action and those unable to, will support it through making the 
resources required available.

This individual is a ’vet’ at the notorious Wellcome Laboratories which tortures 
animals to death. In addition to this, Sutherland is also a director of Porcellus 
Guinea-Pigs which is a firm that breeds guinea-pigs for painful and cruel 
experiments - and inevitable death - for 'research 1 establishments. The animals 
he tortures cannot speak out - but YOU can. 

(10) Please remember there is always an urgent need for homes for animals. If 
you can home any, please advise the ALF stating (l)Your name and address (2) Your 
home and work telephone numbers (3)The exact types of animals you can home 
C z f)The number (5)Whether temporary or permanent (obviously perm, ones are the 
most needed). 

Fully appreciating many SG members do have animals, animals such as guinea-pigs, 
mice, rats, hamsters, gerbils, etc; take up virtually no room and cost very little 
to keep. 

If you do home an animal or for various reasons can no longer home any, please 
advise the ALF so the record for you can be amended/removed - this is important 
to avoid time and money being wasted. For security reasons, if you do write and 
say you cannot home any because you have taken one/some in, please just give your 
SG membership number only. 

Animal rescue can only continue as long as homes exist - please remember that. 
Finally, there are people who kindly offered good homes perhaps as long as a 
year ago and still have not been contacted and are no doubt wondering why the 
ALF is asking for homes and yet their offer has not been taken up. Homing 
is entirely dependent upon the area, types of animals rescued, the ALF group 
responsible for the rescue and numerous others factors. So please do not think 
your kind offer has gone unrecorded or is being ignored. Please discuss the 
possibility of homing with other members of the Animal Rights group you belong 
to - the only things the ALF asks is that (l)The home is a good one (2) Any 
offers are serious and have been thought about. 

(11) On September 6th 1983 * ALF activists completed a highly successful raid on 
Parke Davis Research Laboratory in Hills Rd Cambridge. This is their report 
T, ....The Lab. was a temporary building being used for animal experimentation 
while more permanent buildings were being erected. Acting on reliable inside 
information, we broke in through the floor of the raised building(to afroid the 
activation of burglar alarms). We had been fold there were animals inside which 
had been infected and given deadly illnesses and were dying so we humanely put 
them to sleep out of their miserable suffering. We then used petrol and rags 

to start a fire and left the same way we entered. Before starting the fire, we 
made a very thorough check there was no human or animal (wild rats & mice, birds 
nesting) around. As we left the area we heard the noise of the intense fire 
consuming the building and everything around us had a red glow from the fire. 

The Parke Davis establishment said it was an electrical fault that' caused the fire 
and we presume this was said for insurance reasons. The establishment was set up 
to manufacture drugs for neurological conditions and the firm's directors said 
they anticipated using many hundreds of thousands of animals yearly. It would have 
covered 120,000 square feet and had close links with Cambridge University. The 
Press reported the damage cost one million pounds. Needless to say, we were very

Bournemouth.. iLF activists smash window of Arfin Ltd which sells ritually 
slaughtered meat. ''Bled to death 1 ' painted on exterior. 

( 8 ) Feb . 10th . Worthing , Sussex . ALF activists smash windows of three establishments 

involved in animal killing, .inti-cruelty slogans painted on them also. 

(9) Feb.llth. Leeds, W. Yorks. ALF set fire to five empty breeding sheds at a poultry 
farm.

on the 19th ( see (18) . ) were visited again and had locks jammed to prevent normal opening. 

(21 ) Feb. 20th. Zurich, Switzerland. International ALF rescue 5 mice from Immunology 
Research Dept. 

( 22 ) Feb. 20th. Kristianstad, Sweden. International ALF spray anti-fur slogans on and 
around Pamir Pals fur shop. 

( 23) Feb. 21st, Aldgate, London. Three fur shops have locks jammed and posters pasted on 
their windows. 

( 24 ) Feb. 24th. Harrogate, N. Yorks. Jackie Brown a terrier man of a local hunt had all 4 
tyres slashed on his van whilst he was attending Bramham Moor Hunt Ball. Meanwhile 
other ALF activists raided his home and destroyed medals awarded at terrier shows and 
removed hunting equipment -including badger tongs and gin trap. 

( 25 ) Feb . 26th . .Uirensburg , W. Germany . "Autonomous Animal Protectors-Deutschland" raid 

an animal breeding farm and rescue 550 guinea-pigs. Files also removed. In a statement to 
the Press the group stated they were"declaring war on a powerful mafia of professional 
animal torturers"...

This* terrier man* is well known for digging up foxes for the Hunt ’kill* 
and is believed to be involved in badger baiting. This was second action on this 
individual in a month. 

(33) March 6th Summerford Cheshire. mLF activists damage Summerford Bank Farm, a 
broiler unit. The same evening, ALF activists damaged/destroyed property belonging to 
Cheshire Forest Hunts In Altrinham, the Sunderland farm battery unit was raided and 
extensive damage done there by members of the ALF. 

(34) March 8th Uxbridge Middlesex. ALF activists smash windows of Admin. Dept .of the 
School of Biological Sciences at Brunei University. This establishment carries out 
experiments involving growths and stress on various animals (rabbits, rodents, etc ; ) 

(35) March 9th Up Hatherley Glos. aLF activists attack ’Golden Yolk Farm 1 -which keeps 
37*000 hens. Farm lorry tyres slashed and ’’Factory Farmers-Out "painted on lorry & farm. 

(36) March 10th Ramsgate Kent. Thanet meat co. raided and extensive damage done to 
a lorjby there. A partner said to local Press"This will cost us a lot of money....." 

(37) March 11th Enfield Middx. For the third time in three months, R Collins furriers 
was attacked by X VLF activists. Locks jammed and anti-fur slogans sprayed on exterior 

(38) 'March 11th St Albans Herts. Six butchers shops have slogans such as "Killers" 
and "Dealers in Murder" painted on them by ALF activists 

(39) March 12th Battlesbridge Essex. aLF activists raid Tuck & Son which breeds mice 
rats and guinea-pigs for cruel painful experiments. Over 100 guinea pigs rescued, 
many of which were pregnant. Now all in good homes. 

(40) March 15th Ringwood Hampshire. /iLF activists set fire to cages in Ringwood 
Cattle market. Rabbits, chickens and kid goats sold there for slaughter. 

(41) March l6th Stambridge Essex. aLF activists attack Fascenda Chickens Ltd. 

Extensive damage done to equipment inside three sheds which were broken into. 

(42) March l8th Camden London. ALF activists damage property belonging to -Vetters 
Ltd which supplies equipment to the meat trade. 

(43) March 3.8th Holloway .London. .ALF activists jam locks of Bremners Butchers~'shop 

(44) March l8th Glasgow. In protest against the Canadian slaughter of harp seals 
aLF activists paint anti-slaughter slogans over Canadian Consulate. 

(45) March l8th Lincoln. Extensive damage done to Skin & Hide fur and leather shop 
by aLF activists* 

(46) March 19th Merseyside. ALF activists raid poultry farm and rescue 20 hens from 
cruel conditions there. Now in good homes. 

(47) March 20th Camberwell London. aLF activists raid Institute of Psychiatry and 
rescue 40 rats which were due to be used in horrific experiments which include stress 
and causing fits. The institute also performs brain experiments on baboons. One 
newspaper estimated accompanying damage as £50,000. The institute admitted to Press 
it would impair their ’work* for quite some time. 

(48) March 20th Edinburgh. ALF activists smash windows of four businesses associated 
with animal abuse.

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An interview with a member of the International Animal Liberation Front(U>S.A« ) 
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The activist interviewed is a clerk in a brokerage firm on the east coast of the 
USA* He has been a member of the IALF for l8 months* 

Question* When you came forward to be interviewed, you said you hoped to convey 
your M ordinariness M • What did you mean by that ? 

Activist* I am concerned that people think of the IALF as a group composed of 
professional criminals* We are not into "crime", we don't rob banks; in fact, 
we're just like everybody else* Most of us work full-time, some are students, some 
have families* 

Q. Are you saying IALF members lead double lives ? The one ordinary and law-abiding, 
the other unlawful and a well-kept secret ? • 

Act. The idea of a "double life" smacks of intrigue for one, and disjointedness or 
inconsistency for another. My work with the IALF , although illegal and in that 
sense separate from my daily routine, remains quite commensurate with the virtues I 
believe in and make every attempt to live by* I see participating in the IALF's raids 
not as a momentary forfeiture of the highest human values - goodness, generosity, 
and the like - but rather an embodiment of them. 

If I did not believe that, I would not have joined the IALF* You see I have a lot 
to lose. At 23, I'm looking ahead to my life; I go to college at night; and I'm 
planning a career in business. Every time I'm involved in IALF raids, I risk a con- 
viction on felony charges. On the other hand, I certainly do not wish to get caught, 
or go to jail, or have a criminal record; but risking those difficulties was not 
enough to keep me from joining a group at the forefront of a growing move toward 
human awareness and concern for non— human animals* Many people, and more all the 
time, believe with the IALF that animals must not be needlessly made to suffer. 
Where violation of this inalienable right 
occurs, we must protest* The IALF just goes 
one step further and literally alleviates 
the suffering when and where it is going 
on. So, my part in IALF raids actually 
facilitates a direct connection between my 
thinking* and my behaviour. If I said I be- 
lieved in animal rights, but did nothing or 
very little, then I would indeed be living 
"a double life"* 

Q* Are you in favour of legal campaigning ? 

Act. Absolutely. Without the gradual and 
sometimes tedious work of acting through 
legal channels, we would have no hone of a 
true revolution in attitudes; without a new 
attitude., the law will retain its abysmal 
disregard of animals. The humane educators 
bring atrocities to light, inviting public 
evaluation and reassessment of the way things i 
have been and sire - then and only then is 
the way opened to change. The life of the 
humane educator, the person in picket lines, 
the leafletter, the radio talk-show f s guest, 
the writer of letters-to-the-editor , demands 
an infinite patience and perseverence I 
salute and admire... and in many ways I par- 
ticipate in myself. 

Q. How do you feel about the fact that the 
IALF's goals are accomplished by law- 
breaking ? 

Act. Raiding laboratories or any place 
housing animals subjected to cruelty takes a 
certain boldness and de fiance 0 By boldness 
I mean a willingness to give up everything. 

By defiance, I mean a definitive refusal to 
allow institutional cruelty its permission 
to exist and continue.

(Continued) .... .If that means having to break the law as it stands now, then 
unf ortunately we will break the law. However, the IALF does not arrogantly 
break laws for the sake of breaking them. Indeed, we hope that in the future 
our raids will be unnecessary and obsolete because t‘he law will do what we do 
now; guard and respect the rights of all animals, not just the human animal. 

We must break the laws condoning cruelty - laws we want eradicated - because we 
answer to a Higher Law. The law now permits the suffering of animals at the 
hands of selfishness, greed and convenience. 

We have to break laws that we do not want changed - we trespass, we break and 
enter, we damage property if we have to, in order to get to the animals. Bach 
person in the IALP must make peace with him- or herself in this matter. The 

main problem lies in public opinion. Most people probably see us as some sort 
of strange and dangerous left-wing group, perhaps even as terrorists, because 
they know only what the media* tells them. We cannot afford to come forward 
and tell our story to the newspapers as I am telling you now; we have to keep 
our profile as low as possible. I am afraid that even if a comprehensive and 
sympathetic report on the IALP were aired on nationwide news, factors besides 
ignorance would work against us. 

Q: What do you see standing in the way of Animals having legal rights? 

Act: I f m convinced that the three biggest obstacles to Animal Rights are 

ignorance, apathy and big business. Apathy not only means a "Who cares?" 
attitude but a "Why should I care?" approach, fostering a continuance of habits 
and learned prejudices. The idea of animals having rights is still new enough 
that it is often greeted with a smirking attitude by those who have never 
considered animals as anything but objects capable of rendering various products. 
Encouraged to believe animal products make life better, more enjoyable or more 
convenient , people have learned to value the product and ignore the animal. 

Unfortunately, today's businesses stand to lose when consumers make sound, 
cruelty-free choices. Some multi-million dollar businesses in this country 
profit by an unthinking public, waiting to have its taste buds stimulated or its 
bodies fashionably dressed. Effecting changes in attitudes must come first 
before we can expect any long-term, thorough-going changes towards animals 
gaining legal rights. But the job of sustaining the slow, incremental steps of 
humane education bears down with a frustrating enormity. I think most of us in 
the IALP feel a sense of urgency in partnership with a sense of duty; we can't 
wait ten or fifteen years for laws to be changed. 

Q: Once you joined the IALP, did you have any serious doubts as to whether your 

decision to join was the right one? 

Act: I had mulled over the pros and cons several times before joining; I had 

made up my mind, so that whether my involvement lasted only a month or two, or 

much longer, I was doing the right thing. But I had no idea how the sight of the 

animals we were liberating was going to affect me. The first raid I helped with 
was a laboratory raid. One of the animals was badly mutilated and had been 
starved - I was appalled. Any lingering ambivalence evaporated. I 'll never 

forget how the animals stunk of their own urine; they were filthy. We in the 

IALP look forward to the day when laws will regard the wanton exploitation 
of animals as the disgrace that it is, but until then we will continue liberating 
those animals at every opportunity with a grim determination "

MINK LIBERATION - THE MYTHS AND THE FACTS 


From time to time the national and local media carry headlines highlighting 
the latest in a series of raids on mink farms carried out by members of the 
Animal Liberation Front or like-minded people. While the ALF is perhaps 
used to being described by the media as a bunch of hooligans , the actions 
themselves - especially if animals have been rescued - are quite often 
sympathetically reported. Mink liberation however, never receives such 
favour from the media and the reasons for this are the subject of this 
article . 

Unfortunately, the almost hysterical ran tings of the media following such a 
raid are not only believed 'by the general public, but also increasingly by 
Animal Rights activists , some of whom are calling for a complete cessation 
of such attacks. Such a tendency should be resisted simply because the 
media is quite wrong in its assertions that mink are a threat to wildlife 
and are a danger to human beings as they would quickly discover if they took 
the trouble to read just a small percentage of the scientific papers 
currently available dealing with the issue of mink in Britain . 

T,he facts about mink are that: 

(1) They do not attack human beings. On the contrary, like most sane 
animals they endeavour to avoid contact with people. The only people likely 
to suffer the rather painful, but otherwise harmless, bite of a mink are 
careless mink farmers and trappers - I for one have little sympathy for such 
people and would defend the right of any mink to defend itself against them. 

(2) Mink pose little or no threat to domestic animals and farm stock. They 
certainly do not attack calves, sheep or lambs as some would like us to 
believe. In some circumstances however, chickens are vulnerable to attack 
from mink as they are from foxes, badgers, polecats, weasels , dogs and cats. 
What is often forgotten by farmers however, is that they are responsible by 
law for the safety of their stock and in most cases losses of chickens to any 
predator are the result of the farmer's own negligence. Free-range poultry 
should be locked up at night in secure rat-proofed houses. During the day 
of course, free-range poultry are vulnerable to attack from any of the many 
predators that roam our countryside and to single out the mink as being the 
worst culprit is entirely unjust. 

(3) Mink, are not a threat to our native wildlife. Only one ” scientist ", 

Sir Christopher Lever, vigorously maintains the view that they are and he is 
a biologist of the old school, having done no field work on mink and relying 
to a great extent on misrepresenting or distorting the words and findings of 
those who have. Most biologists in Britain take the view that the mink has 
adapted well to life in Britain and has merely established itself in a vacant 
ecological niche which would have been occupied by its slightly smaller 
cousin, the European mink, had the landbridge between Britain and Europe 
lasted a few thousand years longer. 

Mink have been resident as a breeding species in Britain since before 1956 
when they were first recorded as breeding in Devon. If the species was really 
the nuisance that the media like to say it is, then we would expect to have 
noticed some change in the wildlife populations and diversity of species in 
Devon by now; no such changes have been noted except in the case of the otter , 
which as is well known, has been brought close to extinction in Britain as a 
result of the use of pesticides in agriculture and hunting for sport. This 
point of course illustrates the real source of danger to our wildlife ; human 
abuse of the countryside . 
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Considerable store is laid by the anti-mink lobby on the fact that the mink 
is not a native of this country , that it is a carnivore and that it has no 

natural predators . It should be remembered , however that the mink is a 

relative of the stoat , polecat , weasel , pine marten , badger and otter , all 
of which are native predators with no natural predators and with them the 
mink shares certain hunting techniques . The fact that the mink is not a 
native to this country is only important if its hunting methods are unusual 
to the native wildlife so that their evolved means of defence against 
predation provide no protection from the new predator . An example would be 
the dodo , that bird became extinct because its flightless lifestyle left it 
vulnerable to attack from the alien rats and pigs introduced to its native 
island by humans . 

The mink , however, has no unnatural hunting methods to employ against our 
wildlife ; their evolved defences against the mink 1 s native cousins hold good 

against the mink . The mink can climb trees but is not as good at this as the 

pine marten, it can swim but not as well as the otter and on dry land its 
hunting methods are the same as those of the stoat and weasel . Thus when the 
mink needs food and goes hunting, its prey will be caught and killed in 
exactly the same way as if they were hunted by any of the mink ' s native 
cousins . .The only reason the mink has been able to establish itself is 
because the animal is able to combine the hunting techniques of several of its 
relatives and live in areas which would be unsuitable for more specialised 
predators . Thus mink will establish territories for themselves along small 
rivers and streams whose fish population would be inadequate to support otters, 
but by hunting small fish, birds and mammals, mink are able to find enough food 
to survive , 

The mink's ability to exploit a wide range of prey serves a further purpose in 
that it is unlikely that it will ever hunt a prey species to extinction . 

What happens here is that the mink hunts only those species that can be found 
with the l$ast effort . In most cases these are the animals which are the most 
common in the mink's territory . If the mink's predation begins to have some 

effect on the prey population , it becomes progressively more difficult to find 
and kill enough prey to satisfy the predator's needs . The mink's response to 

this is to seek other prey species . If none are available, the mink's 
survival chances are obviously lowered and it either has to increase the size 
of its territory at the expense of neighbouring mink or move on altogether . 

A comparison between a number of studies of mink predation in different areas 
of Britain demonstrates this . In one study of mink living along a fast 
flowing river in Devon , it was shown that the mink draw on a wide variety of 
different prey species and that the mink population structure is very fluid, 

(ie the animals rarely establish a territory for long before moving). This 
reflects the lack of food along this river. In another study in Scotland it 
was shown that the mink population . is stable and at the time of the study was 
preying predominantly on eels, yet a further study also conducted in Scotland , 
showed that in this area coarse fish were the main constituents of the local 
mink diet. Thus it can be seen that the mink's ability to exploit a wide 
range of prey species and to adapt its focus from one species to another 
according to their relative abundance makes it very unlikely for the mink to 
hunt any prey species into near extinction on either a local or national level. 

The release of large numbers of wild and fully experienced mink into a small 
area would certainly be a cause for some concern and would have a considerable 
effect on the local wildlife . Even under such circumstances I doubt that the 

result could be truly described as catastrophic . Once the large numbers of 

mink had dispersed in search of their own territories the local wildlife would 
begin to recover . It is a well-known biological fact that animals at the 
bottom of the food chain are prolific breeders and that given plenty of room 
(such as would be left following an invasion of mink), their breeding rates 
and survival prospects would grow allowing rapid re-colonisation. 
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When we talk about ranched mink however , we' are not dealing with truly wild 
and definitely not with experienced minke The effects of the release of 
several hundred inexperienced mink will be virtually negligible . The mink 
may attack a few farmers 1 poultry 9 but by the time they have learned to 
catch wild prey , they will have dispersed in every ' direction . They will 
in effect be subject to the same n rules n as their wild cousins . What is 
important is that the mink are able to escape rapidly as happens when the 
perimeter fence is cut at the corners so that the animals run along the wire 
and straight out rather than across the hole as happens if the hole is cut 
half way along the fence . Rapid escape from the farm has tended to ensure 
that individual mink come into contact with each other 9 fight and thus speed 
up the dispersal process . 

Reservations about the release of mink from fur farms should be upheld under 
certain conditions . Release should never be undertaken during the spring 
when local wildlife are breeding and their young are especially vulnerable to 
the kind of haphazard hunting that inexperienced mink are likely to indulge 
in. Mink should never be released from farms on small islands where there 
are few or no terrestrial natural predators for such islands are often 
colonised by sea birds whose nests are very vulnerable to any ground 
predators . Such islands would not be colonised by these birds if there were 
ground predators there already . 

Finally 9 while acknowledging that mink liberation is a controversial subject 
which , thanks to the ignorance of the media 9 robs the Animal Rights movement 
of much credibility , it would be a dangerous precedent to allow this to 
influence the activities of activists ; we should instead seek to educate our 
media when such opportunities arise .

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During recent years, many members of the Animal Rights movement have been disappointed 
at the viewpoints held by the RSPCA and the failure of the Society to deal with 
important areas of the Animal Rights campaign and the whole Animal Rights issue. Now 
in 1 984 , it appears that the RSPCA has been given a new lease of life which can only 
mean an opportunity of life for many animals - the future looks very premising. 

Saturday 23 June 1984 saw the following motions carried at the Annual General Meeting 
of the RSPCA: 

(1) "If the Government introduce a Bill based on its White Paper 'Scientific Procedures 
on Living Animals' (Cmnd 8883 May 1983) that this AGM supports a strong campaign to 
inform the public and the press that the legislation will permit animals to continue to 
be used for questionable purposes and that severe or enduring pain will continue to be 
inflicted on them." 

(2) "This Society is totally opposed to the exemptions from humane stunning before 
slaughter included in the 1974 Slaughterhouses Act. The RSPCA believes that all food 
animals should be stunned prior to slaughter in order to minimise suffering, and will 
actively campaign through its Branches and through its national membership to have the 
law altered to this effect." 

(3) "This- AGM recognises the public concern surrounding the slaughter of food animals by 
some religions. While condemning the cruelties of ritual slaughter, this AGM recognises 
that our own methods of slaughter and the whole process of breeding, rearing and 
transport of animals for food is also responsible for great suffering to animals. This 
AGM commends to members of .society and particularly to RSPCA Council members and staff, 
the adoption of a humane diet without the consumption of animal products." 

(4) "That the Royalty Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals congratulates 
the London Borough of Islington on its 'Policy Statement on Animal Welfare and Animal 
Charter', and applauds its efforts since adopting the Charter to put into practice the 
Charter's recommendations. That the RSPCA Council urges all RSPCA Branches to lobby 
their local authorities to adopt comprehensive animal rights policies along the lines 
of those suggested in Islington's Animal Charter." 

The RSPCA has opportunities, facilities, support and money that no other organisation 
possesses, or is ever likely to have. It enjoys a totally unique place in the Animal 
Rights movement and society as a whole - there is no plan to "take it over" nor "seize 
it" but simply a concerted effort to. bring it into the 1980's. This can only be good 
news for the animals. 

Through the efforts of several people such as Angela Walder, the RSPCA is fast beccming 
an organisation that is using its vast resources and influence to improve the situation 
of animals. When the RSPCA is brought into its full maturity, there will no doubt 
still be aspects not wholly acceptable to many organisations - including the ALF - but 
if we can achieve a united fighting force made up of the whole spectrum of the movement, 
it will not be a long fight. The RSPCA, unlike other organisations, is able to put 
tremendous pressure on Government and other powerful influential bodies that will ensure 
a response which is now so obviously not forthcoming. 1984 has not been a good year 
for the animals - ie the BUAV's behaviour towards the ALF and direct action campaign, 
but the RSPCA AGM more than compensates for this. It is a fact that the animals are 
benefitting from the new- look RSPCA and will continue to do so from the work put into 
their future campaigns. Through the RSPCA, the problems that Government has ignored 
or left society to deal with (the killing of many unwanted animals, educating the young 
uncontrolled breeding of animals etc), can be pushed back to Government and will effect 
the support from it; long overdue and badly needed. As the RSPCA position is so unique, 
this can be done. Please support those who are trying to ensure this evolves, but be 
very wary of those in the Animal Rights movement who simply see every organisation as ^ 

potentially political party orientated. You may feel this is simply not possible with 
the RSPCA (as it has been with other organisations), but whether this is the case or not, 
damage will occur and the only ones to feel the full force caused by political careerists 
are the animals. The campaign to change the RSPCA into a dynamic, modem, radical 
organisation fighting for Animal Rights has been a long, hard and uphill struggle but 
important changes have already been made. As long as genuine support is given to this 

campaign, and those who are leading it, the success already in sight can be made a reality. 

We would urge all Supporters Group members to join the RSPCA in order that the Society 
may have a more radical and progressive membership. 
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BOOK REVIEW; 

"ANIMAL TRAPS & TRAPPING" by James Bateman 
First published 1 971 - Second impression 1 982 

Publishers: David Charles (Publishers) Ltd, Brunei House, Newton Abbot, Devon 


In this book there are 80 illustrations and diagrams of animal traps, many 
of which the budding young sadist could easily construct for himself, buy 
from gun or fishing tackle shops. 

There are simple devices like the "brick deadfall trap" which requires only 
three house bricks and two pieces of twig. This is good for crushing - or 
partly crushing - mice and small birds. If you require something more 
sophisticated and pain-inflicting there is a wide range of gin-type steel 
traps, with and without teeth. There is also a selection of easily-made 
snares. Indeed, there is something for almost every kind of creature 
ranging from mice to giraffes. There are traps for pigeons, dunlins, 
magpies, crows and rooks. Satan himself could not have produced and 
illustrated a better book than this, whose author was once a South African 
vivisector and who "was also recently responsible for the mounting of a 
large exhibition of animal traps at the National Museum of Wales". 

It seems you can make an animal trap out of just about anything if you have 
the mind to: sharpened wood-stakes, rope, glue, wire, sharp steel-spikes. 

In strange contrast to all this is a chapter on "The Ethics of Trapping" 
which strains itself to justify trapping and asks the reader to support the 
RSPB and the RSPCA, which of course speaks volumes for the author's belief 
in the efficacy of these organisations. 

A touching little sub-chapter in the introduction, entitled "Traps and 
Research" justifies trapping for research, by saying that animals become trap- 
prone and having "once tasted bait laid in traps, cannot keep away from them". 

The book had cost £7.95 when it was bought by the library in 1982, since when, 

according to the date stamp, it had been read eight times. 

In a busy city library this book would have been taken out more frequently, 
and I have found city library hunting and shooting books go out about once a 
week on average, so there appears to be a fairly enthusiastic readership for 

cruelty. 

In contrast, there are very few books which put the humane viewpoint forward, 
and books like Mike Huskisson's "Outfoxed" or Peter Singer's "Animal 
Liberation" are rarely to be found on library shelves, and will not appear 
there unless you make a special point of requesting them frcm the librarian. 

If you are not a regular reader, why not pay a visit to your local library or 

bookshop and see what they've got? You can put leaflets or leave messages 

in appropriate books. If you think that a book is likely to lead to animal 
suffering, take it home for safe-keeping on the fire or the ccmpost heap. 

Dump it in the canal if you like, but don't poison the wildlife or pollute 
the canal banks. 

Reviewing library boo,ks is a good pastime for older members of the ALF who 
find it. a bit difficult climbing over laboratory fences, or for busy housewives 
who can pop into the library when they're out shopping. Why not try it?

ALF RAID AT ROYAL NATIONAL ORTHOPAEDIC HOSPITAL, STANMORE, MIDDLESEX ON 2ND 

JUNE 1984 


We had some sketchy information that the Royal National Orthopaedic Hospital at Stanmore in Middlesex was 
using a number of goats in bone graft experiments . An initial inspection located the goat compound which 
was surrounded by a high wooden fence wich a padlocked gate . The compound was on the edge of the hospital 
grounds , and there were many other buildings around it , including the hospital social club and a nurses home. 
There was probably some sort of security patrol at night , although we were never able to confirm this on 
future visits . 

Fortunately, the approach was fairly obvious. Major building work was starting on ground behind the 
hospital and contractors with earth-moving equipment were clearing the ground. It was necessary to use a 
large van if we were going to get away with the 12 goats we had homes for. About one mile behind the 
hospital was the contractors site entrance , protected by a strong gate, chained and padlocked at night with 
one of the biggest padlocks we had ever seen. A rubble road ran i of a mile toward the hospital , which 
meant that we could get the van only / of a mile away if we could get the gate open . After further visits 
to the site, we set a date • 

15 activists were needed for the large number of goats to be liberated . 12 arrived just after midnight 

and parked their vehicles nearby. 10 of them then assembled at the end of the rubble road inside the 
contractors site whilst 2 tackled the gate. As this was immediately next to a motorway slip road, which 
was busy and well-lit, it- was not a task for those with a nervous disposition. Wielding a 5-foot long set 
of bolt cutters, they set to work on the chain. It was necessary to jump up and down on the handles to 
put enough pressure on to cut the chain, whilst looking nonchalant if a car went past - not an easy task. 
Eventually the chain parted and they retreated to a dark spot to await the van. This arrived right on 
time, was let in and the gates closed behind it with the chain positioned so that it looked intact to a 
casual inspection. The van then moved down the rubble road until it reached the other activists . The 
whole party then moved up to within 200 yards of the hospital. 

Four activists then went forward, cutting 2 fences to get right up to the goat compound. We were 
horrified to see that a caravan w<js now parked only 30 yards away, with a car and 2 mopeds b&sidc it, 
meaning that it was probably occupied . Even more worrying was an object that appeared to be revolving on 
the roof - was this some sort of security scanner? We lay there for 15 minutes, studying the caravan from 
various angles. Eventually one activist went slowly up to the caravan and looked in. There appeared to 
be people in sleeping bags in there. The ' security scanner ' turned out to be a childs coloured balloon on 
a string tied to the door handle - the breeze was making it revolve in a circle above the caravan roof l i 
Despite this comical relief , we would have to be very quiet if we were not to disturb the occupants of the 
caravan . 


The padlock on the compound door was cut and the other activists were brought up. Four of us went into the 
compound with leads for the goats. About 16 were housed in a wire cage inside the compound. Quickly we 
slipped leads over the first 4, took them outside and handed them over to other activists before returning 

for more. The goats varied in size from kids, which were fairly easy to handle, to full-grown goats that 

were very difficult to control. At one point crie whole lot made a dash for the gate and we only just 
closed it in time to prevent a wild stampede through the hospital grounds'. 

With 12 goats on leads, we quietly left the compound area. Some of the animals were proving very difficult 
to control , refusing absolutely to move. Despite much pushing and shoving, we were only able to get 8 back 
to the van, the other A sadly refusing to move. They were left grazing in a field, with at least one night 

of freedom. We tried everything, including attempting to carry them, but they were too heavy. With the 
8 packed in the van and tethered, it moved off back to the gate and out onto the road where it successfully 
reached the safe homes for the goats. The ot^er activists made their way back to their cars, still 
thinking about the 4 goats we had to leave behind, although we were pleased that 8 had now been liberated 

and would be able to live a long and happy life in their new homes.

AN ANIMAL rights leader last 
night told how he dressed as Santa 
Claus to rescue birds being fat- 
tened for Christmas, at a Mersey- 
side turkey farm. 

The man, who refused to be 
named, went vnth J5 other mem- 
bers — dressed in camouflage gear 
and balaclava helmets — to carry 
out a dawn raid at White Gates 
farm. Spurriers Lane, Melling, 
yesterday. 

After breaking into rearing 
sheds, the raiders escaped with 42 
birds — which they claim were 
being kept in poor conditions. 

The raid Ls the first the Mersey- 


side Cell of the Animal Liberation 
Front has carried out on a Turkey 
farm, and the leader said it had 
been planned for some time. 

“We have had that particular 
farm under surveillance for 
months now because it is the big- 
gest factory-farm complex on 
Merseyside. 

“1 was wearing a father Christ- 
mas outfit, and we carried them 
away in sacks." 

“They're now at a sanctuary in 
North Wales, where they are being 
kept in free-range conditions," the 
man added. 

And he warned there would be 
more raids: "We are getting a lot of 
public support and sympathy, so 


we can step up our campaign and 
hit these places even harder."

Because I realised that even the few things done in 
France for the animals were undertaken by the means 
of leaflets , lectures, writings to politicians and 
a few demonstrations and up to now this militantism 
has led nowhere and animals are more and more 
suffering in more and more numerous torture centres. 
Let's have a look at the militantism for the human 
rights issue. We can see that nothing has been 
achieved to abolish torture for instance. Slavery 
and other big diseases of our civilizations have not 
been diminished by the way of legal and peaceful 
attitude. Nothing positive for mankind has been 
achieved through ordinary militantism, so why should 
we follow the same attitude, all the more as animals 
can be rescued from torture and as humans think 
animals are inferior to mankind and so won't lift a 
finger for them. Mankind is far too busy to worry 
about 'inferior' species because of unemployment, 
threat of war, insecurity, social and family 
problems. Mankind is also ill - ill of 
selfishness, proudness, greed and as a mastei race, 
enjoys and allows torture. The worst thing that 
could happen to animals is that a species believes 
it is superior to others. Itiis pretention allows 
all abuse. 

Direct action is worth- being increased because 
animal abusers feel secure and go on exploiting 
animals while some people are holding banners and 
informing the uninterested and insensitive general 
public. Animal killers and other same narrow- 
minded people have to be frightened and scared. 

Even if ‘they could understand, they would not change 
because they are living upon animal abuse business. 
The best way to make them stop exterminating animals 
is to hit where they can really suffer - to hit 
their business so as to destroy their repulsive work 
or disgusting attitude to animals and to ruin them! 
Direct action is not a fashion, it is not a way of 
killing boredom, inactivity, frustration or 
anything else. It is not a hobby or a pleasure, 

but a necessity for the animals and for the 

animal abusers!

How do you see the FLA going from here? 


We plan actions towards all animal abuse issues. The 
success of our campaign will depend on a) the number of 
people involved and b) their radicalism and energy to 
smash animal exploitation. We must destroy the animal 
abuse system before it destroys all non-human living 
creatures on earth. 


Are you scared of going to prison? 


Yes I am and it depends also on the seriousness of the 
penalty. You must be conscious you may go to prison 
for this kind of action and that's why you must plan 
“••id organize things so 'js to have the minimum of risks. 
Police, for what we are trying to achieve, is, like the 
animal abusers, another enemy. Going to prison may be 
tragic for some people, anyway it is never pleasant for 
anybody. Nobody wants to be jailed, because we fight 
for freedom and respect for animals and we would be 
deprived of these two basic needs. But, above all, we 
must destroy the animal exploitation and it is this 
necessity which will allow us to continue our action in 
whatever conditions. Even if we don't see the end, or 
if there's no hope we will continue our fight! 


Is there much awareness of the animal rights issue in 
France? 


Is it difficult getting other people involved in 
direct action in France? 

Yes it is. Indeed for the few people campaigning 
against cruelty to animals, most of them don't 
believe it is necessary to go so far and to get so 
strongly involved for the animals. I wonder them if 
they consider their action as a hobby or what! 

People may also be afraid of the repression of the 
French police (a very organised and efficient one!). 
Maybe repression is so structured and intensive 
because of the terrorism and vandalism which is 
hitting the French society. Maybe animals campaigners 
are afraid to be involved because they don't want to be 
considered as 'fanatical animal lovers' trespassing the 
law for the sake of pets! In this case it would show 
their very little concern for animals. 


What kind of actions have you taken so far? 

Action well planned to break in a lab. in a Paris 
university where we rescued frogs and pigeons and 
damaged paperwork and equipment. We're also campaigning 
against the meat trade by burning butchers shop awnings, 
by breaking butchers shop windows, by gluing locks and 
painting slogans on these shops, by smashing meat lorries 
windscreens and slashing their tyres. 


There is much less awareness of the animal rights here 
than in other European countries such as the UK, 

Germany, Holland and the USA for instance. In France 
public rarely hears of the term 'animal rights' except 
via a 'League for the Animal Rights', a very legal 
organization run by respectable and powerless animal 
welfarists. 'Animal Liberation' is a term completely 
unknown to the public. Only a minority of animal 
campaigners use this term sometimes. 'Animal welfare', 
'protection' and sometimes 'defence' are the terms used 
by the societies campaigning for animals. The public 
awareness is centralized on vivisection, pet misery and 
bullfighting above all, but who has ever strongly 
denounced and done anything against intensive farming, 
rne fur trade and the meat-eating society? Only a 
sort of CIWF is campaigning to get better conditions 
for the 'rearing' and 'slaughtering' of 'cattle'. It 
does not promote vegetarianism at all and our vegetarian 
society is run by elderly and although they are 
vegetarians for moral reasons they've got no audience 
or power. Vegetarians in France are considered as a 
sort of sect, asTa sort of people living in clouds, 
funny people if I can say. A few animal rights 
campaigners are struggling around Paris to alright 
all the issues of animal abuse but at the moment in 
France everything is legal for the defence of animals, 
so then will stay animal abuse! ^

can only cause more problems in the long run. 

Now the Journal wants tougher action to protect the trade 
from these lawbreakers before their activities lead to a 
tragedy.

Until now animal activists have been able to carry out thei* 
illegal wrecking without the fear of a nationally co-ordinated 
watchdog compiling evidence against them.

IVIy first ALF raid 


My first ALF raid took place at Devis, a slaughterhouse in Great Bridge, Tipton, West Midlands, at the end of April 1984. 

In 3 days I lost 3 lbs in weight (and I'm not very heavy to start with). 

Two members of the group had visited the premises a few days previously and had drawn up a map, so I knew what to expect. 
The first obstacle was to jump over a wall, being careful to avoid a spiked fenoe on the other side. 

We then put on cur masks and I was surprised to see how terrifying the other members of the group looked. 

One house, which was in darkness, was quite close and I couldn't help feeling that we were being watched - fortunately 
we weren ' t ! 

Cautiously going down a steep embankment was next, then a 20 yard walk along the railway line and then on hands and knees 

up the opposite embankment (which was floodlit). Then a quick walk to the back of the premises, still feeling very 

exposed, and we encountered a problem. CXir wire cutters wouldn't touch the coils of barbed wire which ram along the top 
of the wall we needed to scale. However, someone uo hhe.e was on our side as a ladder had very kindly been left, for 
which we were all very grateful. 

Leaving a look-out on the roof, the rest of us dropped down into the floodlit compound. My nerves disappeared. There 
were 4 large refridgerated lorries and 2 smaller ones. 

It didn't take long to find out which little hole the sugar went into and meanwhile other members snipped every wire in 
(and out of) site. In a few minutes we'd done a lot of damage. 

Taking a different route out, we drove home feeling quite elated. Every day many animals died in that compound, so 
that people could have corpse on their plates. 

Since that first raid, I've taken part in several ALF 'visits'. Inevitably, the more you do, the more experienced 
you become. 

Our group have found that:- sugar in tanks, cut all pipes and wires, paint-stripper bodywork, bend or snap windscreen 
wipers and ariels, grinding paste in engine (if possible), glue up locks, spray ALF and turn off refridgerators is a 
good order to do things in. 

Our small group is made up of very ordinary people. We think and plan carefully, but if we can do it, anyone can and 
let's face it, there's no sliortage of targets.

ON VIOLENCE 


"WHAT IS GOING TO BE DONE? We anti-vivisectionists must 
wake upl There must be violence on our part , even unto

We can no longer afford to sweep the issue of violence under the carpet. This subject has never been properly 
debated or discussed within the movement and it is high time it was. 

The animal rights movement has up to new been largely non-violent (except in so far as it has evoked the violence 
of state legislation against animal abuse) - and has had as its 'heroes' people such as Ghandi and Martin Luther 
King. 

To my mind this preoccupation with 'non-violence' has a lot to do with the middle class origins of most of the 
people in the movement. The middle class traditionally don't like to get personally involved in violence. 

They would rather that others (usually the forces of the state) carried out their violence for them. 

I feel that this obsession with non-violence, the 'worship' of Ghandi, the links with the Peace movement are 
having a very harmful effect on the animal liberation movement. 

Total pacifism is an immoral philosophy. There are times when violence has to be used to prevent a greater evil 
and to refrain from carrying out that necessary violence in the name of some half-baked pacifist ideology is to 
be almost (if not equally) responsible for the greater evil that is thereby allowed to take place. We are not 
just responsible for our actims - we are responsible for our emissions also, for our failures to act (and to 
act violently if that is what is called for!) and it is high time the 'pacifists' realised this. 

Violence is a dangerous tactic and can so easily backfire, doing more harm than good to a cause. The IRA, for 
instance, have demonstrated this with their callous and unintelligent use of bombings and shootings. 

Nevertheless, there is a place for violence and to deny its use to the movement when necessary is to demand that 
we should fight this difficult struggle with one hand tied behind our backs. 

Pacifism attempts to appeal to the 'better nature' of the opposition. But what happens when those who oppose 
us have no 'better natures'. Hunt thugs do not suddenly see the light and refrain frem attacking non-violent 
hunt saboteurs. On the contrary, they go in even harder, deliberately picking on the weakest and the most 

peaceful. 

Violence is the only language many of these people understand. This may be a hard heme truth for the 
pacifist ideologues of the movement to understand but it is a heme truth nevertheless. And after having 
spent 10 active years in the hunt saboteurs, I can vouch that it is sadly the case. The large-scale 
'non-violence' of the hunt saboteurs has led to HSA members running away or standing watching while the 
slowest or weakest are set upon by the terrier men. But when the hunt sabs, have stood united to give the 
hunt thugs measure for measure, it is almost invariably the bloods porters who have fled frem the conflict. 

A bully is always a coward. And the best way to deal with bullies is to give them a damn good hiding. 

I am not, in any way, advocating mass violence by the animal liberation movement. I think that such tactics 

could well be very dangerous. The Animal Liberation Front and other direct action groups have had a great 
deal of success with militant actions which do not involve personal violence and I would say that what the 
movement needs is a massive increase in ALF-style actions rather than outbursts of violence.

Nevertheless we axe faced with the problem of what to do when the enemy react violently to actions which we 
carry out against them. The hunt saboteurs already have this problem with hunt thugs and I predict that rrore 
and more animal abusers are going to react violently as their profits fall and their animal persecution 
businesses begin to crumble in the face of the animal liberation onslaught. Already butchers are waiting in 
their shops with shotguns to shoot ALF activists and within last year members of an ALF group were shot at 
hy * poultry farmer during a raid. And what will happen when the under-siege animal abusers begin to take 
revenge willy-nilly on animal rights campaigners (when will societies learn not to publish the addresses of their 
local contacts?) for the actions of the militants? We will be faced with a stark choice. Either we do not 
carry out actions against animal abusers who react violently or we show them that we can be more violent than 
they are. 

To me, the second choice is the only acceptable one. It would be totally wrong to refrain frcm raiding a 
premisis because the proprieter is likely to come out with a shotgun or to respond with violence. Why should it 
only be the least vicious of the animal abusers who get attacked while the more vicious get away with it because 
of their very viciousness? 

If the animal abusers are going to use weapons - then in order to save the animals, animal libera tionists may 
have to go armed with' at least equivalent weapons. And animal abusers must be shown that if they violently 
attack animal liberation campaigners then they will be gi/en double back. 

This is not to say that the ALF should itself use personal violence. For tactical reasons I feel that it is 
best that the ALF retains its current policy on these matters (in the same way that for tactical reasons 
organisations like the BUAV and CIWF remain within the law). Hr~*fver, there is nothing to stop fresh groups 
being set up under new names whose policies do not preclude the use of violence towards animal abusers. 

This item may shock many people but it's about time somebody did some straight talking on the subject of 
violence. Animal liberation will not be achieved if we treat the struggle for it as a social club or a 
garden party. Only an all out war, fought with intelligent tactics, can offer the animals any hope of 
freedom. 

Human imperialism, deeply entrenched after tens of ^v.usands of years of animal persecution will not be 
defeated by petitions, peaceful posturing or the holding of hands round slaughterhouses. People who make 
vast profits and a 'good life' out of animal abuse will not give up their businesses without a hard and bitter 
struggle. 

There will be injuries and possibly deaths on both sides before our ultimate victory for animal liberation is 
achieved. This is sad but certain. For, unfortunately, we live in the world of harsh reality and not in 

Fairyland. 

If you want to play games then try Monopoly or Snakes anc! Ladders. Animal liberation is not a hobby or a 
part-time pastime but a fierce struggle that demands total commitment - if the animals are ever to be free. 

And if any animal dies in agony because we have failed, through ridiculous ideology, to use adequate force 
against its torturers then we are ourselves responsible for that creatures torment.

Following the article 'Mink Liberation - The Myths and the Facts' by Ralph Cook in the August newsletter, 
we are new printing this reply from Julie Weston. Correspondence on this issue is still open and we 
will be pleased to receive comments on either of the articles. 


As an active animal liberator of many years standing , I am very distressed to note the ever increasing number of 
mink being released * en masse 1 into the wild . I am not a speciesist and have and will liberate any creatures 
from goats and stick insects to dogs , fish and rabbits . Also, for many years I enjoyed the company of 
polecat ferrets, one of the closest domestic relatives of the mink - I found them clean , lo\mble and very 
intelligent . So I speak not as one who dislikes or distrusts mink but as a fellow animal rightist who abhors 
the appalling exploitation that they suffer. 

Why then am I so anti these mass releases , which are becoming regular events now? Firstly , may I explain that 
I have had many years experience in the rehabilitation and release of most species of British wildlife . When it 
comes to the release of a member of the carnivora order , great care has to be taken if unnecessary suffering , the 
like of which we are all opposed to, is to be avoided, not only to the prey species who suffer unspeakable 
agonies when mutilated by an inexperienced predator , but to the released creature itself . 

Hay I therefore ask readers to refer to the August issue mink article and bear with me whilst J put the other 

points 'of view ? In order to save space and avoid repetition I will' give each of the previous articles * 

paragraphs a number and use this as a heading to my comments . 

*aJ-. ; * V 

Paragraph 1 . 

Agreed. 

Paragraph 2 . 

To fox-proof poultry runs is relatively simple . Rat-proofing is a different matter and most places a rat can 

get a mink can also. However, due to their natural fear of man, mink, like foxes, badgers etc. will usually 
avoid taking domestic prey. It is the released mink who know nothing of a natural diet and who, have often been 
used to being fed on chicken, understandably go 'straight for domestic prey, wiping out aviary birds • rescued 
wildlife in the process themselves of being rehabilitated'and pet rabbits, all totally defenceless creatures , 

plus' inevitably poultry. Farmers who were previously probably unaware of the presence of mink in the locality 

then start on an intensive and inhumane extermination programme , ev»n to the point of starting up new Hunts to 
1 control * the new 'menace' which was tolerated previous to the chaos caused by release . 

Paragraphs 3 and 4 . 

Wild mink are not a threat as they have adapted to an available niche, which in no way can support vast numbers 
of the same species. If it could, they would already be there. There is no such thing as a long standing 
vacuum in nature . 

Paragraph 5 . 

Our wildlife is in fact the dodo mentioned here. Whilst it can cope with all its natural predators in their 
natural numbers, how can it possibly survive the influx that mass release causes? 


Paragraph 6 . > f 

Mink may not climb- as well as the' pine-marten or swim as thp otter. However , in such vast numbers they wouldn t 
need to, to wipe out local- wildli fe on a disastrous scale. I never have, and hope I never shall, see 200 or 
more pine-martens or otters all in one small area, competing for food . 

Paragraphs 7 and 8 . 

No wild carnivore ever hunts its prey to extinction. Instead, it regulates its breeding to available food 
Supplies, thus retaining the balance - yet another balance destroyed by mass release . 


Paragraph 9. ... 

Where on earth are these mink supposed to disperse to? It is a fact that every carnivore needs a certain

Imagine 
this going on on a massive scale as is caused by mass release and you will see that it is a proven fact that far 
more suffering is caused than prevented .

EAST MIDLANDS ALF 


On the 20th September eight members of East Midlands ALF forced 
their way into Lanchester Polytechnic, in the early hours of the 

morning. 

After meeting at a safe house several miles from Coventry city 
centre, and discussing the plan, the activists made their way to 
the polytechnic in cars. Entrance to the building was made 
using bolt croppers and crowbars. 

Slogans were sprayed on the walls and damage was limited to doors 
and windows to gain entry to the labs, and animal houses. The 
purpose of the raid was to liberate a pre-arranged number of 
animals which we had found homes for prior to the raid. 23 
rabbits and 10 rats were taken and a note and a symbolic red 
rose were left in place of the ex-intemees. The note read 
'In Pity and in Anger'. 

The building was not alarmed so the break-in was not noticed 
until Friday morning. 

Local press were informed and the raid received extensive 
coverage on Mercia Sound (the local radio station). The fact 
that animals were liberated was at first denied on the air, by a 
polytechnic spokesman who quoted damage as totalling £1500. He 
later admitted animals were missing. 

A vet looked at several rabbits and commented on their bad 
condition. Most had scabbed and bleeding ears from canker and 
the smaller rabbits rear legs were scarred and bleeding because 
of the wire mesh floors of the crowded cages. The vet did not 
want his name linked with stolen animals, understandably, but 
gave them medication and all 33 animals are healthy and in 
caring hemes.

The Mouse r y at Battlesbridge , Essex is the 
starting point for thousands of animals in 
the long trek, to a painful death in the 
vivisection laboratories . Mr . Tuck the 
owner breeds rats, mice, guinea pigs and 
hamsters for the 1 industry 1 of animal 
torture . 

He has been raided by the ALF in the past 
and , as a result, security was reputed to 
be tight. As 3 or 4 years had passed 
since the last action against him , we 
decided to take a closer look at the site 
with a view to re - opening our 
relationship . 

Initial reccies established that there 
were regular visits by mobile security 
men every night. A close inspectidn of 
the site between security visits revealed 
that Mr. Tuck had 'prospered since the ALF 
had ceased to visit him - all the old 
wooden sheds had been replaced with new 
purpose - built brick buildings . 

Looking through the windows we could see 
hundreds of cages in each aisle of the 
buildings - we estimated approximately 
30,000 animals were housed on the site. 

The buildings were alarmed and the office 
building was a fortress » heavily alarmed 
and with all the windows boarded up 
- perhaps Mr. Tuck feared a repeat of a 
previous action when the of f ice was 
gutted by petrol bombs 1 . 

Undeterred, we began planning our raid. 

Teams of 2 watched the site for night 
after night, timing the security mens 
visits. They never visited at shorter 
periods than one hour, whiph gave us 
plenty of time provided that we began 
immediately after the guard left. It 
was really funny watching the guards 
going up and down the drive, imagining 
that they were a deterrent to us, when 
we were lying only a few yards away, 
watching every move. They were also 
lazy and did not check all around the 
buildings . We therefore began to plan 
an entry via a window at the rear of the 
guinea pig building. Even if the guard 
returned during the raid we could reckon 
on remaining undetected . We had also 

checked carefully and were sure that the 
windows were not alarmed. 

The only other problem was transport . 

The site was on a narrow twisting road 
and there was nowhere to park without 
drawing attention . Eventually we 
decided to use an access road to a water 
plant almost opposite the mousery. As 
the water plant was not manned at night 
we were fairly confident that we would 
not be detected, although there was a 
risk that we would be trapped down the 
road if the police turned up, as there 
was only one exit . We decided to risk 
this, having little choice. 

On the night of the raid we met up and 
assembled our gear - crowbars , a hammer 
for the window (we like the subtle approach) 
plenty of boxes for the animals etc. A car 
dropped 2 people with CB radios oTf early. 
They would check the site out and would 
guide the other 3 cars in when the security 
guards had left. It was also important 
that the road was empty o£ other vehicles 
when our cars turned into the water works 
road - it might have looked odd and could 
possibly have led to the police being 
alerted if 3 cars were seen entering a 
closed site. 
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Th (Tears made their first pass and were 
given the 'all clear' by the advance party 
but other vehicles made it necessary to drive 
past . The second pass 15 minutes later 
was called off when the advance party 
reported that the guards had arrived - 2 
vans instead of on.e , which had never 
happened before. Had we been detected? 

An anxious few minutes passed but the 
guards left again. The third pass was 
successful and all the vehicles were 
tucked away. By the time all the people 
and gear were assembled beside* the site , it 
was too close to a possible return visit by 
the guards to risk. We all lay in a ditch 
waiting. About 30 minutes later the guards 
arrived - we had a good laugh as they went 
through their pathetic routine before 
leaving again . As soon as they had gone 
we rushed up to the guinea pig building and 
smashed the chosen window with the hammer 

- there was nobody but us to hear the noise l 
Quickly, the first few people crowded in, 
and the boxes followed. Within minutes 
full boxes of guinea pigs were coming out 

- over 150 animals in all. We took them 
back to the cars , lo&ded them up and they 
drove off. A small team remained to try 
and enter the office block but were not 
successful - the boards on the window were 
solid wood, apparently fixed with 6" nails'. '.I 
With time running out, we had to leave, but 
have since worked out how to get in on a 
future visit. 

Mr. Tuck was probably furious to discover 
the raid in the morning. We did not think 
that the guards would have seen anything on 
their later visit os we had kept to the back 
of the ' buildings - there must have been some 
red faces that morning'. A permanent guard 
will knock a huge hole in Mr. Tucks profits 

- but he must either increase security now 
or go out of business .

The grouse shooting season came to an end in 
December, and moor owners are still adding up the cost 
of ALF actions. The ALF have destroyed over 600 
shooting butts and attacked at least 5 shooting cabins 
during the season, and sporadic actions are still 
taking place. 

The first action took place on August 1st, 2 weeks 
before the glorious twelfth, the official start of the 
grouse shooting season. On the Peak District moors, 
outside Sheffield and Manchester, over 100 activists, 
in ten separate groups, worked throughout the night 
dismantling about 250 shooting butts. Two shooting 
cabins were also attacked and one was daubed with the 
slogan "Wot No Butts?". We estimated the cost of the 
damage to exceed £200,000. 

Some of the butts had been in place since the turn 
of the century and are quite literally irreplacable . 


The night before the first shoot, ALF activists 
struck again. Gun shops were attacked in Yorkshire 
and Lancashire causing thousands of pounds worth of 
damage. In Scotland, 40 more butts were wrecked as 
was a footbridge leading to them. In North Wales 
activists attacked butts near Ruffin, and game keepers 
were seen frantically trying to rebuild them four days 
later as some Indian princes were due to be shooting 
there the next day. 

Since then, actions have taken place sporadically 
and over 150 more butts have been dismantled. There 
have even been reports of ramblers nonchalantly 
wrecking butts while having a picnic. Hunt saboteurs 
have reported to ALF that many shoots have been 
severely disrupted and some even cancelled due to 
grouse butts being destroyed.

BLEACH OF THE PEACE 


16th October 84 : Today magistrates finally lilted 
harsh bail restrictions on three animal rights 
activists accused of contaminating bottles of 
shampoo in a Hull supermarket. The three were 
required to sign daily at a police station, provide 
sureties of £500 each and were prohibited' from any 
shop at any time. These bail conditions had been in 
effect since mid-August. The three were also held in 
police custody for 6 days pending their original 
commital trial. 


Positive results of this action include the removal of 
entire shampoo stocks in all 20 of the supermarket 
branches. It also provided an opportunity for the 
local animal rights group to publicize the infamous 
Draize Test. 

13 th No vein be r 8 4 : The three appeared in court again 
and were eventually charged with a ” Blemish of the 
Peace”. Due to the evidence against them all 3 
pleaded guilty and were bound over for 2 years (for 
the sum of £200). 

This charge (from the 17 th century'. ) was dredged up by 
the DPP after 4 months of searching for a charge they 
could be sure of making stick. 


The original charges were to be "conspiracy to commit 
a public nuisance", (inferring national connections 
with Animal Liberation Front groups responsible for 
similar actions) but it now seems likely that the much 
less serious charge of an offence against the 
■'Labelling of Dangerous Substances Act' will 
eventually be preferred. 

'Die charges stem from an animal rights protest in 
which it is alleged toxic substances (believed to be a 
weak bleach solution) were mixed with the shampoo and 
the bottles then labelled 'toxic' and marked with a 
cross. Three of these were placed in a Hull super- 
market and the locaJ press informed that the action 
had been taken as a protest against the testing of 
cosmetics on animals. 

A spokesman for the local ALF stated that at no time 
was the public in any danger, the bottles were clearly 
marked and the store manager informed immediately. 

Fiver y precaution was taken that no harm was done 
except perhaps to the profits of those who exploit 
c:ni;iia]s.

Inside the abattoir build- 
ings 30 lambs and 30 pigs were 
being kept overnight and a 
spokesman at the company 
said: "If they are so concerned 
about animal welfare, why 
risk burning them alive?”

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-On the night of Tuesday 17th December '84, 5 
members of the ALF broke into Broxboume Zoo 
(Paradise Park) in Hertfordshire, via the main gates 
which had carelessly been left open. Due to the 
complete lack of security, we quickly secured the 
release of one Coati Mundi, which was suffering 
terribly due to the diabolical conditions it was 
living under. We found the animal very easy to catch, 
a fact we can only put down to his being so very 
hungry that v/hen we placed a carrying cage baited with 
food in front of him, he gladly obliged us by walking 
straight inside. 

The cage the unfortunate animal was being kept in 
was nowhere near large enough, being barely 4' x 5' 

(the size of the average lavatory). It contained no 
branches, platforms etc. which, to an arboreal (tree 
living) animal like the Coati Mundi, are an absolute 
necessity. 

On examining the animal, before taking it to more 
suitable accomodation, we found the animal to be 
extremely thin and very cold, wet and covered in filth. 
This, we believe, was due to bad feeding and the damp, 
dirty straw which was the only bedding made available 
to it, at this disgusting mismanaged 'zoo'. 

The sores on the animals tail and legs are now 
well on the mend. His tail, which was practically 
bald, is starting to show a new coating of hair, and 
his painfully thin frame is starting to fill out on 
his new well-balanced diet, as recommended by our 
sympathetic vet. The vet also told us that had this 
animal been left at the zoo under those conditions for 
any longer, it would by now have died a very painful 
and lingering death, due entirely to mismanagement and 
total neglect. 

The lack of care and attention shown to the 
animals, and the general second-rate keepership 
employed by those ‘looking after' them, at Paradise 
Park is illustrated very well by the fact that the 
Coati Mundis liberation went completely unnoticed by 
everyone at the zoo for an entire morning until a 
reporter, visiting the zoo after a tip-off, discovered 
the empty cage with the door wide open early in the 
afternoon. 

The zoos manager has denied that the Coati Mundi 
was suffering in any way but the camera does not lie, 
and as the photos we took prove, even after a month of 
specialist veterinary treatment, the animal is still 
not completely well. To try and explain the 
ridiculously small cage that the animal was living in, 
Mr. Sampson claimed that the cage was only temporary, 
as the Coati Mundi was in hibernation, so he did not 
need much room. We know for a fact that that the 
animal had been in the same cage for at least four 
months, which is hardly temporary, and a quick 'phone 
call to London Zoo confirmed what we already knew, 
namely that Coati Mundi do not hibernate! 

We decided to release the photographs of the 
rescued animal to the press to dispel the rumour, 
started by Mr. Sampson, that in rescuing and moving 
the animal we could well have killed it. Mr. Sampson 
has at least admitted that the Coati Mundis mate died 
a few months ago. It was t 9 prevent the same fate 
befalling this animal that we considered it necessary 
to rescue it.

In reply to Julie Weston's criticism of the article on 
mink release in the August issue of the SG Bulletin, I 
would like to say that most of what she said would be 
open to argument requiring far more space than this 
newsletter could provide before agreement on the major 
points could be reached. Further, although most of 
what Julie Weston says is logical, I have found that 
when dealing with wildlife problems logic never provides 
all the answers. For these, in depth research is 
necessary . 

In preparing my last article I read and re-read over 
fifty scientific papers on mink, studies conducted in 
the field on both wild mink and recently escaped mink 
and in the laboratory, again using both wild and 
escaped mink. These studies were supplemented by 
information gathered by myself from scientists, farmers 
and countryfolk, from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
from my own observations of wild mink. Julie Weston 
does not actually say that she has cared for escaped 
or wild mink but she does imply it - for myself, I 
would not bother looking after any but injured mink 
for they are quite capable of looking after themselves. 

Dealing with Julie Weston's points in turn, it is true 
that newly escaped mink tend to prey upon domestic 
animals (poultry, rabbits and guinea pigs) when they 
are available; while this may create animosity towards 
mink in those who lose 'valued' animals to mink 
predation it can make little difference whether those 
mink kill wild animals or 'slaves' of human beings. 

Most mink hunts are not in existence merely because 
aggrieved farmers became aware of the so-called 'mink 
menace', they have been created by hunters with time 
on their hands at the end of the fox and hare hunting 
season. Rat-proofing pet and poultry runs is not 
difficult. 

Julie Weston's most important point is that mass 
releases of mink lead to a large number of predators 
in one small area competing for food to the detriment 
of natural wildlife. It is, however, neither based 
on fact nor theory. Most mass releases of mink have 
led to very few actual escapes, most mink returning 
to the fur farm in search of food or being live- 
trapped in the vicinity of the farm. This is best 
avoided by taking the mink away in sacks and 
releasing them some distance from the farm (perhaps 
ten miles). If this is done of course the animals 
could be released in small groups thus avoiding the 
spectre of hundreds of ravening, vicious carnivores 
eating their way across the countryside (an unlikely 
image, but much beloved of our sensationalist press). 

Meanwhile, what happens to those few mink that do 
escape? Yes, some will kill domestic stock and 
pets, a few will die (especially if released in 
winter), some will kill helpless animals (if 
released in spring when there are young birds and 
animals all over the countryside), but if released 
in autumn and summer the great majority of them will 
quickly learn to kill 'natural' prey and disperse. 
Laboratory studies of the learning abilities of 
farmed mink have shown that inexperienced mink are 
capable of catching and killing fish for food within 
hours of being introduced to water. The instinct 
to hunt and to kill is, in other words, still complete 
even after generations of captive breeding. Minks 
natural prey, small birds, small mammals, fish and 
amphibians and invertebrates present no problems to 
such animals, death comes quickly to them. Julie 
Weston has kept polecat ferrets, thus she will know 
how quickly they are able to kill. As a youngster I 
used to ferret for rabbits and was always surprised 
at how naturally the ferrets killed their first prey. 
Mink are the same. 


As for dispersal, Julie Weston asks where these mink 
are supposed to disperse. Animals are continually 
dying in the wild, creating ready made home territories 
for wandering, homeless creatures to take over. For 
wild mink life is short, death both natural and 
artificial (by mankind) are constant hazards, work by 
Ian Linn in Devon has shown that on one particular 
Devon river, mink rarely live in one place for more 
than a few months before dying or moving on. Thus 
there are always vacant territories to occupy. Mink 
released in autumn will merely add to the large number 
of young wild mink seeking territories like them, 
released mink take their chances at finding a home, at 
least in the wild they get a chance. Released mink in 
summer have the advantage of taking up residence in 
territories left unoccupied after the rigours of winter 
and before the years young have left their natal 
territories in search of new homes. 

Mink, while searching for territories are known to be 
capable of travelling ten or twelve miles a day, 
following river banks and being moved on by territory 
holders. Clearly even a few hundred mink could be 
well dispersed in less than a week. This process is 
the natural one for restoring the balance which Julie 
Weston claims is destroyed by mass releases. 



Finally I must question Julie Weston's analysis of the 
animal rights ethic - she claims that liberation of 
animals is the most easy part and that responsibility 
for an animals future is the real challenge. I 
disagree, in the case of an animal which we know to 
be fully capable of living in the wild (as mink have 
shown themselves to be), release is the end of our 
responsibility. If an individual mink once it is 
released dies of a natural cause, common to its wild 
relatives then fair enough, that is how mink cure 
supposed to live and, yes, to die, even to suffer. 

All wild animals are destined to suffer at some time, 
that's a callous fact, but fact it is. Animal * 
rightists may endeavour to alleviate suffering in 
individual cases (by killing a myxomatosis affected 
rabbit for example), but our primary task is to 
change the one-sided human - animal relationship and 
when possible allow animals the freedom to follow 
their own destinies. 

One last word, anyone thinking of providing a home for 
a released mink ought to change their mind, rescue and 
rehabilitation is fine for ill-treated pets, 
vivisection laboratory victims and farm animals, but a 
rescued mink is a half-wild animal, captivity is alien 
to its basic instinctive make-up; freedom is what it 
desires when it bites at the cage floor or wire, and 
freedom is what it deserves.

At a meeting on January 13th the BUAV committee 
refused to pay the ALF any compensatioh for the lock- 
out of the ALF Press Office from BUAV premises in 
April 1984. 

The BUAV had been told that any compensation 
was to be put towards funding sanctuaries for rescued 
animals - so their refusal has condemned many animals, 
which would otherwise have been saved, to torture and 
death in vivisection laboratories. This is in 
addition to the animals which suffered and died as a 
result of the disruption to the ALF caused by the 
original lock-out. 

And we always thought that the aim of the BUAV 
was to prevent the suffering of animals! 



And far from supporting the ALF the BUAV has m 
practical terms caused the ALF great damage through 
the ejection of the Press Office and the refusal of 
compensation for doing so. 


Traitors to the animals at the BUAV committee 
meeting were Steve Mclvor (who proposed a motion that 
the ALF should get no compensation), Steve Spencer 
(who seconded it), Alan Cheeseman, Chris Fisher, 

Marcia Guess, John Hale and Sheila Kilvington (who all 
voted for it) and Office Manager Margaret Manzoni who 
spoke in favour of the motion. With 'friends' like 
these the animals don't need enemies. 

On the other hand we would like to thank BUAV 
committee members Margaret House, Beryl Spence and 
Joan Watson who voted against the motion (and who took 
no part in the April '84 decision to expel the Press 
Office) and BUAV Hon. Treasurer Peter Grant who stated 
that the BUAV had plenty of money and that the ALF 
should be given what they wanted. 

The rapid rise in BUAV membership over recent 
years was largely due to the fact that they gave the 
impression of being a radical, go-ahead organization 
which supported the activists. Statements in the 
BUAV newspaper 'Liberator' purporting to support the 
ALF and the reporting of ALF activities caused a good 
deal of money to flow into the BUAVs coffers but 
rather than give some of this to the ALF the BUAV 
committee prefer to see large amounts of it go towards 
ineffectual political campaigning. 


So, by means of a massive con-trick, the BUAV 
has ridden to fame and fortune on the backs of the 
activists - stabbing them in the back with one hand 
while pretending to shake them by the hand with the 
other . 

It is now time for SG members and other animal 
rights campaigners to v/ithdraw support from the BUAV. 
Rapidly falling BUAV membership figures indicate that 
many people have already seen through their deception. 
And when considering where to send your next donation 
or to whom to leave your legacy it is worth 
remembering that, despite being in existence since the 
turn of the century and having substantial funds and a 
large paid staff, the BUAV has rescued few, if any, 
animals from vivisection - whereas the ALF, which was 
only formed in 1 976 and is run on a shoestring budget’ 
entirely by volunteers has saved many, many thousands.

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BEAGLE RESCUE 


On the evening of Saturday 20th October, 
animal rights activists forced their way into the 
premises of Bantin and Kingman, laboratory animal 
suppliers, Aldbrough, near Hull. 

We rescued a pregnant beagle bitch which had 
been kept in disgusting conditions ie. kept on a bare 
concrete floor without bedding and lying in her own 
excrement with no food or water . When we approached 
the dog she cowered away with fear. 

We took her to a sympathetic vet who treated 
her for sores which were caused by lying on solid 
concrete flooring. This dog has now been found a 
good home. Within thirty six hours of her rescue she 
gave birth to nine healthy puppies. 
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The most soul destroying part of the raid was 
having to leave behind other animals in equally 
disgusting conditions which have no future except at 
the hands of the merciless scientists in the 
vivisection laboratories. 

Prior to the raid on Bantin and Kingman, 
activists cut their way through fences at Reckett and 
Colman vivisection laboratories in Hull. After 
failing to gain access they sprayed slogans all over 
buildings in red paint so they could be clearly seen 
from the roadside.

YORKSHIRE ALF 


In April 1984 the ALF were almost forcibly evicted 
from the small office space which the BUAV had, until 
then, allowed the Press Office to use. The ALF Press 
Officer Ronnie Lee had in fact used a desk at the BUAV 
premises since September 1981, when the so-called 
radicals took over the BUAV Committee. This act of 
forced expulsion ended what had been a somewhat stormy 
attempt at unity between two very separate sections of 
the animal rights movement. Many ALF members as far 
back as 1981 were of the opinion that it would be 
through the strength of direct action alone that the 
end of commercial animal abuse would be achieved. 

The BUAV at that time was of the opinion that it alone 
could lead the movement to victory. It set about 
producing the best leaflets, the most impressive 
merchandise and a new campaigning paper which was 
sympathetic to direct action - they even hijacked the 
word liberator. They were determined to be seen as 
the head of the animal rights movement and this could 
only be achieved by getting the ALF firmly behind them. 

However, they were always political campaigners 
and as such they wanted direct action to coincide with 
their parliamentary campaigns. To them direct action 
was best if it constituted a threat rather than a 
reality. Politicians were to believe that the BUAV 
had the militants in check and that they had to come 
up with some concessions if they were to be kept under 
control. Meanwhile the direct action supporters were 
urged to wait for just one more major attempt to put 
animals into politics. In 1981 Lord Houghton and 
Clive Hollands formally wrote to the ALF and the NALL 
asking for an end to direct action in the hope that 
this would impress parliament and they would order the 
freeing of animals from abuse. The BUAV eventually 
realised that the ALF were not joking when they said 
that it would only be when the last laboratory lay in 
ruins that vivisection would be at an end - and 
evicted them in the most damaging way possible. 

However, the BUAV cannot operate without some 
form of apparent connection with direct action and 
with the emergence. of the SEALL as a new and powerful 
force for vivisectors to reckon with they chose to 
align themselves with this new group, obviously 
mistaking the SEALLs tactical decision not to damage 
property as somehow showing more respect for law and 
disorder and, desperate to be seen supporting the 
activists, the BUAV try to stand in front of them. 

It is of course most unlikely that the SEALL activists 
involved in their break-ins believed that the most 
important consequence of their actions was the 
possibility of a future labour government. The 
absurdity of such a suggestion shows what little hope 
the political campaigners have to offer, particularly 
as the labour party is not even opposed to vivisection. 

The BUAV and the League Against Cruel Sports have, 
in the past, tried to incorporate the direct action 
movement into their political campaigns. However, 
political campaigners only support the threat of 
direct action and they have no use for activists who 
are on bail or in prison. The SEALL and the NALL are 
likely to find that the front page Liberator headlines 
they got for their raids will not be matched when the 
court cases arrive. When the BUAV support dries up 
these groups may well decide that no lasting alliance 
can be forged with the political campaigners. 


The launch of the Direct Action Animal Bulletin 
earlier this year finally sealed the end to any 
reliance that the direct action movement had with the 
political campaigners. There was a time when people 
would go out and rescue animals from labs, believing 
that it would assist the political campaign.- we are 
now reaching the stage where local animal rights 
groups see themselves as direct action support groups. 

So now we see the emergence of two separate movements, 
one believes in direct action as the only realistic 
hope animals have and the other believes in the bosses 
parliament. It is not surprising that many of the most 
ardent political campaigners are middle class, their 
position in class society endears them to the 
institutions that have given them the privileges which 
are available only at the expense of human oppression. 


THE REAL DEBATE. 

We no longer need to argue for the necessity of 
direct action - the real debate is about the tactics 
and practice of a direct action movement. 

For the first time we are seeing actions being 
taken which, although they are militant and although 
they are causing damage to the profits of animal 
abusers, are causing concern within the direct action 
movement, not because they are too militant but 
because they are indiscriminate. The contamination 
threats to products which are bought by ordinary 
people should not occur again because they introduce 
one more element of fear into the lives of ordinary 
people who are not responsible for the power structure 
of society that chooses to oppress animals. Neither 
do they benefit from the oppression of animals, they 
merely endure it in the same way they endure 
unemployment, bad housing, racism and all the other 
shit that you can't avoid unless you are in the 
affluent class. It is largely isolation from the 
real world that prevents af finity , with the oppression 
of people. Those that believe that the unemployed 
'don't want to work', the striking miners are agents 
of the devil, the national front have the right to 
their opinion and that battered wives are their own 
worst enemy, such people also tend to believe that it 
does ordinary people good to be shaken up by the 
threat of a poisoned turkey. Such people ignore the 
fact that only one small section of the human 
population benefit from the oppression of animals. 

It is the same social class that benefits from 
animal abuse that also benefits from selling riot 
vehicles to the fascist governments of Chile and 
Argentina to oppress their own people, that also 
benefits from the building of nuclear power plants at 
the expense of the health of Uranium miners in Namibia 
and the livelihood of British coal miners. 

The direct action animals movement must define 
itself in terms of opposition to oppression and, in 
that context, define what style direct action will take. 
We are opposed to the oppression of animals, we 
recognise that the commercial oppression of animals is 
allowed to continue and is in fact defended by the 
state because it benefits the ruling class in this 
society. Our intention is to destroy that benefit. 
This will occur through systematic acts of sabotage 
designed to make the oppression of animals more trouble 
than it is worth. Our natural enemies are those 
people who have a vested interest in the oppression of 



animals and those elements within the state who will 
defend the abusers of animals as an act of solidarity. 
The combined forces of our natural enemies are enormous, 
we have no need to make any more by indiscriminate acts 
which cause distress to those who are not our natural 
enemies. More importantly, it is just another kick in 
the teeth to people who are already trodden on. 

As the struggle for animal rights develops there 
will be more and more occasions when suggestions for 
tactics are unacceptable to the mainstream of the 
movement and it will be necessary for groups to define 
what is an appropriate tactic and what is not. For 
this reason it will be necessary to see the 
regionalisation of direct action support groups and 
press liason. Already some ALF ^ groups are prefixing 
their names, for example there is the Combined Counties 
ALF and the Merseyside ALF. In other areas there are 
direct action groups who could supply spokespersons for 
the movement. Regional autonomy withip the direct 
^tion movement is a necessity and it will become 
increasingly necessary for groups to be judged by their 
actions and for ordinary people to be able to 
distinguish between the animal liberators and people 
bashers. Otherwise we will all be held responsible 
should someone plant a bomb in a crowded Boots store 
and claim it was the work of the ALF.

There ere many problems with C,$s article , not 
least that it is hysterical and mis-directed . It 
contains many misconceptions , and some complete false - 
hoods. The main problem in answering it, is that it 
cleverly mixes already accepted ideas with reactionary 
nonsense . This makes it difficult to attack the 
contentious issues without appearing to condemn the 
article totally. 

It is not true that there is widespread 
concern about the Mars Bars and Turkey actions within 
the direct action movement . From my experience , the 
vast majority of ALF activists and supporters totally 
agree with the campaigns as do most animal rights 
people generally. There will always be the odd few 
who are fooled by press hysteria or by their 
respective animal rights group leaders. 

That there is concern among the general public 
cannot be denied , and this is regrettable . At the 

same time it is inevitable. We should understand 
that it is the media, not the ALF, who have terrified 
the general public • The purpose of the media is t<y 
defend their vested interests , which it achieves by 
twisting public opinion, and when that fails , by 
putting the fear of god into them. When this happens $ 
you can be certain that you have been successful 
because the vested interests (Mars company, Matthews 
Turkeys etc.) have been threatened . Surely we should 
be able to see through this. The alternative is to 
allow the media to dictate our actions and methods, 
which is exactly what they are trying to do. By the 
same token , the press could warn the public to lock 
all their doors and windows, as the ALF have been 
attacking the homes of scientists and fur traders. 
Would C.B. then condemn these actions also?

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It is ridiculous to start classifying our 
' natural enemies ' , just as it is to say that only the 
affluent class benefits from animal exploitation. 

How the hell can we smash the meat industry without 
putting the working class butcher out of business , or 
the underpaid , overworked farm labourer on the dole? 

The fact is that we have a socio-economic systen which 
is based on animal suffering . It is extremely naive 
to believe that we can achieve animal liberation 
without affecting the less affluent to some extent . 

The argument that people who agree with the 
turkey scares , also believe that the national front 
have a right to their opinion etc . is so conceited and 
hysterical that it isn't worthy of reasonable debate. 
Such nonsense is usually reserved for the 'Sun' or 
'Daily Mail', or even the ' Meat Trades Journal'. 

Regardless of the inevitable rhetoric, history 
will bear witness to the courage and achievement of the 
activists involved . * Millions of pounds worth of 
economic damage was caused to animal abusers , all of 
them quite affluent. No-one, rich or poor, was 
poisoned or harmed in any way. Indeed, although 
there were turkey scares in over 30 towns and cities, 
all but one of these were hoaxes. 

It may be conceded that these actions may lose 
some public sympathy for the animal rights movement , 
but such oratory is puerile and empty considering the 
number of animals' lives that are saved by such actions. 

Complaints that activists have ' gone too far 
this time' are nothing new to the animal rights 
movement. VJe heard the same whinings when the USA 
began to sabotage grouse shooting , when activists 
started attacking the homes and cars of scientists , 
and more recently when the movement finally came out 
against angling . These tactics are now regarded as 
acceptable , and in a few years time the same will be 
said about the poison scares.

I do not wish to take sides in the debate as to 
whether poison scares are a good or bad tactic but 
rather to point out some of the dangers inherent in 
such activity. 

I agree with C.B. that the general public 
should not be a target for ALF actions - but this is 
for somewhat different reasons than those he puts 
forward.

We will not destroy the night- 
mare by glorifying ordinary people or 'the working 
class ' , nor through the crushing boredom of sanitized 
socialism, but by carrying out actions which shake 
ordinary people out of the rut of their tiny lives 
and make them realise the possibility of. really living 
(as distinct from merely surviving) in a different 
world.

C.B. displays an unwarranted sympathy with 
'ordinary people' which seems, from the style of his 
article, to be based largely on marxist/socialist 
misconceptions . 

Ordinary people, by and large, are responsible 
for the power structure of society, as it is their 
failure to ccmbat that power structure and their 
acquiescence in it that allows it to continue. They 
are responsible for the fact that they would rather 
drink in the pub or watch Coronation Street than do 
battle for a better world, and for the fact that they 
prefer mediocrity and a humdrum existence to a life 
lived with passion and the exciting prospects of 
revolutionary change. 


Ordinary people , on the whole , do not ' endure ' 
the oppression of animals. Only those people who 
care about the wellbeing of animals endure such 
oppression - and they are to a large extent made to 
endure it by the majority of 'ordinary people' who do 
not lift a finger to fight animal abuse. C.B. seems 
not to understand that human beings as a species 
(apart from a few enlightened individuals) have for 
thousands of years viciously oppressed and persecuted 
all the other animal species. His concern for 
'ordinary people' in this context is as irrelevant as 
being concerned for the fate of the less well-off 
concentration camp guards in the context of the nazi 
persecution. 




In order to achieve an end to all animal 
persecution many, many thousands of these acts of 
sabotage will need to be carried out and this demands 
that a very large number of people be active in the 
ALF and other direct action groups. These people 
will need to come from the broad-based animal rights 
movement - so this means that the overall campaign on 
behalf of animals will need to have a very large 
intake from the general public intp its ranks. 

If actions are carried out which have the 
effect of alienating the general public in too great a 
degree from the animal rights movement we may find 
that the number of potential activists, and thus our 
chances of eventual victory, could be drastically 
reduced . 

Supporters of the poison scares could no doubt 
argue that, because they were either hoaxes or because 
adequate warning was given, these actions were not 
targetted at the public but rather at big businesses 
which make vast profits through animal abuse. They 
could also argue that, despite the fact that seme 
people were obviously alienated by such activities, 
enough others were made aware of the issue and animal 
abuse businesses damaged to such an extent to have 
made the actions, on balance, worthwhile. 

Whatever the strength of such arguments, I feel 
that one thing is clear: that it would not take much 
more to tip the balance in the wrong direction. And 
if someone had actually been poisoned after eating a 
Mars Bar or a turkey or blinded after using shampoo 
there is little doubt that this would have been the 
case. 


Of course it was not the intention of any of the 
activists responsible for the poison scares to injure 
ordinary members of the public - but activists must 
look further than their own intentions and take into 
consideration the intentions and machinations of the 
authorities and the state. Firstly, there is no doubt 
that the authorities are becoming more and more 
desperate to discredit and destroy the ALF. The 'ALF 
and other direct action groups are perhaps the greatest 
threat to its own existence that the state has ever 
known - because time and again we are shewing people 
that we do not need politicians or governments but that 
we all can achieve things through our own actions and 
by our own hands. Secondly, the authorities do not 
give a toss for the well being of ordinary people and 
care only about preserving their own power and control. 

Thus it would not be at all beyond the desires 
or ability of the authorities to organise the deaths of 
ordinary people in an attempt to bring down the ALF. 

And if agents of the state are sent forth with real 
poison to turn the next hoax into a tragic and 
crippling reality, who will believe us when we say we 
weren't to blame?

■phe gutter press reached new levels 

I of hypocrisy and hysteria in its re- 
I porting of the Animal Liberation 
Front’s Mars bar poison hoax. Great 
play was made of the stories that a few 
people had been frightened after con- 
suming ‘poisoned’ Mars bars (which, in 
fact, had not been poisoned), but there 
was very little mention of the much 
greater suffering and death imposed on 
monkeys in tooth decay experiments 
financed by Mars. 

A few scared people makes headline 
news, and those who scared them are 
branded as ‘fanatics’, ‘extremists’, ‘be- 
neath contempt’, ‘maniacs’ and ‘crack- 
pots’. The fact that millions of animals 
are tortured in laboratories or imprison- 
ed in factory farms every year in this 
country hardly ever gets a mention. One 
national tabloid even carried an ‘exclu- 
sive’ story about how the ALF had ad- 
mitted: ‘We don’t care if people die — 
animals come first.’ It was bound to be 
an ‘exclusive*. The story was a lie. 

It comes as no surprise that the news- 
papers attempt to do down the ALF. 
They are part of big business and sup- 
porters of it. Animal exploitation is big 
business too. And the ALF’s campaign 
is beginning to severely damage those 
business interests. 

No rat poison was ever put into any 
Mars bars on sale in the shops. But in 
order to inflict economic loss and dis- 
rupton on the Mars company, it had to 
be claimed, at least for a while, that 
there had been. Warnings, together 
with Mars bars which had been impreg- 
nated with a small amount of rat 
poison, were delivered to the BBC and 
the Sunday Mirror. But the authorities 
took an inordinately, and no doubt de- 
liberately, long time to act upon them. 
This hold-up resulted in a delay in the 
clearing of Mars bars from confection- 
ers’ shelves and caused a few of the pub- 
lic to come into possession of bars 
which had not been poisoned, but 
which contained notes regarding pain- 
ful animal experiments financed by the 
Mars company. Some unintended anxi- 
ety was therefore qilised to the public -4 
but then, of course, the authorities are 


far more interested in discrediting the 
ALF than in protecting ordinary 
people. A statement by a National Pois- 
ons Centre spokesman that ‘one bar 
containing rat poison sold over the 
counter would be harmless’ was given a 
small mention by one national news- 
paper, but ignored by the rest. 

The inaccurate and frenzied report- 
ing of the Mars bar incident by much of 
the media will no doubt have turned 
some people away from the animal 
rights campaign and against the ALF. 
But, on the other hand, more people 
than ever before are aware of the suffer- 
ing of animals in research laboratores 
— and some of them will act upon that 
awareness. And, perhaps most impor- 
tant of all, the Mars company has been 
punished for their part in cruel animal 
experiments. Hopefully they will now 
be deterred from doing the same again 
and, with luck, that deterrent effect will 
apply to other firms involved in animal 
research or thinking of being so. 

People opposed to tyranny against 
animals have, until now, been peaceful 
and lawful in their protests. Hardly sur- 
prisingly, given the vast vested interests 
involved, they achieved virtually noth- 
ing. So now we have the Animal Libera- 
tion Front, which conducts nearly 2,000 
raids a year in England and has quickly 
built up activity in many other parts of 
the world. Millions of pounds worth of 
damage has been caused to property 
connected with animal persecution. 
Hundreds of thousands of animals have 
been saved. 

In the face of massive cruelty to ani- 
mals and considerable violence to our- 
selves, the animal liberation movement 
has exercised considerable restraint. In 
the eight years of our existence we have 
seriously injured nobody. So much for 
‘violence’ and irresponsibility’ accorded 
to us by MPs and the Press. 

It isn’t what they say , but what we do 
that matters. And we will fight on, not 
just for the animals, but for ourselves 
and humanity, in our demand to be part 
of a species that is not cowardly and 
cruel but noble, compassionate and 
dignified towards the rest of creation. 


It should also be noted that the rat poison put into the 
Mars Bars delivered to the media was Alphakil - a brand 
which is not harmful to human beings unless taken in 
massive doses. The authorities without doubt discovered 
this almost immediately through forensic tests. It is 
interesting that they did not reveal their findings until 
several days later. If the powers that be were concerned 
about allaying public anxiety this fact would have been 
made known straight away. 
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RABBIT/ RE/CUEO 

On 14th December 1984, approximately 50 rabbits 
were taken from a smallholding at Cross Roads, nr. 
Keighley, West Yorkshire. These, we believe were 
being bred for meat and fur. They have now been 
found homes. The owner concerned was 'hopping' mad, 
(a Mr. Jeffrey Webb) and told the newspapers a right 
load of rubbish about how he discovered dead rabbits 
everywhere following the night-time attack. At the 
smallholding there were three guard dogs, chained up, 
living in upturned steel drums. Only one was 
approachable but unfortunately we did not have a home 
for it. It was noticed that it cowered a lot, no 
doubt 'trained' by its owner. All the guard dogs 
were kept relatively quiet with a large marrow bone 
apiece, which we don't suppose they had ever had 
before . 


The newspapers used, the Telegraph and Argus, 
Bradford, and the ’Keighley News, Keighley, were sent a 
long statement from the ALF plus photographs of the 
rabbits. No photographs appeared, and the only 
comment from the statement was one which described the 
smallholding by the raiders as a 'shantytown'. A lot 
of nonsensical rubbish spouted by the owner was 
printed. Again, like the nationals, we find the 
newspapers are printing biased, one-sided rubbish and 
missing the whole point of the exercise. We have 
wondered whether to even bother informing them next 
time. There was absolutely no mention of the dogs 
living conditions, even though this was described in 
graphic detail to the papers. 

PS. Mr. Webb informed the paper the rabbits were just 
about to go for slaughter.

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Why was the HRS formed ? 

The majority of current HRS members were all once hunt 
saboteurs who would go out on a Saturday to peacefully 
j- j-y to save the life of the hunted animal • 
Unfortunately, most 'of the time we just ended up 
getting beaten up by the hunt heavies, and the HRS was 
formed by a group of us who decided that enough was 
enough. Instead of just lying back and accepting the 
violence, as most HSA members do, we would fight back. 
In fact, we would actually go to a hunt armed to fight 


Will there come a time when you will actually kill a 
hunter? 

In time, yes. We feel it is important to escalate 
slowly - so at first we will just inflict injuries, 
which will increase in severity. When a hunter ends 
up in hospital with very severe injuries, the next 
stage then would be to actually take a hunter out 
completely . 

Do you have any particular targets? 


How many members do you have? 

Currently about 90 - 100 members throughout the 
country. The majority though are in the Southern 
part of England. 

What are your tactics? 

We have quite a number of different ways to attack 
hunting. One way is to actually go to a hunt, pull a 
hunter off his horse, strip him, hand-cuff him to a 
tree and paint him red. We want to humiliate them. 
Another way is to go into their houses at night. and 
rough the hunters up, with the aim of actually putting 
them in hospital. We will also use weapons such as 
petrol bombs and shotguns as you will soon see. 

How frequent will the actions be? 

Well, we really only started the HRS in October, and 
already we have carried out two major actions. We 
will dictate the rate of actions ourselves and will 
not be pressurised by the media. But you can expect 
to see quite a lot of HRS activity in 1985. 

What distinguishes you from the ALF? 

The difference between the HRS and the ALF is the 
question of violence. The ALF, who we obviously 
totally support, does not wish to harm any human or 
animal. The HRS though feels that the only way you 
can fight violence is with violence. Having said 
that we will always make sure that we never harm any 
animal or innocent human. I think at one time most 
of our members wouldn't have wanted to harm anyone - 
but we have now lost all patience with animal abusers 
and from now on we will give them a taste of their own 
medicine . 


We have a list of people, some of which got a lot of 
publicity, such as Jack Charlton, Willie Whitelaw, 
Michael Heseltine and the Royal Family. We do also 
have a comprehensive list of hunters such as Nora 
Harding - master of Staghounds, Rodney Cooper - master 
of Beagles, Michael Clayton, Tony Jackson, a number of 
Terriermen and other blood junkies, all of which can 
expect some attention from the HRS. 

Where can you sec the HRS going in 1985? 

Well, let's look at the last few months. In October 
we spread broken glass on the pitch where Jackie 
Charlton and Jimmy Hill's (both notorious hunters) 
team were due to play. In December we desecrated the 
Duke of Beauforts grave. Also in the last few months 
we have steadily built up an armoury of weapons 
including knives, knuckle-dusters, club hammers, crow- 
bars, axes, sledge hammers, chain saws and shotguns. 

All are safely stored awaiting use. We have also 
drawn up a comprehensive list of targets we will 
systematically work through. We gave two promises to 
the press, one to attack Jack Charlton, which we did, 
and one to have a Boxing Day coup, which we also did 
with Beaufort. The HRS is working on its next attack, 
v/hidn will be soon. We will give one promise though 
for 1985 - we will have a hunter in hospital by the 
summer . 

Does the HRS have any particular policy? 

We have a motto in the HRS which is 'a punishment to 
fit the crime' and that is exactly what we will do. 

We will punish these animal murderers , the more 
animals they kill the harder we will punish. That is 
why we are called the Hunt RETRIBUTION Squad.

It seems to me to be a common fault of animal -rights 
campaigners that they are often unable t.o properly 
understand subtleties of argument and so leap to 
totally inaccurate conclusions about the views of 
others in the movement. 

Thus my article ’On Violence' which appeared in the 
last SG newsletter has been widely misunderstood and I 
have been accused of being a far greater advocate of 
violence than is, in fact, the case. The article 
argued the case for the careful use of violence in 
certain .circumstances and was a very long way from 
being a plea for all-out violent action. There is, 
surprisingly enough, room for many shades of opinion 
between the two extremes of all-out pacifism and all- 
out violence -' but shades of opinion are something 
that many people in the movement find it hard to 
comprehend. One does not have to be a terrorist to 
believe that total pacifism is a ridiculous and harm- 
ful ideology. 

Sadly, there are those in the animal rights movement 
who seem more interested in their own eventual 
canonisation as saints than in the liberation of 
animals. Those who would rather see* a thousand 
animals perish in agony than have their own ’holiness’ 
tainted by ’violence'. Their pathetic butter (or 
should I say Vitaquell)-wouldn ' t-melt-in-their-mouths 
posturing would be damning enough - but they are also 
hypocrites . 

They are hypocrites because they do, in fact, 
support violence and they fail to understand that they 
are supporters of violence because they fail to 
understand its nature. All of them support and work 
for laws to abolish various forms of animal abuse and 
many of them are involved in organizations that have 
legislation as their primary aim. They would all 
support laws which say that people caught vivisecting 
or hunting should be forcibly arrested and even thrown 
into prison. What is imprisonment if it is not a 
form of violence? What is more violent, a sentence 
of imprisonment or a punch on the nose? The answer 
is obvious. 


But just as the movement must reject pacifism so it 
must also reject campaigns of terrorism and all-out 
violence as a means to achieve our aims. There is a 
world of difference between a violent movement and a 
movement which sometimes uses violence - and it is the 
latter, rather than the former, which has the greater 
chance of success. 

We do not need widespread violence to achieve animal 
liberation. What is needed is a massive increase in 
the present campaign of damage and animal rescue. 
Violenc-«*should only be used on the occasions where 
the violence of our enemies prevents us from non- 
violently carrying out this campaign. Violence 
should not be shirked from where necessary, but 
neither should it be used gratuitously where other 
methods of direct action would be sufficient to 
achieve our purpose. 

Those involved in the direct action movement have 
already learned from history how peaceful and 
constitution**!- protest have failed to bring about 
animal liberation - they should also allow history to 
teach them of the failure of terrorist groups to 
achieve their aims. The reason they fail is that the 
nature of their activities is such that they are 
unable to involve enough people in them to create an 
effective movement. 

We must remember that animal liberation will not be 
achieved unless a large number of people are involved 
in direct action activities. We must also be aware 
that most people who are prepared to carry out direct 
action against property and to do two or three years 
in prison are not prepared, either for moral or 
practical reasons, to carry out extreme violence to 
people and end up with a life sentence. 

If the movement begins to carry out indiscriminate 
acts of violence (as distinct from violence when 
absolutely necessary), if it becomes a violent 
movement rather than a movement which occasionally 
uses violence we will lose the majority of our 
activists and, with them, the war. 



In so far as the Hunt Retribution Squad seek to use 
violence against hunt thugs to prevent or deter the 
violence of the latter against hunt saboteurs then the 
actions (or proposed actions) of the HRS are not only 
acceptable but long overdue. Beyond that they are 
entering, and taking the movement into, difficult 
territory and they should think very carefully before 
taking violent action against other members of the 
hunt . 

But so far there has been little or no violent 
action by the HRS. It has been all threats and 
publicity stunts - and some people could be forgiven 
for thinking that their violence goes no further than 
their imaginations. 


The ’pacifists’ within the BUAV, the LACS, CIWF etc. 
are hypocrites because they decry the violence of the 
individual whilst supporting, even encouraging, the 
violence of the state. They should either 
consistently oppose all violence (including the 
violence of legislation) or they should shut-up. 

They should also remember how the violence of 
states (Hitler, Stalin, Chile, Iran) has been that 
much more terrible than the violence of individuals. 

If it is 'illegality’ they are opposed to rather than 
violence (and, even though they might not admit it, 
this is obviously the case) then they should say so - 
and then at least there would be an accurate starting 
point for the debate. 
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For years the ALF has been taking direct action 
against vehicles and other proper ty connected with 
hunting. There is no need for people to do this as 
the HRS. It will lead to confusion between the HRS 
and the ALF - and if and when the HRS embarks on its 
campaign of violence the ALF will be in danger of 
being tarred with the same brush. 

The HRS should stick to the activities which it was 
originally set up to carry out. It should not be 
involved in activities which can be carried out by the 
ALF or the HSA . - They should either do their 
retribution or disappear.

On December 28th, Friday morning, 5 members of a 
combined Lancs /Merseyside ALF unit paid a visit to the 
Holcombe Hunts kennels based in Bury. Our intention 
was to cause as much damage as possible to the hound 
van. 

Small pieces of wire were inserted into locks, 
then superglue was added. Paint stripper was poured 
over the cab. 21b of sugar was put in the fuel tank. 
Using a dart, all 4 tyres on the van were punctured. 
The windscreen wipers were bent double. Red aerosol 
paint was sprayed over the windscreen and the side 
windows. Slogans were also painted on the side of 
the van, eg. 'ban hunting'. 

Due to the fact there is a guard dog opposite the 
kennels and the hounds start up at the least sound we 
couldn't do as much damage as we would have liked. 

The damage was done in retribution for a hunt 
saboteur who was beaten unconscious by hunt thugs on 
Boxing Day and also for the increasing violence 
against HSA members carrying out a peaceful protest. 


REVIEW OF 'MEN AND BEASTS' BY MAUREEN DUFFY 

(Paladin £1.95) 

Some of this book is very useful - but in so far as 
the*, direct action movement is concerned it is 
dangerous and potentially damaging . 

This is because Maureen Duffy , while appearing to 
be broadly sympathetic towards direct action , fails to 
understand its role in the struggle for animal 
liberation and the reasons why most animal 
liberationists carry it out. 

The danger of the book is that some of the false 
views and misunderstandings within it may influence 
animal liberationists because of the 'credibility' 
gained by Maureen Duffys apparent sympathy with the 
ALF and by the incl usion of an appendix in which a 
large number of ALF actions are listed. 


In a statement to the press the thugs who carried 
out the attack were warned they have been put under 
surveillance, and their property is now considered a 
target for attack. 

The hunt have also been warned that if the 
violence continues we will be back.

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The main reason why Maureen Duffy so often misses 
the point about the ALF in this book is that she 
appears to view direct action as a back-up to 
political campaigning rather than a means by which 
people can directl y bring animal persecution to an end . 
This is why she fails to mention economic sabotage and 
why she talks about pressure being brought to bear on 
government rather than animal abusers. She claims 
that 'to drive thousands of researchers out of their 
jobs' is an unattainable end - when it is, of course , 
perfectly attainable if direct action continues to 
increase (and is not spiked by political campaigners 
or books such as this). 


Ms. Duffys misunderstanding of the purpose of 
direct action causes her to impose ridiculous and 
debilitating constraints on the type of action carried 
out. It leads her to make such statements as 'The 
Wellcome Institute is a prime target but the cars and 
homes of individual researchers aren't ' and to her 
opposition to 'the smashing of windows » slashing of 
tyres and arson'. It also causes her to write that 
'the question of public support must always be 
paramount' when what is in reality paramount is not 
public support (which is so often influenced by a 
hysterically based media anyway) but that the build up 
in the amount of direct action continues - something 
which is only influenced to a limited degree by public 
opinion . 


Maureen Duffy fails to realise that the ALF is about 
sabotage not symbolism, about freeing the animals 
ourselves rather than relying on untrustworthy 
politicians to do so on our behalf. She hasn't 
noticed that there's a war going on.

Non-Violence and Animal Liberation 


We are engaged in a long struggle to end animal cruelty. It 
is a campaign that has been going on for many, many years and 
at last the tide is beginning to turn. 

The case for animal rights is now widely supported by the 
media, and public opinion has swung in our favour. The 
majority of people are outraged by the cruelties involved 
in factory farming, vivsection and the seal cull. The National 
Opinion Poll has shown that 88% of the population want a better 
deal for form animals. Progress is now proposed among legi- 
slators at Westminster and Brussels although it may not be as 
radical as we would wish. 

Suddenly all of this progress is threatened, by the lunatic fringe 
putting bleach into bottles of baby shampoo, breaking windows 
of butchers shops, threatening to poison Christmas turkeys and 
pretending to have put rat poison in- Mars bars. The self-styled 
Animal Liberation Front is now advocating an escalation of 
violence- and- is- encouraging— i-ts-f oliowers -to-take~part— in 
armed trespass on private property. 

By such violent acts these people imply that the animal welfare 
movement is a cranky minority, and the suggestion is that its 
arguments are so weak that they have to be defended by terrorist 
tactics. They are losing us public support. Can they not see 
that they are fighting against their own nature. They are them- 
selves adopting the very faults that they sre trying to overcome 
in others. 

The case for animal rights is moral, reasonable and overwhelming. 
It does not need violence to defend it. We shall succeed only 
through the process of education and legal reform. 

I ask your readers, if they would like to help in the campaign 
to put an end to factory farming, live exports and inhumane 
slaughter, to join with us in Compassion in World Farming and 
denounce the violent tactics which alienate the public and serve 
only to delay much needed reform.

iWelve people are currently in prison, either 
sentenced or on remand, in connection with animal 
liberation direct action - and well over 100 people 
are on bail awaiting trial. 

This large number of arrests is little to do with 
clever detective work by the police or the setting up 
of special squads but is because of the massive 
increase in direct action in recent months. The law . 
of averages dictates that the more action there is the 
more people will be arrested. 

It is imperative that the rest of the movement give 
maximum support to those activists either in prison or 
awaiting trial. 

It is also essential that people are not deterred from 
direct action by the arrest or imprisonment of others. 
Every arrest and every prison sentence must lead to an 
increase in the action rather than the opposite. We 
must show the animal abusers and the authorities that 
wo will not and cannot be defeated. 


The special police squad set up to 'hunt down' animal 
liberation ’extremists' and the vicious prison 
sentence handed out to Andy Horbury indicate a new 
offensive by the state and the judiciary against our 
movement. Our response must be more and more attacks 
more and more damage, .more and more animals rescued.. 
There can be no longer any excuses for not taking 
action. It is total war. Us and them. Armageddon 
The forces of light matched against the forces of 
darkness. Andy Horbury is the first of many this 
year who will be locked away for the crime of being a 
decent human being. One day, in the new world, v/here 
animals and human beings live in harmony and in 
freedom, we will remember the courage of Andy and all 
tiie others who gave their freedom so that dreams might 
become reality. 

The special squads and the vicious sentences reprlsent 
the last desnerate cries of a dying monster.

Over 100 animals being used In med- 
ical resea r ch at Duarte, California* City 
of Hope National Medical Center, were 
removed by members of the Animal 
Liberation Front (ALF) early Sundav 
morning, December 9. Dr. Joseph Hol- 
den, associate director for research at 
the facility, told reporters that the ani- 
mals taken included 36 dogs, 12 cats, 
12 rabbits, 28 mice and 18 rats. The raid- 
ers also sprayed the building with ani- 
mal rights slogans. 

Holden told the press that the raid 
disrupted $500,000 worth of r ese a rch 
on cancer, herpes and emphysema. Al- 
though Holden told reporters, "We run 
a first-class facility here," City of Hope 
officials refused repeated requests from 
the media to view the inferior of the 
dnder-block building that housed the 
liberated animals. 

The raid was an act of "terrorism 
comparable to the hijacking of planes 
and the bombing of embassies," accord- 
ing to City of Hope executive director, 
Ben Horowitz.

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HILLING TO CURE 


In the early hours of St. Georges Day (2 3rd April) 
four members of the ALF broke into the Public Health 
laboratory of St. Georges Hospital , Tooting , London , 
and liberated over 150 white mice. 

Two or three months prior to the raid , regular 
visits were paid to the hospital at various times of 
the day or night to check the security , the extent of 
activity and possible getaway routes. It was fairly 
obvious that the hospital security was somewhat slack 
and it was unlikely that any ALF action was expected to 
take place , since London hospitals seldom seem to be 
the object of major campaigns . (Is it perhaps not 
time that their activities should be exposed and high- 
lighted with a barrage of ALF hits?) 

Although the main animal house is heavily alarmed, 
it appeared that the Public Health lab. where the mice 
were housed, was not . St. Georges Day was thought to 
be a suitable occasion for the action, so the venue 
was checked a couple of nights beforehand for the last 
time and, once it was ascertained that all was 
unchanged , it was agreed that the raid should go ahead. 


Since there were no convenient walls to climb (and 
the surrounding roads were too busy), the only 
feasible means of access was through the hospital 
gates (there are several entrances ) t we entered and 
left the hospital grounds quite openly, making our way 
to and from the scene of the " crime " under the glare 
of the hospital lights and nurses residences , relying 
on the fact that it is quite normal for visitors , 
casualties , vehicles , doctors etc. to use the gates. 

Annexed to the Public Health portacabins was a 
small corridor (permeated with the distinctive smell 
of rodents) , accessible via a wooden door which was 
never locked ; along here the holding place for the 
mice was to be found. While one person remained out- 
side as a lookout, the rest went through to tackle the 
yale lock on the inner door , through the window of 
which could be seen a large trolley stacked with cages. 
The lock gave surprisingly easily and no alarms were 
set off. Once inside we set about the task of 
removing all the cages from the shelves and stacking 
them, ready for our getaway ,* within ten/ fifteen 
minutes .* the entire stock of mice had been removed. 

Care was taken in handling them (gloves were obviously 
a necessity, not only for fingerprints) , since it was 
known that they might be carriers of a potentially 
dangerous/contagious disease. (Anyone intending to 


take similar action should remember to be extremely 
cautious in handling diseased animals, and avoid any 
direct skin contact if at all possible . If handling 
is necessary , cleanliness is vital and should be main- 
tained at all times.) The cages were distributed to 
vehicles waiting nearby, which immediately dispersed 
- none too soon, as it happens, since some passers-by 
were seen to take undue interest' in our activities . 

(To be seen wearing balaclavas in such a public place 
would obviously have aroused suspicion , so disguise of 
any sort was out of the question - even though people . 
carting stacks of cages in carrier bags and boxes the 
length and breadth of the hospital grounds could 
hardly be said to look inconspicuous . ) 

The vehicles met up again at a safe house on the 
south coast. Hitherto, things had gone smoothly, 
but the euphoria from having liberated so many animals 
quickly subsided to be replaced by sadness and anger. 
Closer examination of the mice revealed that many were 
suffering appallingly t the state of hygiene in which 
they had been kept was deplorable - some of the 
animals were lying in i" of their own excrement, and 
many were suffering from chronic diarrhoea , festering 


sores (in particular one mouse, whose rear end was 
rotting away), violent seizures , semi -paralysis , brain 
damage, lack of co-ordination and blindness . Jeremy 
Benthams well touted maxim " The question is not can 
they reason? Nor, can they talk? But can they suffer?" 
was provided with another classic example as to what 
extent animals do suffer. Only the most insensitive . 
person would have denied that the animals "had clearly 
suffered , and suffered badly, over a period of time" 
(quote from Wandsworth and Putney Guardian Editorial 
- April 25th *85). (So what about the clause 
regarding severe and enduring pain?) It was felt 
that a number of the sickest mice would have to be put 
out of their misery as soon as possible (and indeed, 
forty-three of them were put to sleep that., same 
Tuesday nights in the coming days forty-two more were 
to die). 

The local press and press association were 
contacted as a result of which there was extensive 
media coverage with articles in most of the national 
press and items on the BBC and ITV news, as well as on 
'TVam* the following morning. *The Guardian ', a 
local south London Paper, printed a front page 
exclusive interview with a half page photograph and a 
very sympathetic leader comment, which concluded that 
"St. Georges Hospital must open its laboratory doors 
to independent witnesses who can confirm it has no 
other animals in such a pitiful and shameful condition." 




Statements issued by the hospital revealed that 
most of the mice had been infected , via the brain , 
with toxoplasmosis , an illness which resembles 
glandular fever (NB. labels on the sides of cages with 
the word "passage" , which basically means that the 
infection was in the blood stream, indicated that the 
animals were very ill); the hospital s pokes person(s) 
urged that the animals be returned immediately and 
recommended that if anyone had been bitten by one of 
the mice, they should contact the hospital, which 
posesses antibodies for the disease . They have 
hitherto had no comeback on their kind invitation ! 

The sixty-five remaining mice appear well and are 
now housed in large cages with wheels, tunnels , 
ladders and other objects of interest ; they are fed on 
a varied diet of nuts, sunflower seeds, oats, 
vegetables , fruit etc . which must make a welcome change 
from the laboratory pellets which they now completely 
* reject. Perhaps, at last, they will now be able to 
live out the rest of their lives in peace and comfort. 

Thanks are due to the ALF Supporters Group who 
helped with the funding of the new cages and other 
i terns.

I wonder how many SG members attended any of the 
disasterous World Day demos . Surely the membership of 
* the movement must now take steps to stop further waste- 
ful national events which, considering vast organising 
costs ( leaflets , posters, transport, phone calls, post- 
cards etc.) are ineffective and unbeneficial to the 
movement . 

But there is a deeper question to be answered : What 
about the groups which organise these events? - having 
carefully considered all the implications over a long 
period of time, I strongly believe that the furtherance 
of the animal rights movement requires the abolition of 
the national groups. I regard the national groups to 
* be an unnecessary, bureaucratic and extremely wasteful 
burden to the fight to gain respect for the rights of 
animals. 

I would like to put forward the reasons why I think 
the national groups no longer benefit the movement and 
- particularly why their massive running costs are not 
justified . Also , I put forward some thoughts on how 
the movement would be structured without national 
organisations . 

The . first question to be addressed is the 
expenditure of hundreds of thousands of pounds every 
year on buildings and staff. This money is currently 
spent on the production of literature in the form of 
leaflets , magazines , bulletins etc. and the payment of 
people to organise campaigns , collect information on 
the many aspects of animal exploitation and the day to 
day administration of the movement . The movement also 
pays " experts in the field" for talks, debates , press 
engagements etc. 

Each national group shells out on its own buildings 
and staff which causes a great deal of duplication in 
all aspects of their work - each group spends 
considerable resources on advertising and the servicing 
of its membership with merchandise and literature . 

How much could be saved if each contributed to a joint 
magazine based on the "Beast" format - but no, each 
group jealously guards its individual identity which 
dilutes the effectiveness of the movement by thinly 
spreading its finances like margarine . 


I believe that the network of local groups, perhaps 
working within regional frameworks , could produce the 
necessary material of animal rights campaigning far 
more cheaply and effectively than the nationals, on a 
voluntary or semi -voluntary (expenses paid) basis . 

The main problem is that '1 the present system 
deliberately deprives them of finances . 

The national groups have it all sewn up; whatever 
happens anywhere in the country - from lea f letting , 
demos, pickets and even ALF raids - they reap the main 
benefits from the resulting press coverage in the form 
of donations , legacies and membership enquiries . In 

this way local campaigners are denied access to the 
very finances that they helped to raise. The national 
groups ask local groups for money directly 
- encouraging the organisation of fund raising events 
in their names; they ask local groups for money for the 
privilege of handing out national group leaflets which, 
due to superior finances , are invariably of better 
quality and in larger numbers than local groups can 
afford - of course national group names and addresses 
appear on the literature, which benefits them alone. 
They encourage local groups to use national group names 
on demonstrations , which ensures that financial 
benefits , particularly legacies , are taken away from 
the area concerned - national groups have the resources 
to follow up local actions with newspaper adverts and 
articles in magazines , which result in legacies . 

Incredibly, the present system makes it possible 
for national groups ,' even thoses totally opposed to 
direct action campaigning , to benefit from ALF raids. 
Some groups even seek to benefit from ALF actions by 
selecting certain events for publication in their 
magazines . Everyone knows that the public are 
confused about the many different animal groups - even 
the media , who have almost daily contact with animal 
rights people, constantly get groups mixed up in their 
reports - and it is not difficult to see that the 
national groups can benefit , again particularly in the 
form of legacies , from the press coverage bf an ALF 
raid. Even the RSFCA can benefit in this way.

These benefits could be classed as incidental , but 
some national groups deliberately feed off ALF actions 
if it serves their purpose to do so. The worst 
offender in this , considering events of the past year , 
is undoubtedly the BUAVs "Liberator " , but a glance at 
back issues of "Outrage*," % "Ag" and , to a lesser extent , 
"Animals Defender" shows clearly that national groups 
are well aware of their potential benefit from 
featuring ALF actions. Conversely - and extremely 
wisely on their part - the national groups have kept 
the ALF at arms length to enable them to criticise 
actions when that is in their interest also. Even the 
League Against (selected) Cruel Sports , who now take 
every opportunity to blast the ALF , heavily featured 
the story about the rescued fox "Tag" - then there was 
no mention that the hooded activists who cut through 
fencing to rescue the poor animal were "terrorists" and 
"loonies" . Over the last ten years the League have 
proved to be the most adept of the band-wagon riders as , 
throughout the late seventies and early eighties , their 
finances and membership rocket ted when the Hunt 
Saboteurs were plastering bloodsports all over every 
aspect of the media. 

Compassion In World Farming have been the most 
recent group to do a discreet about-turn in regard to 
the ALF. Contemptuous of the fact that they often 
featured ALF actions against farms in their publication , 
they now see more to gain in writing , at considerable 
expense, to the countrys provincial press, branding the 
ALF as a "lunatic fringe". 

Finally on this point; have you ever thought just 
how cosy it is for the national groups to sit there 
waiting for news of the latest raid to splash all over 
their publications , which of course makes them more 
interesting to read, encouraging membership renewals , 
new members and legacies? And all this benefit is 
theirs, without them having to either finance the 
expensive operations or take the very real risks 
involved in the rescue of animals or the acquisition of 
documents etc. 


If it was thought productive , local or regional 
representatives from all areas could meet periodically 
to discuss nationwide or joint regional actions. 

General things, like animal rights merchandise , could 
be produced in one area with costs met by all 
participating regions through a fund. This would 
avoid duplication (the kind that now exists between 
national groups) and most importantly stop many 
campaigners being bogged down in the "service" parts of 
the movement . 

The staff bills for the NAVS and the BUAV are 
currently at about £135,000 and £90,000 respectfully ; 
counting the BUAV, NAVS, Animal Aid, CIWF and the LACS 
together , the movement must be throwing away in excess 
of £400,000 each year, to pay people to do something 
their conscience should dictate in the first place. 

That is just the staff costs. If the national groups 
were dissolved and their assets shared out throughout 
the country (and don't forget, we are talking about 
literally millions of pounds), the regional structures 
could start on very firm financial footings indeed. 

Animal exploitation takes part in every part of the 
country and the best people to organise opposition to 
it are locals - of course, that situation is true even 
now, but our present system allows the national groups 
to apply financial and emotional pressure to the locals, 
keeping them financially dependant and sc controllable. 
Many people who went to the recent Hazleton demo, will 
have seen just how well this once open laboratory is 
now defended - its a real concentration camp now, both 
in looks and nature. I feel desperately sad that, due 
to financial weakness , those first campaigners against 
Hazleton found it impossible to be effective before the 
fences and video cameras went up. 

I hope that people will take this seriously - I 
make no claim that I know all the answers, but personal 
experience of the national groups (I was on the 
Committee of one for a time) makes me sure that they 
should go - the sooner t£e better. 


I am convinced that, with financial independence , 
local groups could benefit the fight for animals far 
more than the current national group system. Local 
groups could produce their own campaigning material , if 
we were only to stop their money being taken away from 
them. When local groups raise funds it should be for 
themselves , their names and addresses should be on the 
leaflets and the posters, their names should appear in 
the media, they could be the ones appealing for the 
legacies . Local group leaflets could focus on aspects 
of animal exploitation in their own areas and we could 
dispense with the craziness of handing out Porton Down 
leaflets in Newcastle whilst psychology literature is 
distributed in areas where no universities exist. 

Many may wonder about the content of the literature t 
who would supply the scientific facts and figures? 

Even now many local groups have members who have large 
scale knowledge of various aspects of animal abuse, and 
who knows who will come forward to research subjects 
once their services were needed? The Hunt Saboteurs 
have no paid staff, yet they have people available to 
deal with bloodsports questions , they have members 
willing to use their time co-ordinating actions, 
gathering information and dealing with the media - and 
also, although they hold no national office, people 
like Angela Walder, Robert Sharpe etc • will still be 
around. 

We could establish animal rights resource centres 
throughout the country so campaigners could have access 
to the machinery of animal liberation . The resource 
centres, perhaps in most major cities and other out- 
lying areas like Essex, Humberside, Devon etc., would 
be financed by all the local groups which use their 
facilities • Equipment would include typewriters, 
printers, photocopiers etc., artwork and photographs, 
videos and films, available for use for individuals and 
q roups alike.

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How did the ALF in Merseyside start? 

June 1983 marked the preparation for the first raid in 
Liverpool. A national animal rights march had taken 
place in Liverpool in May and we had gone as far as we 
could along the political lobbying path. Direct help 
for the animals incarcerated in factory farms, 
vivisection laboratories etc. was for us a natural 
progression. Approaches to trusted friends confirmed 
the underlying feeling that now was the time to act. 

We assembled for a planning meeting when preparations 
were at an advanced stage. Shortly before dawn on 
the designated day we not only carried out the raid 
according to plan with the battery hens going to good 
homes, but the back-up (rolls of film sellotaped under 
shelves in phone boxes for local media, a press agency, 
a roll of colour slides for Granada TV and anonymous 
phone calls) meant that the 'visit' received local, 

- regional and national news (Radio 1 , Telegraph, 

Granada etc . ) . 




Certain sequences had been cut from the Animals Film 
shown on national TV. In order to set a precedent on 
British TV of a film shot by an ALF team we offered 
the tape to a regional station, Granada TV. A three 
month legal hassle ensued. In mid January '84 the 
video was eventually screened alongside footage fiLmed 
by Granada at our training area in a wood on the 
outskirts of Liverpool j. Film of a planning meeting 
was cut because Granadas solicitors deemed it to be 
constituting incitement. The programme enhanced the 
standing of the ALF in the North West and brought in 
more recruits. By the time 'D' group was set up we 
were drawing on people from outside Liverpool and thus 
reporting actions as 'Merseyside ALF'. 'C' group 
members were brought together as they have sensitive 
jobs. Their first job is one of surveillance/ set ting 
up targets, providing plans and back up etc. With 
different groups, the identities of 'C* and 'D' being 
unknown to each other and to 'A' and 'B', security as 
early as the beginning of '84 was solid and the ALF on 
Merseyside , unstoppable . 


There's a lot of activity in that area - is there just 
one group or different ALF groups operating in the 
area? 

The success of the first few raids and resulting 
publicity, as hoped, sparked a wave of support for ALF 
activities. Careful thought had been given to this 
eventuality and the next eight people recruited formed 
'B' group. While our primary aim was the liberation 
and rescue of animals, very careful consideration had 
also been given to our means of publicising events. 

As soon as one member had completed a basic course in 
video filming, a co-ordinated action was planned 
against a target that not only reared rabbits in 
factory farm conditions for pelts and meat, but also 
with a number goinq to labs. 


There is a lot of animal rescue taking place in 
Merseyside compared to other areas. In other areas 
groups find it difficult to rescue animals because of 
a lack of homes - how do you manage? 

So far we have been fortunate. During the extensive 
arrangements for the Christmas campaign alone we found 
homes for a variety of animals including ninety-one 
turkeys and three pigs, although it did involve 'C' 
group members taking animals as far afield as the 
South East and Scotland. It is down to the fact that 
we have not restricted our homing efforts to this 
region.

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There arc a number of vociferous critics ot the 
Merseyside groups. Some animal rights campaigners . 
Peace News and a few North West politicians have 
accused you of setting up a paramilitary organisation . 

Yes, we understand their concern because of the fact 
that our training area includes an assault course, 
because of the cell structure we operate under and 
because raiders wear camouflage jackets and trousers. 

A BBC reporter from Belfast who was our guest recently 
for twenty-four hours was blindfolded and taken to a 
night-time training session where 'E' group were going 
through their paces and was then taken to a holding 
place where rats, rabbits, ducks and hens were soon to 
be on their way to good homes, and was then taken to a 
planning meeting. The reporter concluded that the 
only difference between being our guest and a similar 
experience that was had in Belfast, was the absence of 
Armalites. Yet the concern expressed by our critics 
is misplaced. Apart from an incident in which a 
member of 'A' group was responsible for the head 
technician at the notorious 'Devils Tower' at 
Liverpool University being traced and beaten up, we 
seek to avoid confrontation during actions. Our 
methods are geared to incorporate the practicalities 
of successfully carrying out regular events. The 
training course, for example, is important because it 
not only gives one an insight into people themselves, 
but also fitness, who is suitable for what job, egos 
etc. We have not had problems as a result of 
personality clashes etc. as experienced elsewhere. 
Further, I don't think anyone can accuse us of not 
having a sense of humour since we let loose Father 
Christmas on factory farmers over the • last two 
Christmases, complete with balaclava and wellies. He 
appeared on Granada TV and BBC 1 shortly before 
Christmas in his new role as an animal liberationist 
having just freed some turkeys. 


How do you go about planning a raid ? 

We are continually looking for new targets. Existing 
ones receive a number of visits, one by day and maybe 
one, but at the most two, by night. Those that are 
of special interest and not particularly straight- 
forward are placed under surveillance and receive 
numerous visits, mainly at night. The majority of 
this work is carried out by 'C' group who are all avid 
bird watchers, or 'twitchers' as very keen bird 
watchers are called - don't forget your, bird books, 
binoculars and mixed company. When hemes become 
available, one of the units already covered is chosen 
and one of the groups notified of a meeting by word of 
mouth ( not by phone or letter). During the brief 
meeting a date is agreed (taking into account the 
state of the moon - if it's full you will have a very 
bright evening/night) and a pick up time and place. 

No details of the target are yet released. 

Occasionally it is necessary to hand out a party 
invitation as one or two people have suspicious 
parents/family. A raid may take place before the 
pubs are closed or an hour or two before dawn. A 
decision has already been made whether the vehicles 
(not hired vans) can be parked out of sight on a woody 
track a mile or so away, or are to be called in by CB 
a similar distance away. Once the group has been 
picked up they are directed to a house where the 
briefing takes place. Meanwhile, a separate vehicle 
has visited one of two safe houses where equipment is 
held. With the items required for this particular 
raid already packed, they are driven early/mid evening, 
after dark, to the area where the group is to be 
dropped before the raid and here the equipment is well 
hidden. Care will have been taken by the occupants 
(one male and one female) of this vehicle that they 
have not been followed and the passenger uses a 
personal radio to tune in to police messages. The 
group at the house are now informed of the target, the 
plans are shown and the details discussed. The plans 
dealt with, the group is directed to the 'drop off' to 
carry out the raid mid evening or otherwise remain 
hidden until the early hours. If a female member is 
not driving, a female sits behind the driver. Police 


have a habit of glancing into vehicles as they pass 
and mixed company is far less likely to be stopped for 
a spot check. However, a story (about where the car 
is driving from and where its going etc. ) is decided 
and agreed upon by all in the car beforehand, in 
readiness for a police check. Care is taken to 
ensure there are no uninvited guests following and 
police messages are monitored. While it can be very 
boring sitting in a wood from 10.30pm until 2-3am it 
is not a good idea to travel after 10.30pm. 
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With everyone changed into their footwear for the raid 
donning the trousers, jackets, balaclavas and gloves, 
the tools are distributed. Depending on the unit(s) 
the items include sledgehammers (only used twice, 
where it was a case of smash and grab, literally), 
boltcutters (do not go for the lock but the hasp 
- wrap a wet towel around it and the cutters, to 
deaden the sound), crowbars (pull the door from the 
bottom - you can judge where the lock or the first 
lock is, insert a small crowbar or large screwdriver a 
foot away and maintain pressure - a second person then 
places a large crowbar in and forcefully but gently 
rocks the bar to and fro. The idea is to loosen the 
screws so that they eventually pop out, you are not 
trying to take the door off its hinges), hand braces, 
to hold either wood drills (for going through a door 
that is difficult or alarmed in conjunction with a pen 
saw) or mortar drill (to remove the mortar around 
bricks), headlamps coated with green nail varnish, 
sacks with thick rope draw strings (so that when the 
animals are inside a quick tug seals the sack, the 
resulting loop being placed over the shoulders leaving 
the hands free), guard sacks (sacks with two black 
sprayed brush poles stitched down the inside) used to 
form a barrier between raiders and guard dogs, 
binoculars which can be used at night, particularly if

there is a light on outside the unit, cameras (400 ASA 
black and white film and 100 ASA colour slides for TV) 
eqipped with flashguns, 40 channel portable CBs (both 
flashguns and CBs have Duracel batteries, essential on 
flashguns as recharge is much quicker). 

The route across the fields will have already been 
walked, but a compass can be handy if the distance to 
cover is more than a mile, particularly when you have 
to return in a hurry because dogs set up. Ensure it 
is of good quality. 

Once the target has been checked out by one person, 
with two keeping watch, the unit(s) is opened up, the 
door closed as one person enters to open the cages in 
pitch blackness. Slogans are meanwhile sprayed on 
the unit and, if necessary, gates chained and locked. 
Once the cages are open all but the look-outs enter 
and the door closed. Experienced groups work in 
, darkness (far less noise from battery hens etc.) 

Otherwise, two lamps of the type bought in car spares 
shops are placed on the floor at each end of the 
opened cages and swivelled so that there is a faint 
green light (the front of the lamp is painted green 
exactly as the head lamps, which are sometimes needed 
to be used when opening battery cages that not only 
use the usual clips, but are also wired up). 

Working in twos, one clasps, say, a battery hen 
(remembering the wings are quite strong) so that the 
head is faced away from you, while the other holds the 
sacks which are rolled down to the draw string before- 
hand, which helps keep the neck open. The hen goes 
in head first - DO NOT let go until you have the hen

Response to scurrilous

Below - £100,000 damage caused 
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sitting at the bottom of the sack. Rabbits go back 
end first because of the large back legs. Rodents, 
chicks etc. go into boxes. When you return to the 
rendezvous you should have timed it so that you can 
set off at dawn. If unsure of timing, arrive back 
while its still dark. It is important not to work to 
a pattern (eg. actions every Saturday night). Week- 
days are good because of the amount of early traffic. 
Saturday nights are the worst. 

One final and very important point - the points I've 
mentioned are the basics. For obvious reasons we do 
not wish to describe any of the methods that have been 
refined, but refined they can be. 


What has been the reaction from the authorities? 

Until we removed and destroyed the electrocution box 
at Warrington RSPCA, none. Following the destruction 
of this barbaric implement of death, that often simply 
burnt dogs on the first attempt before a second or 
third attempt put the poor dog (standing in water 
inside and wired up) to death and out of its misery, 
the Special Branch raided homes but fortunately the 
wrong people were chosen and they found nothing. It 
became obvious that the SB had a few of its people 
working with the CID trying to bust the ALF on 
Merseyside. One person was offered a sum of money, 
with regular monthly payments, for information. ALF 
raids continued unabated. When Beechers Brook was 
destroyed, despite the presence of police and security 
guards at Aintree, 40 soldiers were brought in to 
protect the racecourse the night before the '84 Grand 
National. Again, following a job at Widnes when a 
wealthy landowner offered £1 ,000 cash for the identity 
of the Merseyside ALF co-ordinater , the wrong people 
were raided and nothing found. With the successful 
completion of the Christmas campaign, culminating in 
the destruction of the main stand at Aintree race- 
course (estimated damage £100,000) it was obvious from 
media contacts that the SB were following up every 
report. 

It is worth mentioning that anyone contemplating 
taking part in ALF activities should not attract 
attention. The raids here by the SB and CID have 
been at the homes of people arrested for fur shop sit- 
ins etc. 

As part of the training, a simulated police 
interrogation gives activists some idea of what to 
expect and so prepare them for any eventuality. 


How far are you prepared to go? 

Changing attitudes towards the role of the ALF in 
relation to the lobbying process, and of late amongst 
the most experienced ALF raiders on Merseyside in 
relation to regular ALF actions* has led to a final 
break with tradition. The destruction of the 
Aintree stand and the Landrover of Liverpools leading 
angler were designed to test a new device we have 
prepared. Saturday 23rd March 1985 marked the 
turning point for some Merseyside activists. 

On Sunday morning, 24th, the Press Association 
received a call from the ALF giving details of the 
destruction of a meat factory close to the abbatoir at 
Birkenhead on Merseyside. The North West media 
immediately picked up the story and details passed to 
the new Northern Press Officer, Richard Walker. 

Though the explosion blew the roof off, the first 
radio reports also mentioned that an elderly woman had 
been taken to hospital for treatment for shock (she 
lives further along the road on the opposite side). 

A decision was made to halt preparations for a press 
conference and make no further statements. Despite 
Regular calls from the Press Association we remained 
quiet. The woman had also seen the two activists as 
they left the building at 11.40pm Saturday night and 
had given descriptions to the police. In the event, 
we learned on the Monday afternoon that her visit to 
hospital was only a precaution and she did not require 
treatment. 
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We are satisfied that the factory was destroyed and, although we missed out on 
national publicity, our primary aim had been achieved. For the record, 
three vehicles were involved, all with CBs. Two cars were placed 
in opposite directions with the factory in view, a male and female 
in each. TTie third vehicle dropped off two activists who broke in 
through a ground floor window at 11.00pm. Our information was 
that there were no security guards and no animals on the premises, 
but a thorough search was made before returning to the' vehicle 
nearby (male and female in front seats). Both carried a 
cardboard box and 40 channel portable CB back into the premises. 

In an upstairs room a large plastic water container with a tap 
was taken from one box and placed alongside a gas pipe. 

Itiis was half full with petrol, allowing the top half 
to have a mixture of oxygen and petrol fumes. Hie 
tap was turned on so that only a slight trickle 
flowed. The second box was placed on top. 

This contained fire lighters and two 
candles with four table tennis balls 
attached, each filled with paraffin 
from a syringe. A gas appliance 
was switched on, the candles lit, 
and the door closed. Hie 
resulting explosion not only took 
the roof off but also completely 
destroyed the whole factory (estimated 
damage £200,000). While a number of people 
have expressed concern about the jobs lost in 
a high unemployment area they are, needless to say, 
local political lobbyists.

Due to the increase in arrests - the natural result 
of the increase in direct action taking place - we have 
been forced to make certain decisions about the 
financial support that the SG can give to arrested 
activists. Persons arrested for ALF activities, who 
give no statement whatsoever to the police, other than 
"No comment", will still be eligible for full financial 
support (negotiable with the individuals concerned, 
depending on their own financial situation). Persons 
arrested for ALF activities who give a statement to the 
police admitting their own guilt of the 'offence' or in 
any other way helping the police with their enquiries 
( ie. stating anything other than name, address and "No 
comment h ) will be eligible for half the sum of their 
fines, costs etc. Persons arrested for ALF activities, 
who say anything to the police which in any way 
whatsoever incriminates, or could potentially 
incriminate, any ALF activist or any animal liberation 
campaigner will receive no financial aid from the SG 
and we will not set up Defence Funds for them. 

Actions carried out by other organisations or 
individuals (ie. actions not claimed by the Animal 
Liberation Front) can no longer receive financial 
support from the SG. We will, however, continue to 
include all arrested activists in the 'Defence Funds' 
sections of the newsletters, along with alternative 
addresses for those that we will not be supporting 
ourselves, so that those who wish to help them can 
write directly to the alternative addresses.

SMASH-UP THREAT 


After four years absence , the Big Top was 
returning to Sheffield . The two biggest circuses , 
Hoffmans American and Roberts Brothers , were 
simultaneously bringing their degrading and cruel 
shows to a city which banned them from council land 
over ten, years ago. 

Our first step was an attempt to curtail the massive 
advertising via posters displayed in shop windows. 

Our spokeswoman contacted the press and issued a 
statement to the effect that any shops which didn't 
remove posters by the next evening , would have the 
windows removed from the posters. The warning was 
published in both local newspapers and broadcast on 
local radio. The effect was stunning. Seventy per- 
cent of shops removed their posters immediately t and 
this was supplemented by activists , posing as circus 
officials t claiming that the circuses had been 
cancel led . 

However , we had to back up our threat and that night 
fifteen shops had their windows smashed. The police 
and/or the media hushed up the actions , realising that 
panic would ensue . It was time for a change of 
tactics . 

A chain of travel agents , Woodcock Travel , was acting 
as advanced booking agents for both circuses . The 
following night the ALF simultaneously attacked five 
branches of Woodcock Travel » smashing four windows and 
glueing one lock . Over £1500 damage was caused . 

The attacks made headline news in the local media , 
with an ALF spokesman giving an interview on Radio 
Hal lam. A Woodcock official refused to say whether 
they would continue to sell tickets. We knew they 
would continue .

AFTER BEING INTERVIEWED ON RADIO SHEFFIELD ABOUT THE 
ACTIONS, ALF NORTHERN PRESS OFFICER, RICHARD WALKER, 
VISITED THE "ZOO" OF ROBERTS BROTHERS CIRCUS WHO WERE 
SETTING UP AT THE TIME. THIS IS AN EXCERPT FROM A 
LETTER HE SENT TO SHEFFIELDS "MORNING TELEGRAPH". 

"Asleep in a 'beast wagon' - a cage on wheels - were a 
number of lionesses, not surprising since there was 
nothing else to do in their prison. In a tent I 
found horses in individual pens, some camels and three 
elephants who were displaying obvious signs of great 
stress. The elephants, chained to the floor by a 
fore and hind leg, were rocking backwards and forwards, 
weaving about and rolling their heads which, according 
to RSPCA literature, is typical stereotyped abnormal 
behaviour caused by social and physical deprivation. 

"Before a wild animal can be made to perform it first 
must be tamed to break its spirit, then trained to do 
the movements required for its 'act' and finally 
rehearsed to substantiate that training. Circus 
proprieters often state that animal welfare groups are 
free to inspect animal training sessions but this is 
not true - no animal protection official has ever 
witnessed animal training, let alone the taming of the 
animals - it is the rehearsals to which they are 
invited." 


Two nights later , the ALF carried out an arson attack 
at another Woodcock branch . The fire didn't take 

hold but t despite claims ta the contrary , a plush 
carpet worth hundreds of pounds was ruined. Once 
again the media widely reported the action and another 
ALF spokesperson was interviewed by the local radio. 
Now the whole city seemed to be waiting for the next 
attack . 

Immediatel y ♦ all the large branches stopped selling 
tickets t or so we believed. But it didn't take long 
before one activist was able to persuade one branch to 
sell her a ticket 'on the quiet'. This time we 
contacted Woodcocks head office and t to our amazement « 
got through to Mr . Woodcock . He was told to instruct 
all his branches to cease the sale of circus tickets » 
or the attacks would continue - even after the circus 
had left. He had until three o'clock. At four 
o clock two small out of town branches were still 
selling tickets. 

That night , another five branches were at tacked , three 
windows smashed and two locks glued. Unfortunatly, 
one person was caught glueing a lock. Boris was 
arrested and detained all weekend and , despite being 
'roughed up ' , he refused to make any comment. The 
cops were trying to pin the whole thing on him by 
means of a conspiracy charge. Boris appeared in 
court on the Monday morning and was remanded in 
custody for three days . Again he was questioned , 
again he was roughed up and again he made no comment. 

On the Wednesday t Boris pleaded guilty to damaging a 
lock. He was given a conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay £61 compensation . Had Boris not 
remained silent » he could have gone to prison for 
years. That's the difference between making a state- 
ment and keeping quiet. 

While Boris was inside , another three Woodcock Travel 
branches were attacked , despite claims of a twenty 
four hour police watch. 

The circuses are now here but the immense security 
left little room for attacks at either site. At 
Roberts Brothers opening night, (he turnout was only 
thirty percent of capacity, which we feel was largely 
due to our actions.

Travel agents

Rotherham, all of 
which had bricks thrown through 
their windows. 

At the company’s city centre 
office in Arundel Gate staff arrived 
for work to find that the raiders had 
inmmrd the front door with clue. 


He refused to say whether the 
policy of selling tickets at the shops 
would be reconsidered because of 
the raids. 

The ALF saic 
its campaign 
because of all 
cramped conditi 
animals. 
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Although we didn't achieve a total victory many 
lessons have been learned . Woodcocks will never 
again sell tickets for the circus , it just won't be 
worth the trouble . Similarly , there will be few 
other volunteers for this dubious privilege , if any. 
Without advanced ticket sales the circuses simply 
can't operate . We will be interested to see if other 
groups follow these tactics. (Ticket agents are 
usually listed on advertising posters.) If a local 
shop or travel agent is selling tickets it is worth 
checking in the Yellow Pages for addresses of other 
branches of the same shop. 

Secondly , once again we see the wisdom of saying 
absolutely nothing if you are arrested. It is better 
to undergo a touch of hassle from CID than to spend 
eighteen months in prison. 


Sheffield ALF 


I was arrested as I walked along Middlewood Road on 
Friday 29th March at approx. 2200hrs. I had just 
committed an act of minor criminal damage to a lock of 
Woodcock Travel. I was taken, upon arrest, to 
Hammerton Road Police Station by two plain clothes 
police officers, where I was placed in a cell. At 
2250hrs. I was taken out of the cell and interviewed by 
two CID officers who charged me. I made no reply to 
the charge and asked for my mother to be notified. I 
was then returned to the cell. 

At approx. OlOOhrs. I was again taken out of the 
cell and interviewed by the same CID officers as before. 
They began to question me about animal rights and about 
who put me up to this attack. I remained adamant that 
I knew nothing. This line of questioning continued 
for about thirty minutes during which time the CID 
became increasingly threatening. Eventually CID 
officer Newton grabbed hold of my coat lapels and 
squeezed them until breathing became difficult. I was 
told . that if I did not co-operate then I would be 
beaten to within an inch of my life. I said nothing. 
Mr. Newton removed my glasses and threw me lengthways 
onto the table. One of my legs hit the typewriter and 
the other one hit a mug, breaking the handle off. I 
was asked to sit back in the chair by CID and my 
glasses were returned. The officers then phoned my 
mother. This was about 0220hrs. After speaking with 
my mother I gave the phone back to one of the officers, 
who told my mother that I’d be back home in an hour if 
I confessed. I was again asked if I wanted to say 
anything. I replied ”1 don't know anything, so how 
can I tell you anything?” I was placed back in the 

roll . 


I was taken out of the cell again at about 0330hrs. 
and I made a statement admitting damaging a lock. ”1 
did it because I saw an article in Wednesdays paper.” 

I was asked if I'd been to any animal rights meetings 
lately. I replied "no”. I was then returned to the 
cell. Early next morning I was taken out of the cell 
again Lo sign for my keys. I thought I was going with 
them to my flat. I was returned to the cell however. 
They did not have a warrant to search my flat but they 
recovered the following items from it: 1) A cloth map 
of Peak District, 2) A card from workmates at Poly., 3) 
A sheet of notepaper with a rough outline of a 
statement to the police concerning an earlier incident. 

I was taken out of the cell again, later that 
morning, and interviewed by three CID officers, Mr. 
Green, Mr. Newton and Mr. Hyde. I was questioned for 
a short time about glueing' the lock, but after* about 
ten minutes the line of questioning changed towards 
what other damage had been caused to other Woodcock 
Travel shops on the same night. How was it that I 
just happened to attack the same shop that had been 
attacked the previous Tuesday? What are the names of 
the people who put you up to this? You're not clever 
enough to organise these attacks, so who did? I told 
them that I had read it in the. newspapers. Mr. Newton 
replied "Bollocks. I don't think Boris understands 
what he's facing, Mr. Green. Look Boris, we know 
you're on bail for two other things, one in Sheffield 
which we know about and one in Bedford." Mr. Green 
interrupted, "Ah, you didn't think we knew about that 
did you? What's that about then?" I didn't reply. 

"Oh come on Boris, we can find out just by phoning the 
police in Bedford." I replied "If you can find out by 
phoning up, go on then." Mr. Green said "Christ, 

Boris you're on bail twice, if you don't co-operate 
with us and tell us a few names, you'll definitely go 
to prison, and you couldn't cope with that, believe me. 
You -don't have a toilet in your cell, all you have is a 
bucket in the corner. You have to share that with six 
other blokes, big blokes. You wouldn't last very long, 
physically or -mentally. If you don't co-operate with 
us then I'll see to it that you get put in a cell with 
men who don't like little boys like you, and they won't 
give you a good time." I said "I still don't know 
anything." Mr. Green replied "We can't help you now 
Boris", and he left the room with Mr. Hyde, leaving Mr. 
Newton and myself alone. 

You're on a roundabout now Boris and it's going 
faster and faster, once you're on it you never get off, 
and you ' re on it." He 3tood up in front of me. "Get 
up now Boris." I refused. Mr. Newton said "I'm not 
like Mr. Green, now stand up." "I'm not standing up." 
He grabbed hold of my coat lapels and pulled them 
together and then pulled me to my feet. He released 
one hand and placed it tightly round my netk. He then 
removed my glasses and placed them on to a table. He 
then grabbed hold of my lapels again and lifted me off 
the ground. He head-butted me hard on my forehead and 
then threw me across the room. I crashed into the 
door, hitting my back against it. Mr. Newton then 
stepped up and kicked me hard in the back several times. 

I was then lifted up and made to stand in front of a 
chair. My glasses were given back to me, and as I was 
putting them on Mr. Newton punched me in the stomach 
twice, causing much pain. I sat down on the chair 
bent double. continued over /. 
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As I regained my breath Mr. Green reappeared and 
began to question me again. I said "I'm going to 
complain about what he just did, don't think I'm not." 
Mr. Green replied "That's nothing to what you're going 
to get if you don't tell us what we want to know." I 
said "I don't know anything." Mr. Green said "Don't 
give us that, who told you to glue the shop?" "Nobody" 
I replied. Mr. Green interrupted, "Lies, lies, lies. 
Both you and I know that's what you've been told to say, 
now if you don't want another chat with Mr. Newton 
you'd better tell me a few names. Let's start with 
the people we all know. Tell me who is the man who's 
been on TV talking about the Animal Liberation Front. 

"I don't know." This type of questioning continued 
for about thirty minutes, during which time I 
maintained that I knew nothing. Then Mr. Green and Mr. 
Newton left the room and I was left alone with Mr. Hyde. 

Mr. Hyde took my glasses off and thumped me in the 
stomach a few times. He told me that if I did not 
tell him the organiser of the Animal Liberation Front 
in Sheffield, then he'd beat me to within an inch of my 
life. I said nothing, and Mr. Hyde left the room. A 
few minutes later, Mr. Green entered the room and sat 
at the table. He began talking about why I behaved 
unlike all other men and boys - was I attracted to men? 
Did I have any gay friends? Was I homosexually 
motivated? I said nothing. 

Later Mr. Green said "Do you want to tell me 
anything, now that we're alone? Remember, anything 
you say is strictly between you and me, no-one in your 
group will ever know thait you told us. Listen Boris, 
what the ALF are doing is the wrong way to go about 
things. I mean, I love'animals, I've got two dogs of 
my own etc. etc." He went on, "Boris, you're on bail 
twice already, there's no way you'll be going home to 
your mother. You'll be going to prison, treated like 
a common criminal, mixing with the likes of the bloke 
in the opposite interview room last night, ypu don't 
want that, do you? Now if you were to tell me a few 
names of the other people involved ,.... I mean, where 
are they now? They aren't in a freezing cell are they? 
No, they're laughing their fucking heads off 'Ha, Boris 
has been arrested again'. But if you were to help me, 
my boss could have a word with the Magistrate. I 
could get your charges dropped, both this one and your 
other criminal damage offence, we can't get the one in 
Bedford dropped but we can make sure you get off 
extremely lightly.... Have you ever heard of a retainer 
Boris? Well, that's where, in return for information 
given, an amount of money is given to you. In this 
case we could give you £25 a month. The money doesn't 
come from us, it comes from a separate branch which 
deals with this sort of thing. Now you'll have to go 
back to your cell, but remember,, only you and I will 
ever know." Nothing more happened and the interview 
ended at about 1300hrs. I was returned to the cell. 

Later on I was taken to a different room where two 
apparently senior men were sitting. I can't remember 
their npmes or what exactly was said. Generally, they 
went over what was said by Green, Newton and Hyde. I 
remained adamant that I knew no names. 

At about 1820hrs. I was taken down to Bridge Street 
Police Station and placed in a cell. Later that night 
or early next morning, Mr. Green came into my cell and 
asked me if I wanted to say anything. I declined and 
he said "Right, you're coming down to Hammerton Road 
again." He didn't take me to Hammerton Road again and 
left after ten minutes. 


xnc next morning my solicitor, wa yi U nuams, __ 

me in my cell. He noticed the bruises on my forehead 
and on my back. I informed him that I hsd been beaten 
up and he replied "Yes, I can see." I also told him 
about the bribery attempt. 

The following morning, Monday April 1st, I was 
visited by a colleague of Mr. Adams who told me that I 
would probably be remanded in custody. I asked him if 
he could see bruises on my back. He said that he 
could. I appeared in Court and was remanded in local 
custody for three days. I was taken down to a cell. 

At about 1600hrs. the Charge Officer came to my 
cell and told me I was being transferred to Hammerton 
Road. I told him I didn t believe him. He went away 
but returned ten minutes later and dragged me along th^ „ 
corridor. I was struggling because I thought I was 
going to be beaten up again. Green, Newton and Hyde 
were waiting for me at the office. They took me down - , 
to Hammerton Road and again I was put in a cell. At * ' 
about 1900hrs . I was taken from the cell and placed in 
an interview room and told my solicitor would be 
arriving shortly. During this period I was verbally 
abused by several people, including the terrible three. 
This abuse ceased at 1910hrs. when my solicitor David 
Adams arrived. I was questioned for about half an 
hour along the same lines as before but without the 
threats or assaults. 

Later on Mr . Green took me downstairs to be finger- 
printed and photographed, and he offered me £50 cash 
for information. I said nothing and he asked me to 

think about it. At this time he was very friendly. 

I was taken back to Bridge Street. 

The following day saw nothing of consequence, just 
the tedium and boredom of a police cell. I appeared 
in Court on Wednesday 3rd April, where I pleaded guilty" 
to damaging a lock. I was conditionally discharged 
for twelve months, and ordered to pay £61 compensation. 
Immediately after leaving the Courtroom, I made notes , - 
of my ordeal from which this statement is compiled. 

About twelve days later on Monday April 15th I made an 
official complaint to the Chief Constable of South 
Yorkshire Police. 
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“Me doesn t want 
to leave — he’s 
hibernating. " 


"I read a remark that your young people are having to 
make, up for the work which our generation neglected 
during our time. At least our older generation might 
have the decency to admit it and try to defend them 
when they find trouble."

POLITICAL CAMPAIGNING n 

-THE ROAD TO VIOLENCE 

(DIRECT ACTION V POLITICAL CAMPAIGNS) 


I would like to explore some thoughts in relation 
to a conflict between those who support animal rights 
campaigns on a political level and those who employ 
direct action. 

Apart from the actual liberation of animals from 
vivisection laboratories and factory farms etc. , the 
charge against direct action made by political 
campaigners is that it involves violence to buildings 
in the form of (criminal) damage and sometimes the 
threat of violence to people. It strikes me that 
those supporting this view and opposing direct action 
for those reasons have not thought their argument 
through. Firstly, there is no evidence to show that 
any ALF members have ever physically attacked an 
animal exploiter. However, damage to buildings 
connected with animal abuse is one of the policies of 
the ALF. This, I would say, is a necessary part of a 
campaign of economic sabotage designed to financially 
cripple animal exploitation. 

This aim, it could be argued, could be achieved 
by public boycotts. While this is certainly true 
(and so supported by the ALF) in the case of the meat 
and fur trade, circuses and zoos etc., public boycotts 
are only marginally effective against animal 
experimentation and not effective against bloodsports. 
Some people may say that to financially cripple these 
trades -to literally force them out of existence 
_ would cause resentment and they would seek to re- 
establish themselves ie. force themselves back in. 

Do not political campaigners regard legislation as 
force? - the force of law. 

So let's take ourselves down the road of 
political campaigning - it ' s something like this: 
People are educated about animal abuse, they come to 
oppose it, they lobby their MPs and when enough people 
do this the MPs legislate: They create laws which make 
animal abuse illegal - they force it to stop. 


badger baiting? To stop it completely will need the 
full force of the law - or direct action. 

It is equally safe to assume that sexually 
assaulting horses is illegal but recently Animal 
Rights Thanet (ART) have reported that in their area 
animals have been abused in this way. ART state that 
the police and horse "owners" were apathetic so they 
decided to resolve the situation by their members 
staking out local fields to catch the culprit. The 
horse attacker was duly caught - with the forthright 
use of direct action and a fair amount of violence: 
"The two male members of the group brought him down 
and two female members assisted in his retention 
whilst the fifth person ran for the phone. It took 
all the groups strength to hold a violent, desperate 
person until the police arrived. The attacker has 
now been dealt with by the courts and admitted a 
number of serious attacks for which he received three 
years imprisonment . " 

VIOLENCE 

ALF policy is to rescue animals from suffering 
and to economically sabotage the industries and 
individuals involved in animal exploitation. There 
is little doubt that if these actions v/ere vastly 
increased, animal abuse would end at the time it 
became financially unviable. Sporting and 
uncommercial exploitation of animals would end because 
it would become more trouble than it was worth. Both 
the above policies can be achieved without recourse to 
violence to people. 

But can the political campaigners achieve animal 
liberation without violence, or the very real threat 
of violence, to people? The answer to that is 'no'. 
Laws threaten violence - firstly to a persons finances 
and then to their person. If a person breaks a law, 
generally that leads to a fine - a punishment that 


As yet, direct action has not forced any aspect 
of animal abuse out of existence, but political 
campaigning has forced the "sports" of badger baiting, 
bear baiting, cock fighting etc. to be made illegal. 
There is no doubt that many illegal sports still 
continue, so even though political campaigning has run 
its course, the abuse is not stopped. Although 
opinion polls are misleading, it is safe to assume 
that the vast majority of people are against blood- 
sports and it is likely that those who oppose badger 
baiting number about 99% of the population, if not 
more. Coes this statistic influence those who enjoy 
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damages that persons finances. But what if this 
person persists in the breaking of lav; - the new law 
to protect animals: Imprisonment in a cell comparable 
to the state of circus and zoo animals at the present 
time. Is not the act of imprisonment a form of 
violence - both mental and physical? 

We can study the effect of lav/s to protect 
animals since there are a few such laws already in 
existence. It is obvious that achieving laws that 
protect animals is not the end of the matter - the Jot 
of badgers and dogs and cocks used in fighting is not 
greatly improved despite the fact that these 
activities are illegal. The police no doubt regard 
some crimes as worse than others and crimes involving 
the abuse of animals are obviously not on the top of 
their list. Clearly the sexual attacks on horses in 
Thanet was of little matter to them whereas, if the 
same had happened to humans, it would be their

of State violence. If this money was immediately re- 
directed to direct action groups, the liberation of 
animals and the destruction of animal exploitation 
resources would be greatly increased. 

Direct action groups are severely restricted by 
their financial situations - for example, it is 
ludicrous that the NALL should campaign against the 
multi -million pound ICI without any support from 
national groups who are sitting on many hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. Don't confuse coverage in the 
national groups newsletters with support, this simply 
makes their publications more interesting, which gets - 
them more members - who are told to campaign 
politically. Indeed, the wage bills of national 
groups represent a fortune compared with the finances 
of direct action groups who function voluntarily. 

I urge everyone to seriously consider what is 
written here and to act accordingly.

greatest priority - not to mention front page news in 
all the papers.

SUMMARY 

It is possible that with direct action tactics 
our 'dream' can come true. It is feasible that with 
actions frequent and hard hitting, violence towards 
people would not be thought necessary. 

Political campaigning necessarily involves 
violence to people - State violence. Each time a 
person does anything in support of a political 
campaign they are supporting violence - only, cosily, 
violence done by others - v/ith their mandate. 

INCLUSIONS 

The vast majority of animal rights money is now 
spent (wasted) on political campaigning - in support

(Letters Page) about 'the large proportion of attacks 
on butchers premises' contained in the Diary of ALF 
actions . 

I feel that she/he is partly right and partly 
wrong in what she/he says. Attacks on butchers shops 
do not do as much damage to the animal abuse 
industries as do well planned raids against bigger 
targets. They are, however, much easier to carry out 
and therefore occur more frequently causing 
considerable economic loss and disruption to the meat 
industry . 

The problem arises where ALF activists carry out 
attacks on butchers shops and other small-scale 
targets instead of planning (and eventually carrying 
out) actions against bigger targets. 

Thus it seems to me that the best mode of 
operation for an ALF group is to plan and carry out a 
succession of raids against major targets and, while 
these actions are in the planning stage, to carry out 
attacks on minor targets. . That way we get the best 
of both worlds - with attacks on shops happening in 
addition to larger raids and not instead of them.

Sheffield University Field Laboratories at Lodge Moor 
has been the focal point of local activities for many 
years. The first raid, by the ALF and the NALL 
(before the NALLs policy of taking no animals) took 
place five years ago, when four dogs were rescued and 
one, Blackie, was returned to his owner, proving that 
Sheffield University used stolen pets. 


The basis of the plan was to storm the guard house and 
knock out the two-way radio, in order to prevent 
contact between the mobile control and the guard. 

Then to call up the van on a hand-held CB which was to 
drive through a hedge, across a lawn and to the lab. 
doors. Meanwhile, group 2 would crowbar the doors 
off and give access to the labs. 


Since then there have been seven or eight attempts to 
raid the place - some have been successful, others not 
so successful. Each raid has been met^with even more 
security precautions. Now there are thick steel 
doors on every laboratory. Every window and door is 
alarmed, sending a signal straight through to the 
police station. There is a caretaker and two 
security guards who patrol the area day and night, and 
a mobile security van when needed. 

Despite all this, the local ALF decided the time was 
right to try again. Meeting after meeting drew up 
plans, scrapped them and drew up more plans. The end 
result was a nightmarish concoction of precision 
timing and sheer nerve. 


Animal 
test lab 
future 
in doubt

UNIVERSITY scientists are con- 
sidering closing the controversial 
centre for animal experiments in 
Sheffield. 

Research using live specimens may 
also be cut, as part of a major review of 
the university’s animal laboratories — 
especially the field station on Blackbrook 
Road, Lodge Moor. 

Officials admit security is one of the 
reasons for. doubts about the future of 
the unit, hit by attacks and demonstra- 
tions from animal rights campaigners 
over the years. 

The Militant Animal Liberation Front 
was delighted at the news last night, after 
claiming responsibility for raiding the 
site six times since 1981, and threatened 
to continue their campaign until the unit 
shuts. 

The review was launched by Dr Brian 
Howard after his appointment as the uni- 
versity’s new director of animal welfare 
in February. 

Yesterday he stressed the health of the 
animals and costs were the main areas to 
be considered. He declined to say how 
many, animals the university J\as^. what 
types they are, or where else they are kept 
in the city. 

But it is thought most sorts of house- 
hold pets are involved, from mice and 
hamsters to dogs. They are used for 
teaching students and research by several 
departments, especially in the medical 
field. 


Earlier this month, two projects in the 
biochemistry department won grants 
worth more than £11,000 from the 
Humane Research Trust, to develop the 
culture of tissues which can be used for 
experiments instead of live animals. 

Dr Howard, a qualified vet, said: “The 
animals come first, and it is an expensive 
business, costing two to three times more 
than it would to keep a pet at home. 

“As any new director would, I have 
started looking at the facilities. I am quite 
happy they are satisfactory, but there 
may be room for improvement.” 

The university has made strenuous 
attempts to safeguard the unit to stop ■ 
attacks, including hiring security staff 
and installing complex alarm systems. 
But an ALF raid last month caused con- 
siderable damage, though no animals 
were released. 

University spokesman Roger Allum 
said: “A number of possibilities are being 
looked at. That is not to say closure is not 
bcinc considered. We have to bear in 
mind past attacks.”

At this point the police would receive the alarm 
signal, so we decided to give ourselves two minutes 
(thirty seconds to tackle the door, ninety seconds to 
grab the animals, which would hopefully be the stolen 
pets). A labyrinth of small country roads, and an 
isolated spot to transfer people and equipment to 
other vehicles was worked out by the getaway officer. 

As v/e all know, the best plans can flounder on the 
simplest snags. V/e jogged across fields towards the 
labs, and made our way to the rear of the guard house. 
Group 1 then made for the door. Oh no, we had 
thought that the door would be open. Plan 2 was put 
into action. We ignored the guards and went straight 
to the labs, and animal houses. The crowbars went in 
but after about thirty seconds only splinters of wood 
came off the door. The time keeper called for the 
van and warned the group. It was time for quick 
thinking. The guard came out and ran towards the 
group. He was massive. Suddenly, one member of the 
group grabbed a sledgehammer and with two almighty 
blows the door disappeared.- The security guard kept 
a safe distance. The van arrived across the lawn. 

V/e stormed into the labs. We broke into the animal 
room from where the stolen pets had been retrieved 
five years ago. It was empty. Time was running out 
Shhh! Barking noises from another building. Shit; 

two minutes are up. Time to cut our losses. 'She 

who fights and runs away etc. ' Out into the open. 
Security guard getting a bit confident. 'Get back, 
don't interfere!' one member screams, v/aving a crow- 
bar. Into the van. Sweaty, smelly, the sound of 
heavy breathing. Silence, except the sound of your 
own heart. The doors close and we're away, speeding 
across the lawn, through the hedge and away. 

It v/asn't over. V/e had to reach the comparative 
safety of country lanes and rendezvous point Alpha. 
We've made it. Relief, tinged with regret. There’s 
no time to think. Time to undisguise the van. 

Strips of black tape come off the number plate. The 
'B' reverts to 'P' (not true but good try Special 
Branch). Half the people get into the car and both 
disappear into the night. 

Although, strictly speaking, the raid didn't succeed, 
it was a tribute to the magnificent determination and 
courage of local activists. That some damage was 
caused is small comfort. The true damage is to the 
confidence and nerve of the animal murderers who run 
Lodge Moor. For nearly half the activists involved, 
it was their first big raid and the experience they 
got is invaluable. Many admitted that they were 
terrified before the raid, but now they have the 
confidence to do it next time with no qualms. 

Hitherto, one person has been arrested in connection 
with the action, but was released after two hours. 

The truth is that the police have no idea. Despite 
their attempts of coercion and infiltration, an under- 
ground network of activists lives and thrives. We 
are always three steps ahead of them. They 
imprisoned our mate, Andy Horbury, for two years. 

Ha! Andy will serve his time. Andy is worth twenty 
of any of those bastards. For every Andy Horbury, 
there are another two to take his place.

In the early hours of Mon. 15th April an ALF team 
successfully obtained the first English video of 
battery lambs and they also rescued two lambs from J. 
Bibby Agricultural Research on the Wirral in Merseyside. 

Copies of the video were taken and sent to ITN, BBC 
National News, Granada TV in Manchester and BBC TV 
Worth West, along with a detailed statement about the 
raid from the group. 

When the press contacted’ Bibby for confirmation of 
the raid, they denied that it had taken place - but 
Liverpool University, who have an outstation next door 
to Bibby, reported that two of their lambs were missing. 
These two actions effectively killed off most press 
interest in the raid because there was a dispute over 
the establishment involved.

An interesting aspect of the preceding events came 
to light. The number plates of a couple of the cars 
used in the surveillance were noted down and checked 
out 9 to see who was doing the following. One of them 
(A502 GPD - a blue VW Golf) belonged to a company 
called "Sutton Grove Securities of 47 Portsmouth Road 9 
Thames Ditton" . A visit to the premises 9 and a 
certain amount of investigation , revealed that the car 
belonged to Guy Salmon Rentals (Sutton Grove being a 
pseudonym ). Guy Salmon sells 'up market ' cars such 
as Jaguars 9 Lotus etc. and there is a large car rental 
department . The managing director is a leading fox 
hunter with the Old Surrey and Burstow Hunt and has a 
large painting of the hunt hanging on the wall behind 
his office desk. He also has connections with a 
"Down House 9 Orpington" which just happens to be owned 
by the Royal College of Surgeons. He admitted that 
the Sutton Grove cars are rented out to the 
Metropolitan Police - Scotland Yard t for use in 
"surveillance of animal rights people". The police 
branch renting out the cars is "C. Eleven" which was 
reported in the Daily Telegraph recently as having a 
squad , set up in January , to combat the alarming 
increase in animal rights actions . 

So the lesson to learn is always be on the alert 
- you never know who your enemies are ! 

HIGGLES 


The ALF group who carried out the raid were able to 
issue a second statement to the effect that they were 
certain they had raided Bibby and Bibby stickers were 
on the lamb unit doors. Bibby were unavailable for 
comment on this but Liverpool University informed the 
press that a spokesperson would be available for 
comment at 4pm - again slowing down the remaining press 
interest, killing the story. 


When the press finally got this person she said that 
there may well^ be Bibby stickers on the doors bpt that 
was a mistake' 1 . It was obvious to the press that 
they were being messed about but despite the efforts of 
the London and Northern ALF Press Offices, News at Ten, 
BBC 9 O'clock News and Newsnight dropped the story and 
the video remains unseen. 


The moral of the story - this incident should be a 
great lesson to ALF groups, especially those who take 
videos or photos of raids. If at all possible, proof 
of the establishment raided should form part of the 
video or be on one frame of a roll of negatives given 
to the media.

With reference to the front cover of this newsletter 
and the recent spate of arson attacks by ALF activists, 
I feel it is important to emphasise the care which 
should be taken with fire. 

Before setting fire to a building, activists should 
go inside and do a thorough search to make sure that 
there are no people or animals on the premises. It 
should also be ascertained that there are no creatures, 
such as nesting birds, living on the building. Do not 
presume that there is nothing in the building - always 
check. Similar care should be taken when setting fire 
to vehicles, boats etc. 


Remember that fire can spread - so never set fire to 
anything if there is a chance that the fire might 
spread so as to endanger life in surrounding buildings, 
trees etc.. 

When considering setting fire to vehicles, do not 
forget that if the fuel tank explodes, the fire can be 
thrown some considerable distance. 

If a highly inflammable substance, such as petrol, 
is used to start a fire, you may get badly burned if 
you stand nearby to light it - so use a fuse or set 
fire to something else (eg. a piece of wood) which you 
can throw in from a distance. 



ALF CANADA 

It is wonderful to know that we are all over the 
world now and growing in leaps and bounds . 

The ALF actions in North America have been 
escalating quickly although we are still nowhere nearly 
as active as you are in Britain. The ALF in the US is 
in big trouble at the moment as over a dozen people 
have been hauled up in front of the grand jury in 
connection with the historic raid at the University of 
Pennsylvania . The FBI have been merciless in their 
harassment of ALF suspects . The large and wealthy A V 
groups in the US - all of whom profited considerably as 
a result of the ALF actions - have turned their backs 
and will produce not one cent to help the activists . 
Right now , our American friends need the financial 
support more than do the Canadians (people who want to 
help could send a donation c/o PET A, Box 42516 , 
Washington , DC 20015 USA - people sending money to help 
with legal costs should not say anything in their 
letters that they would not want the FBI to read). 


The animals liberated in the last raid were horribly 
mutilated and all required a good deal of surgery to 
correct the mutilations. The cats with the brain 
implants also had radio transmitters in their abdomen 
and wires leading throughout the body from the brain 
implants to the abdominal transmitters, Fortunately , 
the ALF here has three veterinarians who are on standby 
to help with rescued animals - they donate their 
services to undo the butchery performed by other 
veterinarians who are the vivisectors . Ironic , but 
fortunate that there are some good ones. 

At. the moment , we have four activists on trial for 
disrupting a fur show but there have not been any ALF 
activists arrested yet. Hopefully the good luck will 
hold out for a while. t *

liberated had a deadly Herpes virus that was fatal to 
humans. It was false of course , but it made for 
sensationalism for the press who eagerly awaited the 
deaths of the ALF commandos who rescued her, who.

TTie raid on Fayre Game Quail farm in Lytham St. 
Annes, Lancashire, when eight hundred birds were 
rescued, was the first time that ALF activists had 
completely emptied an intensive battery unit - not one 
live bird was left. 

A video film was shot by the activists during the 
raid, which lasts for twenty-eight minutes, and the 
appalling conditions inside the unit are clearly shown 
- dead birds in cages, limbs of birds left in cages, 
birds with hardly any feathers and sore patches from 
pecking . 

The raid received extensive media coverage; BBC TV 
national news (video shown), BBC TV regional news 
(video shown), Radios 1 , 2, 3 and 4, Red Rose Radio in 
Lancs., BBC Radio Lancs, and many regional newspapers. 

The arrangements for the rescued birds were as 
elaborate as the raid itself, which involved a co- 
ordinated effort by forty people and the use of many 
vehicles; all the ill and injured birds were placed 
with a wildlife expert connected with the RSPB. All 
the other birds were placed in the units own special 
carriers and boxes and taken to the south. They were 
allowed to re-grow their feathers and then there was a 
long-term programme of gradually re-introducing them 
into the wild. Quail occur naturally in the wild in 
the south of England. 


It will be of no surprise to SG readers that those 
who suffer raids on their premises often tell lies, 
distort facts and generally try to discredit the ALF. 

On this occasion this tactic back-fired, much to our 
amusement. Mr. Mike Kay, the quail farm owner, told 
the media that the birds were bred for pets. This was 
before he knew about the ALF video which completely 
discredited his story when the video was shown to 
millions of people on national television. It was a 
rather shame-faced Mr. Kay who would not allow 
reporters into the battery unit to see the birds that 
had recently died. 

He made a claim a day later that he had found seme 
of the liberated quail dead in a field beside a nearby 
village but police and reporters following up the claim 
the next day were unable to see any dead birds and Mr. 
Kay was unable to show them any, only a couple of dozen 
birds fluttering about. As Mr. Kay has between fifty 
and sixty thousand quail in separate broiler type 
conditions he must have dumped a couple of dozen in an 
effort to regain some credibility. He was obviously

GOING THROUGH THf MOTIONS 


There is no way that the Mobilization for Laboratory 
Animals campaign can succeed in its demands that the 
government outlaws or reduces certain types of animal 
experiment . It cannot succeed for the simple reason 
that the government can all too easily afford to ignore 
it without fear of any real comeback from the animal 
liberation movement . 

A campaign such as 'Mobilization ' can only succeed 
when the animal liberation movement poses such a huge 
threat to the status quo that the vast influence of the 
powerful vested interests involved in vivisection (eg, 
the drug companies ) is overcome . Such a threat will 
ohly exist when the level of direct action has 
increased to many times what it is at the moment - and 
it is a ridiculous waste of time , energy and money to 
start a campaign such as Mobilization before the 
required level has been reached. The large amount of 
resources currently being ploughed into the 
Mobilization campaign by various ant i -vivisection 
societies would be fat better used if devoted to direct 
action or to campaigns by animal rights groups against 
their local laboratories , 

Mobilization will obviously have no effect on the 
government , but some have argued that it nevertheless 
hr 1 ps to make more people aware of vivisection' and the 
case against it. However , people would be made just 
as aware by local campaigns against local animal 
torture centres - and these campaigns have the 
additional advantage of putting pressure on the 
laboratories themselves . 


It could well be said that there is no place for a 
campaign such as Mobilization at any time 
- irrespective of the level of direct action. The 
Mobilization campaign is aimed at the government - so 
if the government chooses to ignore it there is no 
effect on the vivisection industry. On the other hand, 
campaigns aimed directly at the establishments and 
individuals involved in animal experimentation will 
cause damage to the vivisection industry even if such 
campaigns have no effect on the government . 

Furthermore , any campaign which calls upon the 
government to do something for us, instead of us doing 
it ourselves , only serves to increase the power, 
influence and apparent credibility of the state - and 
neither human nor animal liberation will be properly 
achieved until all governments and states are abolished. 

So if the Mobilization campaign has no chance of 
success why is it so avidly promoted by most of the 
anti-vivisection societies and by so many individuals 
within the animal rights movement? My view is that 
most of these people who support Mobilization are doing 
so out of naivity. They are blindly following what 
the big societies dictate without properly thinking 
about the issue for themselves . Sadly, this is a 

common fault amongst animal rights campaigners. 

There are others , however, mainly within the 
societies , who know damn well that Mobilization is 
doomed to failure but cynically press on with the 
campaign . There are several reasons why they are 

doing this. Firstly, there is force of habit. The 




not familiar with the way the press- follow up news- 
worthy stories and the police had to as, if they had 
found dead birds, they would have constituted evidence. 
Poor old Mr. Kay boobed again. It seems that 
desperation is setting in like rigor mortis. 

The result was that it was the largest amount of 
animals to be rescued in Britain in a single raid, it 
was the first raid on a quail farm - a growing industry 
- and it was the first time that a battery unit had 
been completely emptied. Hundreds of birds are now 
enjoying the freedom of the wild.

ANIMAL, rights extremists 
today claimed responsibility 
|for the daring theft of up to 800 
game birds from a Lancashire 
|br eedlng farm. 

The entire stock of quails, their 
crates and feeding equipment 
were stolen In a dawn raid said to 
have Involved around 40 members 
of the Animal Liberation Front. 

The slogan “Animal Belsen" 
was daubed over a wall at the 
Falrgame farm In Lodge Lane, on 
the boundary of Warton and 
Lytham. 

Later a representative of the 
ALF claimed responsibility In 
telephone calls to an Independent 
radio station and Scotland Yard. 

The caller said 40 operatives 
had commandeered a stolen lorry 
and took away the cargo of birds 
that were living In “atrocious con- 
ditions". 

They would now be taken down 
south and “rehabilitated" Into the 
wild. 

The ALF man said the entire ex- 
ercise — the biggest they had 
undertaken In Lancashire — had 
been filmed on video. 

Police visited the farm this 
morning after being contacted by 
the farmer. 

—One Kirk ham -based officer 
said : “It was a very large number 
of quails apparently — between 
700-800. The theft must have taken _ 
some time and planning." | 


national animal protection societies have , over the 
decades , repeatedly instigated campaigns that have no 
chance of success , Being unable to enter into direct 
action and feeling unable to properly support it , they 
have habitually advocated ineffective methods of 
protest , Todays national anti-vivisection 
organizations no doubt consider themselves very much 
more radical than their predecessors , but they have 
been unable to escape from the blinkered vision of 
those who went before , 

The Mobilization campaign is not in any way radical. 
It is f in essence, no different to all the failed 
campaigns of the past - and it is likely to achieve 
just about as much as they did. 

Secondly , there is political ambition , There are a 
considerable number of individuals involved in the 
animal rights movement who see the movement as a means 
of furthering their political careers. Some of these 
are involved in the Mobilization campaign , They like 

to sniff round MPs because one day they would like to 
be one. They like the lobbying and the meetings , • 
despite the fact that these things achieve nothing. 
Either they don't really want radical changes in 
society or they are deluded enough to believe that 
radical change can come through parliament rather than 
through a popular uprising , Today , at best , they 

tolerate direct action, especially if they can hijack 
it for their own political ends -at worst, they 
condemn the activists as 'lunatics' and ' nutcases' , if 
that too suits their political ambitions , Tomorrow , 

as politicians , they will be part of the apparatus that 
locks us away , 


are hoping it will not be a failure for themselves. 

Thirdly, there is what I would call ' survival 
sickness ' , There are many people either employed , or 
in positions of power, in the animal rights movement 
who are doing quite nicely thank you very much out of 
the present system. Perhaps they would like to see 
the end to cruelty to animals, but they are not 
prepared to become involved in the risks that need to 
be taken if true animal liberation is ever to be 
achieved. They want to survive in their present 
situation and in their present jobs without taking the 
risks required to really live in a better world. 
Therefore they continually instigate and encourage 
campaigns which carry no risk to themselves - and have 
no chance of success either. There is no doubt that 
if David Mellor and his friends, the vivisectors , have 
any intelligence they will be having a quiet chuckle 
that the White Paper has diverted so many animal rights 
campaigners down the road to nowhere. 

It is now time for the Mobilization campaign to be 
ended so that no more of the valuable resources of the 
animal liberation movement are wasted. It is time for 
the movement to plough its time, money and energy into 
effective forms of action instead of, yet again, going 
through the motions of a failed campaign,

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In the early hours of 13th July an ALF team used 
fire to damage a large chicken breeding unit of Moy 
Park Ltd,, Three Acres Farm, Godscroft Lane, Frodsham, 
Cheshire . 

Moy Park director, Mr. Barber, estimates that damage 
to the value of between fifteen and twenty thousand 
pounds was done. The unit was due to be re-stocked 
with chickens. The unit can hold nine thousand and 
five hundred birds. Mr. Barber says that he may not 
repair the unit now because it would be too costly. 

The raid was carried out by ALF activists who 
contacted the press under the name of *The Third World 
Action Group*, to focus public attention on this 
particular aspect of factory farming. 




ANIMAL rights activists who set fire to a new Walthamstow meat factory 
have vowed to do It again. 

The arson attack was on the newly built factory of Mrs Kays Cooked Meats In 
Higham HUI Road. The million pound building has not started producing meats yet^ 
and the fire attack on Sunday severely damaged a women’s changing room. 

•An ALF spokesman told the Guardian that three members of the group entered the premises 
at 1.30am on Sunday. They checked the building to ensure there were no people or animals 
present, and say they chose the changing room as they believed that a fire there would not cause 
any danger. 

They then smashed a window and poured petrol Into the room and set Hght to It. 

Firemen from Walthamstow dealt with the bUze in 20 minutes, and about £500 damage was 
caused to the room. 

The ALF spokesman said: “These people are killing animals for money, and there Is no way 
of persuading them io stop. Every year about 450 million animals are murdered for their flesh 

In this country alone. Their 
lives are spent without free- 
dom or fresh air until their 
often painful death.

Arson attack on Mrs Kays

In the early hours of April 28th, the ALF carried 
out an arson attack on the premises of Wigfield and 
Pluck Limited (manufacturers of intensive farming units) 
at Weston sub Edge , Chipping Campden, Gloucestershire , 

The activists were dropped off near to the target 
and made their way around the site * checking all 
buildings to make sure there was no danger to either 
human or animal life , After this was satisfactorily 
completed , two look-outs were positioned near to the 
road f in case of night security paying a visit , It 
was decided to start the fire on the outside of the 
main wooden building , in a sheltered corner • After 
soaking a number of rags in paraffin the activists 
poured the . rest of the liquid over an area of the 
building wall, . The rags were then placed at ground 
level , where paraffin had already been applied. The 
rags were then lit and , after making sure the fire was 
well and truly blazing , the activists left the site • 
alerting the look-outs as they departed ,

Their latest threat Is hlgfr* 
lighted in their newspaper which 
carries the headline : Factories 
don't bum down by themselves 
— Learn to Burn. 

Inside the Journal Is a diary 
of hate listing dozens of attacks 
on targets ranging from butcher 
shops to animal - experiment 
centres. 

An entry for December 11 
reads : “ Alntree, Merseyside, 

main grandstand at Grand 
National racecourse destroyed by. 
Are.” 

The front page boasts of 
three other arson strikes — a 
£200,000 fire at an Evesham 
farm* building manufacturers 
and raids oti^a saus<-ie plant 
and a cooked meat factory. 


When Wents Farm, near Sittingboume in Kent, closed, 
its battery business and disposed of all the chickens, 
we paid a visit to get an indication of future plans 
for the premises. On discovering newly-built pens 
for yet more animals we paid another visit, this time 
equipped with bolt-cutters, two large bags full of 
fire-lighters, four gallons of white spirit and two 
large bags of jumble (rags, BUAV sweatshirts etc. 

- this is the best use for BUAV sweatshirts, actually). 

We carried all this stuff across a field behind the 
farm, through a gap in the fence and to the units. 

With a look-out keeping watch on the farm-house, the 
locks of three of the units were cut and the doors 
opened and we checked there were no animals in or 
around the buildings. Jumble was placed inside, in 
the comers on top of old battery cages (to allow air 
to get underneath), fire-lighters were tipped on top 
and the piles were drenched with white spirit. 

Starting with the unit furthest away frcm the getaway 
point a lighted match was put to each pile. The 
glove I was wearing set on fire and we realised we 
should have used lighted rolls of paper for safety. 
We've learnt that for next time! As we drove away 
flames were already engulfing the buildings.

I just thought I'd drop a 
how things are going. But, 

apologize for not replying to more of you personally 
than I've been able to.. As a matter of fact, I 
haven't even received all your cards and letters yet. 

A few weeks after I came in my incoming mail was 
restricted to that from my imnediate family and friends. 
The rest has been stored in my personal property and I 
won't be allowed to have that until my discharge. I 
was told this was done because it was creating too much 
work for the censors (since they have to keep a record 
of every person who writes to me). At that time I was 
told they were putting away up to thirty-five letters a 
day for me! 

I've been here over five months now and I'm up for 
parole in another three. I can't see any reason why I 
shouldn't get it, everything's looking good. But, 
having said that, there's no accounting for the way 
some decisions are reached and I'm not looking on it as 
a certainty. If I am successful, the earliest date I 
could be released is the 30th September '85. If not, 
then it'll be around the 28th May '86.

I didn't expect to still be here after this length 
of time, I was originally supposed to be transferred to 
Ranby Prison near Nottingham at the beginning of June, 
but that was changed to Featherstone near Stafford a 
couple of months ago. Since then I've been having my 
parole reports completed and I could be moved any time 
now, although I still haven't got a definite date. 

Unfortunately, I can't say the food here is too 
wonderful. I'm a vegan but I wasn't allowed a special 
diet until my membership card arrived from the Vegan 
Society. So, for the first week or so, I had to 
virtually live on boiled veg. and rice. However, 
things didn't improve too quickly even then. One 
memorable meal stands out - one boiled onion and dry , 
unflavoured soya! I'm glad to say it hasn't always 
been that bad, although lately it seems to have started 
going downhill again. I get four pints of soya milk 
per week now, which I didn't at first. Unlike remand 
prisoners I'm not allowed to have anything, food or 
otherwise, sent in from outside (except for books, 
papers etc. ) . 

For the first three months or so after coming in I 
had a job as a landing cleaner which wasn't too bad, 
even if the wages weren't too fantastic. I've found 
it's definitely better to have a job in here than not, 
especially, the ones that give you a bit of extra 
'freedom'. It's no fun being stuck in a seven foot by 
twelve foot cell with two other guys for twenty-three 
hours out of twenty-four, day after day. Anyway, I'm 
working in the library at the moment which is a bit of 
a cushy number really, so it's not too bad. 

I didn't really know how I would react to 
imprisonment, not having been in this kind of situation 
before. It took me a few weeks to adjust and actually 
settle in properly but, since then, I've found it quite 
easy to cope with. It's surprising really how quickly 
the time does pass. 


Dear ALF , 

I would like to say, I think any kind of action 
taken for animal rights and liberation is to be admired . 

In answer to 1497 Bedfordshire , who referred to a 
comment made by the Hunt Retribution Squad , saying that 
they might kill a hunter one day - I can safely say I 
fully agree and it is quite obvious to me , in the 
society we are all condemned and sentenced to live in • 
some humans do not deserve life, for what they do , and 
they may end up injured or dead. 

I think the HRS are the best thing since sliced 
(wholemeal ) bread , they are a breath of positive air to 
our polluted lungs • 

I can understand physical harm , deliberate or 
accidental , being done to bastards who torture , maim or 
eat animals etc • etc. Why do some people quibble 
about violent action like this as putting back the 
animal rights movement by decades? How can you go 
back further than the Stoneage , concerning non-humans 
lives on this planet? 

1497 Bedfordshire says " There cannot be much hope 
for the end of cruelty to other sentient beings in the 
minds of such people who advocate murder. " 

If history could be changed , if we could go back in 
time f I wonder if people would sit back and talk and 
write polite letters (while wearing cut-out masks) 
asking the Nazis to change the conditions in Bel sen and 
other death camps. We have plenty of animal Belsens. 
If any * of us could go back in time, knowing what we 
know now of the past and feeling we should try to 
change it, for humanity would we kill Adolf Hitler or 
refuse because murder is wrong, or could ue honestly 
think it wrong in our hearts if someone else killed him 
for us? One murder to stop millions , would we really 
bat an eyelid? 


My main interest is in Eastern Mysticism and, to a 
lesser extent, modem theoretical physics (which are 
not as incompatible as they might initially appear to 
be!). The library here isn't too bad and, especially 
since I started working there, I've managed to find 
quite a few interesting books which I'm working my way 
through . , 

Although I'm 'officially' a Buddhist while in prison 
my views are more a synthesis of Zen, Quietism and 
Taoism. I think the experience has greatly helped me 
to develop my ideas. I only became seriously 
interested in Zen about two years ago but the speed 
with which my attitude to life has changed is 
incredible. I think the whole experience of being 
inside has been a two-way thing. On the one hand my 
'philosophy' has helped me to cope with being locked up, 
but at the same time my ideas have been clarified by 
the experiences I've had since January. 

There iis a positive side to every situation, no 
matter how unpleasant it may be at the time. And that 
is the wisdom that comes from personal experience. I 
think, overall, I have gained more than I have lost. 

I'm not much of a one for words and I'm afraid this 
letter doesn't say all I'd like it to, but I really do 
appreciate the fact that there are people out there who 
care enough to have written to me. 

Thanks again. Much love to you all. Be happy.

I have been actively involved in the ALF for more 
than five years now and I have decided it is time to 
speak my mind. 

The ALF is crap and its about time we admitted it 
- at the same time we are the most effective part of 
the campaign for animal rights. What I mean is, we 
are vastly under potential - the big problem is putting 
the finger on why. 

I am sick and tired of reading statements by all and 
sundry which say that "all types of campaigning are 
equally important". The latest BUAV Annual Report is 
full of variations of this and it should be pointed out 
that this viewpoint is rubbish - the most effective 
actions are the most important - the least important 
actions are those which are the least effective - this 
is simple common sense. 

Its about time the animal rights movement stopped 
pissing about and really supported direct action - the 
national AV groups should put it on record that all 
court, costs and fines of people convicted of liberating 
lab. animals or smashing vivisection buildings will be 




paid by them. We are not interested in half pages of 
defence funds in newsletters. I agree with that 
article in the last SG when it said that all the money 
is going in the wrong direction - don’t animal rights 
people ever think how expensive ALF actions are? If 
animals are released we are not talking about one day 
spent marching around some city - places have to be 
sussed out, sometimes many times - this takes pounds 
and pounds of petrol. Equipment has to be bought for 
the job of entering buildings - it would be good to 
have a number of look-outs with CBs to warn activists 
if the police arrive: CBs aren’t ten a penny, 
especially good ones. Theres no point in getting 
useless, cheap ones because that risks activists 
liberty and once activists are locked up no animals 
will be liberated. Transport has to be arranged to 
take animals to homes or holding units - often groups 
are reduced to hiring vehicles - how many drivers have 
been arrested because of the increased risk this 
involves? Andy Horbury would not be in prison if his 
group had safe vehicles. Oh, for a fleet of good 
vehicles for use in raids - at the moment activists are 
going around in ’L’ and *P* reg. cars which are dead 
certs for spot checks by the cops.. Some people have 
been talking about having a London-type taxi which are 
seen at all hours of the day and night. At present 
ideas like this are out of the question financially. 
Once the animals reach a holding unit they have to be 
cared for until permanently homed', they have to be fed 
and if sick or injured they need treatment at a vets. 
I’ll tell you this all you people who whine that the 
ALF are not rescuing enough animals - we can’t afford 
it! It is cheaper to send a small group of people to 
damage some place than get together a large group to 
liberate animals. Homing animals is a difficult job 
too - again its expensive, you’ve liberated forty 
rabbits but homes are one here, two there and so on. 

It takes a lot of time and (you’ve guessed it) money. 
And another thing I think people forget is the number 
of ALF jobs that don’t go ahead for various reasons 
even though the run-up to a raid has been done. We 
spent loads of time and petrol looking at a place, we 
went back for a final look and the place had closed 
down! Gone completely like a midnight flit. 

I think that the work done by the ALF is nothing 
short of miraculous: animals are liberated, millions of 
pounds worth of damage is caused against the 
exploitation of animals, activists run risks of arrest, 
fines and prison. sentences. Haven’t we the right to 
ask that the movement help us in every way it can? 

And don’t give me any bullshit about not being able to 
finance illegal actions - we do the actions, we rescue 
the animals, we get b .*aten up by the cops, we are the 
ones who go to jail. 

Just think what the ALF could achieve if money was 
no object - we won’t do anything but tickle the 
multi-nationals who kill animals by the millions if we 
go on with a shoe-string operation. 


Dear ALF $ 

I have been sentenced to three months imprisonment , 

I was sentenced on June 26th at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court , Initially I was held in Winson Green Prison 
but have now been . transferred to a semi-open prison at 
Featherstone , 

My crime , if it was a crime » was one of causing 
£5,000 of criminal damage to fifteen meat lorries on 
five separate occasions , I did this damage in an 
attempt to cause the greatest possible disruption and 
Inconvenience to the meat industry - an industry which 
causes the suffering and death of millions of living 
creatures every year . 

I just wanted the readers of the ALF SG to know that 
I do not regret what I have done , Not for one moment 
do I regret it » even from the confines of a prison , 

I want to let other ALF supporters know that they 
shouldn't be afraid of breaking the law in their 
crusade for animal rights , To my mind , any legal 
system which protects those who exploit animals in any 
way is not worth the paper that it is written on. 

People must realise that demonstrations are no.t going 
to achieve anything unless people are prepared to 
listen. And my experience has shown that people are 
unwilling to listen to our message because of their own 
selfish interests , The unfortunate truth is that 
direct action is the only way in which to further the 
cause of animal rights. Our task must be to cause as 
much financial damage to the whole range of animal 
exploiters - slaughterhouses • vivisection labs, 9 fur 
farms and many others - as possible , If we do have 
the courage to do this then animal exploitation will 
become untenable. 

This may involve a great deal of risk to many good 
people • people who genuinely care for the plight of 
animals. But we must not be afraid. We must use 
direct action even with the ever present risk of 
imprisonment , We must not be afraid of being sent to 
prison for our beliefs , Many other people in the past 
have had to endure prison in order to further their 
noble causes. Neither Gandhi nor Martin Luther King 
were afraid of going to prison because of their beliefs 
And neither must we be. 

Whether one is prepared to undergo the humiliation 
of imprisonment must surely be the acid-test of ones 
genuine commitment to animal rights. 

But even prison , though it may seem harsh $ is 
nothing in comparison with the suffering which millions 
of animals have to endure , The short period of time 
which I have to serve in prison is as nothing compared 
with the lifetime which a hen has to endure in a 
battery cage. Sooner or later ALF activists are made 
free, but there is never freedom for the laboratory 
animals , Their only release is death. 

We must be prepared to do direct action to help the 
suffering millions , To willingly give up our freedom 
for a short period of time is a very small price to pay 
for furthering the cause of animal liberation , 

In the struggle .

The bomb placed in the Rainbow Warrior must have 
been a bigger blow to the animal rights anti-violence 
pacifist movement than it was to the boat. To me this 
incident just shows how far govemements and private 
enterprise are prepared to go just so they can freely 
go- about torturing and murdering animals - not to 
mention the countless beatings in police stations to 
animal rights activists who offered no violence in any 
form, who just damaged torture equipment and liberated 
animals. 

I accept that the ALF would be making a tactical 
error if it was to use violence, as it would give the 
establishment a good excuse to gaol ALF members for 
excessive sentences whether guilty or not. But, on 
the other hand, I do totally support the action of the 
Hunt Retribution Squad and the Animal Rights Militia, 
and I regard those who don't as fifth columnists and 
very naive. Eventually all animal concentration camps 
will have guards and animal liberation will have to 
take on an entirely different dimension, except for 
those who are prepared to stand by and let morons 
torture and murder animals. Perhaps, these pacifists 
who don't even want to damage torture equipment or harm 
sadistic killers ought to be on the receiving end of 
the violence committed against animals themselves then 
see how pacifist they are then.

Although I am not a member of the ALF SG, I would 
like to comment on Roger Yates article in the latest 
magazine (Re: "Time for Change" - MBF - SG newsletter 
no. 15). • I. feel that he is in danger of running away 
with an over-simplified viewpoint, based on assumptions, 
which is taken to extremes. 

I find it difficult to accept that there is no place 
for national groups within the animal rights movement 
- indeed as far as recruiting new people into our way 
of thinking I would consider that they have an 
extremely important role to play. Hopefully, then, 
through their publications and demos, etc., new people 
can learn of other organisations (such as the ALF) and 
join in on an informed basis. I thought that this is 
the way things worked already! 

Also, of course, it is very useful to have central 
places for information to be sought by the press/distri- 
buted to members etc. etc. The press is fickle, as we 
all know to our cost, and often lazy in discovering who 
to contact. With well known national organisation 
support, much press coverage has been gained for 
actions - even where the press know so little that they 
ring up the 'wrong' organisations. 

More importantly, though, have been the occasions 
I where activists and national groups have worked 
together - viz the Boots raid in 1982 and the recent 
Royal College of Surgeons case. These were perfect 
examples of milking (if you'll excuse the word) the 
maximum from both approaches. After the Boots raid 
only about two column inches of publicity was obtained 
in the Guardian - yet when the BUAV and Animal Aid had 
waded in. Boots got extremely hot under the collar. 

Of course, the campaigns could never have been launched 
without the photographs - taken by the ALF - so each 
benefitted the other to maximum effect against Boots. 

The RCS case is of course similar - SEALL couldn't have 
afforded the court case but BUAV wouldn't have got the 
evidence. I can't understand the objection to this 
sort of co-operation. 



Getting their goati 



On Monday 27th May two ALF activists, posing as 
students, kept an appointment to visit a Merseyside 
goat farm, following rumours of young male goats going 
for ritual slaughter. With the increasing popularity 
of goats milk in health shops etc. goat farmers are 
increasing the numbers of goats kept to keep up with 
the demand. Unfortunately for the male goats bom, 
they are of no commercial interest other than to 
provide Halal and Kosher butchers with a delicacy. 

The two 'students' also learnt that three young male 
goats displayed to them were due to go for ritual 
slaughter within days. They also witnessed young 
billies being pushed away from their mother, whose milk 
is destined for corrmercial purposes - this distressing 
scene was video filmed. 

A planning meeting was held on the following evening, 
the video was shown and plans of the layout of the farm 
displayed. 

The next night an ALF team cut their way through a 
barbed wire fence onto the land and then a chain-link 
fence around the farm. Bolt cutters took care of the 
j locks and the three young billies made their exit in 
the arms of the raiders. Appropriate messages were 
sprayed on the building. The raid took four minutes, 
yet how many young billies are languishing in sheds and 
bams, not even allowed a few weeks of contact with 
their mothers and the comfort of her milk before they 
have their throats slit? 

The raid was video filmed and the billies are now in 
good homes.

Now, what other sort of support is required for the 
'activists* from national organisations? I was 
certainly pleased at the coverage of the Laundry Farm 
dogs case - for the dogs sake - and a letter in this 
issue of Liberator echoes that sentiment from Marcus 
Claridge of the Perrycroft cats case. He also 
mentions that he got many donations from the item in 
Defence Funds which is positive support surely? It 
is certainly a far cry from the old 'Animal Welfare' 
mag. which states in one article 'The BUAV does not 
support the ALF morally or financially - and that's 
official'. Surely news is news, and it would look 
even odder to boycott all ALF action than to report it 
as news items. 

Back to Rogers article - if you try to drive away the 
nationals like BUAV you'll get left with the RSPCA etc. 
to 'reap the benefits .(?)' and they don't even publish 
Defence Funds! I read into his proposals that the 
intention would be to set up regional resource centres.. 
..presumably in some sort of office, with somebody at 
least working there, publicity to inform people that it 
is there .... sounds awfully like an organisation to me! 

Of course, too, he is airing his views in a magazine 
put out by an organisation with leaflets, computer, 
mailing list etc. - what's the difference? I assume 
that the SG would be included in the general 'ban' on 
nationals - with local ALF groups doing their own press, 
fund-raising etc. 

Well, so much for specific points (although I love 
the thought of the nationals sitting back cosily to 
await the next ALF raid to put in their mags - we've 
had people on the phone demanding that we change the 
entire layout of the Liberator after it's finished to 
incorporate their action!) - I don't want to become 
part of a countering argument for this reason:.

On 18th June ALF activists carried out a successful 
liberation at a chick hatchery unit in Stratford upon 
Avon, Warwickshire. 

We entered the site during daylight hours and moved 
to the nearest of the sheds, which were converted two 
storey, battery units. Luckily for us the door had 
been left unlocked, so there was no damage done getting 
into the shed. Inside we found that the hatchery was 
a converted battery unit with the top cages being used 
to hold the chicks, the lower cages had been dismantled. 
A quick check of the unit revealed that it was filled 
.with about 10,000 chicks up to a week old. We 
unscrewed the nuts off the front of one cage and 
removed the cover and liberated twenty chicks and also 
took the body of one of the several dead chicks in the 
cage. We then replaced the cage cover and left with 
the liberated chicks. 

We then went on to meet a free-lance reporter who 
took photographs of two of the activists (in balaclavas) 
holding five of the chicks. After the photographs and 
interview we left to get the chicks safely back to 
their new free-range home. A spokesperson for the 
group then- contacted the local media, telling them of 
the successful liberation. 

We were obviously sad at leaving the other chicks in 
the hatchery as we believe that they are to go into the 
battery system, but twenty chicks are now living a 
happy, safe, free-range life. If we had been able to 
arrange other safe homes then more chicks could have 
been taken and this goes to show just how much we need 
the supporters to back us up by acting as safe homes to 
liberated animals. 


Everything that is done positively in the interests 
of animal rights - in keeping with our ethics - is of 
use. Some people will adopt one approach which will 
attract some people, others will adopt another. We 
have advanced in public awareness in leaps and bounds 
over the last few years and the animals must benefit in 
the end. Everybody has their part to play; everyone 
has something unique to offer. I'm sure that mistakes 
do happen - probably Friends of the Earth benefit from 
Greenpeaces actions, and maybe the RSPCA from the ALF, 
and maybe the ALF from the SEALL videos on TV... but so 
long as the money/energy is used for the animals, who 
cares? Actions are always more important than money 
- wouldn't you rather have 50,000 new activists than 
£50,000? - and money cannot buy activists. 

I'd like to see less generally about people and more 
about animals. So what if other people have another 
approach? So long as we are true to ourselves we'll 
get there - by whatever means - and I for one don't 
give a stuff whether we win by ALF type action, 
political action, mass public opinion or whatever ... or 
more likely a combination of everything. Let people 
choose their own course, respect their views and try 
not to be dictatorial. If you don't like what you see, 
do your own thing. If we can't be tolerant of each 
other (and we are, after all, the most wonderful 
mixture of people!) I think we could seriously hinder 
the general effort.

ANIMAL RIGHTS CAMPAIGNER AND 
GRAPHIC DESIGNER OF THE 'LIBERATOR' 


In the early hours of Friday April 26th a cell of 
the Scottish ALF carried out a raid on a battery hen farm 
in Castlecary , near Glasgow. The farm had been 
visited twice previously - the first time driven by in 
daylight to get an idea of the lay-out of the farm and 
surrounding area. The second time activists visited 
the farm in the early hours of the morning to check out 
what sort of locks needed to be broken and whether 
there was an alarm system or farm dogs etc. 

On the night of the raid the activists were dropped 
off on a quiet road near to the farm. The vehicle 
would return in twenty minutes unless a message was 
received beforehand over the radio. 

The five activists made their way across some 
fields to the farm and, once the look-out was in 
position, the other four went to the far end of the 
building and removed a cross-beam from large double 
doors, so that it could be broken open from the inside 
if an emergency exit was needed. They then returned 
to the front of the building and broke open the small 
door into the building with a crowbar. After shutting 
the door, torches were switched on to reveal a shed 
filled with thousands of chicks. A small group of 
about fifty were in a comer, so the activists 
surrounded them by lying torches in a circle around 
them, thus preventing them from running away. Twelve 
of them were placed in sacks, as this was the number 
that homes had been arranged for. The activists then 
left the building, closing doors behind them to keep 
the heat in for those chicks unfortunately left behind. 

They then made their way back up to the pick-up 
point and one activist, plus the hens, tools, boiler 
suits etc., went off in the vehicle. The other four 
jogged down the road to another junction, where a 
second vehicle picked them up and took them heme. 

All the hens were safely delivered and no one was 
arrested.

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How does your holding unit work ? 



Our unit consists of a network of large, dry cellars. 

In these we have bails of hay, wicker baskets and 
various cages for any ’’guests” coming our way. We 
work it so that there is access to the cellars at all 
times. Generally we are asleep when the animals 
arrive - its a bit like Christmas going down to see 
whats there! Sometimes when injured animals arrive’ 
(where they have been injured in the labs., farms etc.) 
we are woken up to deal with them - we’ve lost count of 
the number of sleepless nights spent nursing animals. 

We are getting good at treating sick animals now and we 
have a great working relationship with three local vets 
who ask no questions. 

What animal conditions have you had to deal with?

THE COUNTRY. 


I think ex-battery hens are the worst when they arrive. 
Some can’t even walk or stand and their legs buckle. 

You could do any terrible thing to these animals and 
they would just sit there and take it - they haven’t 
any resistance and when they first arrive they don’t 
have the will to live. I hate factory farmers - I 
want to shout out to people in the street because they 
are blind to all the suffering. When I pass a 
Kentucky Fried Chicken place I almost feel sorry for 
all the idiots inside stuffing their faces - I think of 
the poor crippled birds back at the unit, the broiler 
chickens with big bloated bodies and cancerous growths, 
and think "if only you knew”. If I’m in a bad mood I 
wish they would choke on every mouthful.

You obviously feel very strongly - I suppose the media 

would call you an extremist . 

I don t care what the papers would call me. I am very, 
very proud to help the activists. I work in local 
government and anyway, I’m too old to go jumping over 
ditches and climbing barbed wire fences! So I offer 
the activists the unit. They are marvellous people 
- anybody who criticises people who are willing to go 
to prison for helping animals is a monster. I think 
they are the most important people 1* our fight - the 
front line if you want. But back to your question — I 
used to be very wishy-washy about animal rights - I 
always wanted them to be treated better, but until I 
was approached with the idea of using the cellars as a 
unit, I couldn’t quite see how best to help them. 

Also, we and the activists see the terrible suffering. 

I don’t need to read "Animal Liberation” or "Slaughter 
of the Innocent” to know about the’ suffering - the 
world of animal abuse passes through my cellar. 


Hie greatest expenditure in our work is that which is 

incurred in securing the future for rescued animals. 

As the interview at the holding units clearly shows, 
getting the animals out of the labs. etc. is by no 
means the end of the story. As far as the activists 
are concerned, many, many more animals could be rescued. 
But these raids cannot go ahead because the activists 
have nowhere to take the animals that they rescue. It 
isn’t that the activists can't rescue these animals. 
Literally thousands of animals can be rescued every 
week. It isn't that there are not the people to 
manage holding units either. There are many people 
with the same dedication and similar attitudes as the 
people in our interview. But if you've recently had a 
shed installed in your back garden you can estimate the 
costliness of building a few chicken houses - let alone 
accommodation for calves from veal crates and pigs and 
cattle from labs, and farms, many of which, if we had 
this accommodation, could be rescued tomorrow. And if 
you've got a dog or cat in the family you'll know the 
cost of food and vets bills. 

It isn't that the animal welfare/rights movement lacks 
the money that is needed for this - and this must 
surely be the most nauseating point of the lot. 

National animal organisations are sitting on a fortune. 
They're sitting on it and talking about some glorious 
time in the distant future when animals will have 
freedom (a glorious time which is not going to be 
achieved through their methods of campaigning anyway). 
Meanwhile animals are suffering today. If we had that 
money you would see those animals getting their freedom 
NOW. 


The Rescued Animal Sanctuary Fund has been set up to 
concentrate on this particular aspect of the work. 

The main excuse from the national organisations is that 
they can't give money to illegal activities. Well, 
that excuse won't wash anymore because everything the 
Sanctuary Fund does will be carefully kept strictly 
within the law. The Fund needs donations, standing 
orders and legacies (cheques, POs payable to Rescued 
Animal Sanctuary Fund). It needs a concentrated fund 
raising effort from everybody, to be started 
immediately if animal accomnodation is to be completed 
by next year to take the large quantities of monkeys, 
cattle, sheep etc. which are waiting to be liberated. 


A leaflet has been produced, so let the Fund know if 
you can do some leaf letting. The leaflet doesn't 
mention the ALF , it just explains that rescued animals 
need help, so it should get support from meat-eating, 
fur-wearing animal lovers who usually s^?nd their money 
to the RSPCA, while condemning the activists as 
mindless terrorists. Street collections should be 
successful aswell - you don't have to mention the ALF 
- just explain that cuddly bunnies need a roof over 
their heads for the winter and you won't be straying 
from the truth. Lets get the money going in the right 
direction for a change - to the animals that need it.

You mention battery hens in bad conditions . What 

else? 


Vivisection animals - I hate receiving them. I’m used 
to it now but I always feel ashamed. Sometimes I hold 
an animal and all I can do is weep and whisper "sorry" 
to it. I've apologised so many times to animals for 
my species. The accusations in the animals eyes are 
always too much to bear. We had a group of beagles 
from a lab. and I soon learnt that I couldn’t wear a 
white or dark green dress near them - if I did they 
would go mad, running around crashing into walls and 
furniture. God knows what they had gone through - it 
took them ages to settle down, and even after a few 
months you could tell that they didn’t totally trust 
you. Mutilated animals are very difficult and very 
expensive to deal with. Some have to be helped to eat, 
some just stand and stare or tremble all the time. 
Sometimes an animal is so bad that nothing can be done 
and we are forced to have it put to sleep. We always 
make sure that we are there when it happens - once or 
twice I’ve seen the vet gasp as we’ve opened the animal 
basket. Yes, I can say that I don’t give a damn about 
being called an extremist - do my job for a month and 
you’d probably be after blood. 


f 

No, thats true - one extreme to another - sometimes I'm 
crying with happiness. To see an animal come out of 
its shell and learn to enjoy life is brilliant - to be 
finally trusted is a wonderful feeling. We are so 
careful not to break our part of the deal. I can’t 
tell you what it feels like .to see a once battered 
animal have the confidence to play and roll over on the 
grass. Young animals who have been kept in cages all 
their lives love to stretch out on the grass - they 
seem to drink^ln the fresh air. When animals go to 
their new homes it is both good and bad - we worry 
about them joecause we think they might think they were 
being put back in the lab. or whatever. You never 
have much time to dwell on it for long though because 
there are new animals that need your help. I suppose 
its like a hospital in some ways. 

Are you involved in 'normal' animal rights campaigning? 

I used to be a member of everything, like everybody 
else, but I've stopped that now for security reasons. 

In theory, I'm now totally unconnected with the 
movement, which is best - if the police raided the 
place and got all the animals I think I would die. I 
hear stories that some activists haven't got holding 
units in their area and they have to take risks with 
animals. I think that is terrible, I wish there were 
a million activists and a million holding units. I 
know there is a shortage of animal homes too and, to be 
honest, I think that the rest of the movement lets the 
activists down on this.

UNIVERSITY OF PARIS 

Wednesday 29th May - three FLA members rescued fifty- 
nine frogs from a lab. being kept for the students 
final exams. Eight quail were also rescued. They 
were kept in tiny cages and could not move. 

A slogan "vivisection = mental pathology" was sprayed 
outside on the laboratory walls in blood red paint. 

The rescuers smashed a double window pane with a sledge- 
hammer to get to eleven cats which were being kept for 
nerve experiments, to rescue them. The activists had 
only the time to go into the cat room and see the 
bewildered cats when a laboratory assistant appeared 
and tried to catch the activists. They advised him to 
let them go but he resisted and one member had to spray 
tear gas in his face. The activists escaped with a 
bag full of frogs and two other bags with the eight 
birds. 

All the animals were later released in the wild, after 
removing the metal devices that the vivisectors had put 
on the birds wings. 

One day later a statement was given to the Agence 
France Presse, in which it was said that the attack on 
the laboratory assistant should not be considered 
offensive but was carried out to prevent the man from 
disturbing' the activists at work.

In the small hours of the morning a Midlands ALF 
unit arrived at the Perrycroft Lodge beagle breeding 
complex in Colwall f near Malvern , Worcestershire . The 
phone Wires to the site were cut and the group removed 
a large and heavy empty cage structure from a gateway 
in the preimeter of the site to gain entrance , 

The cats are not bred at the kennels and were all 
fully grown animals - their friendliness showed them to 
be domesticated and obviously they had not long been in 
the filthy wooden shanty construction of pens that they 
were being kept in. Twenty cats were rescued and 
taken to safe homes. Unfortunately , two cat boxes 

were accidentally left on the premises. One of the 
papers had the name of my home on it and , after three 
days surveillance , the police raided it at 8,30 in the 
morning. They simultaneously raided my girlfriends 
house in Hereford, She knew nothing about the action 
but had visited my house during the period of 
surveillance , 

I was taken to Cheltenham police station where I 
refused to say a word. The police threatened to 
arrest my mother (1) on suspicion of burglary if I 
didn't co-operate. When this drew no response they 
subsequently did so. She was held all day and , having 
no knowledge at all of police methods , believed them 
when they said I had told them everything. She then 

told them what time I had left the house and returned 
the following morning . 

I was held overnight and was given bail in court the 
following morning, after making a statement based 
around what I knew they knew already, but omitting 
number , sex or names of others involved or where the 
cats went. I was fined £100 and ordered to pay £300 
compensation (Crowley was asking for £400, as he can 
sell the cats to labs, for £20 each). 






Animal libbers'ln 


Local animal rights campaigners had tried for many 
years to persuade Rackhams * a 1 House of Fraser 1 
department store * to get rid of its fur department , 
owned by the infamous Edelson Co. Tactics had 
included leaflets , sit-ins , pledges , the usual 
ineffective well-tried procedures . Still Rackhams had 
large front page fur ads. in the local newspaper at 
least twice a week and had considered animal 
' welfarists ' as nothing more than a minor discomfort . 

This state of affairs was about to radically change 
as ALF activists discussed plans one Sunday afternoon 
in May. That night at about 9.30, one activist glued 
up five locks. About two hours later another activist , 
using a lilb hammer, smashed eight large plate-glass 
windows. The activist had simply run along a row of 
windows and, using a little effort, had put small five 
inch holes in each window. The noise created by the 
hammer was minimal and the activist escaped unnoticed , 
taking only ten seconds to carry out the attack . 
Altogether damage was estimated at C 4,500 . 

A spokesman contacted the press the following 
morning and warned that Rackhams would be hit again 
unless they got rid of their fur department . The 
story made the front pages of both local newspapers and 
both carried editorials predictably denouncing the 
activists . (Rackhams are the largest advertisers in 

both local newspapers.)

Over a week later plain clothed detectives still 
patrolled Rackhams. Another attack was considered 
'unlikely' . VJe had words with friends in other towns 
and cities in the 'North' and a co-ordinated attack was 
planned for other stores selling Edelson Furs. 


Two nights later it was decided to try again. 

Despite a small police presence , an activist , again 
using a lilb hammer, smashed seven windows . The two 
policemen who were about fifty yards away didn't even 
hear the smash. Again the activist escaped unnoticed , 
having caused £1,500 damage. 

At this * the fur trade dropped its usual undisturbed , 
laid-back posture. Michael Edelson drove to Sheffield 
demanding a meeting with the chief constable. A 
Rackhams board meeting was called and all fur 
advertising was withdrawn . The British Fur Trade ■ 
Association contacted all local press with a ludicrous 
claim that the ALF had used an incendiary device - a 
claim denied by the police. 

The scene around Rackhams that night resembled a 
fortress . A police van guarded the front of the 
building , its occupants stood guard at every second 
window. That part of Rackhams which is underground 
was similarly patrolled . Two police motorcyclists 
scoured the vicinity for prospective activists and an 
extra police car watched from the other side of the 
road. At least six plain clothes detectives made a 
farcical attempt to blend in with passers by. We sat 
in a pub directly opposite and watched in amazement as 
these guardians of law and disorder made complete asses 
of themselves . At this conjecture we realised that 

victory was achievable .

On Sunday night i 16th June, a series of actions took 
place in towns and cities throughout the north of 
England. The tactics were identical to those used by 
the Sheffield group. At Rackhams in Altrincham, 
Cheshire , nine large windows were smashed, at Lewises, 
in Leeds, eight were smashed, at Binns in Harrogate 
five were smashed (this store had removed its Edelsons 
fur dept, over a year earlier , but was nevertheless a 
House of Fraser store), three were smashed at Binns in 
Blackpool, two at Binns in Doncaster and one at Kendals 
in Manchester. We estimate that £20,000 damage was 
caused to these stores, all of which have Edelson Fur 
departments . 

The media coverage was sketchy, due to the nature of 
the attacks, but there is little doubt that this was 
one of the. biggest blows to the fur trade for many 
years. A large percentage of their retail trade is in 
department Stores. Once these stores become regular 
ALF targets, I believe they will drop the fur trade 
like a hot potato . In the long-run , such a victory, 
which is eminently achievable , would save the lives of 
many, many animals. 

It is important that other groups adopt these 
tactics, to apply the pressure now needed. In 
Sheffield we are certain that Rackhams will eventually 
drop its fur department . We believe that this will 
cause other stores to do the same. If these actions 
escalate, eventually to a nationwide scale * there is a 
likelihood that parent companies like House of Fraser 
(Rackhams , Binns and Frasers ) , Lewises and Debenhams 
will see the fur trade as a headache . When this 
happens they will simply drop their fur departments , 
which make up only a small percentage of their profits. 
Conversely* such a situation would be disastrous for 
the fur trade and would slash their retail outlets by 
as much as fifty percent. 


Sheffield ALF 
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It is not often that we of the ALF are able to 
liberate animals by the ton, but such a raid was 
successfully carried out in the first week of June this 
year. Our target was Horton Trout Farm owned by 
Kingsmead Fisheries Ltd. , the notorious suppliers of 
live trout to Thorpe Park amusement complex. The 
brutal treatment of the trout at Thorpe Park has now 
been stopped, thanks to the work of the Hunt Saboteurs. 
The problem of the fishery remains. 

This little 'industry* has its base in the quiet 
village of Horton in Berkshire. Sited on a worked out 
gravel pit, the farm holds almost twenty-two tons of 
Rainbow trout in seventeen floating pens - at least, it 
did until the ALF visited them in the early hours of a 
June morning. 

Working systematically from pen to pen, the team, 
using sub-aqua equipment, slashed the nylon netting to 
shreds. Tbe fish poured out into the lake. At every 
net we could see dozens of dead fish floating in the 
two feet or so of free space the pen afforded its 
captives - the stench of dead fish was sad and 
disgusting. As the last net was wrecked and the 
captives freed, the team headed to the waters edge. 

The diving outfits were exchanged for more normal 
attire and the cold, wet and jubilant Front members 
headed away from the scene. 

The results were, to say the least, encouraging. 

The entire stock was liberated, every net was rendered 
useless and the stream that bisects. the square mile of 
lake soon filled with trout. This stream leads to the 
River Colne and finally the Thames. 


The team knew that many of the trout would be eaten 
by the various predators (including anglers!) that live 
in or around the pit. The decision to liberate the 
fish was taken on the basis that although a percentage 
would not survive, once out of the pens a far greater 
percentage would. If we had not acted, not one single 
fish would have lived. The death of every fish in the 
pens in guaranteed, as is the profit from this barbaric 
exploitation. The fish that existed in the 
pathetically over-crowded conditions faced a horrendous 
death in a bath tub arrangement connected to mains 
electricity. This device becomes a chamber of torture 
and death at the flick of a switch. 

The newspapers followed up the ALF press release to 
a national news agency with some national and good 
local coverage, during which the full impact of the hit 
became apparant. The facts and figures made 
satisfying reading. 

The trout farm admitted that 182,000 fish had been 
released, comprising of some twenty-one tons of trout. 
Each fish, had it survived the intensive farming 
methods Kingsmead employ, would have reached a weight 
of at least a pound. The retail price per pound at 
the time of the raid was £1.30. It needs no genius to 
work out the financial set-back to the purveyors of 
tortured fish. Kingsmead claim that the 182,000 fish 
were worth £25,000! 

Let no-one think we are being over-emotive about 
about this torture, it is not only beagles and monkeys 
.that feel pain and deprivation. All animals that move 
of their own accord and choose their own mates and

Buildings at Ross Breeders In Great North Road, 
Welwyn, were daubed with slogans and vehicles were 
heavily damaged with paint stripper and sugar in the 
petrol tanks. 

Company files were stolen during the raid last Tues- 
day night and police confirmed that they are Investigat- 
ing criminal damage and burglary offences. 

In a statement to the press the Animal Liberation 
Front claimed responsibility for the attack and said: 
“It was in protest at this company's wholesale exploita- 
tion of animals for profit. This company sells its 
chickens worldwide 'making a huge profit out of 
animal suffering.” 

Managing Director of Ross Breeders John Ewart was 
unavailable for comment.

The group also filled the 
vehicles’ diesel tanks with 
sugar — which turns to a 
glue like substance — 
which caused one of the 
van's engines to sleze up. 
The cost of the damage was 
a further £1,400. 

The Initials ALF (Animal 
Liberation Front) were 
daubed in red paint over 
the windows and door of the 
farmshop a* well as over 
the yard and workshop.*

tery sheds was broken Into 
and five chickens stolen. 

. A spokesman for the 
Animal Liberation Front 
said, 'This raid was one of a 
series of actions taking 
place all over the country 
to highlight to the public 
the appalling conditions 
battery hens are kept in.’ 

Mr Hobden, who has 
around 14,000 battery hens. 
Is Insured for the damage. 
But he said, 'It Is an In- 
convenience and I shall be 
getting tighter security 
measures.'

ANIMAL LIBERATION FRONT RESCUES MONKEY 


The infant stumptail monkey whose picture you sec (before and 
after “liberation") was born at the University of California at River- 
side. Me was just one of 260 animals removed from the campus in 
a pre-dawn raid on 20 April I9S5. Other animals rescued included 
cats, pigeons, rats, deer mice, and opossums. 

The raid was carried out by members of the underground Ani- 
mal Liberation Front. The infant monkey, who was just 5 weeks 
old. was given the name “Rritches" by his rescuers. “Britches" was 
being kept in isolation with his entire skull and most of his face 
covered by surgical tape and electrical gadgets as part of the pro- 
tocol for a study of the combined effects of sight deprivation and 
isolation. It is surprising that anybody would consider such experi- 
ments necessary as hundreds, if not thousands, of primates have 
been blinded and/or isolated in the name of science already. 


According to^i report of the raid carried by United Press Inter- 
national (21 Aprir 1 985), the raiders filmed and photographed the 
animals before they were freed. They also removed lab notes show- 
ing that some infant monkeys had been killed in the isolation-blind- 
ing experiments. 

Ted Mullar, Executive Vice-Chancellor of the University of 
California, was quoted as saying that. “We have reason to believe 
that they |thc animals) are in worse hands (than at the university)." 

IPPL invites members to look carefully at the two photographs 
and drop us a postcard telling us whether they agree that “Britches" 
is in "worse hands" now than he was before.

ANIMAL LIBBERS 
STRIKE AGAIN 

MEMBERS of the Animal Liberation Front struck at a poultry 
slaughter house over the weekend, causing damaqe esti- 
mated at £3,000. 

An employee of P. Lewis Poultry Ltd of Smeed Road, Bow turned up for 
work on Monday morning to find the tyres slashed on three lorries and a 
van. 


Paste had also been 
poured into a fuel tank 
and a tachometer was 
smashed. 

The attack took place some 
time between Saturday 
night and Sunday mor- 
ning. Owner of the com- 
pany, Mr. Lewis refused 
to comment. 

A spokesman for the ALF 
confirmed that the attack

Police are investigating the 
incident.

YOUR MONEY OR YOUR LIFE? 


In issue 1 4 of the newsletter there was a request 
for ALF supporters to contact us if they are willing to 
get involved with setting up local ALF Support Groups. 
Does the lack of response mean that the majority of ALF 
Supporters Group members think that, by sending the 
equivalent of £2 a month, their contribution to the war 
against a world of animal suffering is enough? 

The Supporters Group is a collection of people who 
realise the need for direct action but who, for a very 
good reason, cannot take part in ALF raids. Being old 
or physically handicapped is a very good reason. Not 
being prepared to take the risk of getting arrested 
because it would jeopardize your job promotion 
prospects /mortgage /plans for a world cruise is just a 
selfish and gutless cop-out. 

There are those who express to us genuine 
frustration and even feelings of guilt that, because 
they are too old etc., they cannot take part in ALF 
actions. Instead, they give out our leaflets, they 
write letters in our defence /support to their local 
papers and they organise fund-raising jumble sales. 

It is important to point out to these people that their 
hard work in a 'supportive' capacity makes them every 
bit as valuable in our struggle as the activists 
themselves. But we are talking about only a small 
percentage of the Supporters Group that actually does 
work hard. That small percentage can ignore the rest 
of this article. 

For the others, we are wondering if their 
subscription money is in fact 'conscience' money - a 
token gesture from people who 'sympathise' with what 
we're doing but, when it comes to the crunch, would 
rather spend their own time doing something else. 

There are three very important reasons why the 
involvement of non-activists is vital. Firstly, if 
you don't help in a practical way you are actually 
responsible for reducing the amount of actions that can 
take place. Activists are prepared to break the law, 
damage property, rescue animals and risk imprisonment. 

If they have less time to spend looking at new targets, 
planning and carrying out raids, thats less actions and 
less animals saved than could otherwise be. An 
activist recently commented that if he had to spend a 
few weeks on trial he would certainly not appreciate 
his active colleagues turning up at court every day in 
some gesture of support. They can't help him by 
sitting in court, they're just wasting their valuable 
time. The activist said he'd feel happier in court 
seeing supporters present and knowing that the 
activists were not there because they were out planning 
the next raid, totally unaffected by his trial. 

The second point is that when visiting prisoners, 
the first thing they always want to be told about is 
the action. Thats what keeps them going and, in many 
cases, thats all they really care about. While 
activists are in prison they need to know constantly 
that their active friends outside are smashing 
their way into yet more labs. etc. They do not want 


to know that the latest raid had to be cancelled 
because everyone was running round organising 
collections for the Defence Fund, when thats what the 
supporters should have been doing. 

Thirdly, theres the security aspect. Say a group 
of four activists took part in a raid and three of 
those were caught and arrested and the other one 
managed to escape. One would have thought that the 
escaped person would have to be a total fool to turn up 
at the police station a few hours later with vegan food 
for the other three, pretending to be an innocent 
friend v/ho had just heard about the arrests. Yet 
there have been actual cases where activists have been 
arrested when they have gone to the police station to 
enquire about their colleagues. 'Well-meaning' 
citizens who saw them running away have given 
descriptions to the police and then those very people 
who perfectly fit those descriptions go strolling into 
the police station where their fellow raiders are being 
held! Activists have actually been arrested when 
they've turned up at court to support their friends in 
the dock! Its just such damned unprofessional behaviour 
to say the least. Activists shouldn't do anything to 
draw attention to therflselves. The authorities are 
bound to take an interest in whoever turns up at the 
courts and police stations. They probably even take 
photographs, particularly if they haven't yet caught 
everybody involved in the raids in question. Don't 
think that this is giving the police ideas. Some of 
them are not idiots and they know that seme of us are. 
They know that theres a chance that the activist who 
escaped might just be stupid enough to turn up at the 
court case of those who didn't. It has happened. 

Activists should never involve themselves in the 
work that non-activists should be doing because, to sum 
up, a) thats all time and energy spent that should be 
used for planning and carrying out more raids, b) the 
greatest morale booster for the prisoners is to know 
that their colleagues are doubling, not halving, the 
actions and c) activists are exposing themselves to an 
unnecessary security risk. 

The back up support work for the ALF however is a 
very essential part of the campaign and this is the job 
of the Supporters Group. If the activists see that 
the welfare of their imprisoned friends is not being 
adequately catered for, if their supporters aren't 
there in court and at the police stations, if they 
don't see letters going into the local papers, if they 
don't see people leaf letting and fund raising it is 
little wonder that they themselves feel forced to do 
these things. 

If Supporters Group members want to see more ALF 
actions taking place, they must take the rest of the 
work off the activists backs and let them get on with 
it.

Third Time Unlucky For Mr. Tuck 
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Wednesday 17th Juiy saw the third ALF raid on the 
premises of A. Tuck and Son in eighteen months. Mr. 
Trevor Tuck, the proprietor, breeds mice, rats and 
guinea-pigs for vivisection laboratories all over the 
country. The first raid left Tuck short of nearly 
two hundred guinea-pigs after ALF activists evaded 
patrolling security guards and broke into animal 
houses. The secondary target, the office block, had 
to be left for a later visit as it was a fortress 
- heavy shutters over the windows, a tough security 
door and alarms. We determined to come back better 
equipped to tackle it. 

The second visit came eleven months later. Armed 
with sledgeharmers and a fire-axe, as well as the 
usual crowbars etc., a determined attempt was made to 
break down the door. The look of horror on the face 
of the axe-wielding activist when the axe bounced off 
the door was a picture! After fifteen minutes hard 
work a hole was eventually made, but 4" by 4" re- 
inforcing beams were in place behind the door and the 
alarm was creating a lot of noise. After causing 
some damage to other buildings we retreated again. 

On 17th July we tried again using a more 
sophisticated approach. Using a hand held brace 
with a f bit we drilled a series of holes in the 
door , inserted a saw and cut a large section out of 
the door to gain entrance. The door was a new type, 
designed to soak up impact damage from axes and 
sledgehammers without breaking. After thirty 
minutes of work there was an audible sigh of relief 
when the cut section fell out and no alarms had gone 
off. 

Once inside we located the important papers 
- account records for the last four years, VAT 
records, invoice books, order books etc. Piles of 
invoices were also taken, as well as purchase records, 
contracts with major labs. etc. Once these were 
safely packed we restructured the offices with our 
sledgehammers, destroying typewriters, calculators, 
fittings etc. About four of the animal houses were 
also entered and fittings, sinks, ventilation 
equipment, windows, doors, loos etc. were damaged, 
as well as the canteen and feed stores, where large 
quantities of animal feed and bedding etc. were 
destroyed. Despite the tremendous noise, we were 
undisturbed during our two hour stay as the premises 
are very isolated and the visiting security system is 
a joke. Eventually we re-packed our equipment and 
left for our vehicles, having caused about £10,000 
of damage. 

With the papers stored in a safe house we set 
about evaluating our haul. Using invoices, order 
books and desk diaries we were able to identify every 
customer of Tucks for the past four years. They 
include seme famous names - Elli Lilley, Safepharm, 
Beechams , Wellcome etc. and many lesser known and 
unknown names - very useful now that the government 
refuses to publish a list of those premises holding 
vivisection licenses. This information is being 
circulated to groups throughout the country and should 
lead to a number of actions against new targets.

£5,000 raid 


ANIMAL liberation cam- 
paigners staged a night 
raid of theft and destruc- 
tion at a Battiesbridge 
breeding farm. 

The Animal Liberation 
Front has claimed re- 
sponsibility for the raid which 
police said left damage esti- 
mated at between £5,000 and 
£ 6,000 

The campaigners' also’ 
claim to have stolen docu- 
ments, some of which contain 
details of firms supplied with 
animals by the breeding 
centre. 

The raiders struck at the- 
Beeches Road premises of A! > 
Tuck and Sons Ltd in the 
early hours of Thursday 
morning. The firm breeds 
> animals tor laboratory re- 
search. 


An ALF spokesman told 
the Chronicle: “The object 
was to do a lot of damage and 
to obtain documents and I 
understand that this was 
done. • 

“A lot of documents wei'e 4 
taken and a lot of damage 
was done. I think the offices- 
were damaged, some of the 
stores and the sterilisation 
area. It was extremely 
successful.*' 

The spokesman said the 
raid was part of an escalating 
campaign, which has seen a 
number of break-ins at the 
Battiesbridge Firm over the 
past few years. 

“They facilitate the experi- 
ments so for -people who are 
opposed to vivisection the 
sooner the place closes, the 
better,** he added. 


A MAN who said he 
was from the Animal 
Liberation- --Front 
today claimed 
responsibility for a 
raid in^yhich a 
BattlesbrjiJge breed- 
centre was badly 
damaged. 

Now other centres could 
be at risk.

The man said: “We in- 
tend to put the owner out 
of business.” 

This is the third time in 
about 18 months that Tucks 
have been ALF targets.

We also obtained price lists, letter headings and 
blank invoices. These have been put to use with a 
series of fake letters to customers, informing them 
of the break-in and regretting that they will 
probably receive attention from ALF themselves. We 
hope that some of them will cancel orders with Tuck 
as a result. We have also used letter headings to 

order useful items for Mr. Tuck - five cubic yards of 
ready mixed cement etc. Duplicate invoices to his 
customers should also help to tie up their accounting 
systems and generate more cancelled orders. We also 
took the opportunity to cancel Mr. Tucks visiting 
security service - Chargecrest Limited - as they had 
proved to be so useless to him. His contract for 
linen supplies from Advance Laundries has also been 
cancelled and his leasing agreement for his new Mazda 
van ended. We have an endless supply of new ideas 
to keep Mr. Tuck entertained over the next few months. 

Companies supplying him with sawdust, boxes, 
animal feed, hay etc. have had phone calls advising 
them that it will not be in their best interest to 
continue to supply to Mr. Tuck. They seem to have 

got the message. Inland Revenue and VAT have also 
been advised about some peculiar book-keeping 
discovered - their enquiries should keep Mr. Tuck 
tied up for a while. Mr. Tucks long-suffering 
insurance company, Guardian Royal Exchange, was also 
contacted and advised that he would continue to be a 
very bad risk - the penny seems to have dropped 
already.

1. If an attack occurs or is thought imminent , an alarm will be given by sounding an interrupted signal on the 
fire alarm, by switching the alarm on and off alternatively (10 seconds on and 10 seconds off). 

2. Staf_f sgfetj£ . The prime concern of the company is the safety of staff. A secondary consideration being 
the prevention or reduction of damage to company property . 

3 ‘ 4£li°n wh en alarm sounded . If time permits:- i) Secure external doors and security grilles (if fitted), 
ii) Close windows. Hi) Lock away important papers etc. iv) Leave area locking doors behind you. 
v) Evacuate area and go to assembly point. 

Assembly point . Restaurant . 

5 \ i Y acuat ion routes . i) Animal House . Leave via link to the laboratory area and then use blue corridor to 

make way to the Restaurant (assembly point ) via main Reception. If for any reason the ground floor is

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Scdesfield Beagless 



I was one of the 1 2 activists who helped in the 
liberation of 28 beagles from the Ecclesfield Hunt. 
Hie idea to rescue a pack of hunting hounds was one 
that had haunted activists for several years, but had 
always seemed like a totally impractical and daft 
notion. All this changed as a reconnaissance unit 
from Sheffield ALF visited the beagle kennel at 
Ecclesfield, originally with a view to causing a bit 
of damage. When they reported back with photographs 
and notes of feeding times etc. it became obvious 
that a snatch and grab raid to release all the 
beagles was possible, but only with a lot of planning. 

The plan would involve precision timing and a good 
dose of courage. The first step would be to hide a 
vehicle in nearby woods, large enough to carry 40 
hounds. Then the main body of activists would 
approach the kennels from another direction, 
summoning the vehicle by means of a CB radio. The 

activists would split into 2 groups of 3 and 5, the 5 
scaling a wall at the back of the kennels. The 
other 3 would meet the vehicle at the front of the 
kennels. As the first group reached the front wall 
inside the kennels, one of the other group would pass 
a tea chest over the wall for one of the activists to 
stand on and a similar tea chest would be used on the 
outside. The activists inside would then pass 
beagles to the colleague on the tea chest, who would 
then pass them over the fence to the activists 
outside. Then the beagles would be put into the 
vehicle where another 2 would be waiting. This was 
to be the heart of the plan although there was much 
more to it than that (escape routes, finding homes 
etc. etc.). The major problem, apart from these, 
was that after the raid the vehicle would pass 
through Ecclesfield village with 4 activists and 40 
beagles in the back. Even more worrying was that 
Ecclesfield Police Station was only 400 yards from 
the kennels. 

Finally, the night for the raid arrived. The main 
body of activists approached the kennels through 
Ecclesfield churchyard - I was one of this group. 

It was very dark, with the clouds blotting out most 
of the moonlight. Somebody just in front of me took 
out a CB radio and switched it to the appropriate 
channel. He spoke quietly and slowly. "Come in 
transport". . . .There was a crackling sound, "GO. .GO. ." 
went the command. The reply came "ROGER". The 


I was one of the 5 activists who went to the rear 
of the kennels while the other 3 disappeared around 
the front. At exactly the same time the sound of 
the engine of the vehicle became louder. Suddenly, 
as I reached the top of the wall all hell was let 
loose as the hounds began to howl. It reached a 
deafening crescendo as I reached the botto.t and 
landed in the centre of the hounds. I made my way 
to the far wall followed by other activists and saw a 
colleague on the outside removing barbed wire and 
netting. My heart was beginning to beat faster and 
I started sweating. Then, to my relief, a tea chest 
was passed over and I gratefully accepted it. I 
placed it on the floor and stood on it - it was 
perfect. My waist was now higher than the wall and 
I could see the activist outside and speak to him. 

I looked round and an activist was standing before me 
offering a beagle. I grabbed, expecting it to be no 
heavier than a puppy. It was much heavier but I 
managed to pass it over the wall. As I turned again 
the first beagle was just reaching tne vehicle. It 
was working like a dream. It took less than 5 
minutes to clear the nearside pen of its beagles. 

Meanwhile, the other activists were not being so 
successful with the other beagles in a separate pen. 
As I went to their aid I discovered that seme of the 
older beagles were being unco-operative. Despite 
this we still managed to grab another 10 of them 
before time dictated that we got out. I felt 
relieved but saddened as I leapt over the wall and 
climbed into the waiting vehicle. I sat in the back 
among the 28 beagles. What a sight. It seemed 
nearer 50 than 28 dogs. 

The worst was yet to come. The driver looked a 
little nervous as we drove down the lane and turned 
right into the village. We held our breaths as we 
passed down the road past the main police station. 

But 100 yards further our anxiety was replaced by 
euphoria and relief as we turned into a country lane.

About 2 miles further on, in a secluded wood, we were 
met by 2 other vehicles and the beagles were 
transferred. I had no idea who the other people 
were as they were all wearing masks and had covered 
their vehicle number plates. Only one person among 
us knew their identities - a vital precaution. We 
shook hands with our unknown colleagues and they drove 
off in different directions. As planned, the 
original vehicle left five minutes later with just 
its driver and navigator and, half an hour later, 
another vehicle arrived to take us heme. 

During the raid my mind went back to an incident 
which occurred 2 years ago when I was among a group 
of hunt saboteurs at Ecclesfield Beagles. On this 
occasion we had not been successful and the huntsman 
emerged from the wood with the bloodied carcass of a 
murdered hare. I can still see the look of sadistic 
pleasure as he wiped his bloody hands on his gleaming 
white breeches. The look of blankness and death in 
the eyes of the hare is something that I will never ' 
forget. 


The hounds are adjusting very well to their new 
surroundings, making a nonsense of the hunts claims 
that they wouldn't survive. They will live a much 
fuller and richer life instead Cf being slaughtered 
when they are too old to hunt anymore. I have seen 

what happens when beagles get too old to hunt - their 
throats are slit and they are put into the 'fleshpot' 
and fed to the rest of the pack - when they are about 
4 years old. These people seem to have a perverted 
bloodlust which doesn't stop with the mutilation of 
hares. Often hunts are the basis for illegal blood- 
sports such as cockfighting and dog fighting. If we 
have, as we hope, ended the Ecclesfield Hunt it will 
be the biggest blow ever to the blcodsports set.

MORE SACKS 

A NEW ALF mrii SUCCESSFULLY CARRIES 

OUT ITS FIRST RAID. 


In the early hours of Friday 18th October a new 
ALF group carried out its first raid and its target 
was a battery unit containing hundreds of hens . In 

the weeks leading up to the raid the shed doors were 
checked for padlocks and , luckily , there was only 
one . We hoped that the door at the back of the 
shed opened from the inside $ which would mean that 
we could work from there . It was risky , as the 
farmhouse and a guard dog were not more than twenty 
yards away from the front entrance but , when we were 
satisfied that everything had been checked through, 
we proceeded to buy the tools and start planning . 



The group met a couple of times and the date was 
set. At midnight we set off for Keston, in Kent, 
and the van dropped us off at a footpath, which 
would eventually lead us to the farm. After a 
creepy fifteen minute walk through the pitch black 
woods we arrived at the path behind the battery 
sheds. We cut the fence in a couple of places, in 
case we needed to make a quick getaway . As we 
approached the sheds we could see lights on in the 
farmhouse opposite and the front room curtains were 
open l Some of the group stayed around the back to 

cut some more fences and the rest went round to the 
front . A sliding door had to be opened and it was 
really squeaky, but we managed not to make the dog 
bark. Next we removed the padlock from the inner 
door with a pair of hefty bolt croppers . Once 
inside we then closed both doors in case anyone had 
heard the noises . The hens were really quiet (they 
must have known the ALF had arrived). We switched 
on the torches and made our way to the back of the 
shed. There were hundreds of cages stacked five 
high in four rows, with two columns in each row. 

We slid the back door open, which was fastened only 
by a catch, and let the rest of the group in. 

We had arranged with the driver of the van to 
give us forty minutes in all, from the time we were 
dropped off to the time the van would pick us up. 

We thought that we would have enough time to rescue 
at least thirty hens, but we found that the cages 
would not open and had to be cut in two different 
places with the bolt croppers. This took more time 
than we had planned , and also made a lot of noise, 
and the hens were less settled than before. All 
the time we were hoping that we wouldn't wake the 
dog, and so far we hadn't. After cutting some of 
the cages we put three hens in each sack and took 
them to the back door. String was used to fasten 
the sacks. The hens were in a very bad condition , 
with few feathers on their necks and wings. They 

had been debeaked and were unable to stand in the 
cages as they were too low. There were about five 
hens to each cage and it was a very depressing sight. 

The van arrived at the given time and we had filled 
six sacks, containing eighteen hens in all. One of 
the group heard the dog at the farmhouse barking so we 
decided to leave. It was a very difficult thing to do, 
knowing that we were leaving behind those poor hens in 
that disgusting environment , but we decided it was 
best to take eighteen than to risk their liberty. 

The van drove off and the hens were taken to their new 
homes where they will be able to live a free and happy 
existence . We will continue to rescue animals and 

plans are being made for our next raid. 
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. . . AND VIOLENCE 


We expected the news of the car bombing of 
Professor Walker and Sharat Gangolli, both of whom 
practise vivisection at Bibra laboratories in 
Carshalton, to be supressed by the police. It is 
the fourth time in six months that the system has 
shown itself for what it truly is, anti freedom of 
information . 

But the police, government and animal abusers know 
the truth behind the poisoning of eggs on a Biggin 
Hill farm, they know the truth behind the petrol 
bombing of Professor Conning and Gangollis homes. 
They also know the truth behind the recent car 
bombings and they know opposition to their injustice 
and oppression is spreading. 

The Animal Rights Militia are not irresponsible 
lunatics or madmen as has been implied by statements 
made by the BUAV - we at the moment attack property, 
not people. But let me make it clear, we do not 
shy away from violence against individual animal 
abusers for, even if a vivisector were to die, it 
would be just a tiny fraction of. the blood and 
terror on which animal abuse industries are based. 

We have sat quietly by, demonstrating and 
leaf letting etc. while the animals have suffered the 
violence. How many animals will it take to die 
before people are moved into action which is away 
from the channels provided to us by the authorities. 


Sunday 1st September. 

Site office portacabin belonging to Shepherd 
Construction gutted by fire at the site of the new 
Psychology labs, on the university campus. Three 
shelves of files went up in the blaze. Activists 
cut through metal gridding and then smashed a window 
to gain access to the office which was then doused 
with petrol and set alight (beware of flashback/ 
explosion, so set it alight from a distance). 
Shepherd are the bastards responsible for the 
building of the four storey psychology department. 

Leeds ALF 


At 4am, Sunday 13th October the Northallerton ALF 
sawed through the jumps at Hoi 1 in Hall where the York 
& Ainsty North Hunter trials were due to be held 
later that day. It took 4 men from the hunt 3 hours 
to replace the jumps. This action was taken as a 
protest against the Master, Major Bailey, throwing a 
live fox cub to the hounds. Further action will be 
taken against this vile sadistic scumbag.

Southampton ALF 


Lately we have started seeing through another kind 
of con. There are certain people who claim to 
represent the animals, such as certain MPs, The BUAV 
and League Against Some Cruel Sports - all of whom 
presume to act on the animals behalf, but all these 
people have one thing in common - they always sell 
out. For they are afraid of changing the structure 
of society, which is necessary if animal liberation 
is to be realised. They preach towards keeping the 
peace, but we are tired of keeping the peace, our 
role is to deepen the animal rights issue. But 
this will not be achieved by concentrating on any 
particular issue or by using watery socialist 
ideologies. 

For animal liberation must be part of a wide 
spectrum of revolutionary change in the structure of 
society, for British democracy is based on more 
blood, terror and exploitation than any other 
country in history. It has a brutal police force 
whose crimes against people and animals the media 
will not report and whose government blatantly 
supports repressive systems of governments around 
the world. 

But the Animal Rights Militia has started to fight 
back and the war for human and animal freedom will 
be won by the grass roots of society, and that is 
the ordinary men and women who have been misled for 
so long. That is why it is our policy never to 
endanger the lives of ordinary members of the public, 
and for them never to fear us - we do not want to 
become another IRA, where the mere mention of the 
word strikes terror into peoples hearts. 

What we plan to do is attack the real animal 
abusers, the vivisectors, huntsmen and slaughter- 
house owners. 

After our first petrol bombing we became scared, 
like children in an unknown environment, we got 
frightened but we soon realised that our panic was 
minute compared to the sheer terror of the abused 
animal. And then it flashed we were unbeatable, 
for we were everybody in the animal rights movement 
who really cares about animals. 

They could not defeat us by jailing us for, where 
two or more concerned people band together and use 
organised violence to attack all forms of abuse, 
there is the Animal Rights Militia. 

Our power is in the two petrol bombings, the 
poisoning of eggs on farms, rather than supermarket 
shelves, and the car bombings, all of which are 
answers to animal abuse. 

Many brothers and sisters we do not know have 
been arrested, intimidated and framed. The Curtins, 
Helsbys, Horburys and Wickham 19 are all innocent 
and, like the animals, are victims of a corrupt 
society which makes it illegal to care what happens 
to others. But one thing you can be sure of, every 
day our comrades and fellow animals stay behind bars 
their torment will be avenged, even if this means 
some of the filth will lose their lives.

I find myself writing this reply wondering whether 
Hilly Beavan actually misunderstood my article in 
issue 15 of the SG newsletter (Time for Change) or 
whether - she chose to misrepresent it - either way 
she got things wrong throughout . 

I see in the first part of her article that Hilly 
lists the benefits to the movement of the national 
organizations : They publish literature , they 

organize demos . • they are central for the press to 
ring and then the big one folks i they print lists of 
activists in trouble in defence funds - which 
basically means that they are prepared to beg the 
movement for money for activists because one things 
for sure , they aren f t going to give them any . 

Activists remember , the nationals want reports of 
your newsworthy actions , any photos $ the odd video 
and some internal laboratory documents wouldn't be 
sneezed at either - but if you go and get yourself 
arrested , don't go running to them because they are 
too busy opening the latest package from the next 
suckers . 

But back to this impressive list: doesn't it make 
your pulse race when you read it? And all this for 
only a few hundreds of thousands of pounds every 
year • My article questioned the present system 
which allows a few campaigners to hold the purse 
strings of the movement - and whilst I fully 
appreciate that finances cannot be handed out willy- 
nilly , I don't see why the small local groups , the 
backbone of the movement , have to go cap-in-hand to 
the nationals to ask for part of the funds they 
helped to create in the first place , 

Also , I believe that seeing as the activists take 
all the very real risks as part of their work the 
movement should - has a duty to - fully support them , 
make what they do as easy as possible for them . If 

the support work of direct action was done by others 
maybe activists would be freer to organise actions 
more efficiently . Those who complain that the ALF 
liberate too few animals should realise that this is 
the most difficult aspect of campaigning and they 
should help by organising and finding safe animal 
homes and holding units . It frankly amazes me that 
by far the most difficult and dangerous campaigning 
is left to run on a shoe-string basis . I share the 
views of the activist who wrote in the last SG about 
the view that all types of campaigning are of equal 
importance: Clearly the most effective campaigns 
are the most important but even if people did take 
the other view , is it not reasonable to ask that 
every type of campaign be equally well funded ? 

Give a million pounds to direct action campaigning 
and a million to political campaigning and compare 
the benefits to animals , long and short term . 

Hilly Beavan says that actions are more important than 
money - I say that one without the other is useless . 
The more finances the activists have at their 
disposal , the more capable they are of better 
planned and more frequent actions . Furthermore , if 
direct action groups were not broke they could 
really set about the industries that ruthlessly 
exploit animals : indeed, those who abuse animals 
are already severely affected by what the ALF is 
doing to their respective trades - just consider how 
many could be finished off if they were being hit 
ten times harder and thirty times more often '. 

There are still so many people who are relatively 
unaware of the terrible plight of animals - we must 
show them the truth again and again and direct 
action and local campaigning are undoubtedly 
recognised as our finest weapons in this fight . I 
must say again that, to be good, these aspects of 


campaigning have to be well financed . The walls of 
laboratories and factory farms are not made of glass 

- the idea is to stop the public from seeing inside 

- we must punch holes through the walls of animal 
abuse and lead the public in . 

Hilly Beavans advice is that if you don't like 
what you see, do your own thing - I've already 
explained in my first article how 'doing your own 
thing' benefits the national groups . And this idea 
certainly wasn't in the minds of the people who 
launched the radical isation of the BUAV. One of 
the main reasons why the BUAV was such a temptation 
then was that they were sitting on many thousands of 
pounds while animals were suffering . And what was 
the effect of the BUAVs radicalisation? : the 
creation of a massive spark throughout the entire 
animal rights movement t the most intense, exciting 
campaigning for animals ever seen - and why? 

- because those with radical views found themselves 
in a financial position to campaign as they wanted . 

I remember simple things like the production of 
the ' Animals don't,,.' leaflets - perhaps it doesn't 
seem much now but they were the first animal rights 
(not welfare) literature available to the public. 
Other things followed - ' Liberate Laboratory Animals' , 
'Every Six Seconds..', a massive fly-posting 
campaign , the first large scale animal rights demos, 
and then the BUAVs finest hour - Porton Down - then 
the BUAV were really leading the movement , not a 
credible claim now . All this coincided with the 
NALLs Babraham raid and the foundation of daylight 
raids, the Hunt Saboteurs were riding on the crest 
of this ' new wave', the Animals Film was soon to be 
launched and the ALF were growing from strength to 
strength. 

Sadly that spark has now died, the BUAV are 
desperately trying to moderate while continuing to 
pay lip service to direct action through their 
pseudo support for the SEALL - Hilly Beavan says 
that the SEALL couldn't have afforded the Royal 
College of Surgeons court case - of course they 
couldn't, how could they when the BUAV have got all 
their money? 

I believe time has progressed and the national 
groups have now outgrown their use to the movement 

- if the huge finances they hold were distributed 
throughout the country the second intense animal 
rights campaigning wave could be sparked. All 
those who are in local groups, just consider your 
recent campaigns - just think about the campaigning 
potential in your area if you weren't scraping 
around to pay the phone bill. There are thousands 
of animal abuse centres in the country, there are 
tens of thousands of campaigners - let's give them 
the tools to smash animal exploitation . Let us 
provide all that is missing - real support for 
direct action, payment of fines, campaigning 
finances , typewriters , printing machines - whatever 
is needed, the movement has the money, let's put it 
to use. You can't campaign against multi-national 
companies without the necessary campaigning 
facilities . 

Who has the right to sit on thousands of pounds 
when currently groups are begging for money because 
they can't even afford a vehicle to go out sabbing 
in? The present situation is even worse for the 
ALF - each group of activists should have many 
vehicles for their activities , enough good CBs , all 
the tools they need, animal holding units, homes for 
animals and the knowledge that if they get nicked the 
movement will do more than stick their names in q 
defence funds. 0 



The most effective campaigning should be 
concentrated upon: Come on political campaigners , 
be honest , can you really see parliament , the 
bastion of vested interests , legislating to help 
animals? Most MPs don't give a damn about people, 
let alone animals. Let's put our hands on our 
hearts and sort out the useless campaigning from the 
- good. If people want to write letters to MPs, fine, 
but that's as far as it should go - let's 
concentrate on public education , direct action and 
local campaigns . 

Maybe in the future political campaigning will be 
productive but that time is way off yet - 
politicians are followers, not leaders , animal abuse 
will have to be much weaker and politicians much 
less connected with animal exploitation before we 
can influence parliament. This is certainly true 
in the case of both factory farming and animal 
experimentation, where we haven' t got one single 
cuddly seal to point to. At present we are asking 
for too much, we are treading on too many political 
toes. Give the MPs a miss until the majority of 
the population is boycotting the meat industry , 
until direct action makes vivisection impossible and 
then they'll legislate. 


Dear ALF, 

It is very strange that Hilly Beavan (SG 16) 
should decry the importance of money for the work of 
animal liberation. Money is obviously very 
important to her as a graphic designer for the BUAV. 
Her firm was paid £57,1 83 .07p during the year from 
April 1st 1984 to March 31st 1985. TTiis large sum 
does NOT include money paid to her firm by 
MOBILISATION, which could be equally high. 
Mobilisation, in my experience, appear to be very 
coy about publishing financial accounts.

There has been a great deal of fuss made recently 
in the animal rights movement concerning the 
involvement and activities of those of an alledgedly 
extreme right wing political persuasion. This 
concern has been evidenced by anti-racist motions 
at this years BUAV and HSA AGMs , by an article in a 
recent issue of the Direct Action Animal Bulletin 
and in communications from the Eastern Animal 
Liberation League. 

There is no doubt that there are a few people 
involved in the animal rights movement who have 
extreme right wing views on many topics. These 
people can be divided into two categories - those 
who couldn’t care less about the animals and are 
using the movement for their own political ends and 
those who genuinely care about the animals but have 
extremely repressive and inconsistent views on other 
matters. 

The treatment of those in the first category 
poses no problem. They should, of course, be 
immediately ejected from the movement and prevented 
from any involvement in it. Difficulties arise 
when we consider how to deal with those in the 
second category which, in my view, is by far the 
larger of the two. It is my opinion that such 
people should not be thrown out of the movement but 
that efforts should be made to point out to them the 
gross inconsistencies of their views on other 
matters. To advocate that we have nothing to do 
with such people, in my view, is a serious mistake 
because it not only deprives the animals of some of 
their defenders but leads logically to a nonsensical 
situation. 

If we decide that it is right to exclude from the 
movement people who genuinely care about the animals 
but with whom we disagree on other issues then we 
would have to concede that anti-abortionists had the 
right to throw out pro-abortionists, those of a 
religious persuasion had the right to exclude 
atheists, those who believed in marriage to get rid 
of those who didn’t and vice versa. As none of us 
have exactly the same views on all issues there 
would, in the end, be only two people left in the 
movement and one of those would then throw out the 
other! 

The whole issue of ’fascism 1 and ’racism’ in the 
movement is, however, something of a red herring. 

(And I say red quite pointedly because it seems to 
be in the nature *of socialists to scream very loudly 
about these issues while ignoring other equally 
important concerns.) It is absolutely correct and 
very necessary to deplore ’fascist* views but the

main obstacle in our movement to the obtaining of 
true animal liberation comes not from the Right but 
from the Left of the political spectrum. 

Fascism and racism may well be the most 
deplorable of all the ideologies that infect various 
members of our movement but, being so obviously out 
of order, they infect very, very few. Far more 
’acceptable*, far more widespread and therefore far 
more dangerous and damaging is Labour Party 
’socialism*. It is dangerous because it suggests 
that animal liberation can be achieved through 
Parliament and it has caused great damage by 
diverting scarce resources away from direct action 
and down the ’road to nowhere* of political 
campaigning. It is interesting that it has been, 
by and large, the Labour Party supporters who have 
made the greatest fuss over the few ’fascists’ and 
’racists* in the movement. 

There is no way that animal or human liberation 
can be achieved through Parliament. The policies 
of the major political parties are all so far away 
from the creation of a truly decent society that 
the differences between them blur into 
insignificance. Every election we see the same old 
con-trick, ’Vote Labour to keep the Tories out*. 

Vote to be strangled to save yourself from being 
shot. No thanks, I prefer to live. 

True freedom for all the Earths creatures demands 
a decentralized non-hierarchical society with much 
lower levels of technology and a massive cut in the 
human population - as well as the ending of the more 
obvious abuses such as vivisection, factory farming 
etc. The major political parties are light years 
away from any of this. To support any of them 
(including the centralized, authoritarian, economic 
growth demanding bureaucrats of the Labour Party) is 
a waste of time, resources and energy. 

It is time for us to destroy the old world and to 
build the new in the only way possible - by our own 
direct action. It is time to dispense with all 
politicians, be they of the right or of the left. 

We don’t need them, we can do it ourselves. And, 
as for campaigning against racism - without doubt a 
praiseworthy thing to do, but it must never be 
forgotten that, in our present society, such 
campaigns are equivalent to demanding that blacks 
and whites should inhabit the same size cells. The 
real solution is to break the human species, and the 
animals, out of the prison.

When we set fire to the ex-battery chicken sheds 
in Borden, Kent in June (see last SG - page 5) the 
local press reported £20,000 damage. The action 
was taken because pens were being built for 
intensively farmed pigs in one of the sheds. The 
press also reported that we'd made a terrible 
mistake ie. that the buildings weren't to be used 
for animals at all. One paper explained that the 
farm owner, Mr. Baker, was intending to use his 
former battery chicken premises as a farm museum. 

Another paper claimed that actually it was just 
going to be used to store tack and saddlery. 

Meanwhile the local police were pretty adamant that 
the actual intended future use for the sheds was as 
a wood store. 

They obviously couldn't agree on which lie they 
were going to believe. Anyway, we'd already 
decided what the best use for the buildings was - a 
practice ground for ALF arson attacks. A few 
months later we returned with the same quantity of 
white spirit, fire lighters and inflammable material 
as on the previous occasion. 

The third shed along was still completely gutted 
from the time before, the second shed was still 
damaged but not completely ruined - we decided that 
we'd finish that one off. But it was the first 
shed along that was our main concern. This was the 
building that had the newly built pens for animals. 
Although it had been completely burnt down it had, 
by this time, been re-built again so it was obvious 
that he was keen to get this new venture off the 
ground as soon as possible. In fact he'd actually 
progressed by that time because feeding troughs were 
already being installed. 

We set fire to this and the second building, more 
or less using the same method as the time before.- 

The next morning we phoned the local press for 
that area and explained that if Barker ever used his 
farm for animals again we'd guarantee that he'd 
regret it. "Oh, no" said the nice lady on the 

Newsdesk, "he's not using it for animals - we went 

there and he showed us his miniature railway - he's 
setting up a model railway exhibition." What with 
the farm museum and all that wood and saddlery being 
stored we wondered where he'd have room for a model 
railway. 

We don't come from that area - we're one of those 
groups who prefers to travel to other areas to carry 
out actions, for obvious security reasons. However, 
we heard through the grapevine some time afterwards 
that the homes of two local animal rights 
campaigners were visited- by the local CID very 
shortly after the second attack. The CID explained 
that it was in connection with an arson attack on a 
nearby PIG farm. So I think we're- all agreed now 
on what he intends to use the place for.

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Rabbit 6 Rescued 

ON SEPTEMBER 1 3TH BOURNEMOUTH ALF RESCUED THIRTY - 

RABBITS FROM TALBOT COMBINED SCHOOL IN POOLE , WHERE 

THEY WERE BEING KEPT IN APPALLING CONDITIONS. 

For a considerable period of time we have 
monitored the animals being kept at Talbot Combined 
School f Wallisdown. In particular we have been 
concerned with the rabbits - anything u;.» to thirty 
have been confined in small , squalid, broken down, 
unhygienic hutches without the ability to exercise 
outdoors and fulfil their natural instincts to run, 
burrow and graze and often even deprived of 
sufficient headroom to stand on their hind legs and 
stretch . 

Further , no real thought seems to have been given 
to. their dietary needs, pellet food being the order 
of the day, fresh food being marked by its absence 
and a lack of water bottles fitted to the hutches; 
this situation has been worse during school holidays 
when the feeding has been even more inadequate and 
haphazard . 

Our initial concern was raised following 
complaints received from pupils themselves and 
during the period that we have taken an interest in 
these animals we have been aware of an apparent 
total disregard for their physiological and 
psychological needs. 'Their removal was not 
undertaken lightly, though we were not prepared to 
see this continued suffering , but was precipitated 
by the plight of one particular rabbit. 

This rabbit was suffering from Middle Ear Disease, 
an infection which, if treated at an early stage, can 
almost certainly be cured - this rabbit had been 
left untreated for at least two weeks. Upon 
removal the creature was clearly in a state of pain 
and distress with its neck contorted and its head 
permanently held on one side - typical symptoms of 
this disease. It was barely able to stand and was 
also suffering from advanced and untreated disease 
of one eye - professional veterinary advice was that 
the animal should be put to sleep immediately. 

Other appalling examples of neglect included one 
rabbit with a large and untreated abscess, two 
rabbits with large parts of their ears missing and 
others with bald and sore patches on their bodies 
and heads . 

In addition to the totally unacceptable conditions 
in which the rabbits were being kept we have also 
noticed goats tethered all day out of reach of water, 
a goat with unattended sores beneath its collar and 
a pony lame for some time,fajfthout veterinary 
attention . All of these animals arc housed in 

dilapidated and inadequate accomodation. 

We are aware that schools will continue to keep 
animals , but if they are going to do so then thev 
have a duty, both to the children and to the animals, 
to ensure that the welfare of these ' pets' is 
paramount at all times. The factory farm 
conditions under which the rabbits were kept can 
only serve to create within the children the 
attitude, so prevalent in society, that animals are 
ours to treat with complete disre gard. Worse, it 
is quite clear that the school has operated a policy 
of allowing the rabbits to breed with a view to the 
litters then being sold - further promoting the idea 
that the animals are items of school equipment 
rather than sentient creatures with their own needs 
if they are not to suffer. 

Clearly the temptation for the media will be to 
once again label this as fanaticism, to suggest that 
we have 'stolen' childrens pets - the truth is very 
different .

Braintree

He said: " The ALF will 
continue to step up action 
againat this company until 
their operation base is des- 
troyed or they cease to 
trade."

There is such a thing as a self-fulfilling prophecy. 
A belief which, because of its very existence, brings 
about the conditions under which that same belief is 
transformed into reality. And a self-fulfilling 
prophecy of failure is the major obstacle, we have to 
overcome in the battle for animal liberation. 


Inside this second building 
were mice and guinea pigs. 
LEFT - The cages of animals 
were passed out through the 
hole and taken to a vehicle 
which drove them to one of 
the ALFs holding units for 
immediate care and 
treatment. From there 
they were later taken to 
their new homes. Some of

The movement for animals has become so used to 
failure that it is almost frightened of success. 

Hardly surprising that this should be the case after 
decades of letters written to parliamentary waste-paper 
baskets, petitions cruelly ignored and slogans shouted 
at deaf ears. It is only right that the movement 
should expect only failure from traditional methods of 
protest - but where that expectation of defeat is 
carried over into the direct action movement, the 
effect could be disastrous. 


Far too many people involved in the ALF and other 
direct action groups lack faith and confidence in our 
ultimate victory for animal liberation. They carry 
out actions with the hope of saving a few animals and 
of dealing a blow against the animal persecutors here 
and there - but without any real belief that the 
industries of animal exploitation can be brought to a 
halt . 


driving force needed to obtain victory and will fail to 
recruit the number of activists required and to carry 
out the number of actions necessary for our aims to be 
made real. 


But the evidence of the past few years indicates 
that the direct action movement is gradually winning 
the war against animal persecution and there is every 
reason to believe that, with an increased build-up of 
direct action, total victory will eventually be 
achieved . 

But it will not be achieved unless activists have a 
fervent faith in its ultimate achievement. Without 
such a faith the movement will lack the essential 


We can and will fr>ee the animals. We can and will 
bring forth a better world. 

If we can create within ourselves the prophecy of 
victory, there is little doubt that we will see that 
prophecy fulfilled.

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Most people in the Animal Liberation movement take 
certain beliefs for granted . We are opposed to all 
animal abuse , we take direct action and we don't injure 
animals , human or non-human , in taking action . ALF 
policy is to rescue animals from suffering and to 
economically sabotage the individuals and industries 
involved in animal exploitation . For many the ethics 

of ALF is self-evident and needs no further elaboration . 
Nevertheless , there are of course sound arguments which 
can be used , where necessary , to justify and defend 
direct action to end animal exploitation . The 
following article elaborates on the sort of ethical 
arguments which have been developed by some 
philosophers and which can be used in support of ALF 
activists and in support of the vegan way of life in 
general . 

In modern philosophy there are , perhaps , two main 
plausible ethical theories . Although each has its 
technical problems I believe that the best ethical , 
theoretical position combines elements of both . These 
two positions are, first , utilitarianism and , secondly , 
rights theory . Let us first consider utilitarianismt 
a classical utilitarian accepts two general moral 
principles . 1) That everyones interests count and 

that similar interests must be counted as having 
similar weight . 2) WLat is right and what we should 

do is whatever brings about the best - maximum - 
balance between pleasure and pain, or, satisfaction and 
frustration • 

Now, while many traditional writers concerned 
themselves with only human animals, modern philosophers 
increasingly apply the theory, correctly, to all 
sentient beings - Peter Singers influential work 
' Animal Liberation ' is an example of this . So, for 
the utilitarian , everyones pain or pleasure counts, and 
matters, just as much as the equivalent pain or 
pleasure of any other sentient being, be it a human or 
non-human animal . The great merit and appeal of 
utilitarianism rests with its uncompromising 
egalitarianism: its belief in a basic equality . Every 
beings interests count and count as much as the like 
interests of every other being . 

One problem with some interpretations of 
utilitarianism is that individuals - human and non- 
human - are viewed as mere receptacles of pleasure or 
pain . Consider this analogy: suppose a cup contains 
different liquids - sometimes sweet, sometimes bitter, 
sometimes a mix of the two . What has value are the 
liquids - the sweeter the better, the bitterer the 
worse • The cup or container has no value in itself 
- its what goes into it, not what the cup holds that 
has the value . On some interpretations of 
utilitarianism, what has value is what goes 'into' us 
and into other sentient beings - that is, what we serve 
as receptacles for : our feelings of satisfaction have 
positive value and our feelings of frustration have 
negative value . 

A more serious problem arises for the utilitarian 
when we face up to the fact that the theory requires us 
to bring about the best consequences - ie. the maximum 
balance of pleasure/sat 's faction over pain/ frustration . 
The problem is that sometimes the best aggregated 
consequences for everyone concerned are not necessarily 
the best for each individual . Utilitarianism is an 
aggregative theory - different individuals 
satisfactions or frustrations are totalled . The 
theory seems to allow us, indeed to require us, say, to 
kill or torture an individual for the maximum benefit 
of others: the majority . I might, say, kill my rich 
and miserly aunt Bess in order to inherit her money 
which would then be passed by me to deserving causes 
such as ALF or VegFam . Indeed, hundreds of lives, 
human and non-human, might be saved . The maximum 

happiness in the world, by killing my aunt, might be 


considerably increased and, therefore, it would follow 
that this is what I ought to do. Critics of 
utilitarianism take it for granted that it is always 
wrong to kill or torture, even for the good 
consequences that might follow, and because this is 
implied by the theory, it is therefore to be rejected 
as an ethical theory • 

It seems to me that what is wrong with the sort of 
utilitarianism as stated so far is that what is valued 
is the maximising of pleasure over pain and 
satisfaction over frustration , whereas what is, 
seemingly, not valued is the inherent worth of 
individuals . Now, this is of great importance to ALF. 
Suppose it were the case that by killing certain animal 
vivisectors considerable animal suffering and death 
would be avoided. Should ALF try to kill these 
exploiters? An out-and-out utilitarian might answer 
'yes', because pleasure over pain would thereby be 
increased . This is very much a factual uncertainty in 
any case - the public outcry might be counter- 
productive even on utilitarian grounds. Many, however, 
would say 'no' because, no matter how dispicable the 
animal vivisector is, s/he still has certain basic 
rights, such as the right to life, because of an 
inherent value as an individual . Moreover, 
utilitarianism is double edged in that it might allow 
the vivisector to try to justify his/her vile trade by 
arguing that by experimenting on animals s/he is, 
despite the suffering involved of the individual 
animals, overall and in the long term (say through 
medical advance) increasing the balance of pleasure 
over pain for the majority - of humans albeit. 

It seems to me that a crude utilitarianism needs to 
be balanced and supplemented by what is the second main, 
plausible ethical view: rights theory. This claims 
that individual sentient beings (and perhaps others too, 
although this is more controversial ) do^ have value as 
individuals - what might be called inherent value. 
Individuals, human and non-human, are more than mere 
receptacles of pleasure and pain . Above all, al 1 
sentient beings have inherent value and possess it 
equal 1 y and all have an equal right to be treated with 
respect, to be treated in ways that don't reduce them 
to the status of objects - such that they exist as 
resources for others. So, my value as an individual 
is independent of my usefulness to you and vice versa. 

On this view, to act in such a way that we fail to show 
respect for anothers independent value is to act 
immorally: to violate the individuals rights. The 
work of Tom Regan is an example of this. 

Rights theory denies that we can justify good 
results by using bad means - that is, means that 
violate an individuals rights. Thus, on rights theory, 
even if it would have beneficial consequences we can't 
just kill others such as my aunt or even the vile 
vivisector . One problem with rights theory is that 
rights are absolute and it is always wrong to violate a 
right, even though the consequences of doing so would, 
say, benefit millions . This, too, is of importance to 
ALF. Should ALF refrain from damaging the private 
property of individuals who systematically torture 
animals? I believe not - but a strict rights theorist 
would say 'yes, refrain ' because even torturers have 
property rights. Should ALF refrain from sabotaging 
the meat production industry, its system of 
distribution and retail outlets? Clearly no - but a 
strict rights theorist would say 'yes' because even 
factory farmers and butchers have the right to workl 
It follows that an out-and-out rights theory must 
therefore be rejected, as must an out-and-out 
utilitarianism . 

It seems to me that the most plausible ethical 
theory, in a sense, combines utilitarianism with rights

theory . We have to say that ei ther individuals don't 

have certain rights (which is unacceptable) or_ that . if 
they do. they can and sometimes ought to be overridden 
(for the beneficial consequences ). While it is clear 

that classical utilitarianism has its problems for the 
rights of individuals . it seems equally clear that 
classical rights theory has its problems in that rights 
sometimes ought to be overridden . In particular . 

those of us in the Animal Liberation movement believe 
that certain rights of animal exploiters have to be 
overridden for the beneficial long term consequences 
which follow . 

We are . in effect . at war with the animal exploiters . 
the vivisectors and the meat and dairy industry 
especially . and we must argue that in such 
circumstances rights can . should and must be overridden 
on general utilitarian grounds . But . and this is an 
important 'but'. I believe that this is so only if 
there are no alternative and equally effective courses 
of action . In the case of ending abuse to other 
sentient animals there are no effective alternatives to 
direct action - polite, political campaigning got 
nowhere in a hundred or more years . Direct action has 
achieved much in just ten years . (NB. Even in law the 
right not to be harmed is overridden as when the 
aggressor is himself justifiably attacked in self- 
defence . ) 

However . ALF activists should be careful not to 
override rights too casually. While we may not give a 
toss about a butchers right to have his shop window 
left intact . we must allow that rights are important . 

It is. indeed, in attributing rights to all sentient 
beings that the case for non-abuse of all sentient non- 
human animals and the vegan way of life ultimately 
depends . Its a matter of balancing one right with 
another having utilitarian consequences in mind. 

There is. of course, even within the animal rights 
movement room for legitimate disagreement as to the 
exact balance and hence what is overall justifiable. 

Our philisophical position depends, to a large 
extent, on the fact that all sentient beings are 
essentially similar, despite many differences. What 
does this amount to? 7e are. each of us. the 
experiencing subject of a life, a conscious creature 
having an individual welfare that is important to us 
whatever our usefulness (or lack of it) to others. We 

all want and prefer things, believe and feel things, 
recall and expect things. Some beings are better than 
others at these. And. all these dimensions of nur 
life, including our pleasure and pain, our satisfaction 
and frustration , our continued existence or our 
untimely death - all make a difference to the quality 
of our life as lived, as experienced . by us as 
individuals . All these dimensions of sentient life 
are valuable. 

Of course, as is well known, some speciesists want 
to argue that only human animals have inherent value 

- but it is impossible as a position to defend. They 
say: this is because only humans have the requisite 
intellect . intelligence, autonomy or reason. But. 
factually • this 'argument ' is no use because there are 
many humans who fail to meet these criteria and yet are. 
correctly, viewed as having value above and beyond 
their usefulness to others (eg. ESN children) . What 

is ultimately important - as Bentham recognised long 
ago - is that all sorts of animals feel pleasure and 
experience pain, experience satisfaction , endure 
frustration and so on. 

Note, of course, that we in the animal liberation 
movement are not saying that all lives are of exactly 
equal worth or that all interests of human and non- 
human animals are to be given equal rights - no matter 
what those interests might be. We are saying that 
where animals and humans have similar interests 

- especially those such as avoiding pain and avoiding 
being killed - that those interests are to be counted 
equally , above all with no special discount being given 
to humans. This is a simple point but nevertheless 
part of a far reaching ethical and political revolution . 


Members of all sentient species all have a right to 
life, a right to avoid pain, a right not to be 
involuntarily used as a resource by others. We must 
make these our foundation . Of course, some rights 
vary from being to being - depending on the nature of 
the being. This is because of obvious differences 
between individuals i some humans are brain damaged, 
most are not. Some humans are denied the right to 
vote, most are not. Most humans have the right to 
free speech i but it would be a nonsense to accord the 
right to vote and the right to free speech to most non- 
human animals. By contrast . fish have the right to 
swim unimpeded in sea and river, birds to fly in the 
sky. nest in trees and so on. But. generally, it 
would make little sense to attribute such rights to 
humans. Rights vary because the sort of lives 
different species typically lead vary. Also, what 
harms, say. humans may cause much less harm, or even 
none, to other animals and vice versa. It would not 
much affect the interests of a hedgehog to be confined 
to. say . Surrey, but it would harm considerably most 
humans to have their lives so constricted . It would 
not much harm the interests of a human to swallow a 
slug-pellet . but it would considerably harm a hedgehog. 
It would not much harm a human to be chased by a cat. 
but it would considerably harm a small bird. In some 
matters humans can suffer more, in others less - often 
the harm is similar or the same. 

Despite differences, we assert that all sentient 
beings have the right not to be killed, physically 
harmed, tortured, degraded by being involuntarily used 
as a resource by others and so on. If this is 
accepted, then it strikes at much which most humans 
take for granted. At a stroke it implies the end to 
using non-human animals as mere resources for human 
animals . It demands the end of the meat and dairy 
industry, blood and other animal ' sports' . animal 
experimentation . the keeping of pets. etc., and it 
imposes a duty, on those of us who can. to try to put 
an end to them - by direct action because this is the 
only effective way. This is the ethical and social 
revolution that is at last beginning to take place .

When we read in an SG newsletter that Guy Salmon 
Car Rentals was hiring cars out to the police to 
follow animal rights campaigners, we went to Guy 
Salmons Sales Garage in Thames Ditton, Surrey, armed 
with a bottle of paintstripper . 

Rows and rows of brand new Jaguars filled the 
forecourt. The forecourt was so floodlit it was 
like daylight and the road was busy with traffic, as 
well as pedestrians. So a quiet 'sneaking around* 
job was out of the question. We would have looked 
instantly suspicious. So we went to the other 
extreme and took the 'bold and blatant' approach, 
strolling casually round the vehicles, admiring them 
and arguing over which one we should buy (the 
paintstripper flowing nicely all the while). We 
wanted to do more but the amount of dog walkers and 
cars driving around seemed to be increasing. We 
decided not to push our luck any longer and left, 
having 'admired' eleven Jaguars in all. 

Not surprisingly, the animal rights campaigner 
whose clever detective work had exposed Salmon (see 
SG newsletter 14) was arrested on suspicion of being 
involved in causing the damage but he was later 
released without charge. The police estimated that 
the damage caused to the eleven Jaguars was in 
excess of £40,000.

The 'F' in 'A.L.F.' could well bo 'Frustration'. 
It was through this that the Animal Liberation Front 
(ALF) evolved. 

Through the centuries there are cases of human 
beings taking direct action to prevent cruelty and 
many of these events included action to prevent 
animal cruelty. The main roots from which the ALF 
grew was the Hunt Saboteurs Association (HSA) , an 
organisation founded and existent to take non- 
violent direct action to prevent animals meeting 
their deaths through 'the Hunt'. The HSA itself is 
an organisation made up of people from all different 
backgrounds and age groups who feel very strongly 
about the cruelty in hunting. It was felt by many 
that if one wanted to prevent hunting the simple 
answer was to go out and physically disrupt the hunt 
itself , by laying false trails for hounds and using 
a hunting horn to send hounds off in the wrong 
direction . HSA members also thought up numerous 

other methods to ruin the hunt itself and , since the 
HSA was formed in 7962, a countless number of wild 
animals have not been torn to shreds (etc.) because 
of the direct action taken by the HSA members who 
turn out in all weathers , travel long distances and 
face violence from the hunters and wrongful arrpst 
by the police , who seem to favour the hunters. 

Butt despite this 'new' approach to preventing 
animal persecution and cruelty , the HSA approach did 
not go far enough for some. At a Luton , 
Bedfordshire$ address in 1971 a new HSA group was 
formed. This group was particularly active and 
successfully wrecked one hunt after another. One 
member of this group was Ronnie Lee, who had 
obtained a knowledge of most forms of animal abuse 
whilst at a law college in London. In due course 
Ronnie Lee became anxious over the failure of the 
HSA to take effective action agaist cub hunting , the 
cruel method used by the hunters to train young fox- 
hounds by sending them in after young foxes. He 
met other HSA members who agreed more militant 
action was needed and 'The Band of Mercy' was formed 
- named after the RSPCA group for young people in 
the nineteenth century . The Band then began a 
successful campaign against vehicles of various 
Hunts • 

It was in 1973 that the Band of Mercy looked upon 
the world of animal abuse and saw that direct action 
of a more militant type was needed for other forms 
of animal abuse - vivisection being one example. 

The first target was the Hoechst pharmaceutical 
research centre , being built at Milton Keynes in 
Buckinghamshire . On November 10th 1973 the Band of 
Mercy set the site on fire and extensive damage of 
£26,000 was caused . On 16th November they returned 
and started another fire - the total damage was some 
£46,000.

continued over. 
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No claim of Responsibility was made for the first 
attack - principally because it seemed that the fire 
had extinguished itself and , as it was decided that 
a return visit was needed , advising that it was a 
deliberate act of arson might prevent a successful 
repeat action being carried out . When Ronnie Lee 
returned 9 Cliff Goodman this time accompanied him 
and they took several gallons of petrol . Some 
petrol was left in the annexe as it was decided to 
set fire to the main building and , when leaving 
through the annexe , set that part on fire also. 

They went up to the top floor and set this part on 
fire and went down to each floor doing the same. 

In the confusion they went down to the basement and 
realised they could not get out of the burning 
building . Going upstairs they saw the ground floor 
ablaze and it was impossible to leave through the 
ground floor exit. Running through fire with their 
shoes smouldering they reached the first floor and 9 
by breaking a window , they made their exit by fire 
escape . Because of this the annexe was not set on 
fire . As the two left the scene they looked back 
to see the whole building ablaze and lighting up the 
skyline but 9 due to the lack of combustible 
materials in the building , the fire was insufficient 
to cause real structural damage although some doors 9 
items made of wood and inflammable substances were 
destroyed . The lack of structural damage was 

regretted by Ronnie and Cliff and the fire went out 
before the fire brigade arrived at the site.

Ronnie Lee 9 shortly afterwards 9 wrote a letter to 
the local press with gloves on and using paper from 
a pad ensuring it had no indentation from previous 
writing , claiming responsibility and using the name 
'Band of Mercy' . To prove the writer was not a 
hoaxer . the letter included details which could only 
be known to a person involved in starting the fire 
- eg. the petrol left in the annexe. The letter 
being posted in Bedford was quickly obtained by the 
police 9 who promptly began an investigation into the 
fires. The letter also warned that more actions of 
a similar type would take place unless animal 
experimentation ceased. 
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This type of action was a far cry from the 
actions carried out by the Band of Mercy when it 
first began - the immobilising of vehicles belonging 
to, or associated with , hunting - the kennels of the 
Whaddon Chase , the Vale of Aylesbury and the 
Puckeridge and Thurlow foxhunts all had vehicles 
damaged in the early autumn of 1973 . After the 
Hoechst fire the Band of Mercy still continued its 
campaign against Hertfordshire and Buckinghamshire 
hunting kennels . This was the lull before the 
storm that would bring about the fear and financial 
damage that animal abuse establishments had never 
seen before - and had never contemplated possible . 


In June 1974 the Band of Mercy again went into 
action , this time against the seal cullers in the 
Wash . Two boats * both licensed by the Home office 
to cull seals , were attacked * one being slightly 
damaged and the other, the 32 foot f Mispah f was 
completely destroyed by fire. Shortly after this 
more actions occurred - two vehicles burnt at 
Carworth ( Europe ) animal breeding centre near 
Alconbury, with another being immobilised . These 

vehicles were being used to transport animals to 
animal experimentation laboratories . This action 
on July 11th , with others which were occurring * was 
receiving publicity and drawing attention to the 
widescale animal abuse existing in the country . 

Three days later the Band of Mercy visited Animal 
Suppliers Ltd . at Welwyn Garden City ♦ Hertfordshire * 
where £1,000 worth of damage was done . A member of 
the group advised the local press that the vehicles 
would have been set on fire or blown up except for 
the fact that they were situated too near the 
buildings holding the animals . The caller also 

advised that this type of action would continue 
until animal exploitation ceased . It was obvious 

that the animal abuse establishments were taking the 
Band and its threats very seriously as the 
Laboratory Animal Breeders Association issued a 
letter to all members on July 16th 1974 warning them 
of the Band and its activities . 

On July 20th Harris Biological Supplies in Weston 
Super Mare had a vehicle destroyed by fire and the 
actions began to increase - a Marlborough gun shop 
damaged, four vehicles belonging to an Elstree 
animal breeding centre damaged , containers for 
animals belonging to a Little Kingshill poultry 
breeder were destroyed and a vehicle belonging to 
OLAC (Western) near Capel Isaac was burnt in just

the month following • The Band were becoming aware 
that establishments involved in animal abuse were 
now taking more precautions and they felt and sensed 
capture was not far off. This was in fact well 
founded. On 23rd August 1974 two members of the 
Band, Ronnie Lee and Cliff Goodman, were seen by a 
security guard in the area outside OLAC (Southern) 
at Bicester , Oxfordshire , this being the English 
counterpart of OLAC (Western) attacked two days 
before. The police were there in a few minutes and 
both Band members were arrested .

On the night of Sunday September 1st a number of ALF 
activists took part on a raid at a chicken hatchery 
unit. The conditions inside the building were 
shocking. Many chicks lay dead and dying, the heat 
was intolerable. No natural light was allowed into 
the shed and the bright lights were regulated by a 
timing device which controlled the amount of time the 
chicks slept. The lights are on most of the time in 
these hatcheries so that the chicks eat more and grow 
quicker and, therefore, the farmer reaps more profit 
per year. The cacophony of sound in the unit was 
frightening and it reminded me of a mental asylum, 
only worse, for these animals have no future at all, 
only death as an end to all their suffering. 

Twenty-eight chicks were rescued in all and, out of 
these, seven chicks died as a result of the terrible 
living conditions they were in. If you take this as 
an average ratio of how many deaths there are overall 
it works out at roughly 1 in 4. This is a huge 
amount of suffering and the owners of these 
'concentration camps' must get through an awful lot 
of chicks in order to make enough of a profit for 
themselves. People may think the chicks in these 
units have a relatively easy time compared to adult 
hens in battery units. This is not so. They have 
no one to look after them or fend for them and many 
of the weaker chicks simply die of starvation. They 
are exploited up until, and including, the time they 
are caged and have no hope of a humane life, except 
by being rescued from these shit houses. 

The chicks that were liberated were taken to 'safe' 
houses and given a new free-range home. We need 
more people who are prepared to risk themselves and 
help liberate more of these unfortunate creatures, 
before 10 foot high electric fences and alarm systems 
surround these units too. The time for action is 
NOW! so ^Liberate before its too late.

Ritual Slaughter 


The. report of the Farm Animal Welfare Cbuncil on 
the slaughter of livestock by religious methods makes 
gruesome reading. Though no one who cares about 
animals could ever accept the slaughter of animals 
for meat, nevertheless the report shows that a 
greater suffering is involved in ritual slaughter. 

The ritually slaughtered animals, like all meat 
animals, have suffered factory farming methods and 
the stress of transport and markets; it is, however, 
at the point of slaughter that the suffering is 
greater. The Slaughterhouses Act 1974 has within it 
an exemption for ritual slaughter, as does the 
Slaughter of Poultry Act 1967. Although this 
exemption was initially designed to meet the 'needs' 
of the Jewish Muslem communities living in Britain it 
has now been stretched to include slaughter for 
export to countries in the Middle East, Asia and 
Africa. There are no requirements in national 
legislation for specific registering of ritual 
slaughterhouses, however the report tells of 89 red 
meat ritual slaughterhouses and 21 poultry slaughter- 
houses (there are many more unlicensed). The FAWC 
report gives ritual slaughter numbers as per year 
91,200 cattle, 1,559,000 sheep and goats. In 
addition, 220,000 poultry are ritually slaughtered 
every week . 

In the rotary pen method the petrified animal is 
chased up a ramp and into a pen which is then turned 
to invert the animal onto its back. The animal at 
this stage is in pain due to the weight of the rumen 
pressing on its diaphragm, the animals often banging 
their head on the floor. The animals head is 
usually stood on by the foot of the pen operator 
whilst its throat is cut. Bruising often occurs to 
various parts of the body when the animal is turned. 
Sheep are placed in a 'slaughtering cradle' where 
their throats are cut. The killing of poultry is 
equally barbaric with the report recording 'sawing 
action' with as many as seven backward and forward 
actions before the animals throat was slit. With 
animals being shackled and hoisted immediately after 
the cut, it was stated that it could not be shown 
that the examination of the chest cavity always took 
place after the animal was dead. Some of the larger 
animals - sheep, cattle, goats - took 5 to 10 seconds 
to fall to the ground when their throats were cut 
with them in a standing position. 

This factual catalogue of horror must convince 
anyone who cares about animals that, although the 
killing of animals for meat is immoral, the ritual 
slaughter practice is of greater barbarity than so 
called hurftane slaughter. The campaign against ritual 
slaughter is a just and valid one all the while it 
can be shown that it involves such suffering. it is 
regrettable in the light of this that some 'political 
animals' in our movement will not only have no part 
in our campaign against ritual slaughter but will 
attempt to abort it. Is it that socialist politics 
is more important to them than the suffering of these 
creatures?

ANDY HORBURY WAS RECENTLY RELEASED FROM PRISON, WHERE HE HAD SERVED A SENTENCE FOR HIS PART IN A 
HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL ALF RAID ON OOCKSPARRCW FUR FARM, WHERE THIRTY ARCTIC BLUE POXES WERE RESCUED 
(VALUE D AT £6,000) AND OVER £5,000 DAMAGE CAUSED. AS ANDY BEGAN HIS TOO YEAR SENTENCE AN ARTICLE 
WAS WRITTEN EXAMINING TOE RAID, TOE TRIAL AND, MORE IMPORTANTLY, THE IMPLICATIONS TO THE FUIURE OF 
DIRECT ACTION. THE ARTICLE WAS INTENDED FOR THE SG NEWSLETTER WHICH WAS DUE FOR PUBLICATION AT 
THAT TIME. HOWEVER, BEFORE WE EVEN HAD A CHANCE TO MAKE A COPY OF IT, THE ARTICLE WAS JUST ONE 
OF MANY ITEMS TAKEN BY THE POLICE WHEN THEY RAIDED TOE OFFICE IN MARCH. RECENTLY SCOTLAND YARD 
RETURNED IT AND, ALTHOUGH RATHER OUT OF DATE NOW, WE HOPE YOU'LL AGREE THAT ITS STILL WORTH 
INCLUDING IN THIS NEWSLETTER. 


The Raid 

On the night of 4th January 1984, after weeks of 
planning, Sheffield ALF hatched their plan to raid 
Cocksparrow Fur Farm, over 100 miles away in 
Warwickshire. Members of the group had used the 
national demos, at the farm to look over the place 
and suss out the possibilities. While other 
activists were busy hurling themselves at police 
lines, Sheffield ALF were taking note of telephone 
wires, access roads, escape routes etc. 

Now the night had arrived and the adrenalin was 
flowing, as the group set off down the A38 towards 
the Midlands. Tliey were armed only with a few 
tools, and a determination borne out off compassion 
and anger. They had two aims: to liberate seme 
foxes, for which hemes had already been found, and 
to damage some fur trade equipment. 

As they drove through Tamworth, to within ten miles 
of the farm, there was a slight hitch. For Andy 
Horbury this slight hitch was to cost him two years. 
A WPC Reeves was on patrol in the area and, 
obviously bored, decided to harass some citizens. 

It was just incredibly bad luck that these citizens 
happened to be the ALF on the job. 

"I am a police constable of the Staffordshire Police , 
stationed at Tamworth . At approximately 0240 hours , 
on Thursday January 5th » I was in full police 
uniform in a marked police vehicle • /Is I was 
travelling alone Upper Gungate , Tamworth , I saw a 
vehicle approaching me . I could see that the front 
nearside headlight of the vehicle was not 
illuminated" . This is a lie but police persons 
usually justify their harassment in this way. "The 
registration number of the vehicle was YWY 2 OX, It 
was a white Ford Transit van and across the rear 
doors it had the words ' Beauchief Van Hire ' and a 
Sheffield telephone number , 

"I followed the van and at 0243hrs I stopped it on 
the A51 Dosthill to Kingsbury Road . I approached 

the driver of the vehicle and said 'can you tell me 
where you are from and where you are going?' The 
driver replied 'I'm from Barnsley and we're going to 
Coventry, ' I said 'where are you going then?' 

The driver replied ' we're going to Cardigan in South 
Wales,' I said ' what is your name?' He replied 
9 Andrew Horbury, 9 I said ' can you give me proof of 
your identity? ' He replied ' I've got my driving 
licence , ' He then produced a driving licence in 

the name of Andrew Rober . Horbury , 2 1/4/61, I 
looked in the back of the van and saw approximately 
six persons. They were asleep on what looked like 
canvas sacking, 9 

(For security reasons we are not publishing WPC 
Reeves descriptions of the occupants.) 

Eventually the group set off again and there 
followed a heavy debate on whether to continue with 
the plan. In the end the decision was left to Andy, 
as he would be the one most likely to be nabbed 
later. Andy decided to take the risk. 


Over two hours later the van, heavily disguised, 
drove up the narrow lane leading to Cocksparrow Fur 
Farm. The telephone wires were put out of action 
and the raid was on. The owner of the farm, 
Nirbahal Singh Gill, was soon woken by the sound of 
his guard dogs. His descriptive statement is a 
very good account of the raid. 

"I am a farmer living at the above address. My 
concern is the breeding of foxes for their fur. 

The foxes are Arctic Blue Foxes, On Thursday 5th 
January 1984 I was at home asleep when , at about 
4 m 40am, I was woken by the dogs at the pens. There 
are five dogs on running wires guarding the 
perimeter of the pens , 

9 To begin with I ignored the noises, I got out of 
bed and looked through the bedroom curtains , I saw 
a van reversing along the concrete path to the gate 
of the pens. The vans lights were on, there were 
people around the van, I could see four at this 
stage. The van was a white Ford Transit, I then 
went out in my night clothes to the door, I opened 
the door and there were several people standing 
between the pens and my house. As soon as I went 
out I saw torch lights , these were directed in my 
face and they said ' get back inside or we are going 
to shoot you, 9 This was repeated two or three 
times 9 by more than one in the group. The only 
thing I could see of them was that they all had 
masks completely covering their faces, I could not 
identify any accent of them, 

9 1 then came back inside and tried to telephone the 
police, I tried the telephone but it wasn't 
working, I assumed at this stage that the wires 
had been fetched down, I then went outside again 
to the farmhouse because that also has a telephone , 
but the group of three threatened me again , they 
came face to face with me, I then noticed one of 
them was a girl by her voice. They repeatedly 
threatened me, saying they were going to shoot me if 
I didn't get back inside, I could not see whether 
they had a weapon or not because they kept flashing 
torches in my face. The van was still down at the 
pens, 

"I then went to the back door and went to the north 
side of the pens. Without being seen, I got the 
dog from there and walked back to the front of the 
temporary building, I spoke to my wife and she 
told me the telephone wasn't working there either, 

I then said to my wife 'I'll go and get my motorbike, 9 
The three did not have any conversation to my wife, 
but when I went to walk to the building with my bike 
the three people again came to me. The dog was 
still with me. They said 9 get back inside 
otherwise we'll shoot you. We don't want to hurt 
you but if you cause us trouble we will'. Just 
before I got back inside I saw another three or four 
people over by the barn buildings , I could hear a 
lot of noise around the two buildings, I came to 
the back door again and went with the dog across to 
the Andrews house some 200 yards away, 

continued over 


" There I saw Mrs . Andrews and I asked to use her 
telephone . She said it was out of order , the lines 
dead . I said 9 will you please put one of your 
vehicles in the lane to block the lane and I will 
pay for any damage? 1 She did not have time to 
reply because I heard the noise of the van leaving . 

J then walked to the gate of her house and the van 
was just passing me. I then saw, as it passed me, 

the registration no. KAY . I think the suffix 

was 9 Y 9 . I then came back towards the farm. I 
could still see some torches at the farm so I went 
on to the road, walking through the fields to avoid 
being seen. I got onto the main road and tried two 
houses before I woke someone. I used their 
telephone and called the police. I waited there 
until the police came, they drove down the lane and 
I ran and informed them that the people had only 
been gone a few minutes. I made a quick search of 
the farm and noted that some foxes had been taken 
and there was a lot of damage. 

" Thirty foxes were taken, total value £ 6,000 . The 

total value of damage was £5,787.50.” 

The group was soon on its way back to Sheffield, 
their work completed. The liberated foxes were 
taken somewhere , • by someone. The groups jubilation 
obscured the memory of WPC Reeves untimely 
intervention. 

On hearing of the raid, WPC Reeves told senior 
officers about her encounter earlier that morning. 
They informed Warwickshire detectives, who 
immediately contacted West Bar police station in 
Sheffield. The net was closing in on Andy. 

When Andy went to return the hired vehicle with a 
friend, he found a reception committee waiting.. 

PC David Gil lot explains: 

”1 am a police constable presently stationed at West 
Bar police station in Sheffield . At 4pm I was on 
duty in company with PC MacFarlane near to the 
premises known as Beauchief Van Hire , Sheffield . 

At that time I saw a white Ford Transit van, YWY 20X, 
drive into the yard of those premises . In the 
drivers seat was the accused, Andrew Robert Horbury , 
and seated beside him wns the accused Mandy Barratt. 
Both got out of the van and, in company with PC 
MacFarlane, I went to them and, after introducing 
ourselves • the following conversation took place: 

" 9 I have received information that you are 
responsible for an offence of burglary and theft. 

I am arresting you on suspicion of this offence and 
you will be taken to West Bar police station and 
detained while further enquiries are made. You are 
not obliged to say anything unless you wish to do so* 
but what you say may be put into writing and given 
in evidence. 9 

” Neither replied. They were placed into a police 

vehicle and conveyed to West Bar Police Station 
where, upon arrival, their details were entered on 
to a detained persons sheet and they were detained . ” 


Andy and Mandy were later taken to Coleshill Police 
station in Warwickshire, where they were questioned. 
Andy said nothing of the whereabouts of the 
liberated foxes, or who his colleagues had been. 

At 6.10 the following evening, Friday 6th January, 
Mandy and Andy were charged with conspiracy to 
corrmit damage and to steal foxes. They appeared at 
Coleshill Magistrates the following Monday, 9th 
January and were bailed, with strict conditions.

The Trial 

Over a year, and half a dozen Magistrates hearings 
later, Tuesday 29th January 1985, the trial began at 
Warwick Crown Court. Supporters packed the public 
gallery as the first witness, Nirbahal Singh Gill 
took the stand. 

His evidence matched his statement almost word for 
word and it was strongly suspected that some 
important parts had been added by the police with 
Singh Gills consent. 

After WPC Reeves evidence came the forensic. There 
was just too much linking the hired van with the 
farm and for the first time it was sinking in just 
how close Andy was to a jail sentence. Things were 
so desperate that he decided not to give evidence 
and merely plead 'lack of evidence'. Mandy, though, 
had a solid alibi which the prosecution couldn't 
challenge. 

That evening, the night before the verdict, a few of 
us went for a drink and we all joked that it might 
be Andys last for some time. Though the threat of 
prison was very real, we expected 3 months or 6 
months at the most. 

The next day the humour became stark reality. The 
jury took five hours to find Andy guilty of 
conspiracy to steal foxes and conspiracy to correnit 
damage. Mandy was acqitted of all charges, as 
anticipated. 

Judge Michael Harrison -Hall, hitherto a doddery 
senile twit, suddenly sprouted brains and assumed a 
posture full of venom and retribution. His 
reddened face glared at Andy. * This was a gross 

violation of a mans property. Your motives do not 
interest me . On both counts , to run concurrently, 
you will go to prison for two years. 99 

Andy looked shocked and a little shaken, but took it 
well. The people in the gallery gasped and one 
person shouted to the judge "you scumi". There 
were a few tears from his friends later. Andy was 
led away by a burly uniformed prison officer to the 
cells below the court, to await transport to 
Birmingham Prison. 

Andy is not the first activist to be imprisoned and 
he certainly won't be the last. Nonetheless, his 
hefty sentence signifies a new age in the struggle. 

It now appears that the authorities are refusing to 
give in without a fight. They have gone onto the 
offensive in a concerted effort to smash all 
effective resistance to animal exploitation. Do 
they really knew what they're dealing with?! 
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The System 

Those who would see an end to direct action are 
using the legal system as their main weapon. The 
system is based on a chain of agencies who carry out 
the wishes of those in power (powerful groups like 
the NFU, the RDS and multinationals like ICI have a 
very strong say in the system). Supposedly 
independent groups like the police force, the 
judiciary, the media, the civil service and the 
prison service are each responsible for their link 
in the chain of law enforcement. For the average 
crime this system works adequately most of the time. 
When the culprits are nicked they are fed through 
the law machine and processed by each agency 
independently until they are spat out at seme stage 
or other to begin all over again. If the culprit 
is not caught this time he will, in all probability, 
be caught at a later date and have this offence 
taken into consideration. No threat is posed to 
those in power and, moreover, the criminal has 
helped to keep many people in work. Call it job 
creation if you like! 

This cosy set up is disturbed by groups like ALF. 
Whereas the average criminal commits one offence at 
a time for its own sake, the ALF activist sees her 
* crime* as part of a widespread campaign. The 
activist doesn't gain financially from an action and 
can therefore choose the attack with the least risk. 
If a thief wanted to steal £100 from a shop he would 
have to break in, spend ten minutes looking for the 
money and then effect an escape. The activist can 
cause £100 worth of damage to a shop just by 
breaking the window. This presents a headache for 
the system. As it stands, it is incapable of doing 
anything to deal v/ith the snowballing effect of 
direct action. It is helpless and so the people 
involved must therefore use wider powers, an array 
of dirty tricks and a good deal of corruption. 

The Conspiracy 

In the past year or so we have witnessed radical 
change in the attitude and methods of the 
authorities in dealing with animal activists. 

There is now a large amount of collusion between the 
police, the judiciary and the media, with their 
orders coming from on high. The days are over now 
when those who acted unselfishly on behalf of 
animals could expect to be dealt with leniently. 

The reverse is now true. 

In all the stages of the legal process the 
conspiracy is clearly evident. The first stage, 
after an activist is charged with an offence is an 
application to be released on bail, pending trial. 

At this point, it is important to remember that 
technically the activist is innocent. Everybody 
has a right to bail except where the police can 
prove that a) the defendant might abscond, b) the 
defendant might commit further offences, or c) that 
the defendant might tamper with witnesses. 

There is now a sinister trend whereby animal 
activists are either being refused bail, therefore 
spending time in prison in remand, or granted bail 
with very strict conditions attached. Many are 
ordered to sign on at a police station every day, 
put under strict curfew, provide cash sureties 
sometimes of thousands of pounds, or told not to be 
involved in animal rights. 

It is an ongoing process in that at any one time 
there are upwards of seventy activists on bail 
awaiting trial, some for more than a year. So, 
without having to gain convictions, the authorities 
are able to ensure that large numbers of activists 
are kept out of action. Very often charges are 
dropped before the case comes to court or the 
activists are acquitted. When this happens there 
is no course open for compensation, or even an 
apology. 


The Sting 

The next phase has a more serious ring to it. In 
several cases recently we have seen examples of 
police framing activists. This is not an unknown 
practice among the police, mostly used when a copper 
has a vendetta against someone. But it is also 
common for decisions* to be taken at a higher level 
to ensure convictions at all costs. In the case of 
ALF, I believe that a general directive from David 
Mel lor and his cronies has been handed down to 
individual chief constables etc. 

Several activists have been 'stitched up' recently. 
Where there is only circumstantial evidence, the 
police have been inventing evidence, either by 
breaking into peoples houses and taking objects with 
the suspects fingerprints on them, and then claiming 
to have found them at the scene of the raid, or by . 
planting false evidence in the homes or vehicles of 
activists. The police witnesses then tell lies to 
corroberate their bent evidence and the judge is 
pleased to accept it as true. After all, the 
police never lie! The judge can then interpret the 
evidence however he likes in his summing up, which 
is largely responsible for the decision of the jury. 

This can all be linked to the increased involvement 
of Special Branch and CID in the animal rights 
sphere. Most cities new have a special department 
whose role is to collect information and monitor 
known activists. It is no secret that key 
telephones are tapped and that mail is intercepted. 

The role of organisations like the Freemasons cannot 
be over ‘-emphasised in this matter. Freemasonry is 
riddled with farmers, landowners, vivisectors, fur 
traders and hunters who can rub shoulders with judges, 
politicians, the media barons and the police (about 
80% of chief constables are freemasons). The 
masons are a mutual co-operation society for the 
powerful and the influential, which speaks for 
itself. It would be easy for someone in the masons, 
whose property has been attacked by ALF, to have a 
friendly chat with a chief constable or a judge in 
another lodge. 

The Future 

On the face of it, this is a very disturbing trend. 
Doubtless some activists will be discouraged by the 
severe sentence meted out to Andy Horbury, or by the 
number of activists in prison awaiting trial. But 
most, far from seeing this as a deterrent, will 
recognise it as a sign that direct action is at last 
having a widespread effect. Somebody high up there 
has been severely effected by the upsurge in animal 
rights activity. Someone is very disturbed at the 
growing numbers of animal activists who are now 
realising the potential of their own individual acts 
of sabotage, and shunning the n ear-government run 
societies designed to stem such activities. 

Unfortunately for Animal Exploitation Inc. , the 
conspiracy is too little and too late. The ALF is 
now so well established and so cleverly organised 
that it will never be defeated. The guilty are now 
beginning to realise what we have known for a long 
time - that their days are numbered. They are 
paying the price of not taking us seriously when our 
numbers were few and our critics many. Those days 
are now long gone. Tliroughout Britain the numbers 
of ALF activists are growing at a speed that is 
dazzling those who would see an end to direct action.

Davids Crescent , Acton, Wrexham 
became the movements worst ever grasses when they 
recently gave evidence at Mold Crown Court against 
animal rights campaigner John Marchant . 

Wedley and Wilcox alleged that John had masterminded 
a campaign of direct action in which they were 
involved and had provided them with 'hit lists' and 
a catapult . He was charged with conspiracy to cause 
damage and possessing articles with intent to cause 
damage but was thankfully acquitted of both charges 
by the jury . The judge said that John would have 

received 9 months imprisonment had he been convicted . 
John was given 120 hours community service after 
admitting sending threatening letters to shops 
displaying circus posters but this charge would never 
have been brought were it not for the grassing of 
Wedley and Wilcox . 

Wedley also told police that 2 local activists had 
been involved in stealing ( ie . rescuing ) illtreated 
dogs but they were acquitted when she failed to turn 
up in court to give evidence against them . 

It must be made clear to Wedley and Wilcox that their 
sort will not be tolerated . It is bad enough that 
some people name others to the police when under 
interrogation - but to actually give evidence against 
another activist in court is disgraceful behaviour of 
the most reprehensible kind . It is behaviour which 
must be stamped out if we are not to have the spectre 
of the ' supergrass' hovering over our movement . 

Local animal liberation campaigners no longer want 
anything to do with Wedley and Wilcox but many ALF 
supporters will no doubt feel that strong action 
needs to be taken as a punishment and as a deterrent 
to others who may be tempted to grass .

Fur Coats

AS A 7>‘RO r ?£S~7? 

Sc often, in reports of ALF activities , we read that 
the activists carried out the rescue of animals, caused 
damage etc. as a protest against the persecution or 
cruel treatment of animals. 

Sometimes the media automatically inserts the word 
r protest' but more often than not it comes from the 
activists themselves in their claim of responsibility . 
So what is protest? According to my dictionary, the 
relevant meaning would be "statement of dissent or 
disapproval " or a "remonstrance" . Is this really what 

the ALF is, or should be, all about? To my mind the 
answer is, quite definitely, "no_" . Should ALF attacks 
which cause hundreds of thousands of pounds damage 
annually to property connected with animal abuse be 
regarded merely as a "statement of disapproval "? Is 
the rescue of thousands of animals every year from 
vivisection , factory farming and other cruelties only a 
"remonstrance " . 

A protest is an action which calls upon somebody 
else to do something . To protest against vivisection , 
for instance, is to call upon the vivisectors to give 
up, or upon the government to outlaw the cruel practice. 
And, in the end, protest is powerless because, if 
ignored, it can take the situation no further - as it 
always relies upon the actions of others, and not the 
protestors, to bring about change. 

To be truly effective ALF action must go beyond, and 
be seen ( especially by those who carry it out ) to go 
beyond, mere acts of protest. The ALF must exist, and 
see itself to exist, not just as another protest group 
but as an organisation whose actions are intended to 
di recti y bring about change. 

Animals should always be rescued whenever possible , 
but the main aim of ALF actions must not be protest, 
but economic sabotage . 

Actions carried out, not for the sake of their own 
effect, but as some kind of adjunct to political 
campaigning are doomed eventually to failure. This is 
because the 'needs' of the political campaign will 
decree that the action falls short of what is truly 
effective. Thus we have the spectacle of activists 
entering laboratories and other animal abuse centres to 
cause only ' limited damage ' and just to take documents 
and photographs when the whole place could have been 
torn to pieces . Fools, are you proud of your 
restraint? Pleased that you did not 'go too far', so 
that political ambitionists can once again ride upon 
your backs? Are you happy to have wasted a golden 
oppertuni ty? 

To be truly effective direct action must be carried 
out not as a protest, a publicity stunt or as a boost 
to a political campaign, but as an act of sabotage for 
the sake of its own effect. 

Not 'minimum damage ' but maximum destruction .

There will be no more battery caged hens at Bloxham’s Warriner School, 
governors decided last week. 

The decision was taken at a 


special meeting of school gov- 
ernors last week, following 
widespread publicity after the 
recent raid by the Animal 
Liberation Front in which 
nearly 100 laying hens were 
stolen 

The ALF threatened to 
repeal the raid if the school 
replaced the hens, and gover- 
nors felt that this threat must 
be taken seriously. 

It was decided by a 13-2 
majority that the bnttery 
should not be rc-stockcd. 


Animal libcrationists raided a 
North Oxfordshire school 
after an alleged tip-off from 
pupils. 

Almost 100 battery hens were 
stolen from the farm unit at Warriners 
School. Blpxham, near Banbury, and 
slogans were daubed on the walls. 

The message left by the Animal 
Liberation Front, on the door they 
forced to get in, read:' “Cluck Cluck 
— Bye Bye”. 

. And a letter sent to The Oxford 
Times claimed members were acting 
on information supplied by school- 
children. . • 

It stated: “Pupils at Warriners 
School had Informed the ALF about 
the unit and thfe suffering of the hens 
kept there . . i 

“Every battery chicken at the unit 
•**a* rescued. Should they be replaced, 
the* we will return.” 

The Front said their investigations 
into conditions at the unit revealed 

featherless chickens and two to three 
crammed into one tiny cage. 

But school head Michael Ruddock 
accused the ALF of gross exaggera- 
tion. “typical of the emotional st 
put out oy them.” 

He said the RSPCA hgd visited the 
battery on several occasions following 
complaints and had given it the all- 
Clt.lL. 


But Mr John Callaghan, 
the. RSPCA schools officer 
said he wanted to correct 
the impression given by Mr 
Ruddock that the RSPCA 
had given the “thumbs up” 
to the battery. 

"They are fed and 
watered and are getting all 
their legal minimum re- 
quirements. But that is all,” 
said Mr Callaghan. 

“We are opposed to all 
forms of intensive farming 
which deprive animals of 
the freedom to move 
around, to eat and drink 
p properly and enjoy natural 
t daylight.” . 

, Mr Callaghan said this 
particularly applied* to 
schools where pupils were 
in danger orbelieving that a 
battery was an acceptable 
method of keeping poultry.

There will be no more 
battery hens at War- 
riner .

The school's head has 
backed the governors 
saying he never liked the 
system which was intro- 
duced in 1971. 


The battery hen system at 
the school, near Banbury, 
hit the headlines last month 
when members of the 
Animal Liberation Front — 
said to be acting on a tip-off 
from pupils — stole all 98 
hens in a night raid. 

But this week governors 
decided by 13 votes to two 
not to restock the battery. 

“The threat to bresk in 
again should the battery be 
restocked must be taken 


seriously,” said the gov- 
ernors. 

“Although 93 per cent of 
eggs sold in this country are 
produced ill batteries, there 
is a strong tide of public 
opinion running against 
such units and it is only 
proper to acknowledge 
this.”

The chickens disappeared on 
Thu'-sdav night during a raid by 
Animal Liberation Front activ- 
ists who had been told of their 
alleged suffering by pupils at 
the school. 

Headmaster Mike Ruddock 
insisted that the RSPCA had 
visited the rural studies unit at 
the site and had found nothing 
wrong with the conditions in 
which they were kept. 

But in a press statement the 
ALF claimed they had found 
featherless chickens, crammed 
two and three to a tiny cage with 
a sloping floor and that pupils 
were being forced to work with 
the animals. 

And RSPCA inspector John 
Callaghan said they were totally 
opposed to the battery system 
and made that clear to the 
school as long ago a» June this 
year. 

At that time Mr Callaghan 
sent a letter to the head of 
agriculture, David Hoad, follow- 
ing earlier visits^ underlining 
that the RSPCA could not 
accept the batttry system. 

Mr Ruddock explained that 
the raiders had come across the 
school playing fields, broken a 
fence and a door to gel at the 
chickens and then sprayed 
slogans on the walls. 

"No complaints have ever 
been made to myself or Mr 
Hoad about the conditions", he 
added. 

The ALF in their statement 
accused the school of not teach- 
ing respect for animals and have 
said that if the chickens, arc 
replaced they will raid tiqp^sitfe 
again.

SIR — Mr Ruddock, head- 
master of Warriner School is 
incorrect in stating in the 
Banbury Guardian last week 
; that no complaints have ever 
been made about the condi- 
tion of the hens in the battery 
unit. 

Following complaints by 
Warriner School pupils at an 
RSPCA stall in Banbury I 
wrote to Mr Ruddock on 
March 25, 1984, and was sub- 
sequently invited to be 
shown the battery unit on 
April 5, 1984. On this visit I 
personally complained about 
the battery hen unit to Mr 
Hoad, head of the farm unit 
and I have also complained 
to a school governor. 

In the past I have had' 
letters and even photo- 
graphs sent to me of the 
battery hens by pupils 
unhappy seeing the hens 
imprisoned in their small 
cages where they cannot 
stretch their wings, exercise, 
walk, fly, perch, dustbathc, 
ground scratch, make nests 
or carry out any of their 
instinctive activities. 

The hens at the school 
meet all the legal minimum 
requirements, but if hens 
were to be protected under 
the Protection of Birds Act 
1954, a hen would have to be 
given at least eight times the 
| space at present allowed to 
it! This Act makes it an 
offence to keep any bird, 
apart from chickens, 
wnether it can fly or not, in a 
cage which is too small for it 
to SDread out its wings. 

Il a high street pet shop 
had kept a bird in a condition 
similar to the Warriner 
School, it would be prose- 
cuted for cruelty. The 
RSPCA is totally opposed to 
the battery hen system, 
including the one at the 
Warrincrs School.

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Fur Shop Surrenders 


A fur shop owner has agreed to stop selling furs* 
as a direct result of the ALF attacks on his premises • 

The actions against Pederson & Becker Ltd . , of the 
Pantiles • Tunbridge Wells in Kent » started last 
December when superglue was poured into the locks • 
both front and back . "ALF" and "Fur is Murder" were 
among the slogans sprayed on the front window and 
back alcove • Then , on the night of March 31st this 
year the front door was glued again and an ' April 
Fool ' note was pushed under the door . In August 
"Fur is Murder" , "ALF" and "Becker is Scum" was 
sprayed in red paint on the pavement outside the shop . 
Finally • in September * three of the four windows of 
the shop were smashed with bricks (costing £2 ,000 to 
repair the damage ). 

The broken windows were the last straw for Becker • 

He wrote to the ALF and in his letter he stated "If I 
am given guarantees from the ALF I would consider 
going over to artificial furs" and he asked for 
someone to contact him to discuss it . 

ART (Animal Rights Tonbridge - now known as West 
Kent Animal Rights) had staged a sit-in and a 
lea f letting session at the shop at the beginning of 
the year and we contacted a member of the ART group 
about the letter we had received from Becker • The 
member consequently visited Becker at his shop . He 
gave Becker a comprehensive run-down on the ant i -fur 
campaign * from the 'endangered species' campaign of 
the World Wildlife Fund to the ALFs opposition to 
exploitation regardless of scarcity or numerousness . 

He explained the structure and policies of the ALF . 

The philosophical differences between the fur trade 
and the opposition to it weren't discussed in depth * 
both realising the impossibility of changing the 
others point of view . 

Becker has got notes in the window saying he no 
longer sells fur • He's got 4 fur coats on the 'for 
sale ' rack but he intends to get them up to London as 
soon as possible to other traders . He's got about 4 
or 5 other furs in stock for various reasons (storage » 
repair and valuation ) . He's now planning to divert 
his trade elsewhere by dissuading those involved 
- although this could take a while because he has 
long-standing customers . 

Becker wrote to the RSPCA and queried their 
attitude towards sheepskin and leather coats. . In 
addition to making it clear that the RSPCA does not 
condone violent activities against animal exploiters 
their reply also made it clear that they see such 
goods in a different light to furs t on the basis that 
they are the secondary produce of the abattoir . 

Becker also queried the RSPCAs attitude to repair 
work and storage of fur coats . The RSPCA made it 

clear that they were not keen on any involvement in 
the fur trade . Becker told our ART friend that he 

would be cutting out all involvement in new and used 
fur coats as soon as possible because he didn't want 
the possibility of another extremist attack on his 
premises just because he was still dealing with the 
storage/repair work . 

He is now stocking Astraka fake furs . 

He's not going to put any effort into establishing 
who was responsible for the breakages but he promised 
that he'd do his utmost to trace them if his windows 
were put in again once he'd stopped selling furs .

ETCHING FLUID 


ALF activists have discovered a new ’weapon 1 which 
has successfully been used in some areas and will 
soon doubtless catch on in others. 

Sheffield ALF initiated the idea when they squirted 
’etching fluid* over more than fifty windows in the 
city in a continuation of their campaign against 
House of Fraser stores which have Edelson Fur depts. 
The stores attacked were Rackhams and Cole Bros. 

The fluid eats into the glass. 

Following the stir that this caused, the ALF in 
Merseyside used etching fluid on travel agencies 
where tickets were on sale for circuses using 
animals and the windows had to be replaced. There 
was also success with it in Stirling in Scotland 
when the windows of two bloodsports shops and a fur 
shop had to be renewed after slogans were written on 
them with the etching fluid. Then a dairy van had 
its windscreen doused with the fluid in London. 

The windscreens are particularly good targets, since 
they have to be replaced before the vehicles can be 
driven . 

Glass etching fluid is available from craft and fine 
art shops. A small bottle costs about £3 but the 
expense is well worth it when one considers the 
reduction of risk to an activist using it - there is 
none of the noise that a catapult or brick creates.

THE ANIMAL Liberation Front 
has struck twice in a few days, in 
Frant at the weekend . and Cross 
in Hand on Tuesday night.

We| 
released all of the birds and 
destroyed all the pens in an op- 
eration that lasted well over an 

hour. Some birds were recovered

ANTI-TERRORIST 
squad detectives are 
investigating a fire at 
Allders department 
store. 

The fire broke out in the 
furniture department of the 
North End store in the early 
hours of Tuesday. 

Police said the fire was 
thought to have been 
started by “a device.” 

The fire damaged settees, 
armchairs and part of the 
flooring. Watei from 
automatic sprinklers also 
damaged four floors, said 
firemen. 

Four fire appliances went 
to the scene. 

“The fire was discovered 
at about I am by a security 
guard,” said police. 

”lt was started by some 
sort of device. The anti- 
terrorist squad were called 
in soon afterwards.” 

A Croydon fireman said: 
“The majority of the 
damage was caused by the 
automatic sprinklers.” 

Privately police believe 
the fire may have been the 
work of Animal Rights Ex- 
tremists. 

Scotland Yard said: “The 
fire was started by an incen- 
diary device which set light 
to a sofa. The file was 
quickly discovered by staff 
and put out. There was no 
explosion.

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The campaign to force Allders of Croydon to with- 
draw its fur department continues. In February 
an incendiary device was placed in the store, 
timed to ignite in the middle of the night. There 
was no possibility of fire spreading through the 
store, the intention being that the water sprink- 
ler system would start working at the first sign 
of fire and smoke. The sprinklers caused ex- 
tensive damage to the store - one amusing result 
was that Allders placed advertisements in local 
papers for cut-price water-damaged carpets. 
Desperate to prevent publicity about the incident, 
Allders told local papers to drop the story or, 
failing that, carry an Editorial biased towards 
Allders, condemning the ALF. They threatened 
that papers that would not respond to their wish 
would receive no more advertising from Allders. 
The Croydon News and Croydon Comet refused to 
be blackmailed (the Comet consequently could no 
longer afford to publish its magazine due to this 
loss of advertising). The Croydon Advertiser and 
Sutton Guardian stayed in favour with Allders by 
publishing biased Editorials. 

Shortly after this action, 27 windows and 6 doors 
of the store were attacked with etching fluid. 

On 5th May Allders suffered another attack. This 
time incendiary devices were placed under lorries 
belonging to Allders, parked at their warehouse 
in Hackbridge. Four of the lorries were comple- 
tely destroyed and two were severely damaged.

On the night of 5th/6th February 1983 we, a 
group of peace-loving citizens of Gottingen, 
operating under the name of "Anwalte der 
Tiere" ("The Animals’ Advocates"), set fire to 
the "holocaust" primate centre in Gottingen, 
which is used as a brain research and monkey 
breeding installation, causing damage of about 
DM15,000 (£4,000). Shortly earlier, other 

animal rightists had carried out similar att- 
acks on vivisection establishments in Hamburg 
and Berlin. In the Hamburg action the 

equipment in a vivisection laboratory was 
completely destroyed, while our friends in 
Berlin broke into a vivisection room at the 
Oskar-Helene Hospital and took photographs of 
the dozen or so dead rabbits which they found 
there. Some laboratory equipment was then 
doused in hydrochloric acid and warning 
messages sprayed on the walls. 


Through these actions we aim not only to 

carry out practical animal liberation work but 
also to send warning signals to the politicians 
- warning signals on behalf of our defenceless 
and suffering fellow creatures. Signals that 
can no longer be ignored and that will be 

continued if nothing changes! If helpless 

animals have to suffer terrible torture only in 
order for money-seeking people to fill their 
pockets, then only pressure on all sides can 
be of real help to them. 

Who is to blame if our pleasure in life has 
disappeared, if knowledge of this obscene and 
senseless animal torture brings us to the point 
of desperation? Who is responsible if the 

suffering animals' cries of pain create such a 
rage in us that in sheer frustration we can 
find no other choice than to fight those caus- 
ing the pain by these methods?

Gottingen, West Germany 



6erman dog- dealer raid 


After six weeks of observation by day and 
night, we decided to carry out our raid in 

broad daylight. We had no other choice, in 

fact, because the dog-dealer always came to 
his caravan on the site at dusk so as to aw- 

ait deliveries from his dog-thief contacts. 

The fenced plot of land lies directly along- 
side a railway embankment which is used by 
trains every two or three minutes. The shed, 
used for housing up to 40 dogs at a time, is 
some 25 metres long and 2 metres wide, but it 

contains not one single window! The animals 
saw only electric light, and that only on the 

dealers visits to the premises. As trains are 
constantly passing on the adjoining railway 

track, the poor creatures also had no real 
chance to sleep. The shed was made of as- 

bestos sheeting, meaning it was like an icebox 
in the winter and an oven in the summer. 

Astonishingly, about 10 metres away from 
the site lives a sheepdog breeder and there 
are allotments all around the area, yet no- 
body there sees anything of the dealers trade 
in stolen animals and nobody knows anything 
about him. And why should they? - after all, 

it was "only animals" he was dealing in! The 
closeness of these neighbours was another 
handicap, because it was late spring and they 
were already sunbathing in their gardens. 

But now for the raid itself: we came from 

the main road and pretended to have had a 
breakdown with 2 transport vehicles and 2 
private cars. There were 10 of us and we 

were, naturally, equipped with radio. Three 
of us stayed with the vehicles, the rest walk- 
ed about 250 metres across the field to the 
embankment. As this was used so frequently 
by trains, but had to be crossed by us in 

order to reach the site, we knew that we 

would have to act quickly; on the otber^hand, 
we first had to wait for one train to pass 
through. The train came and we quickly 

crossed the track. Now we were past the first 

hurdle. We now stood at the back of the low 
building. Entry was still blocked by a wire 
fence. The wire cutter goes into action and 
within seconds we are through the fence. The 
two security dogs are temporarily leashed up, 
and we finally find ourselves standing at the 
back wall of the shed. The door on the front 

side cannot be used as this can be seen from 
the nearby allotment gardens. 

It was 17.40 hours when we began to smash 

the wall with axes, after- waiting for another 
train to pass so as to drown the noise of the 
breaking asbestos sheets. Now our thoughts 

are only for the animals. No more anxiety and 

scruples about doing something illegal, we 
must just concentrate on action. 

As we had entered from the rear, we found 
ourselves standing in the animal kennel area, 
or, to put it more accurately, in a sea' of ex- 
crement and urine that also contained the 
dogs alleged food, which simply consisted of 
raw pigs trotters already in a state of decay. 
There were no drinking bowls or water to be 

seen. The smell was unbearable and our sto- 
machs turned over at the stench. Some light 
came through the wall we had just broken and 
our eyes widened with horror as we saw wood- 
en slats on the walls of some of the kennels, 

covered with splintered glass, presumably so 
as to hold the occupants in check. 


The highly anxious animals - all of them 
large adults - were unpredictable in their re- 
actions. As the specially prepared food we 
had brought with us did not calm them, we 

had to lasso them. In order to remove the 

animals from the shed we had to pass them 

over a small concrete platform. Three of us 
stayed in the building, while the other four 
went outside to receive the dogs as we handed 

them out. They were then taken to the wait- 
ing cars, which meant crossing the railway 
track once more during the two or three min- 

utes gap between the passing trains. One of 
our most anxious moments came when one of 
the girls slipped on the embankment with a 

dog which was tugging her away from its for- 
mer prison. 

We had now brought 14 dogs to freedom. The 
whole action lasted 18 minutes. But now one 

of the dogs - the final one, fortunately - cre- 
ated difficulties. On being lifted into the car 
he started biting everything about him, and 

injured two people so seriously that they had 

to be given stitches in hospital. But the 

pleasure at the success in liberating the ani- 
mals far outweighed the pain of the wounds. 

The animals were in a disgusting state. All 
of them had worms and fleas. Some of them 

had wounds from blows received, and two 

bitches had womb infections. One of the dogs 
was so disturbed by his experiences that he 
could not sleep for days. But after being 

checked over by a vet all the dogs liberated 

were at last delivered to new and loving 
homes .

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The spacious bus still has plenty of room 
for us. There are four of us and in about 2 j 
hours we shall be meeting the other two acti- 
vists at an isolated service area. Our spirits 
are high because we know that some more 
animals are due to be rescued from the horr- 
ors of the laboratory tonight. During the 

drive we again study the plan of the site at 
Mainz University. The night watch on the 

premises is made at rather infrequent inter- 
vals and we shall have to take great care. 
We mustn't take any risks, if only for the 
sake of the animals. The goods section of the 
bus contains several cages. These should soon 
be full, a thought that makes our hearts beat 
faster. We wonder what our new friends will 
actually look like... 

It is 7.30pm when we arrive at the service 
area. Thanks to the switch over to wintertime 
it is already pitch dark. Are the others al- 
ready here? We all look about us expectantly. 
Someone gives us a hearty wave, the others 
climb into the bus, the doors are shut and we 
whisper our greeting. 

The plan of the university is unrolled again 
and we discuss our tactics in detail and fix 
our individual roles. We strengthen our nerves 
with a final flask of tea and then its off and 
away .

After a short drive our transporter cruises 
along the street towards the university area. 
We keep a look-out for any night-watchmen, 
but at the moment all is clear. Our look-outs 
take up their positions, while the others un- 
load the cages and containers. These are 

quickly passed over the fencing and carried 
up to the Institute building. A soft rattling 
sound, then we wait in total silence for two 
minutes. One of us has forced a window open 

he gives the all-clear sign and two dark 
shadows disappear through the window into 
the darkness of rooms of the animal bunker. A 
filthy smell hits our nostrils. We see we could 
easily have tripped over a large piece of co- 
rrugated metal that's been left lying on the 
ground . 

We recognise rabbit boxes in the beam of 
the torch and switch on the lights in the first 
room. There are only 12 boxes here, each 

containing one animal. The rabbits look at us 
tensely and seem to be anxious about what’s 
going to happen to them. But we can't hang 
about for long and, knowing that things will 
soon be better for the animals, we immediately 
begin to load the rabbits into the comfortable 
transport boxes. This is soon completed. The 
smell is appalling. 

Now we take a look at the second room, but 
get a shock. At least 400 rats, crammed to- 
gether in tiny breeding cages, are gazing at 
us with their little pink eyes. But we only 
have room for 150 rats. it is terribly painful 
for us to face the fact that some of these in- 
telligent creatures must be left behind. A 

short discussion about the situation. We decide 
to leave behind the mother rats with their 
suckling youngsters, so as to spare the very 
youngest ones the stress of transportation. 
There's no chance to switch the rats from 
their cages to ours, due to the numbers, so 
we simply take the breeding cages directly 
from the shelves. 

Suddenly, a warning whistle is heard. Out- 
side, a night watchman is slowly going past 
on his bicycle. We freeze into pillars of salt 
and no-one moves. Nothing more is to be seen 
of our look-outs because they have hidden in 
the bushes. The cyclist goes past the building 
and only makes a superficial inspection of it. 

Two minutes later - the all-clear signal. 

Now begins the most difficult part of the 
operation. We begin loading. The cages are 
gently handed through the window and placed 
behind the bush directly beside a wide ent- 
rance. The containers, are quite heavy and 
we are soon out of breath. Our transporter, 

meanwhile, drives slowly up to the gateway of 
the university site. Luckily it is not locked 

so that we can do our loading unhindered. 

Once the final cage is placed into the trans- 

porter, the aim is to get away fast. We drive 
with our valuable freight back to the original 
meeting place. Three of us take our last look 
at the little animals because the others want 

to take them to their new quarters as quickly 

as possible in the bus. 

The spirits of the remaining three of us are 
rather dampened on account of the mother rats 
and their offspring we had to leave behind. 
We have no peace, knowing that they remain 

in a place which means certain death * for 
them. Should we drive back there once more? 
Good homes will certainly be found for them. 
We don't have to think for long, for the pre- 
paratory access work has already been ach- 


ieved and there is not much time left before 

dawn. We drive back by the same route. One 

of us stays outside as a look-out, while the 
other two climb into the building once more. 

As many boxes are loaded into the private car 
as it can carry. This time, too, nobody spots 
what we are doing. During our homeward 

journey we can look at our new friends and 
the lumps of cheese are shared among the rats 
probably they’ve never before eaten any- 
thing so tasty! We are thrilled at the success 
of the whole action. 

All the animals survived the transport well. 
They are all now living with animal-loving 
families. Just before carrying out this raid, 

we informed ourselves in depth about rabbits 
and rats. We animal rightists will never be 
satisfied with the statement by vivisectors 
that 90% of laboratory animals are "only" rats 
and mice, because these small creatures are 
highly intelligent and are, therefore, particu- 
larly prone to suffering. We demand the 

immediate banning of ALL animal experiments.

V1VISECTOR LIBERATED ANIMALS 
FROM LABORATORY: 

A 37 year old scientist at the Austrian 
Academy of Sciences was fined approximately 
£450 by a Viennese court in December, after 
being found guilty of carrying out 5 animal 
liberation raids on laboratories at the Pharma- 
cological Institute of Vienna University, 
between March and September 1985. 

Herr Peter Mueller had worked 5 years at the 
brain research department of the Academy, and 
himself carried out some animal experiments, 
but finally decided to help the animals after 
being ordered to inject 76 rats in order to 
provoke epileptic fits, and then to dispose of 
their bodies because the test results 
conflicted with what was stated in existing 
medical literature. 

He embarked on a series of lone nightly 
raids in his private car, climbing through a 
fanlight and rescuing a total of 31 animals 
- dogs, rabbits and goats - which he 
delivered to the homes of animal lovers. He 
was finally caught attempting to liberate a 
goat, but refused in court to disclose where he 
had taken the animals he had freed. 

The scientist became unemployed as a result 
of his animal liberation activities, but his 
fine was paid by a number of Austrian actors 
and entertainers, and the magazine "Rennbahn- 
Express" nominated him "Man of the Month". 

The actor Frank Hoffman is now founding a 
prize in Austria for "the most courageous 
animal rights action of the year". 

The court case has led to the public 
prosecutor launching an enquiry into 
conditions at the University labs. In fact, 
Peter Mueller actually carried out six raids on 
the university labs., but was not prosecuted in 
respect of one of these because the animals he 
found were in such a pitiful condition that the 
authorities decided it better not to haVe this 
raised in court. 
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There is something crushingly depressing as 
we witness the national animal rights groups 
being pushed, pulled and bullied by the 
establishment media and the various vested 
interest utterances from police and politicians 
alike: How quickly they have joined in the 

hysterical critical chorus against the activit- 
ies of the activists. These groups have short 
memories and could do no better than to look 

back through their publications and have the 
guts to recognise the massive proven value of 
direct action. So why arc large bodies of the 

movement turning on the people they were once 
so proud of? is it really their declared opp- 

osition to certain individual actions - if so 
where are all the thoughtful, persuasive, 
tactical arguments? Why, instead of positive 
debate, do we see condemnation? Or could it 
be that entities within the movement see their 
position being undermined as direct action, 
far from being a support measure to a cam- 
paign, such as the political campaign, can 
now be seen clearly to be a far more effective 

measure in its own right. Perhaps, as the 
stakes go up, some feel that things are gett- 
ing rather too hot to handle - the war is ge- 
tting too near and they are not prepared to 
pay the price. 

The movements activists have always been 
forced to stand alongside soldiers who have 
little stomach for the fight ahead. If that 
were not bad enough, we are currently seeing 
a mass retreat back into ineffective campaign- 
ing areas. The satisfied smiles on the faces 
of animal exploiters must be widening immea- 
surably . 

Of course, direct action groups, too, should 
be prepared to debate and re-evaluate and 
clearly the recent articles in the SG shows 
this to be very positive and important. 

I, personally, worry about the likes of the 
Hunt Retribution Squad and the Animal Rights 
Militia - the latter particularly. What is their 
aim? If the Militia intend to kill vivisectors, 
why place explosive devices beneath cars and 
on doorsteps, endangering innocent people and 
animals? Everyone should recognise the failure 
of tactics which involve the injury or death of 
"non-combatants", as they say on the news. 
Reagan obviously disregarded this entirely 
when ordering the recent terrorist attack on 
Libya. Of course, by discussing the "bombs" 
made, allegedly, by the ARM, l accept that 1 
fall into the trap of using the states termino- 
logy. I have never seen an ARM device, or 
witnessed one being planted, and many have 
expressed the view that the past episodes 
have been elaborate fit-ups by the opposition. 
However, working on the assumption that the 
Militia really is a genuine group and that 
they don't really intend to kill - evidence for 
this would be the warning given to the press 
about their "bombs" - then 1 am drawn to the 
conclusion that, like the HRS, the ARMs main 
focus seems to be on publicity stunts and/or 
the creation of terror in animal abusers. I am 
opposed to such publicity stunts because there 
is no way whatever that the media could be 
persuaded to write about the exploitation of 

animals by handing them such "media-juicy" 

material. The press love bombs, rapes and 
outrages. They love to write about such . sub- 

jects - they almost promote them, but they 

condemn them also - they have no choice. This 

leads to the disgusting spectacle of the Sun 

printing an attack on rape in the same issue 


as a piece reporting that women allegedly 
want "to be taken by force". Any press seek- 
ing ARM members thinking that they would be 
treated any different are, 1 believe, naive. 
As far as the creation of terror goes: bluffs 
don't work if the bluffers are unprepared to 
back them up - this suggests that the Militia 
haven't thought things through. Their initial 
press statements have, to some extent, put 
them on the spot and eventually they will find 
themselves asking the question "Do we kill or 
disband?" . 

Whilst I don’t believe I would crack up at 
the news of a vivisectors death - and let's be 
honest, few at Animal Aid, BUAV etc. would 
lose much sleep either, regardless of what 
they say to the press - 1 still don't think 

killing an animal exploiter would be a good 
thing. This is not because it would be wrong 
to kill the animal abuse industry's equivalent 
of, say, Hitler, but because the movement is 
not in a position to bear such a move - the 
chief consideration being the reluctance of the 
people seen as the movements "leaders" to 
argue the animals corner after such an inci- 
dent. Instead of criticising the action, at the 
same time pointing out that the people involv- 
ed obviously felt driven to such a measure due 
to the terrible plight of animals - who are, 
after all, the only innocents in the equation 
-they would issue sweeping condemnations. 

Tactical debate would be better conducted 
within the movements press. Of course, some 
national groups' spokespersons could regard 
the motivation of the activists to be wrong - 
certainly the League Against Cruel Sports hold 
the view that they are "glory seekers". There 
seems to be scant evidence to support this. 
Activists say they take action because it is 
effective, not because the action may involve 
damage or be illegal. In fact the illegality 
of some actions are side effects of helping re- 
duce animal suffering through the liberation 
of animals and/or damage; not the initial mo- 
tivation for such action. In point of fact, it 
is the animal exploiters themselves, along 
with all their supporters in Westminster and 
business, who have created direct action. 
They created the situation where the formation 
of the ALF was deemed necessary - presumably 
the Militia may claim the same. There is 

little doubt that direct action is effective, the 
past ten years prove this conclusively, but let 
us not forget that action would not be needed 
if "normal" campaigning methods were succeed- 
ing. Every activist must surely wish that 
their actions could become redundant through 
correspondence with MPs and the completion of 
petition forms - in case there's anyone out 
there still hoping, I’m afraid I must report 
that it won't work. We should not be sur- 

prised by this - kinds of campaigning which 
are actually encouraged by the establishment 
are rarely of value. 

1 would like to see the movement think the 
present situation through thoroughly: the ARM 
need to sort themselves out and know where 
they are going and why. The national groups 
should resist being used by the state as a 
stick to beat the people who see the value of 
direct action. One basic prop to the establish- 
ment's physical and mental control of the 
population is the tactic of divide and rule - 
we should fight this conditioning as strongly 
as we fight the animal exploitation industr ies.

Dear Friends, 

I don't know how I got through it, but in 
order to be able to debate more intelligently, I 
read "Animal Liberation” and have just finished 
"Slaughter of the Innocent". 

1 really believe that the tactics of the ALF are 
the most important in order to effect change. 

When 1 grew up in Maryland, in a suburb of 
Washington DC, 1 was right there with Martin 
Luther King's famous speech. Gathering all 
those people together, I saw it all and he was a 
wonderful leader in the same way that Gandhi 
led his people. Unfortunately, King's tactics can 
only work when you gather a very large group 
(in the thousands) and take to the streets. This 
brings news coverage and therefore you can make 
your point by peaceful means. 

What makes me mad is that if we counted all 
the animal organization memberships in the United 
States, Canada and everywhere else, or just 
North America, we have thousands, but none of 
them can get together to do an action or take to 
the streets in order to gain a lot of news cover- 
age. Maybe someday there will be one animal 
rights leader equal to Gandhi and King to get 
all of us united in action and we'd pounce on 
the scene so dramatically that we would cause 
changes . 

This hasn't happened and, since it hasn't, we 
need the ALF, because that is the only way to 
get our message spread. 

All through reading 'Slaughter of the Innocent" 

I was out for blood and would have loved to see 
a vivisectionist get the same torture he gives the 
animals. But, after thinking about it for some 
days after finishing the book, 1 feel that the ALF 
would lose support if, by accident, an innocent 
person was killed as a result of an ALF action. 

1 do believe in any destruction of research 
property and the taking of animals from labs. 
Rescuing animals, destroying property and 
writing slogans on walls will make people think 
about the ANIMALS and ask questions. Any real 
violence or threats of violence towards people or 
their children ie. poison candy, even if only a 
scare, will make the public only see terrorists 
and not think of the animals. 

The ALF is the best .thing that has happened to 
the animal movement since it started hundreds of 
years ago. 1 realise one important thing; that 
many really dedicated animal activists in the 
more conservative movements, without even 
realising it, could still have remnants of 
specieism. When you talk to them about 
breaking and entering and smashing, or stealing 
animals, they put up a guard and say "We can't 
do that", yet, if this was in World War 11 
Germany, the same people would have no 
hesitation in forming an underground to save the 
human animals in concentration camps. Therefore, 
these conservative animal activists are seeing 
animals as having less importance than the human 
animal, but thank God for the ALF for seeing- 
them as having equal consideration.

The "Free Mone" campaign should be supported 
by all groups espousing "Animal Rights", inclu- 
ding our own. 

However, 1 question whether BUAVs "Match of 
the Day" type tactics - demonstrators run on, 
police run on, both sides push against each other 
for 90 minutes, whistle blows, we all go home - 
will ever achieve the desired result. Peaceful 
mass protest has been emasculated, primarily by 
two developments 

1) More effective police tactics, evolved during 
the miners strike and now backed by punitive 
legislation . 

2) Increasingly sophisticated site defences, 
adopted by animal abusers, that inhibit live 
rescue. 

Under the circumstances might I suggest that 
the time has come for Animal Rights groups to 
discuss their strategies and policies for the 
1990s. 

To combat the constraints to action identified 
previously, I should like to propose that ALF (SG) 
initiates contact with those revolutionary/para- 
military groups who, because of their opposition 
to the British government and to the major comm- 
ercial and industrial concerns responsible for 
animal torture, can be viewed as our allies. 

What we require from them is operational 
training and logistical support. What we can 
give them in return is intelligence, safe houses, 
transportation and the tying down of the police 
and the security services through our own 
activities . 

It needs little imagination to realise that a 
properly trained and equipped "Animal Right 
Kommando" could not only provide a new cutting- 
edge to the whole movement, but also circumvent 
sophisticated site defences by attacking vivisectors 
and their families in their homes, trading-off 
such people for the lives of their animal prisoners. 

Perhaps those who feel that conducting a 
Draize eye test on one vivisector today would 
free a million tortured monkeys tomorrow might 
wish to give this proposal an airing.

Dear Friends, . 

I was interested to read in the latest 
communique from the Animal Rights Militia, 
printed in SG newsletter no. 17, that the ARM do 
not intend to stop short of personal violence 
against vivisectors even if this means killing 
them. I am nowhere near to being a violent 
person but I believe that the crimes of 
vivisectors against creation are so bad that they 
deserve to pay for them with their lives. 

Natural justice demands it. 

I think everyone has an ingrained aversion to 
the idea of taking life, apart from those who are 
desensitized by some form of training which 
requires a callous lack of respect for life. 
However, I wonder how much this aversion has to 
do with being brought up in a relatively peace- 
ful country like Britain? Would we have the 
same attitude if, for example, we lived in 
Guatemala where the murder of trade union 
activists by government death squads is regarded 
as 'normal'?

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Three refrigerated 
lorries were smashed open 
and set on fire last night, 
Causing damage estimated 
at more than £20,000. -

Forensic experts were today 
examining the- wreckage of 
the vehicles, which belonged 
to two firms with depot at the 
Hollingdcan Road abattoir in 
Brighton. Swifts and Anglo 
Dutch Meats. 

Today, in a phone call to 
the Evening Argus, the 
Animal Liberation Front 
claimed responsibility. 

“Normally you get sprayed 
slogans — Meat Is Murder 
and all that rubbish.” said 
Swifts assistant manager Mr 
Paul Thacker. 

Two lorries had their cabs 
broken into. A petrol-like 
fluid was poured on to uphol- 
stery and set alight, a fire 
brigade spokesman said. The 
third vehicle had a hole hack- 
ed in the container section 
and was then set on fire. 

The lorries arc worth up to 
£16,000 apiece but may not be 
completely written-off.

As a result of a tip-off from an employee at 
Glaxo Laboratories in Liverpool, early on the 
evening of 15th December ten ALF activists were 
dropped off from three cars near Speke airport 
in Liverpool, approximately one mile from the 
target. 

The unit, in the grounds of Speke Hall, is 
flanked on three sides of the airport with 
regular security patrols and on the fourth by 
a large commercial firm with roving security 
guards with alsatians. Mindful also of the fact 
that they had to reach a point between the 
Hall (with its two guards and an alsatian) and 
the lodge (with its geese) the activists climbed 
the airfield security fence in twos, skirted the 

runways and, after an hour, had all climbed 
the fence at the far end to the rendez-vous at 
the entrance of a drainage ditch. Using this 

as cover an approach was made to within 30 

yards of the unit. 

Four look-outs were posted. One of the Halls 
trailers v/as pushed along until directly be- 

neath the alarm bell, crowbars were used to 
force the bell cover to one side and the hamm- 
er was cut off. As a result of previous visits 
it had been decided that, due to the heavy 

lock on the door being in a recess, the hasps 

of angle iron and the door of a heavy nature, 
sledgehammers would be used. To coincide with 
an airliner firing its engines in preparation 
for taxiing, literally only 50-60 yards away, 

the lock was covered by a folded sack and 
smashed off. At this point a dog started wim- 

pering. We opened the door a foot or so and, 
as agreed, everyone met back at the assembly 
point to see if there was any reaction to the 
door being opened. 
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The End Of SEALI 


With the completion of the Winchester trial the 
time has come for SEALL to cease to exist as 
an entity. Of course, the Wickham Defence 
Fund will remain in operation until the last 
prisoner, Mike Nunn, is released. 

SEALL has set many new trends in the animal 
rights movement - use of video, subtlety in 
direct action, the concept of raiding an est- 
ablishment to bring a prosecution, cultivation 
of good media relations and many other ideas 
- and has fought, in the 'Wickham 19' trial, 
the most dramatic and significant criminal 
trial to date in animal rights history. But the 
strength of a group is its ability to keep one 
step ahead of the opposition and, hence, to 
continue SEALL as if noth i ng had changed 
would be foolhardy in the extreme. 

Most key SEALL activists are under severe 
police scrutiny (or in prison!) and many of 
the original SEALL stalwarts eire now involved 
in other areas of animal rights campejigning. 


For SEALL to continue would undoubtedly lead 
to more political show-trials and the effective 
emasculation of much of the militant animal 
rights movement in the South-East. 

Already the South-East has seen the establish- 
ment of the "Kent Animal Rights Alliance" and 
the "Southern Animal Liberation League" which 
has already carried out a number of success- 
ful actions, particularly and most significant- 
ly against suppliers of laboratory animals to 
Wickham Labora tories, and in the Midlands the 
"Central Animal Liberation League" has shown 
itself to be the most professional and media 
conscious of the new regional groups, with its 
harassment of Oxford University. And, of 

course, the ALF continues its war of non-stop 
attrition against all animal abusers. The 
secret for all these groups must be to learn 
from the mistakes and failures of SEALL and 
to carry out better and more effective actions 
in the cause of animal I i Iteration.

We had had no idea there was a dog in a 
part of the unit separated from the main area. 
A discussion was held as to the possibility of 
breaking in and taking the dog, but in such a 
high security area a barking dog would jeop- 
ardize the whole raid. We returned after a safe 
time, the dog began wimpering again but for- 
tunately settled after a few minutes. 

The main unit was split in two and compris- 
ed of one part with New Zealand and California 
Whites in very bad conditions, and a second 
part which held a variety of different rabbits, 
Dutch, New Zealand etc., with heating. We had 
homes for fifty-eight rabbits and first decided 
which we would take - not large single ones as 
these were likely to be pregnant females, and 
not mothers with very young kittens, for obvi- 
ous reasons. Mothers with young that were well 
developed were selected. 

While one person assembled and taped up the 
boxes, and another assembled the video with a 
special light fitting for filming at night, the 
other activists sprayed every single rabbit in 
the two units with an indelible non-toxic dye. 
Usino various colours they were sprayed on 
their * 3 lower backs, in the same way that seal 
pups are sprayed, our intention being to pre- 
vent the hundreds of rabbits in the unit from 
entering the fur trade and the laboratories. As 

it was near to Christmas, Father Christmas 
joined the activists and helped fill the boxes 
with rabbits. At this point the video was 

switched on and the events recorded. 

Details later appeared on BBC TV North West. 
As a result of this raid the farm has been 

forced to close down. We would like to take 
this opportunity to thank the two people who 
went to so much trouble to supply the dye and 

we hope to see fur farms having repeat perfor- 
mances.

In particular, the militant animal rights 
movement must learn to analyse carefully its 
direction and tactics. If SEALL proved any- 
thing it is that the "crowbar" mentality is not 
always the most effective - there are times 
when gratuitous destruction and other damage 
is simply a knee-jerk response to the problem 
facing our movement: Unilever, 1C I, Beechams, 
Glaxo etc. will not be seriously effected by 
£250,000 damage to their property, whereas 
headline TV exposure of their animals dying 
in cages may have a devastating effect on 
their public standing and staff morale. Con- 
versely small concerns may well be devastated 
by extensive criminal damage and for* such 
concerns this may be the appropriate mode of 
a 1 1 ack . 


There is no one answer to the question of 
which form of militant action is the best - the 
activists in the movement must approach each 
action with a clear idea of what is intended 


In essence, flexibility is what is required. 
SEALL developed a very flexible approach from 

occupying Storrington Monastery on their East- 
er Day service (protesting against the veal 
farm, which has since closed down) to the 

traditional Animal Liberation League "photog- 
raphy and document" raid on the Royal Coll- 
ege of Surgeons, to the rescue of 14 beagles 

from B I OSS Laboratories shown on headline TV. 
Of course, real success for militant action lies 
in the comb i na t ion of different kinds of action 
— when local groups leaflet against an estab- 
lishment, when an Animal Liberation League 
raids an establishment and when the ALF 
cause damage or rescue animals from an esta- 

blishment in a concerted campaign, then the 
effect is devastating. There are many ex- 

amples of this kind of a I I -pervad i ng multi- 
strata campaign in the South East and nation- 
ally, and it is this kind of campaign which 
the opposition fears most.

As SEALL winds up and the other groups con- 
tinue, however, one thing ^s clear. Militant 
action is i mpera t i ve for the success of the 
Animal Liberation cause. Par I i amen tary legi- 
slation on Animal Rights must be seen as 
merely the end point of the animal liberation 
campaign, where politicians have no choice 
but to legislate. Of course, one of the main 
problems, and hence failings, of political 
campaigning is that too much emphasis is 
placed on the par I i amen tary arena as the 
bastion of power when, in reality, parliament 
tends only to react to political pressures from 

outside. "Direct Action" j_s a political pressure 
but the effect of increased direct action of 
various kinds will be that parliament in many 
respects will become largely irrelevant, a 
mere rubber— stamp for de facto change which 

the anirnal liberation movement has brought 
about. 

Parliament tends to legislate retrospect i vel y 
when the mischief it seeks to eradicate has 

largely a I ready been eradicated - this - is 
especially true for the issue of Animal Rights. 

Hunting will be banned by law when Hunt 
Saboteurs, the ALF etc. have made hunting 
almost impossible and when the cost of polic- 
ing hunts becomes prohibitive and, similarly, 
Government will remove the requirement to test 
products on animals when the multi-nationals 
are on their knees begging the Government to 
do so, such will be the harassment of the 
vivisection industry. And, of course, no 

amount of Government legislation will be as 
effective as the conversion of the population 
to vegetarianism which will destroy the meat 
industry regardless of political intentions. 

But perhaps the most compelling argument for 
’"direct action" is that it is morally reprehen- 
sible and an abdication of our responsibilities 
to expect that animals should await the whims 
of politicians before they are relieved from 
their sufferings. The effectiveness of Direct 

Action is evident from the phenomenal reaction 
presently (and slightly belatedly) being 

mounted by the establishment. The drastic 

nature of the charges at the Wickham trial 
illustrate just how seriously the police (repre- 
senting the powers that be) viewed the growth 
of SEALL, and the new vigour with which the 
police and media are attacking the animal 
rights movement generally illustrates the 
growing despair which is gripping the opposi- 
tion. 

Perhaps the following extract from a speech 
Margaret Thatcher gave to the American Bar 
Association last summer most vividly reveals 
the extent to which the establishment fears 
direct action. 


"A second fashionable heresy is that if 
you feel sufficiently strongly about some 
particular issue, be it nuclear weapons, 
racial discrimination or animal libera- 
tion, you are entitled to claim superior- 
ity to the law, and are therefore ab- 
solved. This is arrogant nonsense and 
deserves to be treated as such."

SLAUGHTERHOUSE BELONGING TO GUY HARANGT 

responsible for the death of 200-250 pigs a day 


Our group of 3 activists decided to attack 
this slaughterhouse after we became aware of 
its existence when we noticed the address in 
an advert. After several checks at night we 
realised we could attack this place although 
it was located in an industrial area and 
every night a watchman came by car to look 
round the other firms in the area. 

One night while we were checking the abatt- 
oir to see where it would be most effecient to 
cause damage, we were surprised when a huge 
cattle truck, crowded with screaming pigs, 
entered the premises and drove to the end of 
the yard where the piggery was located. It 
took something like an hour for the truck 
driver to unload all the pigs from the vehicle 
to the piggery. Sometimes he was kicking the 
animals so that they got out of the truck more 
quickly - some pigs were struggling, others 
were climbing down from the truck quietly 
with their ears turned down over their eyes. 
The driver unloaded 3 corpses of pigs which 
had died from heart attacks (pigs are highly 
sensitive animals) due to the panic or the 
transport. At 4.30am we could not believe our 
eyes when we saw another truck full of pigs 
driving down towards the abattoir accompanied 
by half a dozen meat vans which also parked 
in the slaughterhouse - this was to be the 
beginning of the work in this evil place. 15 
minutes later a man dressed in white clothes 
from head to toe opened the little door of the 
piggery. He led out a pig who walked along a 
narrow concrete corridor. All the machines 
were working now in the abattoir and it was 
hard for us not to react (we were 20 yards 
away on the top of the railway which borders 
the slaughterhouse) when the slaughterer 
killed the first pig by picking the living and 
conscious animal up by a leg and cutting its 
throat while it screamed and moved as much 
as it could. Its blood poured into big iron 
tins. We attended this massacre for just 

another 15 minutes to see many pigs queuing 
in this narrow corridor, unable to escape or 
move. The only thing they could do was jump 
over each other, screaming because they could 
see their brother being murdered just in front 
of them while waiting for their turn to come. 
When we left we swore we would destroy this 
place. There was nothing else we could do 

except rescue one pig, but what was the point 
of that for the others? 
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When we went for a last check on another 

day we saw they had built a little place in 
concrete in which they had put a machine to 

anaesthetize the pigs. This was a good 

opportunity for us to attack this abattoir and 

to hit it hard. On the day we had seen the 

animals slaughtered there was a particular 
stage when, once dead, they were plunged 
into boiling water to remove the skin more 
easily. We could see huge flames each time a 
pig was plunged into the container and we 
concluded it was supplied with gas or another 
flammable product. Our action would be to 
start a fire inside the expensive machine, 
which would spread to the gas pipes and de- 
stroy the vital part of the abattoir. The 

owner lived on the other side of the railway, 
50 yards from the abattoir, and kept calves 

in a metal shed 40 yards away from our 
target. For this reason we would have to use 
something very destructive but which would 
not explode and frighten the animals or the 
bastard that runs the place! We would also 
have to ensure that vibration would not cause 
the shed to collapse on the imprisoned calves. 
We had to make sure that the fire would 
spread without causing a dangerous explosion. 

On the day of the attack, one of us was 
placed as a look-out on the railway while the 
other two climbed down into the abattoir with 
a knotted climbing rope and carried all the 
necessary stuff in appropriate bags. One of 
the two had climbed down first to check that 
there were no pigs in the piggery. The look- 
out was to warn us with a lamp if anything 
happened (we could not use CBs as the police 
station was only a mile away and our CBs do 
not have short channels). One activist placed 
a mixture of a product (which is very good 
for causing a very high heat and therefore 
causing damage to very resistant materials) 
and 10 litres of white spirit in two bottles. 
He put an electric device into the bag contai- 
ning the mixture and connected it to a reel of 
electric wires which was unrolled along the 
railway as we left the place. At some 200 
yards we . stopped as we were at a distance 
where we could see if any animals (cats) were 
roaming around the abattoir or if someone was 
entering the place or if a car was driving 
round. 

The two wires were connected to the battery 
and the room where the machine was placed 
got red and the sky turned red ail around the 
slaughterhouse and the fire was crackling so 
intensely that we ran to our vehicle to leave 
the place as soon as possible. Before driving 
off we placed all our stuff (balaclavas and 
gloves, double socks to avoid footprints, with 
the rope and battery, jackets and trousers, in 
case they were sent to forensic in the event of 
our arrest) in a plastic, dustbin bag. After 
driving for a while one of us got out and a 
litre of white spirit was poured onto the bag 
and set alight. On our way back we did not 
get stopped by the police. 

Agence France Press was called but there 
was no publicity, as usual. They don't want 
us to get publicity because they know about 
the British ALF with its intensive war against 
those who prevent us from living in a better 
world. This is only a beginning - the ALF 
are not people who only strike occasionally to 
cause small and symbolic damage. The ALF 
exists to achieve our aims with intelligent 
tactics.

Paris 


Since our first interview in SG no. 13 we 
have continued to carry out actions, but in a 
very sporadic way - that is to say that, in- 
stead of functioning like a real army section, 
very few people of the Paris cell are fighting 
the best way they can, but their unsuccessful 
attempt to get more people involved will inevi- 
tably lead them to get to the real point with 
the animal abuse system. It is intentional 

that we won't speak of the criticism we have 
received, nor of what so-called animal defend- 
ers try to do to save the animals through the 
minimum of direct action and the maximum of 
press coverage - for if the animals and our- 
selves are to be totally liberated, this will 
only come through total commitment to direct 
action. We don't want to be mixed with people 
who haven't got the same views as we have, 
as far as the fight against animal abuse is 
concerned . 

Let's just say that the few things we have 
done for animals and the heavy and fanatical 
criticism we consequently received were only a 
training and a harsh experience of the French 
societys selfishness and ignorance towards an- 
imal suffering. If we carry out an intelligent 
campaign of TOTAL DESTRUCTION of animal ab- 
use centres there is little doubt that we will 
gain support among genuine animal liberation 
supporters.

Toulouse 


We contacted the FLA eighteen months ago. 
Our group is a small cell only composed of 3 
people - 2 women and a man. Through various 
documents sent to us we learnt about the FLA 
policy and we fully adopt their tactics. Since 
the creation of our cell we have already 
claimed some 20 actions for our region. We 
slashed more than 40 tyres, broke or damaged 
10 animal abuse shop windows, glued around 
15 locks of other similar shops and we have 
also painted countless slogans on shops, ani- 
mal abusers' cars and vehicles and places of 
torture (ie. Toulouse slaughterhouses). But we 
have also carried out more radical actions, 
such as the blaze of a vivisection lab car, of 
a van displaying fur posters and also the 
blaze of a cattle truck worth many tens of 
thousands of Francs (this cattle truck weighed 
13 tons). 

As far as our cell is concerned we no long- 
er have financial problems, but we are short 
of activists . and this is badly felt when we 
want to take more organised actions (liber- 
ation of animals etc.) but we never lose time 
because if we are sometimes paralysed we 
nevertheless look for, and look after, future 
targets . . .

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On Thursday 7th November 85 we knew there 
was a big meeting of bull-fighting supporters 

in a place in Toulouse where we had damaged 
several cars parked there all belonging to 
bull-fighting supporters, a few months before. 
But on that night we noticed that the place 
was being watched by plain-clothed policemen 
in plain cars. We had to leave it. 

So we decided to go to the Toulouse abatt- 
oirs where, a few days before, one of us had 

noticed a cattle truck used for transporting 
horses doomed to be slaughtered there. On 

Thursday night the truck was not locked and 
the ignition key was inside. But another truck 
was there, from England (with a M GB ,, sticker) , 

and its driver was inside, eating. We waited 
a while but as he stayed inside and was not 
going to move we started to act. 

We parked our car on the main avenue run- 
ning alongside the slaughterhouses. While I 
stayed in the car, ready to drive, two others 
(a man and a woman) quietly climbed into the 
cab of the truck, turned the ignition key and 
started off! I had a moment of panic as they 
had to drive the truck the other way round, 
as cars and the red traffic light did not all- 
ow any safe escape way. At last 1 saw them 
reaching the avenue after taking another road 
and we drove until we reached a kind of qua- 
rry for gravel. 

As the place was safe, one of us sprinkled 
the whole cab with petrol. It was pleasant 

and beautiful to see the truck on fire! After 

a few minutes the front part of the truck was 
a heap of torn and calcinated sheets of metal. 

•Inside the cab we had left the registration 
card of the truck as well as the insurance 
papers and so on. 


We then phoned the police, the newspap, 
”La Depeche" and the radio station ”Sud-Rad- 
io". to claim responsibility for the attack. But 
strangely complete silence was kept, which is 
quite funny! - the same silence as when we 
slashed the tyres of cars belonging to the 
bull-fighting supporters... 

I think they' are now waiting for us some- 
where. . . 

P.S. A few weeks before, slogans had been 
painted on the walls of the slaughterhouse — 
"meat is murder”, "FLA” and "Factory farms = 
concentration camps”.

Members of the Animal Liberation Front claimed 
responsibility and rang The Chronicle newsdesk to iden- 
tify t hemselves They said Mr. Longster had been singled 
out because of his connections with the hunt. 




Australia 


Action for Animals started in Perth, West 
Australia, in May 1985. It was started by a 
group of people who were deeply concerned 
about the welfare of millions of animals in 
this country. 


Since May 1985 AFA has caused thousands 
of dollars worth of damage to animal abuse 
establishments, property belonging to animal 
abusers and has saved many animals from a 
life of pain, suffering and misery. Since the 
early days of actions only occurring in Perth, 
the ball of liberation has finally got rolling. 
Direct action now also takes place in Sydney, 
Adelaide, Melbourne and Brisbane. 

In the early months, many traditional ani- 
mal rights campaigners regarded us as "terr- 
orists and lunatics", mainly because we were 
’stealing the limelight from their petty, worth- 
less and outdated methods. Recently, things 
have changed. We now find ourselves inunda- 
ted with letters of support from animal rights 
campaigners and we are also given favourable 
write-ups in the media and newsletters of 
traditional animal rights groups. I think this 
is what a lot of people have been waiting for 
- a group unafraid to get things done. 


There are also other direct action groups 
in Australia. In Brisbane there is Band of 
Mercy Brisbane, Direct Action for Animal 

Rights ( DAAR ) and the Brisbane Animal Rights 
Militia (BARM). BARM recently carried out a 

brilliant action in which they sent poisoned 
meat to a media represen tat i ve warning her to 
inform the public that the same had been done 
in several meat stores around the city. No one 
ate or bought meat for an entire twenty-four 
hours, subsequently the meat industry ended 

up with a loss of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. One media report stated that "if this 
action by BARM was designed to financially 

hurt the meat industry, it has worked". 


AFAs most important action to date was the 
rescue of two hundred mice and four rabbits 
from the Royal Brisbane Hospitals breeding 
house. I think it was what triggered off con- 
ventional activists to come out into the open 
and support us. We are now an unstoppable 
force. We will continue our actions until the 
day when all creatures will be free from su- 
ffering and pain.

THE FIRST AFA NIGHT OF ACTION 
( as reported by one of the 

pioneering activists in Perth) 

The first night of action was one of full 
force. Although we had no previous experience 
in direct action we were lucky enough to have 
someone from the UK who could teach us a few 

tricks. The first action was the graffitiing of 

a circus truck which was parked on a busy 
road, hoping therefore to attract attention. 

"Animal Oppression" and "Scum" were sprayed 
on the truck. After that we moved on to where 
a popular fried chicken store was. We decided 
that it needed its large expensive windows 
improved so we obtained some bricks from a 
nearby half demolished house and made our 

way to the store. The store was first given a 
paint-job - "Meat is Murder" was painted 
across the main wall. With two of us in the 
car, the engine running hot, the other activ- 
ist hurled two half bricks at the large plate 
glass windows, spraying glass all over the 
counter and throughout the store. We subse- 
quently made a speedy getaway down several 
side streets towards 3 dead animal (butcher) 
shops - they were subsequently sprayed and 
bricked . 

That's where the night ended. The two 

activists and the driver made their way home 
to a well deserved sleep. As a result of that 
night articles on the event were featured in 
the main and local papers, as well as a TV 
current affairs programme running a story on 
the circus, particularly focussing on the fact 
that the word "scum" was written on the 
circus truck.

Qood Stuff, and ^Nonsense 

Review of 'In Defence of Animals' 

Edited by Peter Singer 
Published by Basil Blackwell 

On the whole this is a very good book and one 
I would recommend, particularly to newcomers 
to the animal liberation movement who may not 
be totally aware of the countless atrocities 
done to animals or of the philosophical argu- 
ments against their exploitation. It contains 
several articles which put forward the moral 
arguments for animal liberation and others 
which expose the cruelty and persecution in- 
herent in animal experiments, the farming in- 
dustry, zoos and the destruction of species and 
the environment. 

One criticism of the book is, however, that it 
fails to properly expound the theory of direct 
action. Even my own contribution, in the form 
of an interview, does not do this well enough. 
There is much nonsense from such characters as 
Dick Course and Clive Hollands about the 
'value' of political campaigning. Other contri- 
butors are misguided enough to think that the 
Labour Party is the great white hope for the 
animals. Nobody says loudly and clearly en- 
ough that ALF-style direct action is (and has 
proved to be) the most effective form of camp- 
aigning. Nobody asserts strongly enough that 
the best way anyone can help the animals is to 
ignore the politicians and take action them- 
selves.

Review of 'The Animal Liberation Movement' 

By Peter Singer 

Peter Singer's new booklet about the movement 
subtitled "it's philosophy, it's achievements 
and it's future" is currently being heavily 
promoted by nearly all the national animal 
groups. One section in particular has been 
seized upon with great delight and, of course, 
it relates to "violence" within the movement - 
an overtly media-hyped aspect of the overall 
campaigning going on. The "radical" nationals 
have shown great naivety in this; they con- 
sistently misrepresent and misunderstand the 
term "violence" in all their writings. They 

are unwilling to admit that each and every 
campaign for animals will ultimately lead to 
violence of some sort; it .is absolutely and 
totally impossible for the animal rights move- 
ment to achieve it's aims without causing 
suffering to human beings. Peter Singer says 
"Animal Liberation activists must set them- 
selves irrevocably against the use of violence 
...By violence I mean any action which causes 
direct physical harm... and I would go beyond 
physical harm to acts which cause psychologi- 
cal harm like fear or terror". 

Let's look at this term "psychological harm" 
for a moment. I cannot see one campaign 

undertaken by the animal rights movement 
which may not necessarily involve "psycholog- 
ical harm" to animal exploiters and probably 
their families too. After all, every campaign 
is directed at putting animal exploiters out of 
business. If one writes to an MP to ask for 
laws to protect animals, or takes direct action 
to financially damage animal abuse, or pro- 
motes a public boycott of animal abuse pro- 


ducts, the net result is the same - people are 
going to lose their present employment. Some 
people believe that being jobless in these 
years of unemployment causes suffering; does 
that not mean that a campaign aimed at putt- 
ing someone on the dole is in danger of creat- 
ing gross "psychological harm"? An animal 

exploiter may "fear" that the current "Living 
Without Cruelty" campaign may destroy his/her 
lucrative market, for example. Some vivisec- 
tors may be in "terror" that the BUAV may 
succeed in abolishing animal exper i men t a t ion - 
they are looking forward to a life-long finan- 
cially beneficial career from mutilating ani- 
mals - what "psychological harm" can be done 
by the prospect of redundancy? Maybe the day 
of the movement's 'glorious victory' is furth- 
ered by the simple act of giving someone a 
leaflet - since this may cause psychological 
harm to animal exploiters and certainly would 
if we gain the liberation of animals, should 
we tear them up? 

We should now look closely at the campaigning 
area heavily promoted by most national animal 
rights groups: political campaigning with the 
aim of getting Westminster to legislate to make 
the exploitation of animals illegal. If it were 
possible to make the abuse of animals against 
the law in this way, then every butcher, viv- 
isector, fur farmer, bloodsports fanatic, seal 
hunter etc. would be forced to immediately 

cease their exploiting activities or face the 
forces of the law and the courts; their final 
sanction being imprisonment. I maintain that 
forced imprisonment is a form of oppressive 

violence and can easily result in physical 
violence and most certainly, without the sli- 
ghtest doubt, involves psychological harm to 
those imprisoned and their families. 

I am presently writing this piece from a 

prison cell, so I feel fairly well placed to 

describe the mental and physical consequences 
of forced imprisonment. I am forced to abide 
by a strict daily routine, I must submit to 
every order from any prison officer, if I do 
not then I will be punished (violently, if 
necessary). Any letters sent in or out are 
read by censors. Access to family is extremely 
limited. I cannot choose when or what to eat. 

I cannot choose when to exercise, on exercise 
I must walk - sitting in the sun or stopping 
is not allowed. In addition I am left to worry 
about my children, without a father in this 
world of murder and rape, I may lose my ren- 
ted accomodation, my standing order commit- 
ments for kitchen appliances bought for the 
benefit of my children have lapsed etc. THIS 
IS THE SANCTION THAT POLITICAL CAMPAIGNERS 
ARE ACTUALLY CAMPAIGNING FOR . 

Animal exploiters could find themselves in 
similar positions were the law of the land 
changed to protect animals instead of protect- 
ing the animal exploiter. This being so, plus 
the fact that all other campaigning for ani- 
mals is likely to cause "psychological harm" 
to people, are we to stop? Are we to ignore 
the screams of billions of suffering animals? 

I say we carry on. Animal exploiters have a 
choice, animals don't - they truly are the 
innocents in this. We cannot avoid the situa- 
tion where the children of animal exploiters 
may be subject to psychological harm, even 
though they too are innocent. One further 

point - animal rights campaigners are motiva- 
ted by respect for animals and compassion. 
They too suffer psychological harm because 
animals are so ruthlessly exploited by human 
beings. Whose "psychological harm" should we 
set about ending - the campaigners or the 
abusers? _ 


Singers booklet also reviews the movements 
achievements in recent years. Direct action 

gets a mention because hardly any advances 
have been made without it, but he limits 
discussion to a few actions, primarily in 
America. He gives scant attention to the many 
thousands of individual animals rescued from 
torture in the last ten years and sees fit to 
ignore the millions of pounds worth of damage 
done, even though this is the most effective 
campaigning area, hitting the opposition where 
it really hurts - in the pocket. 


The end section of the publication, describing 
the future of the movement, is extremely neg- 
ative in tone and substance. There's quite a 
lot about what the movement should not do, 
but little to suggest ways of actually winning 
the war for the animals besides a vague ref- 
erence to Gandhi and Martin L. King - Singer 
fails to explain why their campaign methods 
are appropriate to animal liberation. There 
are no tactical suggestions for further battle, 
no promotion of effective tactics, not much at 
a 1 1 rea My.

All P<ywer Corrupts 


The large sums of money held by national 
animals' rights groups are a cause of positive 
harm to the cause of animal liberation. These 
large sums are used to create well paid jobs 
and thus to start a continuing struggle to not 
only obtain these jobs but to hold on to them. 
This struggle becomes an end in itself and 
anyone who is seen as a threat to the status 
quo is vilified and isolated. 

Paid staff, with free access to all the ad- 
vantages of a we I I -equ ipped office, become a 
law unto themselves. The staff have the means 
to obtain the election of an amenable and un- 
questioning committee by the judicious use of 
the telephone . Thus power i s concentrated i n 
the hands of a few. With a secure job and 
power to manipulate the membership, thoughts 
will inevitably turn towards political power. 
How pleasant then, to have the time, the 
money and the transport (paid for by money 
given for animal liberation) to spend leisurely 
days at political gatherings or in the House 
of Commons talking to the so-called great and 
famous. By now, the cause of animal liber- 
ation has become merely the ticket to obtain 
entrance and acceptance into the hallowed 
portals and the flattering attentions of the 
med i a . 

As more and more time is spent on the poli- 
tical circuit and beanfeasts, extra paid staff 
are needed to take on the work of maintaining 
the power base and ensuring the election of 
ineffective committees. ‘Thus the money spent 
on anything remotely connected with animal 
liberation declines in direct contrast with the 
increasing money spent on salaries, expenses 
and outings. Au thor i tar i an political masters 
demand moderation from the national groups 
and so moderation becomes the order of the 
day . 

The amenable and unquestioning committee 
members find it very pleasant to have regular 
all expenses paid trips to London to meet old 

friends at undemanding committee meetings. 
Sometimes there are "perks" to be enjoyed as 
well. Providing the committee members make 
no attempt to question the work of the paid 

staff, the staff are friendly and in some. cases 
ingratiating. Committees are habit forming 

and become a way of life. Thus, committee 

members spend time and money (not theirs but 
that given for animals) to ensure their re-el- 

17 ection. As an added precaution, yearly salary 


increases for the staff are readily approved 
leaving even less money for animal liberation. 

Each year paperwork increases at an alarming 
rate as unnecessary reports and other bureau- 
cratic rubbish is churned out by the paid 
staff to give the unquestioning, amenable 
committee members a sense of importance. 

All national groups start off with good 
intentions but as income increases the rot sets 
in. Reg iona I i sa t ion of national groups only 

serves to increase the cancerous growth. As 
branches/groups become wealthy, they become 
carbon copies of the parent body. 

Only revolut ionary attitudes within the nat- 
ional animals' rights committees can bring 
benefit to the animals. Revolutionary attitudes 
mean national groups would have to reduce 
paid staff to an absolute minimum. All staff 
would have to be paid the same minimum wa- 
ges on a yearly contract with no perks or ex- 
penses in order to attract dedicated workers 
with no time for in-fighting, power struggles, 
slanderous gossip or hierarchical structures. 
There would have to be no huge bank accounts 
and investments to be carried on year after 
year. All money given for animals in every 

year must be spent on animals and active 
groups all over the country must be funded 
and not starved of funds. There must be no 
political campaigning - individuals, if so 
minded, can join the political party of their 
choice and force through a change in attitudes 
towards animals from within the party. Cer- 
tainly the much publicised RSPCA Action Group 
has shown no sign of having such attitudes. 
Their aims for the RSPCA would appear to be 
more of everything, more political campaign- 
ing, more staff, more in-fighting and less 
money for animal liberation. 

It is alleged that a cynical senior employee 
of a national group said:- 

"I DO NOT FEAR ACTIVISTS OR PROGRESSIVES 
BEING ELECTED. GIVE THEM A YEAR AND THEY 
ALL FALL INTO LINE." 

Such is the corruption of power. 

Is not the cause of animals' rights worth 
single-minded, complete dedication and unity 
from ALL who profess to care?

The mink farm came to our attention late 1985 
and was kept under constant watch. It was 

decided, after much discussion, to visit the 
farm and use dye to spray the mink. The dye 
would ruin the pelts and so make them worth- 
less. We also planned to remove a number of 
mink, to be released further afield in a suit- 
able habitat. The raid was due to take place 
during the day as we intended to video it, 
which would have been harder during the 
night as more equipment such as lights would 
have had to be used. The dye was bought, 
the type used by sheep farmers to mark their 
flock. This is not only permanent but dries 

fast so any sprayed mink wouldn’t lick it too 
much . 

The farm consists of two large compounds each 
containing thousands of mink in small wire 
cages. The first compound is nearest the two 

cottages, one is owned by the mink farmer Mr. 

John P. Kitson, the other is owned by a 

builder. This compound is alarmed with beams 
of light which, if broken, set off the alarm. 
The second compound, which is out of sight 
from the cottages, was not alarmed in any 

way. This was to be our target. The date 
was set and activists informed of the meeting 
place. In the morning of the set date two 

members entered the farm to go over last 

details. Unfortunately, a guard dog was 

roaming about in the compound and looked too 

aggressive to handle. The raid was off, a new 

date would have to be set, and a new 

approach . 

On the night of 2nd Jan. nine people met at a 

secluded spot and went over the final details. 
Because it was night., and raining, we took 

some climbing rope, as the hill by which we 
were to enter the farm was both steep and 

muddy. Sprays were handed out, bags in 

which to steal the mink and an axe to force 

the cages open. Two aerosols were taken so 

slogans could be sprayed. C.B. radios were 
also taken with new batteries as we intended 
to place a look out watching the cottages, in 
case the farmer heard any noise and decided 
to investigate with his four large guard dogs. 

At about 10.30pm we pulled up into the woods, 
about 15 minutes walk from the farm. Gloves 
and balaclavas were put on and torches han- 

ded out. We made our way through the dark 
woods to above the farm. Four of the group 

made their way down by one path which went 

down gradually but was very overgrown. The 
other five went to the point where it went 


very steeply down and climbed down using the 
rope which was tied to a tree. We had mis- 
judged the distance and had to slide down the 
bank about 20 feet. The two groups met at the 
furthest end of the compound from the cottages. 

Because the raid was delayed, many of the 
mink had already been murdered and were 
being prepared for some evil person to wear. 
However, a few hundred were still to be 
killed so we climbed over the chest high fence 
and made our way through the sheds. The 

first five minutes were very confusing because 
the balaclavas disguised us so well nobody 
knew who they were talking to. We soon sett- 
led down and started to spray the mmk and 
rip off the cards above the cages, these were 
used for breeding purposes so the farmer can 
produce a good fur. The cages were opened, 
some had to be forced, others didn't. Trying 
to remove the mink was a different matter, 
even with thick gloves on we couldn't take 
them as they cowered away. We left the cages 
open, sprayed them and opened a few more 
cages. The spraying continued, a tractor was 
damaged and slogans sprayed. Photographs 

were taken during the raid on the far side of 
the compound. 

At one point we thought one mink had been 
sprayed in the eyes because it started scream- 
ing. Closer inspection, once it settled down, 
revealed no dye had entered its eyes, our 
presence had just frightened it. One activist 
spraying mink at the end near the house 
heard the guard dogs barking. When running 
through the shed to the others the person hit 
their head on a wooden beam and was nearly 
knocked out. The raid had seen its first 
casualty. Dazed, the person warned the 

others and we left the farm. 

Four members decided to leave while the rem- 
aining five waited about 20 minutes and re- 
entered the farm. Mink were now running 

about in the compound but couldn't get over 
the fence. More mink were sprayed and some 
fencing damage done. The dogs started to 

bark again but we ignored them as nobody in 
the cottage stirred. Another 15 minutes were 
spent in the compound until it was decided 
not too push our luck too far. We left the 

farm, sad that we didn't do more against it, 
knowing that thousands more innocent animals 
will be killed by Mr. Kitson and his kind, 
unless people rise up in anger and shut 
these disgusting places.

The C.B.s were not used 
as a look out was not needed because the ram 
muffled most of the sound. 

The papers did not print the facts beh i nd the 

raid. That thousands of mink live in misery 
imprisoned in wire cages. The stench that 

surrounds the whole place. Dead mink lying 

on piles of rubbish and piles of muck under- 
neath their cages. 

This misery must stop. This misery will stop.

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VEGANS IN PRISON 


Before reading this I suggest a reading of the 
article 'Jailhouse Blues' (Vegan, Autumn 85) 
which will save me padding out this news- 
letter with superfluous material. Surpr i s i ng I y , 
a number of vegans now in prison and those 
acting on their behalf did not acquaint them- 
selves with such basic reading. An awful lot 
of time has been wasted going over the same 
ground time and time again with different 
people who had not boned up on an area they 
were soon to enter . 

The whole issue of vegans in prison has been 
fraught with problems which in varying 
degrees still exist. Two main factors account 
for this: 

1. Home Office Prison Service ignorance (often 
wilful) of veganism and vegan diets, and a 
subsequent hard-nosed attitude towards people 
entering prison and "making life difficult . 

2. Non-vegan prisoners, once that vegan diets 
become a problem, claiming to be vegan only 
when they felt like it, reverting to carnivor- 
ism at the drop of a hat. 

Consequently, vegan diets in prison, at best 
seen as an aberrant form of vegetarianism, 
have been at worst something akin to a 
punishment. Some people have had a very raw 
deal. There are now approximately 300 vegans 
j pj prison — too smal I a number to ful ly in- 
fluence the way the prison service is run and 
so have to 'fit in' to mass catering etc., and 
too large a number for us to help on an 
individual basis. Within this framework we 

have had to work with the Home Office always 
bearing in mind that any improvements sugg- 
ested in the prison vegan diet would be kick- 
ed out if they would in any way be seen by 
other prisoners as ' preferen t i a I treatment'. 
Food takes on a different importance in prison 
and what a vegan will see in terms of nut- 
ritional adequacy and origin, a carnivore may 
see as a luxury which he or she is denied. 

Since August '84 I have been relaying to the 
Home Office, Governers, Catering Officers etc. 
all kinds of complaints from prisoners and 
, heir friends/families, suggesting solutions 
and sending nutritional information etc. Out 
of this has come a trial prison vegan diet in 
nine establishments (Albany, Blundeston, 

Frank I and , Gartree, Long Lartin, Maidstone, 
Parkhurst, Wakefield, Wormwood) which started 
on 10th October 1985 . 

In February I met with Home Office officials - 
who I might say, had. obviously studied the 
subject and the entire issue in depth - to 
discuss the result. The upshot is that we have 
now analysed the proposed new vegan scale 
and have approved the supply of weekly/daily 
amounts of 30+ food items as adequate for 
sound nutrition (we have not, of course, app- 
roved what individual catering officers might 
do with it all). It is not a gourmet diet and 
there may even be complaints that it's too 
boring (that will depend on the imagination in 
the kitchen) and other problems may arise. 
Nevertheless, it's a firm step forward; the 
first essentially vegan diet in the prison ser- 
vice. 

Some obvious areas of difficulty remain, and 
fall into two categories. Firstly, footwear and 
bedding (the former being predominately a 
male prisoner problem); types of which only 


change as and when the prison service con- 
tracts with suppliers end and begin. This is 

an area still being worked at and one in 

which the ' preferen t i a I treatment' argument is 
very strong. Secondly, toiletries and urns of 
(cows) milky tea. These, for the time being, 
we'll have to work out on an individual pris- 
on basis, and we are constantly urging the 

Home Office to make it generally possible for 

all vegan prisoners to purchase vegan toilet- 
ries from the canteen/shop. Every vegan in 

prison should keep on at this. There would 
now seem to be a willingness to accede to 
certain demands as long as we can suggest a 
logical and easy alternative (although once 
inside any particular prison things can go 
awry). We have to be a bit more clever than 
just to demand that rights be respected, un- 
fortunatel y . 

In order that vegans and the VS regain pro- 
per credibility - and this is a fundamental 
problem - we have agreed with the Home Office 
that all vegan prisoners be VS members. This 
will help us get round factor two mentioned 
earlier. I can hear the moans already, and 

I think I have heard all the objections by 

now! But let's look at it again. 

1. There are an estimated c75000 vegans in 
Britain. If they all joined the VS we would be 
able to do a lot more than we can do now. We 
would also have more clout. 

2. If someone has bothered to formally join an 
organisation they will be looked upon with far 
less suspicion in prison than one who just 
claims to be a vegan. 

3. Entering prison and then trying to join the 
VS causes problems for everyone and takes up 
time that no one can afford. 

On the question of VS membership, if you are 
likely to go into prison for animal rights 
activities and for one reason or another can- 
not join the VS beforehand, I suggest that 
each group nominates one representat i ve (un- 
likely to go into prison) to liaise with me to 
make an alternative arrangement, which seems 
to be honourable and workable. Dealing with 
some groups in the past has been a case of 
the left hand not knowing what the right hand 
was doing. 

Two final examples of the credibility problem: 

1. In an official petition a vegan prisoner 

complained that his monetary allowance was 
exhausted after he had bought cigarettes, and 

then went on to condemn coffee and tea as 
drugs . 

2. After securing a generally improved diet a 
vegan prisoner then demanded whole grains 
instead of potatoes as the latter he thought 
were 'dark' foods ( macrob iot ica 1 1 y ) . 

Without doubt we have probably greatest sym- 
pathy with vegan prisoners committed for A/R 
activities, and we'll continue to do our best 

to help, but we'll get nowhere if we're all 
heard as a lot of conflicting voices. If the 
ALF or SARP or anyone else feels like throw- 
ing out advice please talk to me first. If 

there are any complaints about prison food or 
non food items, please be very specific;

'lousy diet' is not enough, nor is 'no pro- 
tein'. Protein, for instance, is rarely a 

problem if calorie needs are met. 

Whether or not you have any faith left in the 
power of letter writing I do stress that MPs 
should be urged to act on behalf of vegan 
prisoners when there is I eg i t i ma te complaint. 
It is a fact that some of the most noticeable 
changes in attitudes and food provision have 
come about after pari i amentar i ans have become 
involved. It seems that MPs have, in general, 
been neglected so far - only copies of 3 MPs' 
replies have reached us. 

If, on release from prison, anyone feels like 
committing their experiences to paper please 
do so, sending the material this way. It will 
help us draw up a better picture of each 
establishment: no two are alike. 

POSTSCRIPT 


Since we approved the new vegan scale the 
Home Office has made certain alterations to it. 

) . We objected to Cornflakes (vitamin D3 from 
an animal source) and suggested muesli in- 
stead. The H.O. suggested increasing the 

rolled oats ration so we suggested increasing 
also the dried fruit ration, part of which 
could then be used with the oats to form a 
more palatable breakfast. The H.O. has in- 

creased the oats but not the dried fruit. 

2. A protein source - split peas - has been 
removed, with only a very small increase in 
marrowfat peas as compensation. 

3. Tea and coffee have been removed due to 

"the administrative problems in most penal 

establishments .under mass catering con- 

d i t ions" . 

We. are assured that "this is not to say that 
in the longer term we will not consider a fur- 

ther substitute for cornflakes" and that reg- 
arding tea/coffee the H.O. will keep its 
"options open". 

You can be sure that we are taking these 
points up immediately with the Home Office. It 

must be remembered though, that the above 
changes do not render the new vegan prison 
diet inadequate nutritionally. 

PP5. It would now seem to be the case that 
a new disease is creeping in. Prison Officers 
in some establishments have been reported as 
blaming on this Society any deteriorat ion in 
vegan diets whether this is caused by poor 
supply from Supply and Transport branch or 
due to their own bloody-mindedness and in- 
dolence. I repeat here that we have fought 
for a better, nutritionally sound vegan diet in 
all prisons; standardised so that we would 

know just what was being supplied to each 
prison. We approved the supply of a variety 
of food items which were capable of providing 
at least an adequate and interesting diet if 
prepared properly and responsibly. Any de- 
terioration is not due to this Society. We have 
been at pains to ensure that vegan prisoners 
are supplied with nothing less than an ade- 
quate diet. 

UPDATE - 20TH MAY '86 

We are informed now that the Home Office is - 
"...considering advising prison caterers that 
a muesli type of breakfast cereal can be made 
by mixing rolled oats, dried fruit and raw 
fresh fruit; it would also be possible to en- 
hance the cereal with other products such as 


hazelnuts that could be bought from the cash 
allowance that is provided for the purchase of 
such extras." 

The Vegan Society applauds this move and of 

course would wish to see this advice actually 
g i ven . 

We are advised also that concerning tea and 
coffee 

"...water, soya milk and hot yeast extract 
drinks are available and fruit juice or herbal 
teas may be bought from the cash extras all- 
owance." 

Regarding publishing dietary scales that these 
"...for all prison diets are viewed as part of 

the operational manuals which are provided 
for the guidance of prison governors to en- 

able them to discharge their responsibilities, 
it has at no time been Home Office policy to 
provide inmates with copies of extracts from 
the manuals and we have no wish to change 
this long established rule. However ... i nma tes 
are supplied with a comprehensive booklet 
giving them information on matters they need 
to know about when they first go to prison.... 
A vegan inmate may ask the Governor or 

Catering Officer for a sight of the Vegan diet- 
ary scale." 

Split peas are now being considered for re- 
i nc I usion .

Out- 
group entered a small outbuilding and wrecked 
an expensive water-flow counter - wires were 
cut, cylinders bent, paper ripped out and co- 
vered in ink, a couple of electrical wires 
were cut and then the door was locked with 
our own padlock.

16TH DECEMBER - A BATTERY UNIT 

NEAR THE OTLEY ROAD 

Two people responsible for opening the gate 
and acting as look-outs were dropped off near 
the side of the sheds. After a few horrifying 
moments when it refused to move, the gate was 
opened and the van pulled in. A padlock was 
clipped to gain access to one of the sheds. 
Once inside, cages were opened up and hens 
from each prison were placed into sacks of 3/ 

4. This bagging up was horrendously noisy 

with the hens making a hell of a row which 

we felt sure could be heard down at nearby 
Weetwood Police Station. It was only after- 
wards that our look-out told us that we had 
been really quiet and that he/she couldn't 
hear a thing from inside the sheds! 

Only 58 hens were taken, because that was 
the number we had good homes for. 'Merry 
Xmas from Leeds ALF" was sprayed in artific- 

ial snow on one of the outbuildings. 




Meanwhile, the second group had broken 
into the factory, checking it out to make sure 
it was empty. We then opened another door 
at the far side of the factory with our trusty 
old boltcroppers, to ensure a quick getaway if 
necessary. A nearby lorry was paintstripped , 
had glue and matches put into its locks, and 
its windscreen wipers broken. The back of an 
industrial weighing machine was unscrewed 
and the weighing mechanism rendered useless. 
Around 200 sacks containing powdered calcium 
hydroxide were slashed, along with an esti- 
mated 700 dead animal skins. Many more 

would have been damaged, but, unfortunately, 
our spray can refused to work. A thick hose- 
pipe was cut in half. 

Fear of causing too much noise prevented us 
causing any more damage. So, feeling that 
we'd done enough for one night, we left as 
quietly as we had come in .... happily in the 
falling snow. 



10th JANUARY - TERRY M. BOWE MEAT 
WHOLESALERS, BURLEY 


Activists climbed over a shed roof to gain 
access to 5 vans in the back yard. These 

were then attacked with paintstripper , had 
their windscreen wipers bent, all four locks on 
each van were clogged with plastic padding 
and sugar was put into three petrol tanks. 
Slogans were sprayed on each van and on the 
back of the building, and a few mirrors, 
lights, indicators, windscreens, number plates 
and van logos were touched up with spray 
paint. The back door to the premises was 
also glued. Before leaving, the activists 

glued up the front door to the premises and 
sprayed "ALF" on it.

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The first thing 1 would like to state is that 
I have not seen a statement from the ARM on 
t he subject yet, so the only information I 
have to go on is that which has appeared in 
the local and national media - and this has 
obviously been used to manipulate people’s 
reactions to the incident. The fact is - l 

don’t know what the strength of the devices 
was, whether they were set to go off, or even 
if they were nothing more than empty pack- 
ages or fake bombs. One thing is certain, 

however, - it was obviously a warning and 
not an attempt to kill, as the papers would 
have us believe. If it was anything other 

than a hoax or a warning, why alert the 
authorities beforehand? 

The action also got a hell of a lot of pub- 
licity and brought animal rights to the fore- 
front of the debate again. Nearly all of it 

was bad - but if we were bothered about bad 
publicity we wouldn’t be smashing windows, 
would we? Anything the authorities want to 

crush will always be distorted - Northern Ire- 
land? Riots? It is nice to get good publicity, 
but our actions come first, not other people’s 
opinions. There is no time for debate where 
death and torture is the case. Demonstrations, 
vigils, letters to M.P.s etc. often get good 
press because they hardly get anywhere. And 
if the authorities (through the media) can 
convince us that these methods are the right 
way because we are going to get a good write 
up, the threat is successfully contained and 
sucked into the system. 

The ARM are certainly not terrorists. Terr- 
orism is a phrase invented by the ruling 
class to put down anyone who threatens them. 
To use such a phrase is to use their termino- 
logy, and pUy along with their game. What 
about freedom fighters? Everything the ARM 
has done has been in an attempt to help other 
beings, not themselves - and this must always 
be remembered. 


Furthermore, animal abusers have constantly 
been warned of the possible consequences of 
their actions, and still they go on perfecting 
more and more ways to exploit animals. So be 
it on their heads. They can’t say they were 
unaware or hadn't been warned. The Morning 
Post, in their article on the subject, say that 
the ALF have used explosions or incendiary 
devices in actions. This is perfectly true, of 
course, it is the most effective way to cause a 
lot of economic damage. They refer to the 

Birkenhead meat factory and Rackhams in 
Sheffield, but WHAT THEY DON’T MENTION is 
that stringent efforts were made to ensure that 
no life (animal or human) would be endanger- 
ed. This is the kind of one-sided gutter 

press we are subjected to tell half the truth 
and ignore that which doesn't fit in with 
what you're saying; 


After saying all this, 1 myself could not do 
anything if it involved danger to life. I 

couldn't live with the thought of someone’s 
death or maiming on my conscience. But, at 
the same time, I do not condemn the ARM’s 
actions. To do this would be to fall into the 
authorities trap of divide and rule. Interview 
all the well-known animal rights groups and 
get them to condemn the action, and we are 
then left with a lunatic fringe - a minority - 
which is easy to condemn. And while we are 
arguing amongst ourselves we are forgetting 
the things that matter and are absolutely no 
threat whatsoever. WE ARE ALL FIGHTING FOR 
THE SAME THINGS. 

"These people are trying to make the Animal 
Rights movement the next thing to the IRA in 
Britain and they are causing untold damage to 
our campaign" - Mark Gold, campaign director 
of Animal Aid. If you really said this Mark, 
since when has animal liberation been your 
campaign? Do the animals know this? 

As for all this crap about the ARM putting 
the animal rights movement back years, the 
same accusations have been levelled at the 
ALF since the early '70s by a movement which 
had been going for 106 years with a track 
record of allowing animal experiments to in- 
crease from hundreds to MILLIONS per year. 
When this is the case, the logical conclusion 
is to kick down the doors of every laboratory 
in the land, rescue the animals, and inflict 
financial damage. But when the laborci tories 
become miniature fortresses, the experiments 
carry on, and liberation becomes increasingly 
harder, WHAT THEN??? 

Perhaps the ARM are ahead of their time... 
Again, the abusers have been warned. They 
have a choice - the animals don’t. More and 
more people are willing to use violence again- 
st animal abusers every day - and who are 
we to be so righteous in our condemnation? 
I'm sure the animals wouldn’t argue. 

If a vivisector was to be killed, I don't 
think l would shed many tears - so how can 
l crush those inner feelings and condemn it? 
If you torture or kill animals, you deserve 
nothing other than a good kicking. If I saw 
someone hurting an animal, 1 would be suff- 
iciently angry to physically attack the person 
in question in order to stop it, or if someone 
attacked me physically l would defend myself. 
But, l couldn't plan a physical attack on a 
vivisector yet . Yet we all know what they do 

to animals when we are not looking Our 

justified anger is diluted by distance from the 
torture and pain. Would you be so quick to 
condemn someone who attacked a nazi respons- 
ible for gassing millions of Jews? To claim a 
difference between the two is not only a load 
of crap, but specieist as well. 



You're either on one side of the fence or 
the other. 

One further quibble with the papers; animal 
liberation is not as simple as (to quote the 
Morning Post) "intolerance of opposing points 
of view" - for the opposing point of view is a 
murderous one. MURDER CANNOT BE TOLERATED 
- IT HAS TO BE STOPPED.

From the Domtower at Utrecht a long banner 
flutters down. The text "DierenbeVR ijders 

(Animal liberators)" has the word "VRiJ 
(FREE)" in bright orange. Nearby, in front 
of the courtyard, are dozens of demonstrators 
and lots of banners saying that instead of the 
ALF, the secretary of state, Ploeg, and fur 
breeders leader, Goezinnen, should stand in 
court. The meaning of this demonstration is 
clear - they want acquittal for the four sus- 
pected of ALF actions. 

The courtroom is overcrowded. Dozens of ALF 
sympathisers will have to wait till a good 
deal of the press have left before they can 
get in. The plaintiff, Mr. T. van Dijk, 

accuses the four of stealing beavers and bea- 
gles, attempt to steal an electrocution device 
from a fur breeder and theft of the documents 
of a dealer in exotic animals. The plaintiff 
said he had respect for the feelings of the 
defendants for the fate of animals. "This fate 
is often terrible. The necessary must be done 
to stop this" van Dijk said. However, he was 
less pleased by the way actions were carried 
out and claimed conditional sentences of five 
and three months. 

The court resumes the conviction of right - 
however, not yet made the law that rules this 
country, and the plaintiff considered in his 
conclusion that the defendants had acted for a 
respectable reason. He said, though, that 

offences had been committed which have caused 
great social unrest and damage and that there 
is where his responsibility begins.

llth/12th November '85: in the night before 
the iudgement in the case against 4 members 
of the ALF, between 150 and 200 foxes at a 
breeders at Weurt were sprayed with red and 
blue paint. The damage to the breeder was 

20,000 guilders. The ALF requires total 

abolition of the production of the unnecessary 
product fur. 

After this action a few remarkable incidents 
took place. Though the action was carried out 
Monday night/Tuesday morning, a breeder. 
Burgers, first reported to the police on Wed 
nesday. According to the ALF, however, the 
action was carried out at the premises of 
another breeder, Morren. Why this day delay? 
The story going around is that the breeder 
who was really hit had no insurance. This 
could clarify a lot. 

How breeders twist and turn to gloze over 
their practices is made clear by a newspaper 
article, in which the victim of the action de- 
clared not to breed his foxes for the fur, but 


That there is some unrest among fur breed- 
ers, vivisectionists etc. is understandable. 
Less clear is what the officer does about the 
unrest among a far greater part of the popu- 
lation - an unrest which is caused by a law 
which allows the torture of animals, in spite 
of the declaration of three quarters of our 
population against such practices. Where 

unrest under the population is legalised, the 
plaintiffs responsibility ceases. 

In the NRC (a newspaper) An Salomonson 
said "Tomorrow in Utrecht, along with the four 
animal liberators, our twentieth century civil- 
isation will stand in court'. 1 In the article she 
compares the idea of animal liberation with 
the peace movement, and commercial breeding 
farms and laboratories with real concentration 
camps. 

The defendants restrict themselves to making 
a statement which they conclude with the 
words of the famous animal behaviourist, Kon- 
rad Lorentz, "Animals are sensitive people 
with very little intellect". The animal liber- 
ators expressed the hope that the reverse will 
not come true - that people are intelligent 
animals with very little feeling. 



for Chinese restaurants. Firstly, it is pure 

nonsense to start breeding foxes for the meat 
as this would result in a nearly unaffordable 
meal on the table - this besides the question 
of whether fox meat would be edible. Apart 
from this, Chinese (at least some of them) 
prefer stray cats and rats, which are a lot 
cheaper. Apparantly this breeder was inspired 
by the argument for leather - that it is a 
waste product. Thus he could also sell the 

fur as a (cheap?) waste product. 

Further, such breeding behaviour would be 
against the rules of our Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fishery, to stop the extension of the bio- 
industry. From this only one logical conclus- 
ion can be drawn: this breeder is suffering 
from complete mental disarrangement. 

(Editors note: Our translator probably means 
"derangement" - but "disarrangement" sounds 
better. )

” SCARECROW 
LIBERATION 

On the night of 12th/13th February the ALF 
destroyed a trap cage, property of bulb grow- 
er Niek van Schagen, at Bergen. The birds 
which were alive in the cage were released to 
freedom. At first the cage was held illegal, 
but after enquiries made at the Wild Damage 
Commission permission for the cage was still 
gra nted . 

Schagen wrings the necks of the caught 
crows to hang them in his bulb-fields as 
scarecrows. For this purpose he used 150 

birds. This, to prevent the birds from eating 
from the sprouting flower-bulbs. That this is 
in no way effective is made clear by the fact 


that under the dead crows their living family 
is sitting eating. The ALF suggests, as 

alternatives, gas cannons, fear cries on a 
cassette and a decent covering of the fields. 

The ALF removed the dead crows and put 
them on the street in front of the town hall 
and in the letterbox. They also delivered some 
birds to the Wild Damage Commission at Haar- 
lem and to the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fishery, which are held responsible for the 
murder of these birds with both cages and 
rifles. Yearly, thousands of crows become the 
prey of farmers and hunters for pleasure. The 
ALF calls for a boycott of the bulbs from van 
Schagen .

Over the Christmas period more animals are 
murdered than at any other time of the year. 
At Bells Slaughterhouse the number of cattle 
trucks arriving at this time increases drama- 
tically and so do the profits of the owners. 
We felt it would be a good time to carry out 
a hard-hitting attack on the company to less- 
en their profits and protest at the massive 
slaughter of innocent creatures. 

After looking over the slaughterhouse a couple 
of times we decided that the best target to 
attack would be the office buildings where all 
the files, word processors, photocopiers etc. 
were held. On examining the building closely 
we discovered that it was heavily . alarmed, so 
breaking in to cause damage would have been 
extremely risky. Therefore, we decided to 

burn the whole building to the ground. A date 
was set for Saturday night the 21st December, 
the weekend before Christmas, the getaway 
route was finalised and rags, paraffin, fire- 
lighters etc. were purchased. 

At 1 .00am on Sunday morning four of us made 
our way across the fields leading up to the 
back of the slaughterhouse. We carried a 

large black bin liner full of well torn up 
rags (it is very important that the rags are 
well torn up as they burn far more easily 
than if left in one piece). Two gallons of 

paraffin (we have found that paraffin burns 
for much longer than petrol which has a ten- 
dency to burn up very quickly), wirecutters 
to cut the fencing and a large packet of Zip 
f irel ighters. After cutting through the fence 
we entered the back of the slaughterhouse. 
One member went forward to check it was 
clear and then took up his position at the 
front of the slaughterhouse as look-out. An- 

other member remained at the rear of the 
building as a further look-out. 

Suddenly a guard dog started barking loudly 
from within the grounds of the slaughterhouse. 
The four of us immediately retreated back in- 
to the field and waited. Any thoughts of 

cancelling the raid were soon dispelled when 
we realised the dog was housed in a shed and 
was unable to get out. We then climbed back 
over the fence and the look-outs took up their

positions and the two of us proceeded to the 
office buildings. When we reached the building 
we noticed a large gap between the ground 
and the wooden floor of the offices so we de- 
cided the best place to start the fire was un- 
derneath. We made two piles of rags at either 
end of the building and poured a gallon of 
paraffin on each. A number of firelighters 

were then placed on top and an additional 
firelighter was lit and placed on the top of 
the pile. After checking that the fire was 
burning we all then made a hasty retreat 
across the fields. Half way across the field 

we stopped and looked back. The whole build- 
ing was ablaze, the flames leaping thirty feet 
into the air. Feeling pleased we returned to 

the car and made our getaway. 

On the journey home we disposed of all incri- 
minating evidence of the arson attack includ- 
ing a complete change of clothing. 

The raid received extensive local raJio and 
newspaper coverage and we learnt that the 

building and everything in it had been com- 
pletely desfroyed. An interesting outcome of 

the raid was the holding of a major public 
debate in the village, shortly afterwards, 
against the practices of the slaughterhouse. A 
final humorous footnote was that two days 

after the raid a large articulated lorry was 
stolen, full of meat (value £30,000), and the 
police were unable to trace the lorry as all 
its details were, they admitted, destroyed in 
the fire. Not a very happy Christmas for one 
s I a ugh ter house .

HEARTS AND MINDS 


During the Vietnam War the Americans tried 
to win the "hearts and minds" of the people. 
Thankfully, perhaps, they failed. Nevertheless 
it is true to say that no struggle can be won 
unless there is a large scale winning over of 
the hearts and minds. 

There is no doubt that there has to be a 
massive increase in ALF activity if the day of 
animal liberation is ever to be achieved. Some 
other forms of campaigning, such as public 
education and the instigation of boycotts of 
cruelly produced products, are essential to the 
overall struggle for animal liberation but, 
without a very large amount of direct action 
aimed at the economic sabotage of the animal 
abuse industries, a large scale victory over 
animal persecution will never be attained. 

All those who truly care about the animals 
and who have applied their minds to the 
question of their liberation are well aware of 
the importance of direct action. The abusers 
of animals are well aware of it too. 

The animal abusers have been severely 
stung, and in some cases sent reeling, by an 
ALF ^ campaign which, despite being severely 
under-financed and sadly under-supported, 


has gone straight for their economic jugular. 
They know that if the ALF gains more support 
and ALF activities increase sufficiently, their 
big profits and their lucrative businesses will 
be swept away in the floodtide of an animal 
liberation victory. Therefore it is logical that 
they will try desperately, and by any means, 
to stem support for the ALF. 

There is an undeniable link between the 
proprietors and bosses of most of the news- 
papers in this country and the practitioners 
of animal exploitation. All are involved in 
big business. All are supporters of the status 
quo (and have a dislike of anyone who is 
effectively trying to change it). Many of them 
move in the same circles and probably mix 
socially too. It is no wonder then that most 
newspapers, especially the gutter-press tab- 
loids, are one with the enemy in the counter- 
offensive against the ALF. It is no wonder 
that they frequently print inaccurate and even 
downright malicious articles about the ALF in 
a desperate attempt to discredit it. 

It is a sad thing that members of the 
public often believe such stories. It is even 
sadder that they are frequently believed by

campaigners for animal rights. Saddest of all 
is that some so-called 'leaders' within the 
animal protection movement, knowing such 
stories to be untrue, nevertheless unscrupul- 
ously use them in an attempt to erode support 
for the ALF, which they see as a threat to 
their own pet methods of campaigning. 

So what should supporters of the ALF do 
about the situation? How can we promote the 
ALF and counter malicious propoganda put out 
by ill-informed and misguided people and by 
supporters of the other side? 

First of all we have to get pro-ALF propo- 
ganda to the public who may be influenced by 
the noxious outpourings of the gutter press. 
We have to write letters in support of the ALF 
to national and local newspapers and maga- 
zines whenever the opportunity presents itself. 
This is particularly important when anti-ALF 
items have appeared in such publications. 
There may even be times when ALF supporters 
can write quite lengthy articles for publica- 
tion in the press. 


ployees of such societies if these individuals 
are not sufficiently in favour of the ALF. ALF 
Action Reports and leaflets must be distributed 
at all animal rights gatherings so that the 
whole movement becomes aware of the import- 
ance of giving proper support to the ALF. 

These are all jobs not for activists but for 
supporters. The activists have their own job 
to do, fighting on the front line against 
animal abuse. But behind the lines an equally 
important propoganda struggle must be fought 
and won by the supporters. For there will be 
no day of freedom for the animals, no day of 
victory, unless we win the battle for the 
hearts and minds. 


Chicks Rescued 


In the not too distant future the ALF SG 
will be producing a series of leaflets on the 
various forms of animal abuse. These will also 
explain what the ALF is all about, how it is 
combatting animal persecution and what people 
can do to help the animals and the ALF. It 
is important that these leaflets are distributed 
as widely as possible amongst the general 
public . 

Secondly we have to get much more support 
for the ALF from people already involved in 
the animal protection movement. Letters, and 
articles if possible, must be written by ALF 
supporters in reply to any anti-ALF items 
which appear in animal rights and animal 
welfare publications. Local animal rights 

groups must be persuaded to give support to 
the ALF. and the SG must put more emphasis on 
sending speakers to talk to such groups. ALF 
supporters who are members of animal protec- 
tion organizations should bring pressure to 
bear on such societies to support the ALF and 
to refrain from destructive criticism of ALF 
activities. This may involve campaigns to 

remove from office committee members or em- 


On the night of Thursday 6th March a new 

ALF cell carried out its second successful raid 
this lime in Knockholt, Kent. Its target was 
a massive broi ler building which held a large 

number of tiny chicks destined for no better 

life other than artificial light, heat and the 

slaughterhouse. 

The shed had been checked out previously 
for alarms, possible entry points and getaway 
routes . 

After we'd been dropped off, a short walk 
from the unit, we made our way down a foot- 
path to the back of the building. A large 

black blanket was held over the door to stop 
the light flooding out, as a useful crowbar 
aided entry to the world where many hundreds 
of innocent chicks had been shut away. With 
the look-out keeping look-out we began to 

round up and put in boxes the little individ- 
uals. After we had acquired all we had homes 
for, one person daubed "ALF" on an inside 

wall to let the farmer know who had been 

visiting. We then set off, glad for the rescued

A new ALF cell has formed In Norfolk and 
it's first action took place on Sunday 27th/ 
Monday 28th April. Activists glued up the 
locks of 50-60 shops and businesses involved 
in animal abuse. These ranged from butchers 
and furriers to gun shops and fishing shops. 
Also the "Coypu Control" van, which was 

standing outside the Norwich M.A.F.F. head- 
quarters, had it's tyres slashed, locks glued 
up, "MAFF Murderers" and "ALF" sprayed on 
the side, windscreen and windows shattered 
and it was also paintstripped . Activists left 
after causing an estimated £600 damage, pre- 
venting the death of many coypu whilst the 
van was being repaired. 



The bullfighting arena was attacked on April 
16th. The booking offices were damaged by 
fire, the locks were blocked up with silicon 
and a lot of slogans were sprayed on walls. 
On April 26 1 h a fur shop and a gunsmiths 

were attacked. The locks were blocked with 
silicon, the walls were sprayed and the glass 
windows were scratched. On May 1st we put 
a false bomb into the bullfighting arena and 
afterwards we telephoned them and the police 
and they were forced to evacuate the zone. 

There was a horrible show with bullfighters 

monkeys - they put the monkey (dressed like 
a bullfighter) in front of the bull to make the 
people laugh. There were ’tinys* bullfighters 
too - they play with the bulls and then the 
true bullfighters kill them. There were a lot 
of children there (its prohibited) but the 

police don't say anything.

On May 11th, nineteen chickens were liber- 
ated from broiler sheds belonging to Mr. R. 
Winch. The chickens had lost many feathers 
and their skin was red raw. Their feet were 
crooked. Slogans were sprayed on sheds - 
"Winch's Death Camp" and "ALF". The chickens 
are all in good, safe homes. Despite reports 
and photos to local press, radio and TV there 
was no media coverage whatsoever. The farm 
is 9 miles North of Norwich in a village call- 
ed Upgate. This is the 'third raid on this 
establishment and ALF graffiti is still on the 
inside of the sheds. 

We are living on a shoestring budget at the 
moment and are trying to build up funds to 
buy more tools etc.

A group of animal rights campaigners in 
Southern Sweden had their first meetings in 
January '85 in order to form a group of the 
same type as the British action groups of the 
Animal Liberation Front. It was decided that 
we should name the group "Djurens Befrielse- 
front" (DBF) which literally is Swedish for 
Animal Liberation Front. Our base is in 

Malmo, Sweden's third largest city, and, so 
far, the actions carried out have taken place 
here in Sweden's Southernmost province, Skane 
(Scania in English). 

Our first action was the rescue of 2 beagles 
from cruel experiments at the Dental High 
School in Malmo, in the night of June 22nd. 
The female dogs were in an experiment with 8 
other dogs and the experiment was about peri- 
odontoclasia. The dogs were given extra soft 
food so their teeth were starting to fall out. 
One of the liberated dogs had hardly any 
teeth left, she had a sort of metal splint in 
her mouth and she refused to eat anything 
other than soft food. The other dog hadn’t 

yet lost her teeth and she really liked real 
dog food. The police haven't found the two 

beagles and they never will. The dogs are 

safe ! 

The next action was the release of hundreds 
of mink from a fur farm near Malmo, in the 
night of 24th August. Many hundreds of the 

remaining mink had their furs dyed red and 
blue. It was a hard summer night’s job to 
dye the excited animals. The fur farmer's 

mini tractor was sabotaged and had to be re- 

paired. The breeding cards were destroyed. 

Both actions got a lot of attention in the 
newspapers, local and national, as well as on 
the radio and TV news. 

Ca 50 km North of Malmo (near the small 

town of Eslov) lives a farmer, Mr. Ernst Jung 
who has made himself infamous among animal 

lovers and nature conservationists by applying 
for, and getting, permission to shoot herons, 

an otherwise protected species. He has cray- 
fish ponds which, naturally, attracted the 

herons. He has also turned to fallow deer 

farming and in fenced-off fields he keeps the 

deer for the purpose of "safari hunting".

Sweden 
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On a windy night in April we visited the 
big farm and cut the fences in several places 
in order to let the fallow deer escape. Exactly 
how many did escape is hard to say, perhaps 
10-12. ln Aug’ust we returned. He had by now 
extended the fenced-in areas. And we were 
met by a nasty sight: the fences were "decor- 
ated" by killed and hanged crows, rooks and 
jackdaws. The bastard probably thought they 
would deter wild birds from entering his do- 
main. We took down the black corpses, cut 
the fence again and then carefully approached 
a small enclosure where he kept wild boar, 2 
sows and 10-11 piglets. We cut the padlock, 
opened the gate and let the curious (and noi- 
sy) boar out to their freedom. A month later, 
a farmer living some kilometres away complai- 
ned that the boar family had had a nightly 
feast in his turnip field! 

But the biggest liberation act in 1985 was 
yet to come: the rescue of 37 golden retrievers 
from a cruel "dog breeder" ca 100 km North of 
Malmo, in the night of October 22nd. The dogs 
were in a terrible state. The news media 

really covered it. TV made a special feature 
which also included some information on ALF 
in the UK, a short interview with Mr. Ronnie 
Lee, excerpts from "The Animals Film" and 
quotations from our letters. 


In January 1986 we rescued an alsatian 
which was left outdoors in a small cement 
enclosure from 6 o'clock in the morning to 6 
o'clock at night without water and food. His 
owner was away working (70 km North of Mal- 
mo) . 

We have a lot to do, of course. Especially 
in the beginning it takes time to form an 
efficient group. ALF could teach us a lot on 
organisation, how to get financial support and 
how to get more animal lovers over the thres- 
hold to become activists etc. 

Our main targets are lab. animals, hunting, 
the fur trade, maltreatment of pets and animal 
factories .

TOOK 15 LAB. DOGS 
On Monday DBF undertook an action against the 
chief of sanitary inspection in llelsingborg , Mr. 
Rolf Andersson. Thereby he lost 15 young dogs 
which were to be used for vivisection. 

In Orkelljunga is one of the country's biggest 
breeding stations of lab. dogs. 110 bitches 
produce ca 500 puppies a year which are then 
sold to medical factories. The breeding station 
is owned by Mr. Rolf Andersson and his wife 
Mary . 

Neither he nor his wife want to give comments 
- they will let the police try to locate the 
dogs and the dog thieves. 

"Let them look for us and the dogs! They will 
never find the dogs" DBF declare. "They have 
already got good homes and will live happy 
1 i ves . " 

DBF have been watching Andersson 's dog breed- 
ing for a long time. "You find many unserious 
dog breeders in the forests around Orkelljunga. 
Not so many people notice the places and the 
business could go on, were it not for us." 

Last autumn DBF took away 37 dogs from an- 
other dog breeder nearby.

DBF RAIDED MINK FARM 

Malmo: Djurens Befrielsefront , DBF, have stru 
ck again, this time against a mink farm in 
Bjarshog , just outside Malmo. 

On Saturday night the action group entered 
the mink farm, opened a lot of cages and also /. 
opened the entrance gate which is part of the 
fence enclosing the farm area. Hundreds of ) 
mink escaped and ran off across the adjacent 
fields. Many of the remaining white mink had 
been sprayed with red dye, the reason being, 
according to a letter to the newspaper, "to 
cause great economic damage to the owner of 
the mink farm". 

On the wall of the house the activists have 
written with green letters "Concentration camp" 
and "Let the animals keep their furs", signed 
DBF. A piece of cloth was left on the cages 
saying "With thanks from DBF". Sven Ahlgren, 
who runs the farm with his brothers, fears 
that the action is not isolated and would like 
to get in contact with the group members to 
show them how the farm is run. "We like our 
animals and take best care of them. OK, we 
slaughter them but so does a farmer with his 
pigs and cattle." 

John 0 Strad is the director of "Fur Animal 
Breeders Organisation" and he is also worried. 
••I'm afraid that this is a part of a plan and 
fur animal breeders can probably expect more 
actions of this kind." In Sweden there arc ca 
600 mink farms. Mr. Strad will now warn his 
members. "I will send a letter to all of them 
and tell them what happened in Skanc. A 100% 
security is not possible but locks on the gates 
and maybe patrolling night guards are ways 
to stop actions like this." Strad is not sur- 
prised, he has feared that it would happen 
sooner or later. DB1 also attacked a fur shop 
in Stockholm, sprayed paint on the windows 
and filled the door locks with glue. "And it 
has happened in other countries, particularly 
England and Holland."

On 1st April five ALF activists paid a 
visit to Brightons Dolphinarium. Red 
spray paint was used and slogans were 
daubed on the doors and windows, 
causing this cruel establishment to re- 
paint part of its property. Two weeks 
later ALF activists returned with more 
paint, again covering the doors and 
windows with slogans. Not surprisingly 
the Dolphinarium, through the pages of 
the local press, denied any attacks on 
its property. 

In the early hours of Saturday morning 
(26th April) activists visited the home 
of Mr. Edwin Villiers Lonsdale of 9, 
Colebrook Rd., Withdean, Brighton, 
founder and major shareholder of Sham- 
rock Farms (primate torture centre). 
[Red paint was thrown over his front 
idoor, lower walls, windows and porch. 
Unfortunately Mr. Lonsdale was not at 
home at the time so the bottle of paint- 
stripper taken to strip his car was 
saved for another day. 

On 10th May 4 ALF activists visited the 
home of former Shamrock Farms director 
George Tribe of 3, Teal Close, Horsham, 
Sussex. Red paint was thrown over his 
front door, walls, windows and porch. 
His white Colt vehicle was also paint- 
stripped, causing £2,000 worth of 
damage.

Editors note: George Tribes new concern 
involves, amongst other things, import- 
ing and dealing in dogs for vivisection.

It seems to the Militia that the only way or 
options now open to us of achieving animal 
liberation is unfor tuna tel y through violence, 
be it either towards property or actual animal 
abusers. 

it was not a decision which was reached 
lightly by anybody connected with the Militia, 
it may be that through violence nothing will 
be achieved, but to turn our backs on the 
concept of violence would be to betray all the 
abused animals we are fighting to liberate. 
For a hundred years has passed with peace- 
ful demonstrations achieving nothing, in fact 
it has made the animals position worse, as 
can be seen in the White Paper, so as far as 
the animals are concerned they have nothing 
to lose except their suffering. 

Unfortunately, over the past year there has 
been a marked decline in such actions, where 
the resistance to animal abuse has not been 
crushed by the government and their sycoph- 
ants, it has continually been sold down the 
road’ by lefties intent only on furthering their 
own political interests. Regretably, until now 
the various struggles have failed to escalate 
beyond the terrain of relatively peaceful ac- 
tions against animal abusers, causing them 
only minor irritation. In many cases militant 
action has been watered down by pacifists who 
believe animal liberation can be achieved by 
lobbying their “ corrupt MPs or by simply lett- 
ing off a few black balloons outside laborato- 
ries - unfortunately, these people have failed 
totally to grasp the enormity of the struggle 
ahead . 

It has recently come to the notice of the Mil- 
itia that there has been a marked decline in 

actions against a number of vivisectors who 
were the target of our bombs. It never fails 

to amaze us how naive many people in the 
animal rights movement are, do they really 
believe animal liberation will be achieved 
without the government throwing all their 
forces at us? We think not, much of what is 

done is done half-heartedly to ease their con- 
science. The Militia says to these people 

either get out of the struggle or knuckle down 
to the fight ahead, because things will be 
getting much worse, that the Militia guaran- 
tees . 


For history has shown that one very effective 
method for implementing change has been to 
frighten the abusers. When we begin to take 

the struggle to the front doors of those who 
wield their destructive power, then and only 
then may we succeed in our struggle for a 

society free from abuse of any kind. 

In the Militias latest action we could have 
killed all four bastards but we didn't. What 
we did was to give ou r last and final warning 
- either leave the animal abuse industry or 
face the consequences, for whatever action the 

Militia now takes there will be no warnings. 

Regretably, it seems once people have enforced 
change, as in the recent White Paper, they 
fail to go the full hog. We must ensure this 
time there won't be any half measures and 

that we will only be satisfied when there is a 

complete change in the structure of society 
where the animals and humans both have free- 
dom. That is why the Militia will be intensi- 
fying our campaign against all forms of ani- 
mal abuse and this time it will include kill- 
ings, for a hundred years have passed and 

very little has been achieved. The government 
can make, any pathetic law they want to pro- 
tect animals, but when it comes down to it the 

animal abusers are subject to our justice and 
this will be swift and effective. 

The role of the Militia is to widen, with 
actions, the concept of animal liberation, so 

that Militia style actions will take root in all 
areas of the country, with nothing short of 
total revolution as the ultimate goal.

The ALF in Eire has grown considerably 
since our small beginnings in early '84, the 
number of activists has increased and actions 
are becoming more frequent. 

We first came to public attention in Nov. of 
'84, having claimed bottles of Sunsilk shampoo 
had been laced with bleach in three counties 
because of cruel experiments carried out by 
the company. Front page articles appeared in 
every national newspaper and police "investi- 
gations" started, all to no avail. A national 
animal rights organ i sa t ion had its office raid- 
ed and street campaigners were hassled for 
information on the activists involved. Actions 
continued unabaited and a campaign against 
butcher shops resulted in the Irish Butchers 
Federation demanding extra protection for 
their shops. 

Currently, we are involved in a highly suc- 
cessful campaign against bloodsports. On 27th 
August '85, a monument to the worlds most 
famous hound, situated in Co. Waterford, was 
tarred by activists who left a note warning 
"when you fix it up we will f*** it up". The 
monument was of Master McGrath, who won the 
Waterloo Cup three times. This action preceded 
a number of raids on coursing clubs (in Eire 
hares are captured and kept for enclosed 
coursing). On September 26th hares were re- 
leased from a coursing club in M i tchel stown , 
Co. Cork and there were other similar raids. 
In two nights of action, Dec. 10th and Jan. 
1st four coursing properties were attacked in 
Waterford, Kilkenny and Tipperary. Due to 

the bloodsports fraternitys abhorrence of pub- 
licity, they have refused to speak to police or 
the press after their property has been att- 
acked. The result of which has been little or 

no police intervention in our activities (as 
regards anti-coursing action). 

Small ALF groups now exist in the South, 
South-East and East of Eire, with contact 
between each. There have also been a number 
of actions carried out by anonymous groups - 
in March o.f last year the Canadian Embassy 

was sprayed with slogans against the seal 

cull, around the same lime 15 butcher shops 
were attacked, by persons unknown, during a 
night of action in Cork. Hopefully, the pub- 
licity from our recent an t i -cours i ng raids will 
spark some support from an t i -b loodspor t 
fact ions . 

It is marvellous to know ALF activity is 
growing around the world and we look forward 
to the day when animal persecution ends, 

which it will.

Although the factory farmer had taken extra 
security measures with the doors we were still 
able to force our way in. Within minutes the 
hens were on their way to a life of freedom. 

This was the fourth time this unit has been 
raided - will it be the last?

ANIMAL activists 
caused thousands of 
pounds’ worth of 
damage when they 
struck at NESCOT 
over the weekend. 

They released 300 
animals they claim were 
being used for experi- 
ments. 

After drilling through a 
door to gain entry to a 
classroom, members ol the 
Animal Liberation Front 
» Splattered red paint 
around the room. 

» “Liberated** around 300 
mice, rats, gcrbils and 
hamsters. 

• Scattered papers and 
files around. 

» Sprayed solvent on the 
walls. 

• Daubed slogans on the 
walls. 

In calls to the media to 
claim responsibility for the 
raid, a spokeswoman said 
that if NESCOT restocked 
the animals, they would 
strike again and “burn the 
place down.” 

She also claimed that 
files and documents stolen 
by the group proved that 
experiments had been 
carried out on animais at 
the Rcigate Road college. 


On Saturday morning 19th 
April ALF activists 
broke into a unit of 
NESCOT (North East 

Surrey College of Tech- 
nology.) They rescued 
every single animal, 
over 300 mice, rats, 
gerbils and . hamsters, 
caused thousands of 
pounds of damage and 
took files containing 
documented evidence of 
the genetic and matern- 
al deprivation experi- 
ments carried out there 
- all the animals have 
now been placed in 
good, caring homes.

FfSff FREED 

In the early hours of Sunday 18th May, 35 
ALF activists smashed their way into the 
Freshwater Biological Association laboratories, 
near Ambleside in Cumbria, using sledgehamm- 
ers, having dealt with an electrified fence. 

Approximately 2,000 Brown Trout, Salmon and 
Char were netted from their tanks and ferried 
in buckets out of the complex arid across a 
road, where they were released into the Lake 
Windermere . 

Using implants, various drugs and antibiot- 
ics are administered to the fish in experiments 
to solve some of the problems of factory farm- 
ing these fish (eg. one of the main problems is 
fin rot). Char, incidentally, are deep water 
fish, living in only a few lakes in Britain and 
for them to adjust to concrete ponds and pellet 
food is another example of animal exploitation. 
Documents taken from the labs, show the main 
emphasis was on stress experiments. 

Reports to the media mentioned the l<ict that 
the aims of the raid were two-fold. Firstly, to 
rescue the fish from vivisection and certain 
death, secondly to highlight yet another type 
of food the public are eating, from which they 
are absorbing trace elements of drugs and 
anti-biotics which the fish receive in their 
pellet food and which is also administered to 
the water in their concrete 'stews’. Some of the 
fish in the tanks were dead. 

Using a video camera with a special light 
fitting the raid was recorded. The video was 
shown on North West TV and the raid also rec- 
eived extensive press and radio coverage. 
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The fish were worth £10,000.

'Jhe Supporters Croup is for people who , for one 
reason or another , cannot or do not wish to take 
part in direct action. The SG helps a r rested 

activists with fines and legal expenses, assists 
with the welfare of those who are imprisoned , 
maintains several press officers in different parts 
of the country, gives talks about the ALF to in- 
terested parties and produces and distributes lit- 
erature to educate people about animal persecu- 
tion and what the ALF is doing to stop it. 

The Animal Liberation Front takes direct action 
against all forms of animal abuse. This action 

falls basically into two categories . 

1) The rescue or liberation of animals from prem- 
ises or establ ishments in order to save them 
from persecution . Such animals are usually 

taken to good homes where they will be prop- 
erly cared for. Animals are only released 

into the wild if they have a reasonable 
chance of survival . 


2) Damage to property or premises connected with 
animal abuse. This is done in order to dis- 
rupt the persecution of animals and to cause 
financial loss to the animal abusers so as to 
reduce the money they are able to invest in 
animal abuse, to force them out of business or 
to encourage them to mend their ways. 

Often both types of action ' take place during the 
same raid. 

It is against ALF policy to use serious personal 
violence against anybody . In other words, in 

the course of an action it would be OK to re- 
strain somebody or perhaps tie them up but not 
acceptable to punch them in the nose or otherwise 
injure them. The exception to this is self- 

defence. If attacked , ALF activists are entitled 
to defend themselves using reasonable methods. 
If possible activists will carry out raid£ in such 
a way as to avoid confrontation with the oppo- 
sition.

A crowbar 
was used to open the cages 
and twenty hens were remo- 
ved and loaded into a heav- 
ily disguised van. They

MORNING HAS BROKEN: 
Ten Years of the ALF 


It was on a night in June 1976 that a small 
group of people entered the premises of Charles 
River laboratory animal breeding centre near 
Margate in Kent. The damage they caused there 
to vehicles and packaging used to transport small 
animals to laboratories constituted the first ever 
Animal Liberation Front action. The Band of 
Mercy, a direct action group which had been 
formed in the early seventies, had now become the 
ALF. 

Ten years later the struggle still goes on. 
Sadly no kind of animal persecution has been 
completely abolished during this time but the 
actions of the ALF have caused a considerable 
dent in many areas of animal abuse. 

During the last ten years the ALF has caused 
millions of pounds worth of damage to premises 
and property connected with animal abuse and 
saved many hundreds of thousands of animals 
from suffering in cruel establishments such as 
factory farms and vivisection laboratories. A 
large number of these animals have been directly 
rescued from such places but the majority have 
been saved as a result of the sabotage and 
economic loss caused by property damage. 

Especially in recent years many businesses 
and establishments involved in animal persecution 
have closed down following ALF action against 
them. These include vivisection labs., factory 
farms, fur farms, fur shops and butchers shops. 
Others have reduced their involvement in animal 
abuse (eg. battery farms going over to free-range 
production ) . 

In the past ten years the official figures for 

painful experiments on animals in the UK have 
fallen by over one million and the ALF has had a 
large part to play in the bringing about of this 
reduction. At the same time there has been a 

phenomenal increase in the number of vegetari- 

ans, due in no small part to the light cast on 
factory farming and the meat trade by direct 
action. Publicity gained by the ALF has attract- 
ed many thousands more people to the general 

movement for animal rights. 

Over the ten years of its history the number 
of ALF activists in Britain has increased from an 
original number of about 30 to an estimated 
figure of over 1500 today and the number of 
actions has gone up from about 5 a month to over 
40 every week. The success of the ALF has 


brought about the formation of ALF groups and 
groups carrying out similar actions in many other 
countries throughout the world. These include 
the USA, Canada, Holland, Germany, Sweden, 
Spain, New Zealand and Australia. 

In 1982 the ALF Supporters Group was set up 
to give support to the ALF in every possible 
legal way and membership of the SG has increas- 
ed to its current figure of about 1500 and is still 
going up. 

Unfortunately over this ten year period there 
has also been an increase in certain things which 
are potentially harmful to the animal liberation 
movement and the animals. At the time of 

writing this article there are nearly 40 animal 
liberation campaigners in prison, more than ever 
before, and a total of almost 100 have now spent 
time in jail. To a large extent this has been 
the result of the increase in action but the police 
are now spending more of their time and energy 
in pursuit of animal liberation activists. 

Because of the success of the ALF against the 
very powerful animal abuse industries and its 
threat to the status quo, the gutter press has 
now weighed in on the side of the enemy with a 

vilification campaign against the activists. 
Unfortunately some of the nonsense put out by the 
media has been believed by some in the animal 
rights movement. 

But it isn't only certain sections of the media 
that have turned against the ALF. Foolishly 
jealous of the ALF’s success and perceiving ALF 
direct action as posing a threat to their toothless 
pet, political campaigning, representatives of 
'some animal protection societies have also indulg- 
ed in negative and irrational criticism of ALF 

action . 

All in all though, the first ten years of the 

ALF have been successful to a degree far beyond 
the hopes of the small band of people who found- 
ed the organization in the late spring of 1976. A 
degree of success which has given happiness and 
freedom to a multitude of animals who would 
otherwise have suffered torture, deprivation, im- 
prisonment and ultimate death. The persecutors 
of our fellow creatures are at long last on the 

run before the forces of animal liberation. The 
darkness of the night of tyranny recedes at last 
before the first light of the dawn of freedom.

On the night of June lUth German 
animal liberators broke into the

experimenters . For a week fo- 
llowing the raid, the Director of 
the animal laboratories , Prof. 
Werner Kupper, denied that any 
animals had been liberated , but 
changed his story after a press 
conference was held outside the 
hospital , at which photos of the 
rescued dogs and some of the 
corpses were issued to the media.

As every Supporters Group member knows, 
Animal Liberation Front activists have accomplish- 
ed more in a single decade than constitutional 
campaigns have in over a century. But are the 

activists using their resources effectively enough 
or should they perhaps be reconsidering their 
strategy 7 

Would not concerted action against one particu- 
lar aspect of animal exploitation bring about a 
desired conclusion more rapidly than the spread- 
ing of limited resources 7 We have recently seen 
major inroads being made against the fur trade 
and with an even more concentrated effort we could 
see the total collapse of this disgusting industry 
by the end of the decade. This action coupled 
with the promise that bloodsports will then become 
the activists number One target might hopefully 
convince the Tally Ho set that there are more 
suitable pastimes for them, that are much less 
dangerous not only to animals but also to their 
own well-being and property. Should they fail 

to heed the warning then maybe the destruction of 
the family Rolls or nice new Range Rover will get 
it through their sherry befuddled heads that it 
really is time to take up croquet. Although it 
must be added that recently they seem to have 
discovered the new ’sport' of Hippy Hunting. 


Although 1 believe in concentrating our energy 
against one aspect of animal exploitation at a 
time, this does not in any way mean that other 
elements of this monstrous inhumanity should 
escape our wrath and indignation. What better 
way to see in the '90s; no fur trade, no blood- 
sports and hopefully a more coherent ALF who 
could then mobilise their resources against either 
of the other two major sicknesses of our present 
day 'Animal Loving’ society, factory farming and 
vivisection. The sadistic pseudo-scientists and 

their counterparts the factory farmers, with their 
concentration camps for defenceless animals, must 
be made to see by varying degrees of activity 
that what they are doing is singularly the most 
heinous crime ever committed by mankind. Rather 
than letting them off the proverbial hook whilst 
the activists concentrate on the Fur Trade and 
Bloodsports, we must keep reminding them that, 
unless they mend their ways, they themselves are 
next in line for the 'Killer Punch'. 

As the activists escalate their actions so too, 
I'm afraid, will ihe minders of those huge multi- 
national concerns who control a vast majority of 
all exploitation, be it of animals or their fellow 
man. We are seeing a frightening rise in vi- 

cious and illegal methods of arrest, interrogation 


and incarceration by the brainwashed boys in 
blue who are the perfect example of the end pro- 
duct of a society riddled with a disease known as 
Media Manipulation (eg. reports on ALF in recent 
gutter press). No longer is it a case of being 

arrested and being allowed the right to have 
your solicitor present, because due to the massive 
new powers of the recent police act it is now far 
easier for the front men of our fascist regime to 
hold a 'terrorist' incommunicado whilst ’working' 
on others arrested in connection with the alleged 
crime . 

It cannot be stated strongly enough that each 
group of activists must have a good understand- 
ing of their comrades personality and psychologi- 
cal strengths AND weaknesses. It is invariably 

the HARD men who break first so activists should 
be careful when considering partners in what the 
state says is a crime. The unfortunate mentali- 
ty presently permeating the ALF is that they seem 
unaware of the seriousness of Direct Action. 
Whereas it may be possible that the majority of 
society sympathises with the ALF, it is not that 
silent majority that sentences the unfortunate 
activists who all too often appear in court after 
being informed on by their erstwhile trusted coll- 
eagues . 

Interrogation, sentencing and imprisonment are 
all under direct control of a capitalist state 
which, because of its vested interests, must ulti- 
mately disregard the moral rights and wrongs of 
the Animal Rights Movement and protect its finan- 
cial investments. In exactly the same way that 

these neo-nazi administrators disregard all animal 
rights, they also show a total lack of respect for 
such basic human rights as freedom of speech and 
movement (many animal rights campaigners are 
currently in custody, either serving sentences or 
on remand, others who are on bail are subject to 
such Draconian conditions that they are liable to 
lose their liberty for just contacting or being in 
the company of fellow ’terrorists') and choice of 
diet (eg. the sick, senile transvestite wearing the 
fancy wig and pretty gown who presided at the 
Unilever trial and stated that if the defendants 
could not eat the statutory flesh meals provided 
by the court authorities, they could eat bread 
and water instead). 

The government consider activists to be danger- 
ous terrorists and treat them accordingly. If 


an active group agrees (as they should do) that 
the "No Comment" routine is the best possible way 
(which it most certainly is) of combatting the 
sophisticated interrogation techniques of highly 
trained and well paid officers, then that policy 
of "No Comment" must be adhered to by all until 
legal consultation is taken, no matter what the 
persuasive efforts of your 'friendly neighbourhood 
boot boy' may be. And they can be very per- 
suasive. There does not seem to be any method 

they will not employ in an attempt to break the 

will of an activist. 

Depending on the appearance of the suspect the 
police will then decide what is the most suitable 
method of gaining an admission. It appears 

that animal rights activists are classified by the 
police into five stereotyped categories; dotty old 
dears, political agitators financed by either the 
Kremlin or Gadafi, bisexual- dopesmoking-longhair- 
ed- wildeyed -hippies , spikey-haired punks more 
interested in Anarchy than Animal Rights, or 
middle-of-the-road "liberal-bloody-SDP supporters" 
who prefer animals to humans because of a hang- 
up about sex or their mother. According to the 

category, police tend to employ a particular type 
of interrogation technique. These techniques are 
as follows; "Your mates have made a statement, 
so why not help yourself and tell us the truth". 
When this is met with "No Comment" they change 
tack. Their new line of attack will then be to 

psychologically break down the suspects will to 
resist by threatening violence or, in extreme 
cases, actually carrying it out. This is often 

accompanied by threats to involve ones family 
and loved ones. 

Activists must be willing to lose their liberty 
in the struggle to win the right to live for our 
fellow creatures, but this does not mean that they 
should throw away their liberty, for it is imposs- 
ible to be active whilst in jail. Even if one 

member of an active group does turn grass it 
does not help for others to follow suit and do the 
polices work for them, remember they are not 

there to help you, so DON'T help. Those trea- 
cherous quislings who do talk are not only a 
liability but should also be made legitimate 
targets .

Duck Farm Damage 

ON 22ND MARCH HUMBERSIDE ALF CAUSED THOUSANDS OF POUNDS 

WORTH OF DAMAGE DURING A RAID ON THE NOTORIOUS CHERRY 

VALLEY DUCK FARM IN CAISTOR, LINCOLNSHIRE 


The largest duck farm in the world. /Is well 
as slaughtering millions of ducks, they also have 
a license for vivisection (who hasn't though??). 
So, after a successful raid on the Brocklesby 
Hunt Kennels, we decided to finish the night off 
by paying Cherry Valley a visit. After taking 
a look around their slaughterhouse (whoops - I 
mean processing plant) but finding the workers 
still there, we headed off down the long road, 
full of duck-confinements , towards the research 
establishment . We got out of the van and arr- 
anged to meet back at the same spot m twenty 
minutes. It was a dark country lane and as 

the van drove away all we were left with was the 
sound of the ducks which were to the right of us. 
The road seemed to go on for miles, but we 


finally reached the buildings . They were all lit 
up, so we had to be careful in checking that 

there was nobody around. On inspection of the 

buildings we still couldn 't really see what they 
were - a lot of it was just bare rooms, white 
walls, and some of them contained buckets, but it 
was too far away to see what they held. On 

looking in all the other rooms we still weren 't 
any closer to knowing what they were - but it 

was obvious that they were put to some kind of 

morbid use. We crossed the path and went over 
to the other building - it was here that they 
carried out their ' research ' . 


continued 
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Looking through the window we saw a large 
table, with knives laying about here and there, 
and many shelves full up with syringes , liquid 
solutions , plastic gloves, sterilising dishes and 
all the other customary laboratory 'attire'. At 
the far end of the room stood the electrical 

equipment and the whole room was encompassed by 
sink units. Then, by chance, we tried tne door 
- and to our surprise we found it wasn 't locked . 
Not believing our luck, we walked into the build- 
ing. There was nobody about at all. We got 

hold of some plastic gloves and then we started 

smashing the place up. We knocked all the 

laboratory bottles to the floor and threw out all 
the sterilising dishes. We went over to the 

table which we found to be absolutely filthy - 
and the knifes were even worse, dried blood and 
feathers stuck all the way up the blades. Next 

to the table were two large barrels, each full to 

the top with dead birds all bloody and mutilated . 
Next we went over to the electrical equipment , 

which looked really nasty. We turned the power 
off, smashed it up and pushed it onto the floor. 
After searching , we found files and documents , 

which we took away, along with about forty 

syringes and also all the knives, which we knew 
would be greatly missed the next morning. Then 
we turned on all the taps and loft the building. 

We started back down the lane towards the 
place where we were supposed to meet up with the 
others in the van, realizing that by now the 

twenty minutes had nearly gone. Then, to our 

horror, a small truck turned into the lane, head- 
ing towards the laboratory , and us. We changed 
course and ran over a field , just in time to miss 
them. When they had passed we headed back 

towards where the van would be waiting. /Is we 
got there we missed the van by about two seconds 
and we had to stand there and watch it get 
further away. We knew that it wouldn 't be long 
before it was back but that wasn 't much consol- 
ation, knowing that by then the small truck 

would be out searching for us after discovering 
the mess, and also they could have brought the 
police in by then. And it wasn't long before 

we heard an engine and saw the truck racing 


back towards us. On instinct we quickly ran 

over the road and scrambled down the grass 
verge into a ditch. Then we waited. We could 
hear the truck getting closer, and then it passed 
us. Finally it faded away. All we could hope 
for now was that our van returned before their 's 
did, but there was another problem . We weren 't 
in a position to see which of the vans was pass- 
ing. A few minutes more - we heard an engine. 
It was obvious that the vehicle was moving very 
slowly, then we realized it was searching the 
ditch. Whether it was our van, their van or a 

police van, we weren't to know at the time, so 
we took no chances and laid low, not daring to 
look, just in case their headlights picked us up. 
It reached us slowly and the lights went straight 
over us, but to our relief it carried straight on. 
During those twenty-five minutes or so that we 
spent in the ditch, we were searched for at least 
three or four times . Finally we took a chance 

and looked at the next vehicle that passed, 
knowing that it had to be one or the other, and 
to our amazement (almost as much as when we 
found the laboratory unlocked and unattended ) it 
was our van. We leapt out of the ditch and 

just managed to catch their attention . They 

stopped and we jumped in the van. As we shut 
the door we noticed the truck coming up behind 
us. It followed us, but for some reason it pull- 
ed off as we passed the slaughterhouse . So, to 
our relief, we carried on alone, although para- 
noid about any vehicle behind us. 

Now, a couple of months later, no one has 
been charged with this raid. Cherry Valley has 
made statements to the papers giving their side 
of the story as usual, and they even made a 
blunder and admitted publicly that we have 
caused them a lot of 'inconvenience' (thanks for 
the encouragement chaps!!!). They said that 

they were worried that it would be a long time 
before they could get hold of another machine , 
but so as not to make us too happy they had to 
insert the usual 'only minimal damage caused'.

In the early morning hours of Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 16, 1986, a group of ALF activists entered 

the University of Toronto ' s Faculty of Dentistry 
building, in an attempt to liberate some of the 
imprisoned animals who were being tortured in 
pain experiments. 

Surveillance of the building had taken many 
months and all of us had been inside at night on 
at least two or three occasions, so we had put 
together extremely detailed maps of the upper 
floors . 

The target research laboratory was a major 
problem! First, we knew that the time between 
guard rounds was very short, secondly , the res- 
ponse time by police had been estimated at 
approximately two minutes, which meant we'd be 
trapped in the building if we accidentally trigg- 
ered an alarm, and thirdly, the doors and the 
inside of the lab. were under 2U-hour video 
coverage . Despite all these obstacles the lab. 

was felt to be such a hell-hole that those in- 
volved in the planning voted unanimously to go 
ahead with the raid! 

So, that Sunday morning, as soon as it was 
felt safe, we made our way in ones and twos to 
the point of entry. Those who were on watch 

outside would remain in close contact via the CB 
radio. 


GET TO THEM WAS INDESCRIBABLE! THE THOUGHT 
OF GOING OUT WITHOUT THEM TORE US ALL APART! 

With some difficulty , and by lowering chairs 
onto the roof, we managed to get the group back 
through the jagged hole in the window without 
injury. Then we all decided to return to 

Sessle 's office where we daubed the area with 
ALF slogans. After this we wandered into some 
adjacent areas and smashed some equipment and 
defaced the walls with slogans. Economic sabo- 
tage is hardly as satisfying as liberating ani- 
mals, but we were to feel much more satisfied 
several days later when we learned the damage 
amounted to at least $10,000! ! 

By now we had been inside the Dentistry 
building for over four hours and our time-keeper 
was getting really edgy, to say the least, and so 
we decided to get out while we could. We made 
our way to the exit point where we left, again in 
twos and threes, after checking with our outside 

contacts that all was clear. 

It may have been four months since this 
action, but all the activists involved are spiritu- 
ally still inside that building. How can we 

find peace when we still think of those we left 

behind !

Once inside, we made our way to Sessle 's 
( the bastard in charge of the pain studies) 
office, intending to get documentation on the 
research . Unfortunately , our tools were not 

strong enough to break the lock and so, as time 
was running short, we decided to go to the fifth 
floor where an attempt would be made to enter 
the lab. via the window of an adjacent meeting 
room and then, from there, across the roof. 

We discovered very quickly that the window 
glass was shatterproof , which naturally increased 
our determination to smash through it! Once 

that was done we discovered a second shatterproof 
pane behind the first one! Again determination 
enabled us to break the window - but it cost us 
an enormous amount of time (again lack of proper 
tools - damn!) and the noise was incredible! We 
were so concerned we chanced breaking radio 
silence to check with the activists outside to see 

if the sounds of crashing glass could be heard 
from the street! 

Once through the window there was an 8-foot 

drop to the roof and a 10-yard sprint across to 
the lab. wall. Two of us stayed in the main 

building, manning the radio, handing out tools to 
those on the roof and watching and listening for 
both guards or movement from the three main ele- 
vators. The rest of the group made their way 

across to the laboratory. 

A quick examination of the laboratory roof 
and walls made us realise that we would have to 

try going in through the wall. Several layers 

of material were ripped away with more brute 
force than finesse, but when our time-keeper 
noted that we had been inside the building for 
more than three hours it became apparent that we 
were not equipped to complete the break-in to the 
lab. in the time we had left.

James Kenyon, director of the Division of Laboratory Animal Science, says dentistry has at 
most 50 animals for research Because of incidents such as that at dentistry. Kenyon says 
security costs have escalated to $100,000 and it has become more difficult to get some

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FUR FARM RAIDED 


AT 2AM ON THE 15TH JULY, SUSSEX ALF RAIDED "BUCK- 
FOLD RABBITS" FUR FARM, TOAT HILL, SLINFOLD, WEST 
SUSSEX - PROPERTY OF MR. DENYER. FIFTEEN RABBITS 
WERE RESCUED. ON THE 29TH JULY THE ACTIVISTS 

RETURNED TO THE FARM TO CARRY OUT AN ARSON ATTACK 


We had paid the farm three previous visits in 
order to get to know our way around, decide on 
the best way of entering the building and estab- 
lish a suitable place to park our van. On the 
night of the raid we parked our vehicle in a 
field opposite the entrance to the farm, taking 
care to leave it well away from the road, out of 
view of passing cars. Carrying our boxes and 
tools, we cut through a barbed wire fence and 
made our way to the rabbit battery. 


cages (though we couldn't be sure that they 
weren't pregnant) plus one mother and her nine 
babies. We put eight of the babies in a box 

separate from their mother (they were old enough 
to be without her for a while) because we feared 
that they may be smothered by her, but we took 
care to leave one baby with her in order that 
later we could identify her as their mother. 
Finally we took photographs of the appalling 
place . 


We attempted to cut the padlock on the door of 
the battery with our boltcutters but unfortunately 

we were unable to do this due to the position of 
the padlock. However, we were able to force 

open the back door of the shed with a crowbar, 
the door being bolted from the inside. 

Whilst two of us entered the rabbit prison the 

third activist went to keep watch on the farmers 
mobile home. Inside the battery we were appall- 
ed by what we saw, we had not really been 

prepared for the extremity of the conditions, or 

the large number of rabbits. The heat and 

stench was unbearable, dead rabbits were lying 
on the wire floors of their cages. 

Quickly we began putting these poor creatures 
into boxes. We rescued five adult rabbits with 

no babies, and with no nesting boxes in their 


Before doing anything else we loaded the 
animals into our van so that if anything did go 

wrong and we had to make a run for it, we'd at 
least get away with the rescued animals. We 

quickly returned to the farm to take documents 
from the farm office, smash the telephone and 
spray slogans on the battery. 

Sadly we could only take fifteen rabbits as 

this was all we had homes for. 

Following our successful raid we took the 
decision to carry out a further, and more seri- 
ous, attack. 

On 29th July, at approximately 12.45am, hav- 
ing hidden our vehicle well away from the road, 
we made our way back to the farm. A padlock 

on an empty barn (which was a very safe dist-

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ance from other parts of the farm) was cut and 

the building was checked for any animals that 

may have been living in it (mice etc.). Petrol 

was then thrown over the walls and stacks of 

wood and building materials that were scattered 

about the floor. ^ The fire was lit. The petrol 

went up instantly almost taking two activists with 
it. Running for our vehicle we were sure that 

the fire must have been seen for miles around - 
the flames licking through the roof of the barn, 

lighting up the area like a beacon. Thankfully 
we withdrew safely from the area. 

We've realised our mistake. We should have 
used paraffin. Petrol burns too quickly and 

when being poured gives off a vapour which can 

ignite. Next time we'll know better.

I am in favour of this as long as 
the actions stop short of 'executions' of animal 
abusers. We simply must not place ourselves in the 
same bracket as the IRA. We have not forgiven them 
for blowing up the horses have we? 

Hit the animal torturers property. Hit them in the 
pocket. That really hurts. After all, those who 
abuse the animals, for whatever purpose, forfeit their 
right to a life of peace. 

The other letter states that the animal torturers 
deserve all the get as 'natural justice' demands it. 
This is a very ancient concept known as 'Karmic Law'. 
"As you sow, so shall you reap." Our friend should 
be warned, however, that this law is all pervasive. 

In other words, if we blow up some persons house or 
lab., what will this 'natural law' bring down upon our 
own heads?

Whatever my 
personal views may be, the lady could be prophetic 
with her own cry from the heart over thirty years ago.

Dear Friends, 

A few comments on some of the views expressed in 
letters in SG newsletter no. 18. 

I was rather concerned about the suggestion from 
the anonymous SG member that the SG initiates contact 
with "those revolutionary/parami li tary groups who, 
because of their opposition to the British government 
and to the major commercial and industrial concerns 
responsible for animal torture, can be viewed as our 
allies" . 

Firstly, because the SG (as distinct from the ALF 
itself) does not involve itself in illegal actions, it 
could not initiate such contact. That would be up to 
the ALF activists. 

Secondly, in the case of most "revolutionary /para- 
military groups", such contact would be highly unde- 
sirable, particularly in the case of the IRA, to whom 
the anonymous member is obviously referring. We must 
never forget that our enemy's enemy is not necessarily 
our friend. It would be totally wrong for ALF 
activists to have anything to do with the IRA, let 
alone give them "intelligence, safe houses and trans- 
portation". How can an organization which kills 
innocent people, blows up horses (is your memory that 
short?), beats up homosexuals and "adulterous" women 
and wants to form yet another government (very revo- 
lutionary!) possibly be viewed as the ally of either 
human or animal liberation? 

"Operational training and logistical support" are 
largely a matter of commonsense and application. Any 
group of hard-working and intelligent activists can 
come up with what is necessary. There is no need to 
turn to dubious paramilitaries to provide it. 

And as for "attacking vivisectors and their fam- 
ilies in their homes", there may be some justification 
for attacking the vivisectors (although this is 
against ALF policy), but it would be morally and 
tactically deplorable to attack their innocent child- 
ren, who are not to blame for their parentage. 

I cannot agree, however, with SG member 907, who 
does not think that "direct attacks on the homes and 
possessions of the persons involved in animal suffer- 
ing will in any way help our voiceless friends". On 
the contrary, I feel that damage to the property of 
animal abusers can be very effective in stopping 
animal suffering. Most animal abusers do it for the 
money. And they want the money to buy "nice" 



possessions - a new car, a fancy house etc. If these 
possessions are constantly damaged then the vivi- 
sectors, factory farmers etc. may soon come to feel 
that the persecution of animals is not worthwhile. 

Finally, I turn to Maxwell. His/her comments on 
the release of "voracious little predators" are some- 
what simplistic. There are arguments both for and 
against the release of mink and I would suggest that 
people read up on these before making up their minds 
on the subject. Both sides of the argument have been 
presented in past issues of the SG newsletter and 
photocopies of the relevant articles are available 
from the ALF SG on request. 

It seems that cats cannot live healthily on a vegan 
diet without an amino acid supplement, so at present 
it would not be right to expect them to be fed on such 
a diet. A vegan food for cats (complete with supple- 
ment) is currently available in the USA. Hopefully 
it won't be long before it's available in this country 
too. 

I am in partial agreement with Maxwell over the 
glueing of butchers' locks and similar small-scale 
actions. Such actions can be effective over a period 
of time and, indeed, many butchers and other animal 
abuse shops have closed as a consequence. What 
concerns me is that it's obvious that many activists 
are carrying out such smal ler-scale actions as a 
substitute for (instead of as well as) more effective 
and financially damaging raids on factory farms, 
vivisection labs. etc. 

The reason for this is no doubt lack of application 
and mental laziness. It's far easier just to glue up 
a lock or throw a brick than to get stuck in and plan 
something a bit more complicated. But, unless those 
who consider themselves as activists come up with a 
lot more of the larger-scale , more complicated actions, 
animal liberation is going to be that much longer 
coming .

Dear ALF, 

I was very angry to hear about your recent raid by 
our 'Great British Police Force'. How many times do 
I hear individual policemen/women stating in retalia- 
tion that they do not have the number, nor the time, 
to deal with certain aspects of today's society. In- 
stead, they seem to prefer spending their time raid- 
ing places in which the occupants are supporting a 
practise of which, in theory, that same organization 
is supposed to be reinforcing (non-violence). 

"Government enquiries are frequently used to lead 
the public into thinking that something positive is 
being done about situations where the system has been 
seen to step out of line. These token gestures 

allow the authorities to commit atrocious crimes 
against the people while suffering no real fear of 
reprisal. The tactic has been employed in cases of 
military and police violations in Belfast, Brixton 
etc., environmental violations such as deadly radia- 
tion leaks from power stations like Windscale in Cum- 
bria, compulsory purchase orders, official theft, on 
land for motorways, airports and more nuclear plants, 
all of which are more likely to be a part of Govern- 
ment plans for the event of nuclear war than to be 
for the convenience of the public; other 'mistakes' 
such as corruption by Government officials, the mal- 
treatment of inmates in prisons and mental homes, 
violence by teachers in schools, the exposed torture 
in animal experimentation labora tories (what a co- 
incidence!) - whenever, in fact, the authorities need 
a cover up for their activities. 

Those in Government are perfectly aware that they 
and the authorities to whom they have been given 
power, daily commit crimes against the public and 
yet, unless they are exposed by that same public who 
rightly might fear for their own well-being, nothing 
is done. 

In cases where the public do become aware of inex- 
cusable behaviour by the authorities, the Government 
sets up its own enquiry to 'investigate' the issue. 
Something 'appears', to be happening and the gullible, 
silent, violent majority are satisfied that 'justice 
has been done'. The crude fact, however, is that 
the Government will have done nothing at all except 
to have produced and printed a few white papers that 
hardly anyone will read and no one will take any no- 
tice of. Meanwhile, the official crimes continue 

unhindered..."

lOO Rats 
and mice 
rescued 

On the night of 23rd April Netherlands ALF re- 
moved about a hundred rats and mice from a farm 
where they were destined for rheumatism and can- 
cer research . The farm is part of the Central 
Animal Laboratory of the Catholic University of 
Nijmegen ( CDL ). 

Every year the University uses 25-30,000 mice , 
12-15,000 rats and guinea-pigs and the same 
number of rabbits, dogs and cats.

After 
mooring the boat they stalked through a field leading to 
the back of the property. 

Once inside the raiders took the rabbits, valued at £100, 
and painted animal liberation messages on walls.

ON FRIDAY 19TH SEPTEMBER MEMBERS OF A NEWLY 
FORMED ALF GROUP CARRIED OUT THEIR FIRST 

ACTION AT HYLYNE RABBITS N'EAR WARRINGTON 


The raid followed months of planning. First 

we had to find homes and talk to experienced 
activists to gain good advice. Two holding 

units were prepared to take large numbers of 
rabbits if we could provide a few hundred pounds 
for materials for building suitable living quarters 
for the rabbits. While the fund-raising went 

ahead a person we were in contact with gave us 
a copy of a publication to study, containing in- 
terviews with established ALF groups. We had 

looked at a number of targets and decided on Hy- 
lyne. We made an early decision to go for 100 

rabbits because we had the number of people 
willing to go on a raid who could carry that 
many away. 

When eventually we raised the money for the 
building materials we carried on the fund-raising 
to buy tools and equipment. With the two hold- 
ing units ready to accept the rabbits, 60 to one 
and 40 to the other, a date for the raid was 
decided on by the person elected to be the 
group's co-ordinator. Bookings were made to 

hire a video camera and portable lights, 2 ordi- 

nary 35mm cameras and flashguns. Arrangements 
were made to borrow two inflatable dinghies from 
the group that carried out the big raid against a 
lab. on the side of Lake Windermere and libera- 
ted 2,000 trout and salmon. 

On the night everyone met up as arranged and 
were guided to a house where two ordinary video 
players were linked up by a lead we had bought 
especially that would allow us to make a copy of 
the video the following day. A briefing was 

held and everything to be used on the raid, 

tools, cameras, batteries for flashguns, batteries 
in the pencil torches etc. etc. were wiped with a 

cloth dipped in warm soapy water. The cameras 
were loaded with 400 ASA black and white film 
and 100 ASA colour slides. Everyone made sure 
they had nothing in their pockets that might fall 
out and identify them (library ticket, door keys, 
or even a comb with fingerprints on the top part 
etc.), any matching jewellery was removed and, 
finally, two ten pence pieces were handed out to 
everyone for any emergencies arising (we thought 
after the raid that everyone should also have had 
a few pounds emergency money in case a vehicle 
broke down). Part of the briefing dealt with an 
emergency meeting place for everyone if anything 
went wrong. 

The co-ordinator had, along with another per- 
son, earlier in the evening deposited the tools 
near the place where we would be dropped off 
^from the vehicles. At 10.00pm we left for the 

'drop off* and reached it 30 minutes later. The 
vehicles were pushed down a farm track and into 
a field, into a position which shielded them from 
site from the road by trees. It was now im- 

possible for anyone passing on foot or by car to 
see the vehicles or for the lights from passing 


cars to strike the reflectors at the rear of ve- 
hicles. We returned to the vehicles and, with- 

out slamming any doors and having already re- 
moved the small lights inside vehicles that turn 
on when one opens the door, we settled down to 
wait until 2.00am, when dog walkers, courting 
couples etc. would not be about and the local 
houses were in darkness. 

We then walked for approximately one mile 
across fields until we reached the Manchester 
Ship canal. We had seen two ships pass as we 
walked across the fields and we were, needless to 
say, a little surprised to see them using it at 
night. We had seen the lights from the bouys 

on a previous trip but, not having seen any 
ships, we did not realise they used it at night 
as well. Foot pumps were used to inflate the 

boats and the activists were ferried across, a 
little more apprehensive for having seen the ships 
(we couldn't make out what the first one was it 
was such a surprise). 

When we reached the field second to Hylyne W e 
had to move from tree to tree in twos and threes, 

as the whole site is overlooked by the Thelwell 
Viaduct, with the motorway lights illuminating the 
surrounding area. We settled down in a ditch 
on the edge of the field next to the units. We 
kept the units under observation until 3.00am. 
Two people, using bushes along the side of the 
field as cover, moved forward and entered the 
complex from the rear through a barbed wire 
fence. The first units we looked in were empty, 
we forced the doors open slightly at the bottom 
by pulling them with one hand and using the 
other to shine a pencil torch inside (covered in 
green plastic from a carrier bag). We moved 

further in the complex and found a unit full of 
hundreds of different types of rabbits. We 

checked around outside the units and made sure 
no one was about. One person then went back 
and brought the whole group forward. 

Everyone had, by now, covered their faces with 
scarves and had been wearing, gloves since pick- 
ing up the rucksacks of equipment. The fence 

was cut and one person took the tools forward, 
while the remainder of the group stayed at the 
fence, with two of them taking up their look-out 
positions. We had been told that Hylyne had 

been raided before and, as it was possibly the 
largest rabbit exploiting business in the UK, we 
were very wary about alarms. Instead of crow- 
barring the doors we drilled a series of over- 

lapping holes and drilled out a large enough 
section to allow the activists free access. Two 
people used a well oiled brace and 1" auger wood 
drill. Drilling the holes made a little noise but 
the look-outs, who were only 20-30 yards away, 
couldn't hear anything, so people in the house 50 
yards away would not have heard anything even 
if we'd made 3 or 4 times that amount of noise. 


The rabbits gave us quite a shock - we did 
not realise how much noise they would make when 
we entered. We checked again with the look- 

outs - again no reaction from the Manager's 
house. The co-ordinator then selected the cages 

which would be emptied. The lids were undipp- 
ed and folded back on cages containing over a 
dozen rabbits with the largest litters of well de- 
veloped young rabbits, counting the numbers as 
each cage was opened. Large rabbits on their 

own were left as they were probably pregnant. 
Mothers with babies in nest boxes and very young 
rabbits were not disturbed for obvious reasons. 

Because of the windows we had decided to film 
only the last few rabbits being liberated because 
the video lights were so powerful. For the same 
reason we left the flashes on the cameras switch- 
ed off. Everyone was reminded to keep count of 
how many rabbits they had taken and began 
placing them in sacks complete with drawstrings 
for carrying. With the flashguns charged and 

everyone ready for a quick getaway (most of the 
people had by now left the unit and assembled at 
the fence where we had cut it), the video camera 
was switched on and allowed to run for 15-20 
seconds while being checked that the settings 
were correct. The video lights were switched on 
and the last of the rabbits placed in the sacks 
and slogans sprayed on the wall. Photographs 

were also taken and then we left quickly, closing 
the door and propping a piece of wood against it 
(as advised) to prevent the cold night air caus- 
ing those left behind any discomfort. 


We reached the boats and while one ferried the 

rabbits across the other ferried the activists 
back. When the last batch of rabbits were 

arriving we filmed them being unloaded. When 
we were 200-300 yards from the vehicles, a lad 
and girl went forward, arm in arm, to check all 
was well with the vehicles - if stopped they 
would have claimed to be hitch-hikers, as they 
were coming from the direction of an exit on the 
M6 they would be covered by a good story. All 
was well and the rabbits were transferred to 
large cardboard boxes in two vehicles. 

It was now after 6.00am and getting light, 
with plenty of traffic about. The two vehicles 
left and within three minutes were both heading 
in different directions along the motorway to the 
holding units. The activists, now very tired 

and yet elated, dumped ail their plimsoles, 

gloves and scarves in a black bag (if stopped 
and asked about them it would have been ex- 

plained that it was all for a jumble sale). This 
went into a car along with other pieces of equip- 
ment. A third vehicle left with the films and 

video tape. Finally, the boats were packed and 
everyone was away - if stopped they were return- 
ing from a couple of days boating in the Lake 
District . 

The video was copied and the original, along 
with a statement about the raid, was dispatched 

with one person to go to London, as there are no 
regional news programmes on Granada and BBC TV 
North West on a Saturday. The tape was to be 
taken to the ITN studios in London and the BBC.

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Another person rang the local radio stations and 
attempted to ring the Press Association (PA) in 
London. The person at the PA who took the call 
would not accept it without a phone number and 
a name of a person to get back to. The person 
making the telephone call did not know the name 
or telephone number of the new ALF Press Officer. 
We had not expected the PA to ask for this. The 
person making the call was not unduly worried 
as the person going to London had also been in- 
structed to telephone the Press Association to 
offer them a roll of black and white film and 
that person had a copy of the statement. Dis- 
aster. We did not know that there had been a 

major train crash on the London line the evening 
before. With delays and having to change 

trains they finally arrived in London at about 
6.00pm. By the time they reached the 1TN stu- 

dios they had well passed the deadline for anoth- 
er story to be screened on the news. Apparant- 
ly an ordinary VHS video cannot be shown on the 
TV as simply as TV video. VHS has to be pro- 
cessed through special machines before it can be 
shown on TV. While we had gone to so much 

trouble to learn how to use a video camera and 
taking good quality photos using flash, because 
we had not been able to practice releasing a 
newsworthy event to the media we had fallen 
down. But for the train crash the day before 

we would probably have muddled through, though 
we learnt a lot from the experience. 

Overall, 102 rabbits are now free from the 
concentration ramp type conditions they were 
being reared in. They will not end up in 

laboratories, the meat trade or on someone's 
back. We are extremely grateful to the people 

who transported the rabbits, to the people who 
run the two holding units, to the two people 
supplying the food and expert help and to the 
people whose home was used as a base. Without 
their invaluable help we could not have liberated 
so many rabbits.

ALLDERS of Croydon will no longer be selling 
furs 


The Animal Liberation 
Front has staged a series of 
attacks against Adders in its 
campaign for the store to 
close its fur department. 

In February an incen- 
diary device was placed in 
the furniture department of 
the store timed to ignite in 
the middle of the night. 

Shortly after this, 27 win- 
dows and six doors at the 
store were damaged when 
etching fluid was poured 
over them. 

Then in May incendiary 
devices were placed under 
the store’s lorries at their 
warehouse in Hackbridge. 
Four lorries were complete- 
ly destroyed and two severe- 
ly damaged. 

In a letter to Mirror Ex- 
tra, the store’s director Mr 
Peter Saunders, says: 


“Some time has now elaps- 
ed since the various attacks 
on this company’s property 
by Animal Rights groups 
and we have used the in- 
terim period to appraise the 
future of our fur depart- 
ment,*’ he says. 

But a spokesman for the 
Animal Liberation Front 

said “The decision was 
made for the commercial 
reason that our direct ac- 
tion had cost Allders 
thousands of pounds. There 
is no way that Allders 
would have stopped selling 
furs if it had not been for 
the direct action.’* 

He added that the store 
would no longer be subject 
to attack as it had ceased 
selling furs.

Earlier this year The Guardian newspaper report- 
ed that "After an attack on Rackhams in Sheffield 
in December other stores in the North have felt it 
prudent to close their fur departments". Since 

then department stores in the South have also 
been withdrawing their fur departments as a 
direct result of the ALF actions against their 
premises . 

Allders of Croydon , in Surrey , has taken the de- 
cision to no longer sell furs , following a cam- 
paign against the store by Af.F activists . In 
February an incendiary device was planted in 
Allders , timed to ignite in the middle of the 
night. The sprinkler system caused extensive 

damage to the store. Shortly after this action , 
27 windows and 6 doors were attacked with etch- 
ing fluid and then , on the 5th May , incendiary 
devices were placed under lorries belonging to 
Allders. Four of the lorries were completely de- 
stroyed and two severely damaged . The final 

attack came shortly afterwards when an Allders 
delivery van was covered in acid , destroying the 
interior and exterior of the vehicle. Two days 

later the fur department closed. 


Dingles store of Exeter , in Devon - having been 
subject to attack , including etching fluid poured 
over windows - has now closed it ' s fur depart- 
ment. The manager has said that this decision 

has been made due to the 'animal lib. ' actions 
against the store. And John Lewis of Oxford 

Street , in London , is yet another major depart- 
ment store which has now withdrawn it's fur de- 
partment because, they admit, they just can't 

cope with the hassle. Debenhams of Guildford, 

Surrey, have capitulated and now only sell fake 
furs. Also in Guildford, a shop called Skincraft 
has now (after numerous ALF attacks) totally 
ceased selling furs and they have also changed 
their name. 

Actions against stores with fur departments have 
been stepping up, with reports of attacks coming 
from all over the country. Nottingham ALF have 
caused their local Debenhams over £ 33,000 damage 
during a series of attacks on the windows with 
etching fluid and, on one occasion , a hammer. 
During the hammer attack plain clothes police had 
been keeping watch. They gave chase and one 

activist was caught and was remanded in Lincoln 
Prison for 3 months. 

More recently, on October 10th, an incendiary de- 
vice was placed in the Lewises store in Liver- 
pool. Unfortunately the device failed to ignite. 

However, on the same day the activists also pour- 
ed etching fluid over 16 of the stores windows 
and all the windows have since been replaced; at 
considerable cost. There will be a full report 

of this action in the next newsletter. 

Also in Liverpool , the notorious Baray Furs, Liv- 
erpool’s 'premiere ' fur shop, has been forced to 
close after 3 years of attacks from ALF activists 
and pickets. The shop has been attacked a 

large number of times - sprayed, locks glued, 
windows smashed etc. £6,000 damage was caused 
to fur coats by an incendiary device and a local 
lad, Brian Swales , was pulled in because he was 
the closest person they could find to the descrip- 
tion of someone who had entered the shop the day 
before. The poor lad had nothing to do with 

the ALF but was often to be seen giving out leaf- 
lets from an information stall in the city. In • 

court the staff could not be 100°1o certain, and he' 
walked free. After three more actions recently 

( two in daylight and one in the evening, squirt- 
ing etching fluid through the shutters ) animal 
rights campaigners turned up for a picket, to see 
CLOSING DOWN SALE notices. The Manager carrie 
out and screamed that those responsible for the 
actions should be hanged. The Manager was 

informed by one of the pickets that the feeling 
was mutual.

ATTACK ON ANDREW CLARKSON'S

NOTTINGHAM, ON FEBRUARY "1ST 


After spending some time 'sussing out the shop 
and the means of entering and damaging the in- 
side, ALF activists entered the shop from the 
rear, unscrewing the hinges on the back door and 
forcing it open. The activists said as soon as 

they were inside the smell of death hit them like 
a hammer. It was disgusting and nauseating. 

They quickly sorted out what needed doing and 
set about it. The cold storage room was entered 
and all the meat ripped open, sprayed with fly 
spray and daubed with red paint. Fridges and 
freezers were destroyed and turps poured over the 
contents. A £2,000 set of scales was blown up 
from the mains switch. Eggs were smashed and 
stock scattered all over the floor - paper work 
was destroyed. Finally, slogans were daubed 

over the shop. Clarkson unfortunately didn't 

close down permanently but the shop was shut for 
2-3 weeks afterwards causing him financial loss. 
He then had a steel shutter put on the shop front 
window, but lately he rarely seems to be open.

first hit the local headlines when Surrey ALF 
carried out a paint attack on the animal house in 
1985. The reason the attack was carried out 

was to highlight the fact that NESCOT were 
carrying out tobacco and nicotine experiments on 

rats. Many hundreds of rats, mice and gerbils 

were visible through the windows of the labora- 

tory whilst the paint attack was taking place and 
we decided then and there that a further raid, to 
liberate the animals , should take place and as 

soon as possible. 

We started carrying out surveillance on the 
laboratory towards the end of the year. At this 
stage this normally consisted of a couple of us, a 
woman and a man, ambling along the footpath 

beside the lab. with our dog. During that 

early surveillance we began to formulate a plan 
for the raid - where the vans would be parked, 
how many people were needed, where the look- 
outs would be placed etc . Also, the method of 

entry into the laboratory needed to be decided, 

so one of us would climb over a high gate into 
the grounds and closely examine the doors and 
windows of the building. NESCOT were quite 

security conscious , having a security guard on 
site who would often drive round, checking that 
nothing was amiss. Also, the doors of the main 
laboratory were alarmed , and a high % intensity 
light was kept on all night. We realised that 

the normal method of entry, either breaking a 

window or crowbarring the door, would set off 
the alarms. So we decided that the new-style 

ALF method of entry, cutting a hole in the door 
without actually opening it, would be the best 
and safest way of gaining access to the animals . 

On one of the surveillance trips the lights had 
been left on in the laboratory and we were able 
to take a rough count as to how many animals 
were in the lab. We estimated there were be- 
tween three and four hundred rodents, consisting 

of mice, rats, gerbils and hamsters. Also, 

there were a number of rabbit cages in the room, 
although we couldn 't see whether any were in- 
side. From this we were able to work out how 

many carrying boxes we needed, estimating that 
an average of 15-20 rodents could go m each 

box. At no time did we seriously consider leav- 
ing any animals in the lab . as this has caused 
us much heartache on previous raids. The eyes 
of the abandoned dogs, cats, chickens etc. as we 
left the buildings stuck in each of our minds and 
we vowed that, whenever possible, we would take 
everything in there, regardless of whether we had 
immediate homes or not. Although this does 

cause problems we have always managed to home 
everything in the end. 

At this stage we now had a pretty good idea of 
how the raid would take place so the next stage 
was to allocate specific jobs for particular 
people. We decided on having two large cars 

for the boxes of animals, with the drivers parked 
a short distance away, in radio contact with the 
raiding party. When the animals were ready 

they would be called up on the radio and stop 
briefly by the side of the lab., the boxes would 
be put in as quick as possible and then they'd 
both drive off. A short gap of one minute be- 

tween each car stopping for loading was decided 



so that it wouldn't look too out of place in case 
any car or person did come along. Two look- 

outs, also with CBs, were placed at both exits to 
the laboratory - both look-outs were dressed in 
jogging gear, also so as to look as inconspicuous 
as possible. Finally, one look-out actually at 

the lab., also with CB, kept in radio contact 
with all the others to check that everything was 
running smoothly . Five people would actually 

carry out the raid in the laboratory itself, two 
pairs for the rats, gerbils and hamsters and one 
person for the mice. 

One more problem in the planning needed to be 
sorted out before the raid could take place. 
The lab. lies alongside a busy railway line with 
the station only a few yards further along the 
path. We had to find out the times of all the 

trains, and what time the last one left the sta- 
tion, before we could decide on what time the 
raid could take place. After that was sorted 

out, the temporary homes set up, the moon and 
the weather taken into consideration, the cars 
hired, the boxes and the tools obtained and the 
best day in the week chosen, the raid was ready 
to go ahead. 

We all met up a few hours before the raid took 
place, so that we could all go through, one final 
time, what each of us had to do. Every activ- 
ist on the raid had visited the labs, beforehand

and the drivers had checked and timed their 
particular routes , so the actual raid had been 
timed down to the last minute. 

All the carrying boxes were assembled and 
placed in the vehicles , the CBs were all checked 
with each other and the drivers then left. All 
the tools were checked once more and everything 
was wiped down. We planned to do a lot of 

damage inside the lab. once the animals were 
away , so paint cans and gallons of red paint 
were also taken. At the allotted time the rest 

of us left and drove to the lab. 

When we had all arrived at the lab., the dri- 
vers with the boxes pulled up at one minute in- 
tervals and we quickly unloaded the boxes. They 
then drove off to take up their positions a short 
distance away. We collected up the boxes and 

joined up under a dark disused railway bridge. 
The two lock-outs then left to take up their 
positions and then two more left with some boxes 
and boltcroppers to cut the padlock on the gate. 
When that was accomplished the rest of us coll- 
ected everything up and went through the gate 
and into the grounds of the laboratory , carefully 
closing the gate behind us. The lab. look-out 

took up position, carefully watching the direction 
the security guard would come from, and the two 
with the brace and bit set about tackling the 
door. What this entailed was drilling a large 


number of holes near to each other, in the shape 
of a square. The square had to be large 

enough to allow people to pass through. When 

all the holes were drilled a saw was used to saw 
between each hole. This took nearly twenty 

minutes to accomplish and during this operation a 
message from one of the outside look-outs came to 
our look-out to warn us that a man was walking 

down the path behind the lab. Although he 

wouldn't have seen us, he would definitely have 
heard us, so the drilling and sawing stopped and 
we all held our breath until he had passed. The 
drilling started again when he had gone and soon 
we were able to take a large piece of the door 
out. 

The light from inside and a terrible stench of 
rodents streamed out through the hole which we 
all quickly climbed through, taking the boxes in 
with us. Just as we set about putting the 

animals into the boxes, the look-out just outside 
the door ran up and whispered through the door 
that the security guard had arrived at the end of 
the building in his car and was doing his 
checks. We all crouched down and, with beat- 

ing hearts, waited to see if he approached. The 
look-out had armed himself with a large stick to 
warn anyone away and, from a dark corner, he 
watched the guard. The guard glanced at the 

building for a moment and, seeing nothing amiss 
(the hole in the door was at the back of the 

lab.), got into his car and drove off to bed. 

We continued to put all the animals into the 

boxes and, when all the boxes were full, stacked 

up the remaining lab. cages still with animals in 
by the door. We also collected many water bott- 
les and lab. food (as lab. rodents sometimes take 
a time to switch to normal food) and then called 
up the cars and look-outs on the radio. 

After putting all the boxes outside the door the 
look-outs arrived and we all set off with the 

boxes, out of the lab. grounds and down to the 
first car which was just arriving. One look-out 
went ahead to check the path was clear. We 

removed our balaclavas and quickly piled half 
the boxes into the first car. An activist then 

jumped in beside the driver and both drove off. 
This was repeated one minute later when the final 
car arrived, the remaining animals, all the tools 
and one activist piling in the car and setting 
off. Three more activists then left in their own 
car to go back home. This left three of us who 
returned to our own car, collected the paint and 
a hammer to cause damage and returned to the 
now strangely empty laboratory . 

One member again remained outside as look-out 
whilst the two of us set about damaging the lab. 
First we collected up as many documents as poss- 
ible, details of experiments and experimenters 
and, interestingly , a lot of literature from the 
BUAV, LACS and other animal rights organisa- 
tions. As we started damaging equipment and 

spraying slogans, one activist opened up a large 
freezer in the corner. Inside were trays and 

trays of dead and frozen mice, rats and gerbils, 
well over a hundred animals that we were too 
late to have saved. At least we had saved well 
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over 300 animals from a similar fate . After we 
had carried out what turned out to be " many 
thousands of pounds worth of damage " according 
to one newspaper , we collected up the documents 
and left the lab. for the final time. 

We had liberated well over 300 animals, which 
included 11 hamsters, UO gerbils, 70 rats and 
over 200 mice. Many of these were already 

pregnant, so the final figure saved was a lot 
higher. Thanks to the ALF supporters we were 
able to house all the animals in good and large 
cages, with wheels, tunnels, huts and other 
accessories for their comfort and enjoyment . We 

had great pleasure in destroying all the tiny 
lab. cages that the animals had been crammed in 
at the laboratory. 


The documents revealed that many of the ex- 
periments being carried out at NESCOT were 'mat- 
ernal deprivation' experiments where the young 
were taken away from the mothers soon after 
birth and the suffering in the young rodents 
monitored via their brain responses. The rodents 
were then killed and their bodies frozen before 
autopsy. Some of the animals rescued were in a 
terrible state, the hamsters being particularly 
bad, and a number of them needed urgent veter- 
inary attention. 

All the rescued animals are now permanently 
homed with good and caring people, and Surrey 
ALF are new in the middle of planning their next 
raid.

Plans Rejected 

In the last newsletter we included a report of 
the ALF raid on Freers Mink Farm, in Cater- 
ham in Surrey, which forced the owner to give 
up and close down. The new owner of the 

land applied to the local council for planning 
permission to set up a battery chicken farm. 
The council turned down the application on the 
grounds that they were already having too 
much ALF activity in the area and they didn't 
want to encourage any more. They said that 
starting up a battery farm was just asking for 
trouble - and the land owner agreed that they 
were absolutely right. Instead, he is now 

setting up a dog boarding kennels and he 
commented that he hoped the animal activists 
would not find any reason to take action

There are a number of people in the Ani- 
mal Rights Movement who, for many reasons, can- 
not get involved in ALF-style direct action. A 
great many of these people have told of their 
frustration at not being able to M get at" the ani- 
mal abusers in ways that the ALF have so 
successfully done, such as paint attacks on the 
property of vivisectors, hunters etc. 

However, reports are showing that an increas- 
ing amount of these people have been embarking 
on campaigns of their own, where the life of an 
animal abuser can turn from one of cold, cosy 
complaceny to that of continual harassment and 
the realisation that what the individual does to 
animals is abhorrent to most. And the cam- 

paigns have required very little effort and very 
little risk of getting caught. 

A good example of the above has been the 
continuing campaign against the chief vivisector 
at B1BRA laboratories in Carshalton in Surrey - 
SHARAT D. GANG0LL1 of 157, Old Lodge Lane, 
Purley, Surrey. Tel. 01 660 7849. This vivisec- 
tor has had his car and house attacked a number 
of times by the ALF and these actions have been 
complemented by a sustained campaign of harass- 
ment by the use of phone calls, the overwhelming 
sending of 'Freepost' (books, catalogues, clothing 
etc.), visits and phone calls by salespersons, 
builders, decorators, taxis, funeral cars etc., 
ordering of skips which have been placed outside 
his house and a myriad of other unwelcome and 
irritating itinerary. This side to the campaign 
has made absolutely sure that the pressure on 
Gangolli has never let up and has made him one 
very unhappy torturer of animals. His wife 

Lillian was quoted recently in the papers as 
saying "Sharat cannot take any more, he is 
considering retiring early". 

There have been a number of imaginative ways 
in which people have been applying a lot of 
pressure on animal abusers, whether they have 
been attacked by the ALF or not. 


The simplest form of pressure has been phone 
calls. Animal abusers have been receiving 

phone calls both at home and at work, at all 
hours - particularly in the middle of the night - 
from people who've rung to tell them what they 
think of their activities. Some animal abusers 
have been forced to go ex-directory as a result. 

People have been filling out 'Freepost' cou- 
pons which have come through their doors or 

which they've found in Sunday Supplement maga- 
zines. Books have been sent by Book Clubs 

where books are dispatched without fee and must 
be returned by the receiver within ten days. 
Double-glazing, central heating, clothing cata- 
logues, insurance etc. have all been used in 

similar ways. People have also been getting 

their abusers to join some clubs, such as Date- 
line, record clubs and others, which have caused 
them endless problems. The abusers phone 

numbers have also been put on the coupons, 
resulting in phone calls from persistent sales- 
people seeking appointments with them. 

People have been phoning builders, decora- 
tors, estate agents and others, pretending to be 
the abuser. They've made arrangements for 

them to come round for estimates or to sell the 
house, sometimes all turning up on the same 
evening at fifteen minute intervals. Some people 
have ordered skips to be delivered at the animal 
abusers houses, funeral directors have been sent 
round to arrange the burial of a loved one, de- 
liveries of cement, coal and scaffolding have all 

been arriving outside the houses and taxi cabs 
have been sent round at all hours. Sometimes 
the real names of the vivisectors have not been 

used, resulting in taxi drivers arriving on door 
steps at one o'clock in the morning saying "Dr. 

Mengele, you ordered a taxi". 

People have been using these and many other 
ideas to cause utter misery to those who cause 

utter misery to the animals they torture. 










On Wednesday , June U, the Farm Freedom Fight- 
ers liberated twenty-five laying hens from a Mid- 
Atlantic battery egg operation. According to 

Farm Sanctuary , the spokesgroup for the libera- 
tors, this is the first direct farm animal libera- 
tion ever conducted in the United States. 


The video recording of the raid, containing 
footage of the liberators , the battery egg oper- 
ation and the hens, shows the liberators spray 
painting slogans such as "Animal Auschwitz" and 
"Battery cages are torture chambers" on the walls 
of the hen warehouse . A note was left for the 

egg producers urging them to stop using battery 
cages. 


According to a statement made by the Farm 
Freedom Fighters , "This action is the first of 
many farm animal liberations . Our war against 

farm animal oppression will continue until all 
farm animals are free from the brutality of fact- 
ory farms".

". . all hang together . 


There is nothing worse than a traitor and un- 
fortunately at the moment there are an awful lot 
of traitors within the animal liberation movement . 
The traitors are those who are prepared to sell 
out their beliefs for what they see as a little bit 
of political power or media glory and even worse, 
those who follow the orders issued by the nation- 
al organisations and condemn the actions of the 
ALF, Animal Liberation Leagues, ARM or HRS 
without even questioning why they have been told 
to do so. 

The national groups have pressure put on them 
by the media and MPs to condemn the activists , 
and this they gladly do, for a few self interested 
reasons, 1) They get publicity for their organisa- 
tion in the media, 2) They think that they are 
getting a bit of political power and 3) They are 
only too ready to slag off those who they have no 
control over. 


The media and MPs have pressure put on them 
by the animal exploiters , who have them in their 
back pocket, to condemn the activists. So, in 
the long run, the national groups are in the 
power of the enemy, the animal exploiters , even 
though they may not realise it, which is quite 

ironic when most of the people in the movement 
think that they are against the exploiters, and 

yet spout the same rubbish that they do and 
condemn those who are fighting back against the 
scum. We, as activists, are the free element in 

the movement because we choose our own way of 
fighting back, we are the uncontrollable because 
we will not be told what to do and there's 
nothing more the enemy hates than people they 
are unable to give orders to. By 'the enemy' 

I also refer to the traitors in the movement - 

they may claim to be on our side but they are 
just as much the enemy as the animal abusers 
and there's no two ways about it. 



The question of the use or not of violence is 
continually being brought up in the movement , 
and just who keeps bringing it up? - the enemy , 
eg. the media , MPs, traitors and so on. This 
point is being used to break what solidarity 
there is in the movement , by splitting us into 
smaller and smaller groups which are , in the 
long run , easier to control or destroy. So, 

instead of arguing amongst ourselves over a 
hypothetical point, it's about time we, as indivi- 
duals and a movement , got together and got on 
with the job in hand - that is, to achieve animal 
liberation and a world free from the exploitation 
and oppression by humans of humans and non- 
humans. 

The only side which uses violence is the 
enemy, by torturing and murdering non-humans 
and beating up humans who take action to stop 
them (eg. hunt heavies , circus heavies and the 
police who beat up activists whilst they are in 
the cells! and NOT US . Yet, as soon as anyone 
in the movement says that they may fight back 
the way the enemy does by using violence, the 
enemy throws up its hands in horror and screams 
"terrorist” , yet another hypocritical statement 
from the real terrorists, and the public, like 


fools, believe them because they are too apathetic 
to think for themselves . 

We, as individuals and a movement , waste our 
energies arguing over a philosophical point in- 
stead of fighting back against the enemy. We 

now have to put aside our differences for the 
moment and join together because, all the time 
that is wasted arguing, non-humans and humans 
are being tortured , exploited , abused and opp- 
ressed by the real terrorists. Yet, if we were 

united, we could finish off the scum by closing 
their death camps by whatever means we choose 
to. 

The individual is strong and can achieve much 
but our strength lies in co-operation and mutual 
support, so let ' s stop being forced apart by the 
enemy and fight for a world without the exploita- 
tion and oppression of all living beings. Once 

we have achieved that, then we can discuss our 

philosophical differences, though by then I don ' t 
think that it will be necessary . In the words 

of Benjamin Franklin , "We must all hang together 
or all hang separately " . 
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On Wednesday 23 July, at Bradfield Moor near 
Sheffield, in Yorkshire, Iwenty-ni.ie grouse shool- 
ing butts were either damaged or totally destroy- 
ed and a shooting cabin was extensively damag- 
ed . 
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We had chosen that date to do the action for 
three reasons - 1) It was midweek, 2) The Royal 

wedding, 3) It was a few weeks before the start 
of the shoot so, all in all, there was a small 
chance of being disturbed by the public whilst 
doing the ac«don. 
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We arrived at the Moor in the late morning 
and went for a walk on the moor to check out if 
anyone else was around. After about an hour 

or so of walking (and getting lost for a while) 
we found our first set of nine butts (map ref. 210 
948) and set about taking them apart. 
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Ihe first few were fairly easy as they were 
not that old. Whilst people were taking the 

butts apart, one person kept a watch with bin- 
oculars. We found that the easiest way to take 
the butt apart was to first remove the top turfs 
and then take the frame supporting it to bits and 
collapsing the butt inwards. 
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We had to leave one butt only damaged and 
not destroyed so as not to disturb some bees 
nesting in it. After finishing that line of butts 
we made our way across to the next line (map 
ref. 224 953) and started on the shooting cabin 
there . 


All the windows that were not boarded up 

^ were smashed and after removing the iron bars on 
one window we managed to get inside. Once in- 

side anything that could be damaged was. Cups 
were smashed, tables, chairs, wood stove, doors 
and fittings were destroyed. 
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Outside the shooting cabin, the tiled roof was 
being taken apart and smashed, so quite a bit of 
damage was done there. We think that it will 

cost about £250 or more to repair in all, as slate 
tile roofing is very expensive. 
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We then started on the twenty butts and com- 
pletely destroyed them. We even managed to 

destroy the drainage pipes that were laid (to 

stop the butt from getting too wet) and all the 
"( r metal and wood frames were wrecked on the butts. 
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By this time, about 4pm, everyone was too 

K exhausted and wet to carry on, so we left it at 
,; v that, rather than carry on at another set of 

butts and risk being seen. We left the moors at 
the right time as there was a heavy storm coming 
>. in and we were wet enough as it was. 
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We managed to destroy all the butts in the 

’ middle of the moor, so the grouse that we saw 
jr* there that day should have been alright on 

7 August 12th, and the shooting scum would have 

had less of a massacre then. 
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In newsletter 17 we began the story 

of the ALF.

In Part One 

a small group of people formed ’The 

Band of Mercy ’ 

, carrying out successful raids at 

the 

premises of animal suffering. 

On 23rd August 

1974 

two Band members, Cliff Good- 

man 

and Ronnie Lee, were arrested in the area 

of 

OLAC at Bicester in Oxfordshire. 


Shortly after Ronnie Lee 's impri sonment he was 
taken to Winchester prison as it was felt by the 
prison au thorit ies that he would receive the 
attention necessary for someone on hunger strike . 
On March 28th 1975, the day before the move , 
demonstrations began outside Oxford prison where 
he and Cliff Goodman were being held. Support 
and fund-raising for the " Bicester Two " had now 
started and become organised . The organisation 
"S.C.E." (Stop Cruel Experiments ) played a great 
part in the support that Ronnie and Cliff received 
and badly needed. Events to create and in- 

crease support commenced and letters of support 
continued to reach the national press. The 

Daily Telegraph of April 2nd 1975 included a 
letter which stated 

"In these lawless days such acts should not 
be condoned , but many would sympathise with 
this action against the utterly diabolical and 
very largely unnecessary form of cruelty in- 
volved in animal experimentation . These 
young men, while defying the law, showed 
great courage and the sentences of three years 
imprisonment seems unrealistic and harsh. 

Had they beaten up a policeman they would 
doubtless have received suspended sentences ..." 
Even the "Anti Vivisection Times " of the British 
Union for the Abolition of Vivisection ( BUAV ) 
stated in its April 1975 edition :- 

" The history of tyranny alone indicates that 
its downfall is almost inevitably the result 
of direct action. The history of the anti- 
vivisection movement is in itself an instance 
of a century-long fight against a tyranny 
imposed on our fellow creatures. It is a 
long and miserable history of millions of 
pounds having been expended on dozens of 
abortive campa igns to change laws which, 
it seems, have somehow and paradoxically 
to be respected because they are laws..." 

The hunger strike and refusal to wear or eat 
anything connected with animals as a vegan, by 
Ronnie Lee, continued to receive press coverage . 
Support for Ronnie came from his own Member of 
Parliament , Ivor Clemitson , and he joined demon- 
strators outside the prison where Ronnie was 
held. At this time the prison authorities were 

not allowing visits from Ronnie's parents, his 
MP or social worker. The authorities were no 

doubt confused and perturbed about the whole 
case - the actual ' offences' , the hunger strike 
and Ronnie's refusal to wear or eat anything of 
animal origin. The hunger strike ended as 

Ronnie became aware that his own situation was 
receiving more attention than Porton Down itself . 
There was also indication that some experimenta- 
tion related to war was to be stopped although at 
a later time this was found to be incorrect . 


To gain an overall picture it is important to 
hear Ronnie Lee's own personal account of the 
1973-1976 period. When speaking with him the 

aspect which becomes the most obvious is his 
belief that imprisonment was almost inevitable 
and was a reasonable price to pay for the animal 
suffering that had been prevented in the Band of 
Mercy days. He frequently equates the sentence 
of imprisonment with a) animal suffering and b) 
the suffering prevented which led to the imprison- 
ment and makes it very clear he feels there is no 
possible comparison. For the most accurate view 
of that period it is best to detail his own record :- 


M THE STEP FROM DESTROYING HUNTING 
EQUIPMENT TO BURNING LABORATORIES 
AND PROPERTY OWNED OR TO BE USED 
BY ANIMAL ABUSERS WAS INDEED A 
LARGE ONE. HOWEVER, IT WAS THE 
MOST LOGICAL ONE ALSO*’. 


"The step from destroying hunting equipment to 
burning laboratories and property owned or to be 
used by animal abusers was indeed a large one. 
However, it was the most logical one also. Cliff 
Goodman and myself read about the Hoechst build- 
ings and mentioned it to each other almost at the 
same time and we agreed the burning of the 
buildings would be the best way to prevent 

animal suffering . Soon afterwards I visited the 

site and realised I could burn it down there and 
then - I began a fire but this was reported as 
causing only £4 ,000 damage which I later found 
to be a totally incorrect figure. Cliff and I then 
went to the site and started a fire there and the 
total damage was £46,000. The next action 

against the seal culling had to be carefully timed 
not too early so boats destroyed or damaged 

could be replaced , but not too late as the HSA 
were out in their own boats trying to disrupt the 
cull . 

"Shortly after this, documents came into our 
possession which gave us extensive information 

about laboratory suppliers etc. Cliff and myself 
decided the best 'cover' to use in visiting these 
places, to look around them and still be able to 
stay in the area without suspicion , was to go on 
camping holidays. At night we could leave our 

tent and look around the places and agree on the 
best plan to effect the maximum damage. When 
the damage had been done we simply packed our 
camping gear and drove off to the next target - 
it all went very well. 


STORY 


PART 2 
“The first 
prisoners ” 


"At OLAC (Southern ) , at Bicester , we went through 
the usual routine and on the night of 23rd August 
137k we went into the area . Cliff saw a securi- 
ty guard but it seemed that he hadn 't noticed us 
and so we went ahead and into the area where 
portacabins were situated . Within only a few 

minutes there were police everywhere and we hid 
under a portacabin , seeing the feet of the police 

and the police torches being used . It was not 

long before they spotted us and we were arrested . 
The reason for the speed at which the police 
arrived and the number of them that came was 
due to a RAF base nearby and the whole area 
was very sensitive . The RAF base police turned 
up to search the grounds when the security man 
gave the alarm , in addition to the civilian police 
from Bicester . 

"Unfortunately the police found the car we were 
using and there was considerable evidence inside 
the car which incriminated us and, was used in 

our trial. To start fires we were using news- 

paper tied round sticks and the police were able 
to show in court it was the same newspapers 

being used for arson that were in our car. It 
was the same situation as the wooden sticks 
( which were taken from fencing at the bottom of 
my garden). 

"The police finding our car was the main problem 
- we had parked it in a very sheltered area and 
presumed that , if caught , the car would not be 
found and we would collect it after release on 
bail , which would occur soon after arrest due to 
lack of evidence. Unfortunately the police used 

tracker dogs and the dogs took the police back 

over the fields over which we had walked , 
straight back to the car. There was, incident- 
ally, little support for direct action at this time 
and the Band of Mercy only numbered some six 
people. Cliff and myself were on the HSA 

committee but we were expelled as we were 
suspected of being involved in Band of Mercy 
activity. The HSA even offered a reward for 

information leading to identification of Band of 
Mercy members although this was really the idea 
of just one HSA member and was not done with 
the full approval of the HSA committee. I didn ' t 
feel this was a malicious action as I suspect it 
was done to give the appearance that the HSA 
didn 't approve of the Band of Mercy and was 

totally separate from it, but there is little doubt 
it was counter-productive and did more harm than 
good . 

"On arrest the police immediately searched us and 
their first words were "Are there going to be any 
fires or explosions ? Do we have to evacuate the 
people living in this neighbourhood?" and we both 
replied "No". The police reaction to us was not 
particularly unpleasant and they made it clear 

that they did not consider us to be real 'crimi- 
nals ' and , when we realised the weight of evi- 
dence against us, we admitted what we had done 
and made statements to that effect. Because it 
was our first offence we were both released on 
bail, although the bail sureties were very high - 
my one was £k,000. There were also very strict 
bail conditions, for example I had to go to 

the local police station every day and I was not 

allowed to go out of doors between 9 pm and 7am. 


"My first thoughts were to the publicity that 
would be obtained for the Animal Rights campaign 
as I considered the exposure of the true extent 
and nature of animal abuse to be of utmost im- 

portance. The first solicitor I saw said I would 
be imprisoned for some eight years due to my re- 
fusal to apologise for my actions. I made it 

clear throughout that I would not be vindictive 
or obstreperous, but I would not be apologetic 
nor appear to be sorry for what I had done. I 

then went to another solicitor who advised me 
that the sentence would be about three years im- 

prisonment and in fact he was correct. I accep- 
ted this would be my fate and bore in mind the 

tremendous damage done and the number of ani- 
mals saved through that damage and extra secur- 

ity measures implemented due to Band of Mercy 
activities . 

"I deliberately did not have a barrister for the 
Court hearing as I was worried that, despite in- 

structions not to apologise , he or she would do so 
- I therefore pleaded guilty and did my own mi- 
tigation. Despite Cliff clearly instructing his 

QC not to apologise on his behalf, the QC actu- 
ally did so. Despite this and the fact that 

Cliff had been charged with less than I had 
been, his sentence was the same as mine which 

proved my suspicions were correct, that the 
Courts are hardened to the pathetic attempts of 

barristers continually plead ing their clients are 
'sorry' for the offence committed. As far as the

sentence was concerned , it was obvious that if we 
had made just one isolated attack not connected 
with the Animal Rights cause, we would have 
been given a suspended sentence or even less. 
However, the Judge feared, as he said himself, 
the "break-down of law and order as we know it" 
and although we could have been given longer 
sentences , the fact remains, it could have been 
less than three years. The proof of what I say 
is that at the same time as our trial there was a 
case of a Public Schoolboy , about 17 I believe, 
who did far more damage to his school which he 
set fire to because he "didn 't like it" than we 
ever did, but was given probation . Another case 
about this time involved two factory women who 
took a liking to a local Fire Brigade I nspector 
and started small fires in their factory so the 
Inspector would have to go there. In due course 
one of their fires, so I believe, burnt the factory 
down and they were given suspended sentences . 
Again, the damage they did far exceeded the am- 
ount Cliff and myself had done. 
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"At the trial itself there was a tremendous num- 
ber of supporters in the Courtroom and in time 
the whole situation became emotional . When the 
sentence was passed they began jeering and shou- 
ting at the Judge and there was even one person 
who tried to set off a smoke-bomb but was stopp- 
ed by the police. The police obviously then 

tried to get us out of the Court as quickly as 
possible to prevent a riot. Unfortunately they 

kept pushing us very hard and Cliff took excep- 
tion to this and , without me seeing the incident , 
he kicked one of the Officer s in his shin. When 
we got into the holding room the Prison Officers 
were very angry and shouting abuse and becom- 
ing violent - naturally I just thought this was 
their reaction to Band of Mercy members and I 
obviously wondered what the next three years 
would be like! Shortly afterwards a Prison Off- 
icer came into the room to attack Cliff, who de- 
fended himself , and yet more threats were issued ; 
during this time I was not aware of what had 
started this all off and believed this was the 
attitude to people taking direct action against 
animal abuse . I obviously discovered the facts 

not long afterwards . Cliff and the Prison Offi- 
cers decided to forget the whole incident the next 
day . This may have been initiated by the press 
coverage and the Prison Officers reading about 
what we had done and being sympathetic . The 
attitude of the guards was very reasonable and 
from various events that occurred , 1 would imag- 

ine they were in agreement with what we had 
done. 

"Cliff and myself were initially taken to Oxford 
Prison but kept separate . Not long afterwards I 
was taken to Winchester Prison as it had better 
facilities for a prisoner on hunger strike , as I 
was. After finishing the hunger strike I was 

given a vegan diet and began the usual work in 
a prison - sewing mail-bags etc. The prisoners 
overall were either vaguely or very sympathetic 
to what the Band of Mercy had done. The pris- 
oners and the prison guards knew all about our 
case as the local radio had given details of it 
and the prisoners had radio sets. The demon- 

strations outside the prison also helped a great 
deal. During this time Cliff was still in Oxford 
Prison . 

"After a few months I was sent to The Verne , an 
old fortress originally built to repel invasion by 
the French , and used as a semi-open prison. I 
waited with other prisoners for the coach to take 
us down there and I was obv iously delighted to 
sec Cliff on the coach and realise he was going 
down there also. Unfortunately I had to go 

back to Wormwood Scrubs for a while for a case 
involving my activities in the Peace movement 
which was a shock to the system. I was acqui- 
tted and returned to The Verne and stayed there 

until March 1976 when I was released . 

"I served a year as I was granted parole but on 
release I was still on probation and therefore re- 
stricted in what I could and could not do. On 

release / found that members of the Animal Rights 
movement were asking about direct action - there 
were about thirty people that had seen direct 
action as the spearhead of the campaign and had 
been motivated by the Band of Mercy - its activi- 
ties , philosophy and success. The first action 

was the damage done at Charles Rivers at Mar- 
gate in Kent - part of this damage was using 

water to cause damage to packing cases used by 
Charles River for the animals being sent to labs. 
This was obviously very imaginative and ind icat- 
ed that people were searching for ways to destroy 
property and equipment used for animal abuse. 
This was now ' The Animal Liberation Front ' as 
we saw the situation as a guerilla campaign and 
those participating in this were really very much 
in the front line of the campaign . 


"We had discussed the increase in direct action - 
at no time did we ever expect or even believe in 
an increase in direct action , but we had always 
hoped for it - and we began to see that hope 
being fulfilled and materialising in a very pos- 
itive way. 

"It was at this time that animal 1 iberation began 
to take place - the Band o7 Mercy had rescued 
some guinea-pigs from a lab. breeder on one 
occasion but had really concentrated on damage. 
Strangely enough, on the way back the group 
were stopped by the police as it was very late at 
night and they wanted to know the reason for 
driving about at that time - fortunately they 
believed the story about being on holiday and 
driving to a friend who wqs supplying accomoda- 
tion. They didn't notice the people sitting at 

the back of the car with guinea-pigs crawling 
about under their clothing. Shortly after the 

raid the breeder - an establishment near Salis- 
bury - closed down for fear of repeat attacks."

We drove past the compound and dropped off 
two look-outs who went into the compound to 
check that there was no one asleep in the cabs 
and that there were no British Rail staff around 
the vans (the compound is next to Norwich rail- 
way staion). The look-outs took up their 

positions and the rest of the activists were called 
in on the CBs . The main group was split into 

groups of two , the first group started at the top 
of the row of vans and the second group started 
at the bottom. These two groups were split into 
a further five groups , one group cut brake 
cables , one poured sugar into the fuel tanks, 
another poured pa intstripper on the sides of the 
vans and another glued up the locks. Once this 
had been done the vans were pa i ntbombed and the 
transport was called in and we left after causing 
an estimated £8,000 damage. Warning notes 

were left behind the windscreen wipers saying 
that the brake cables had been cut, so as to 
avoid risking human life / injury . In a press 

report the following day Norwich Police Supt. 
Frank Allen called our actions senseless and said 
we had the perfect right to demonstrate peacefully 
in the city. We say bollocks to this, the death 
of millions ot animals each year is much more 
senseless , and as for a right to demonstrate it is 
a (nother) right that is soon to be taken away 
from us with the oncoming public order bill. Be- 
sides, demos give them an opportunity to take our 
pictures, and what do demos ever achieve? 
Actions speak louder than words. The police 

are supposed to be setting up a special squad 
against us, well all I can say is they're not 
very efficient .

Shell Sho'ch 

Shell Research Laboratories in Sittingbourne , 
in Kent, has been forced to abandon a planned 
£7 million animal research project because they 
can't afford it. This is due to the fact that 
they've recently spent about £4 million on 
security, to keep animal activists out, inclu- 
ding video cameras fitted every few feet 
around the perimeter fencing. 


Video Review I 

1 ’HIDDEN CRIMES 1 * by SUPPRESS * 

This video, although made by the new US group 
SUPPRESS, is nevertheless very relevant to audi- 
ences here. It is based on Hans Ruesch’s 

"Slaughter of the Innocent" and "Naked Empress" 
and is just as powerful as the books. Vivi- 

section is torn apart, not just because it is bar- 
baric to the animals, but because it kills people 
too, by its misleading and dangerous results. 

This is also the first film that adequately out- 
lines the animal rights movement’s opponents in 
big business, in parliament and in the media 
(which explains the hysterical media coverage of 
our movement and the often repeated lies that 
medical "breakthroughs" are just around the cor- 
ner, as long as the funds keep coming in). In 
the film, eminent and respected scientists chall- 
enge the vivisectors to show the alleged benefits 
of vivisection whilst graphically showing the 
damage to both animals and people by this crude 
practice . 

One major interest to SG members will be the foot- 
age in the film of ALF activists rescuing over 260 
animals from the University of California labora- 
tories and the short clips from the Pennsylvania 
Primates video which was ’acquired' by activists 
and represents a massive blow against "scientific" 
experiments on animals. 

Please try to see this important video; and if you 
haven't yet read the books on which it is based, 
then there is no better time than straight away: 
Books available from C1V1S, PO Box 338 London E8.
